And the woman said, 
The serjient beguiled me, and I did 
eat 14 Ami tlie Lord God said 
unto the serpent, Because thou hast

field ; njion thy lielly shalt thou go, 
ami dust shalt thou eat all the days

thy husluind, and he sliall rule ovef 
thcT. 17 And unto Adam he said^

22 And the Lord God said, Behold,

God sent him forth from the fpnkM

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<frove out the man ; anrf he placed 
at the ea^t of the garden of Eden 
the Cherubim, and the flame of a 
sword which turned every Way, to 
keep the way of the«tree of life.

nasseh, and iMirsm^l after Midian. 

24 And Gideon sent ims"eni:ers 
throughout all the hill eoimtrv of 
Ephraim, saying, ( 'onie dowji air.iinst 
Midian, and Dike Ud’ore them the 
waters, as far as IhTh-barah, even 
JordaiL So all the men of Kphraim 
were gjithered together, and t<M)k 
the waters as far as Ileth bar.ih, even 
JordaiL 25 And they took the 
tw’o princes of Midian, Oreb and 
Zeeb ; and they slew Greb at the 
rock of Oreb, and Zeeb they slew at 
the winepress of Z^vb, and pursued 
Midian : and they brought the heads 
of Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon l>cy(uid 
Jordan. 

8 1 -Vnd the men of Ephniiin 
said unto him, Why liast thou 
served us thus, that thou calledst 
us not, when thou wentest to fight 
with Midian ? And they did chide 
with him sharply, 2 And he said 
unto them, Wliat )iavc I now done 
in eompariaon of you ? Is not the 


gleaning of the grapes of Ephraim 
Ixitter than the vintage of Abiezer ? 
3 God hath delivered into your hand 
the princes of Midian, Oi*eb and 
Zeeb : and wiiat was 1 able to do in 
comparison of you ? Then their 
anger was alwited towanl liim, w'hen 
he had said that. 4 And (ndeon 
came D) Jordan, and ]>iussi‘d over, he, 
and the three hunclrtHl men that 
were with him, faint, yet ])ursuing. 
5 Ami he said iint<» tlu‘ men of Suc- 
(‘oth, (dve. I pray you, loaves of 
bread unto the |s‘ople that follow' 
me : for they Ik‘ faint, and 1 am 
pniNuing after Zel>iih and Z^dmunna, 
(he kings of .Midian. 6 And the 
primvs of Suceoth .s;iid. Are the 
hands of Zebah and Z^dmunmi now 
in tbine hand, that we slu»uld give 
bread nnt«> thine arm} 7 And 
(iideoii s,'iid, Theridbre when the 
L<>rd hath di'livered //dwih and 
/.jilmuima into mine hand, then I 
will tear your llesh with th(‘ thorns 
of (he wilderiK'ss and with briers. 

8 .\ml he went up tluMiei* to Piuiliel, 
and sjKike unto them in like maniHT : 
and the men of IV niiel answi'nM him 
U" the men ttf MieecUh had answertnl 

9 And he spake al"o unto the men of 
I Vnnel, s;i\ ing. W hen I come again in 
}K*aee. 1 ns ill break down thi" toWiT. 

10 Now Zebah and /-ilimimai were 
in Karkor. and their lio>ts with them, 
alxait tifteiMj thoiisind men. all (hat 
were left of all the ho>t (>f the chil- 
dren of the east : for there fell an 
hmidred and tNNcniy ihousjind men 
that drew sword. Il And < Jideon 
went up by the way of them that 
dwelt in t4*nts on the east of Nolmh 
and .l(»glH*hah, and smote the host ; 
for the host was se< uir. 12 And 
ZeUih and Z-dmunna tied ; and he 
|)ursued after them; and he t(K)k 
the two kings of Midian, Zcdwib and 
/gdmuima, and dis<-omlite(l all the 
host 13 ;\nd (iideon the son of 
JoiLsh retun»e<l from the Uittlefrom 
the Hseent of Heren. 14 And he 
, «iught a young man (►f the men of 
Succoth, ami iiapiin'd of him : and 
he dcscrilKKl for him the prineca of 
i Succoth, and the elders thereof, 
seventy and seven men. 15 And 
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he came unto the men of Succoth, ' 
and 8aid, Behold Ztdwih and Zal- 
munna, concerning whom ye did 
taunt me, KJiyin^, Are the handn of 
Zel)ah and Zalnuinna now in thine 
hand, that we nhoiild j^ive hreiid 
unto thy men that are weary '( 
l6 And lie took tlie elder's (d* the 
city, and thorns of the wilderness 
and l)rie]*s, and with them he t^iu^ht 
the men of Snccotli. 17 And he 
bnike down the tov^er of rc iinel. and 
slew the men of tlie city. 18 Then 
said he unto Zehah and Zidmnnna, 
Wliat manner of men were tliov 
whom ye slew at d’alsu’^ And they 
answered, As thon art. so were tiny ; 
each one r(*semhled the children of 
a kin^. 19 And he said. Tiiey 
were my brethren, the sdiis of my 
mother; as the L<mt) liveth, if \e 
had siived them ali\i’, I wiadd not 
slay you. 20 And he s,iid unto 
Jether his fir>tlM>rn. I [». and sla\ 
tliem. But tlie youth <lrew not his 
sword : for hi* feared. U'causi* ho \Nas 
yet a youth. 21 Then Z<*hah and 
Ziilmunna s;iid, UiM* thou, and fall 
U[K)n us ; for a> the man is. m» i> his 
strength. And (iideon an»M‘, and 
slew Zc'Uih and Zalmunna, and t«M.k 
the crescents that were on tlieir 
camels' necks. 

22 Then the men of 1-sniel said 
unto (iideim, Itule tlmu over us. Utth 
thou, aial thy son, and th\ son > s(ai 
also; for thou h,ast .sived u> out of 
the hand of Midian. 23 And 
(jideon s;iid unto them. I will not 
rule over you. neither shall my s<»n 
rule over \ou. the Ismn shall rule 
over you. 24 .\nd (iide(m sjiid 
tmto them, I would desire a re4|ues( 
of you, that yi* would i;ivc me every 
man tin* earrings of his s|»oil. 1 For 
they had >;olden earrinp^. Urau.si* 
they were IslunaeliteK. 1 25 And 

they answered. We will willine:ly 
tfive theiiL And they sjireiul a pu* 
ment, and did cast therein every man 
the cttiTinpi of his sjMiil. 26 .Uid 
the weijfht of the golden wirrings 
that he re(]iie«ted wiis a thousand 
and seven hundreii slteirh of gold ; 
beside the crestHMite, and the |k»h- 
darjte, and the purjde raiment that 


was on the kings of Midian, and 
V)eside the cliains that were about 
their camels’ necks. 27 And 
(iideon made an ephod thereof, and 
put it in his city, even in Ophrah : 
and all Israel went a whoring after 
it there ; and it l)ecame a snare unto 
(ddeon, and to his house. 28 So 
.Midian wjis sulxlued lieforc the chil- 
dren of Isniel, and they lifted up 
tlieir heads no more. .\nd the land 
had rest forty \(*ars in the days of 
< ddeon. 

29 And Jerubbaal the son ofdoash 
wiiit and dwelt in his own house. 
30 .\nd < ddeon had tlireescore and 
ten sons of his body liegotten : for 
he had many wives. 31 And Ids 
concubim* that was in Shechein, she 
also bare idm a son, and he cjilkil 
his name .Miirnelech. 32 And 
(ddeon the son of doash dic'd in a 
go(Hl old aire. and was buried in the 
x juilchre of .loa.-‘h Ids father, in ( >ph- 
rali of the .\biezrilc*s. 

33 .\nd it came t(^ pass, as soon a.s 
<»ideon was dear!, that the children 
of l-rael turned air«iin. and went a 
whoriiiL" after the Baalim, and made 
Baal-U-riih tlieir god 34 And 
the children of Isniel rememl)c*rt'd 
not the boiU) their (dni. who had 
delivered them (»ut of the haml of 
all their enemies on every side: 
35 lu itiier shewt'd they kindms<s to 
the hou.'^e of derublKial. who is 
(dde^ui. ai'cording to all the good- 
ntsv^ which he had shewed unto 
Isnii'l. 

9 1 .\nd .Vbimelech llie son of 

derubkial went to Sheehem unto 
his mother s brethren, and sjmke 
with (hem, and with all the family 
of the hmise of his mother's father, 
saying, 2 S|H‘ak. 1 pniy you, in 
(he ears of all tlie men of Shechem, 
Whether is Udter for you. that all 
the H<»ns of tlerubUuil, which arc 
thrc'c'score and ten jR'rsons. nile over 
yiui, or that one rule over you re- 
memlH*r also tliat 1 am your l>onc 
and your flesh. 3 And his mother s 
brc'tliren sjRike of him in the ears 
of all the men of Shechem all theae 
words : and their hearts inclined to 
follow Abimelech ; for they Raid, He 
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Is our brother. ^ 4 And they gave I 
him threescore and ten pieces of, 
silver out of the house of Ba}il-l)erith, 
wherewith Abiinelech hired vain and 
light fellows, which followed him. 
5 And he went unto his father s 
house at Ophnih, and slew his breth- 
ren the sons of JeniblMial, being 
threescore and ten |K*rsons, ujHUi 
one stone : but Jotliain the youngest 
son of Jerubbjuil wius left ; for he 
hid himself. 

6 And all the men of Shechein 
assembled them.selves together, and 
all tlie house of Millo, and went and 
made Abimelec-h king, by the (»ak 
of the pillar that wiis in Shechein. 

7 And when they told it to dot ham, he 
went and stood in the top of nunint 
Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and 
cried, and siiid unto them, II(‘arken 
unto me, ye men of Sheciiem, that 
GikI may liearken unto you. 8 the 
trees went forth on a time to anoint 
a king over them : and they said 
unto tile olive tree, Heign thou ovtu* 
us. 9 But tlie olive tree said 
unto them, Should I leave my fat 
ness, wlierewith by me they honour 
God and man, and go to wave to 
and fro over the trees 10 And 
the trees said to the tig tree, ( ome 
thou, and reign over us. ii But 
the fig tree said unto them. Sh<MiId 
I leave my sweetness, and my 
good fruit, and go to wave to and 
fro over the freest' 12 .And the 
trees said unt<> the vine, ( ome thou, 
and reign over us. 13 .And the 
vine said unU) them, Sh(»uld I leave 
my wine, which cheereth (iod and 
man, and go to wave to and fro over 
the trees? 14 Then said all the 
trees unto the bramble, ( ome tlnui, 
and reign over us. 15 Ami the 
br^pble said unto the trees, If in 
truth ye anoint me king over you, 
then come and put your trust in my 
shadow : and if not, let fire come 
out of the bramble, and devour the 
cedars of Lelianon. 16 Now there- 
fore, if ye have dealt truly and 
uprightly, in that ye have matlc 
Animelech king, and if ye have dealt 
well with Jerubbaal and his house, 
und have done unto him according 


to the deserving of his hands ; 

17 (for my father fought for you, and 
adventui*ed his life, and delivered 
you out of the hand of Midian : 

18 and ye are risen up against my 

father’s house tliis day, and have 
slain his sons, thr(.‘e8core and ten 
|>ei’Hons, uiMui one stone, and have 
made AbimekTh, tlie son of his 
maidservant, king over the men of 
Shechein, la^cause he is your bro- 
ther;) 19 if ye then have dealt 
truly and upriglitly witli derubbaal 
and with his liousc‘ this day, then 
rejoice ye in Abimek'ch, and let 
him also rejoice in you : 20 but 

if not, let fire come out from 
.Abimelech, and devour tlie men of 
Shechein, and the hous<‘ of Millo ; 
and let fire coiiu* out from the men 
of Shechein, and from the house 
of Millo, and devour Abiinelech. 
21 And Jotham ran away, and fleii, 
and wi iit to lks.T, and dwelt there, 
for fear of .\biuiek‘ch his brother. 

22 .\nd .Abimelech wits prince over 
Isnu l thrtH* yeai-s, 23 .And (mkI 
sent an evil spirit Ug ween AbimeltHdi 
and th(‘ men of Sheclieni ; and the 
men of Shechiun dealt treachemusly 
with .\bimek*ch; 24 that the vio- 
lence done to the thnvscore and 
ten sons of JeruliUial might come, 
and that their bloiKl might Ik* laid 
UJHUI .\bimelech their brother, which 
>lew them, and ujhui the men of 
Shechein, which strengthened his 
hands to slay his brethren. 25 And 
the men (»f Shechein set liers in wait 
f(»r him on the tojw of the mount- 
ains, and they roblaul all that came 
along that way by them : and it was 
told .AbimekH'h. 

26 And (hull the son of Ebe<l came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Sheciiem : and the men of Shechein 
juit their trust in him. 27 And 
they went out into the field, and 
gatlierwl their vineyanls, and trode 
(hr {frnpeM, and held fentival, and 
went into the house of their god, 
and did eat and drink, and cursed 
; Abimelech. 28 And (iaal the ion 
I of Ebed said, Who is Abimelech, 
and who is Shechein, that we should 
serve him? is not he the son of 
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Jerubbaal? and Zebul his officer?; 
serve ye the men of Ilamor the 
father of Shechem : but why should 
we serve him ? 29 And would to 

God this [Hiopic wcrt‘ imder rny hand ! 
then would 1 remove Abiinelecli. 
And he said Abimelech, IiK-reast* 
thine army, and come out 30 And 
when Zebul the ruler of the city 
heard the words of (ijuil the son 
of ?]bed, his an^er wjis kindled. 
31 And he sent messefi^ers unto 
Abimelech craftily, wiyin^, behold, 
Gaal the son of EIkmI and his hreth 
ren are come to Shechem : and, 1k*- 
hold, they c(»nstrain the city ((» (ahr 
part Jigainst thee. 32 Now there 
fon.‘, up by ni^ht, thou and the 
|)eople that is with thee, and lie in 
M’ait in the field ; 33 aiid it shall 

be, that in the mo^nn^^ a.s soon as 
the sun is up, thou shalt rise* early, 
and Hi‘t u]S)n the city ; and. in holil. 
when he and the |K‘ople that is with 
him come out apiinst thee, then 
mayest thou do to th(‘in as thon 
shalt find (K-cjision. 

34 And Abimelech rose n|>. and 
all the iK‘ople that were with him. 
by ni^ht, and they laid wait ajrainst 
Shechem in four companies. 35 And 
(fUal the son of KIhmI went out. an<l 
st-ofKl in the entering" (d the e:aie <»f 
the city: and Abimelech msc up. 
and the [H‘(>[)le that were with him. 
from the ambushment, 36 .\nd 
when (hial siiw the |K‘o])le. he s^iid 
b> Zebul, Ik'hold, there c-omi‘ }K*ople 
down fnun the to|»s of the mountains. 
And Zebul siiid unto him. Thou seest 
the shadow of the nunmtains as if 
thev were men. 37 And (hial 
spake a^jain and siiid. See. then* 
come |K‘X)|)le down by the middle of 
the land, and one com|»ai»y comet li 
by the way of the oak of .Meonenim. 

38 Then said Zidml unto him, When* 
is now thy mouth, that thou sjudst. 
Who is Abimelech, that we should 
serve him? is not this the |>eople 
that thou hast despisi'd ? out 
now, I pniv, and fi^ht with them. 

39 And Gmil went out lK*fore the 
nten of Shechem, and fou^^ht with 
Abimelech. 40 And Abimelech 
chased him, and he tied liefore him, 


and there fell ntany wounded, even 
unto the entering of the gate. 
41 And Abimelech dwelt at Aru- 
inah: and Zebul dnive out (iaal and 
his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. 42 And it 
ciime to pass on the morrow, that 
the j)cojde went out into the field ; 
and they told Abimelech. 43 And 
he took the people, and divided them 
into three comiKinics, and laid wait 
iti the field ; and he looked, ayd, 
lK*hold, the i)eople aime forth out 
of the city: and lie rose up against 
them, and smote them. 44 And 
Abinu kch, and the companies that 
were with him, rushed forward, and 
sto<Kl in the entering of the gate of 
the city ; and the two comimriies 
rushed n|Mm all that were in the 
field, and smote them. 45 And 
Al)imele<li foijglit against the city 
all that day ; and he took the city, 
and slew tlie jKople that w;is therein ; 
and he lK*at down the ( ity, and sowed 
it with salt, 

46 And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heiird thereof, 
they entered into the hold of the 
house of K1 iKTith. 47 .\nd it was 
told /\i>imeleeh that all the men of 
the tower of Shechem were gathered 
t< ►get her. 48 And .\bimekH:*h gat 
him n{> to inoinit Zidmon, he and 
all the jK'ople that were with him; 
and Abimelech toitk an a.\e in his 
hand, and ent down a iMuigh from 
the trees, and to(»k it up, and laid 
it on his slionlder: and he said unto 
till* |K‘ople that were with him, What 
ye liave seen me do, make haste, and 
do as 1 have done. 49 And all 
the* jK'ople likewise eiit doMu every* 
man his l>ongh, and followed Abi- 
meleeh, and jmt them to the hold, 
and set the hold on fiiT ujKm tl^m : 
so that all the men of the tower of 
Shechem died Jilso. about a thousand 
men and women. 

50 Then went Abimelet'h to The- 
l)ez. and encam|)ed against Thebet, 
and took it, 51 but there was a 
strong tower \^ithiii the city, and 
thither fled all tlie men and women,

of Moalr f<»r Anion was tlie Isirder 
of M<»ab. 19 And Israel .se*irt mes- 
senge!> unto Sihon king of the A- 
inorites. the king of lleshlK»n : and 
Isriel siiid unto liini. lx.‘t us jkiss, 
wc pray thee, tlinuigh thy hind unto 
my place. 20 But Silaui trusted 
not Israel to ]>ass thnuigh his Uir- 
<ler: but Sihon gathered all his jieo- 
ple together, and pitched in Jalitiz, 
and fought against Israel. 21 And 
the l.oKi). the (itsl of Isnie*!, deli- 
vered Sihoti and all his }M.‘ople into 
the hand of Israel, and they smote 
them; so Isniel ]M)ssessed alT the 
land of the Amoriles, tlie inhabit- 
ants of that country. 22 And 
tilt*} |H).ssessi‘(l all tlie border of the 
Amorites, from Arnon even unto 
.lablK»k. and from the wilderness 
even unto .Ionian. 23 So now 
tlie IsUil), the (iikI of Israel, hath 
dis|M)ssessi*d tlie Amorites from lx.‘- 
fore his jR‘ople Israel, and shonldest 
tiiou }H»ssess them ( 24 Wilt not 

thou |H>ssc‘ss that which C’hcmosh 
thy giwl giveth tiiee to tK>S8e88 '^ So 
w lmms(K‘ver the Lohd our Ood liath 
disjK^ssessed from befope us, them 
w ill we 'jK>Hst‘ss. 25 And now ar^ 
thou luiy thing lietter than 
the noil of Zippor, king of Mc^ 
^d be ever strive agaimt Idnr 
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w he ever fight against them? 
26 While Israel dwelt in Heslibon 
and her towns, and in Aroer and 
her towns, and in all the cities that 
are along by the side of Arnon, 
three hundred yeai-s ; wherefore did 
ye not recover them within that 
time? 27 I therefoi'e have not 
sinned against thee, but thou d(H‘st 
me wrong to war against me: the 
Lord, the Judge, judge this day 
between the cliildren of Israel aii<i 
the children of AmmoiL 28 How- 

beit the king of the children of 
Ammon hejirkened not unto the 
words of Jephtluih which lie sent 
him. 

29 Then the spirit of the Loud 
came ujxm Jephtliah, and he passed 
over Gilead and Manasseh, and 
passed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and 
from Mizpeh of Gilead lie passed 
over unto the children (»f Amnion. 
30 And Jephtliah vowed a vow unto 
the Lord, and s<iid. If thou wilt 
indeed deliver the children of Am- 
mon into mine hand, 31 then it 
shall be, that whatsoever c(uneth 
forth of the doors of my h(m>4.* to 
meet me, when I return in |K*ace 
from the children of Ammon, it 
shall be the Lords, and 1 will offer 
it up for a burnt offering. 32 So 
Jephthaii {xussed over unto the ciiil 
dren of Ammon to figlit against 
them; and the LoitD delivered them 
into his liand. 33 .\nd he sim^te 
them from Ana-r until thou come 
to Minnith, even twenty cities, and 
unto Abel-cheramim, with a very 
great slaughter. So the children of 
Ammon were sulxlue<l Indbre the 
children of Israel. 

34 And Jephthah came to Mizjiah 
unto his house, and, Ixihold, his 
daughter came out to meet him 
with timbrels and w ith danci^ : and 
die was his only child ; lK‘side her 
be had neither son nor daughter. 
35 And it came to fiass, when he 
law her, that he rent his clothes, 
and said, Alas, my daughter ! thou 
hast Inrought me very low, and thou 
irt one ^ them that trouble me : 
^or I have opened my month unto 
^ ^ I cannot go bacL j 


36 And she said unto him, My fa- 
ther, thou hast opened thy mouth 
unto the IxmD ; do unto me ac- 
conling to that wliich hath pro- 
cee<led out (d* thy mouth ; fonis- 
mu?^h as the IjOKD Imtii taken ven- 
geance for thee of thine enemies, 
even of the children of Ammon. 

37 And she sjiid unto her father, 
lA‘t this thing 1 k‘ done for me : let 
me alone two months, that 1 may 
depart and go dow n ujmmi the mount- 
ains, and U'wail my virginitv, I and 
my comjianions. 38 And lie said, 
(io. And he scuit her away for 
two months : and she dejMirted, she 
and her com[>anioiis, and 1 k‘W ailed 
her virginity u|H)n the mounUiins, 
39 .\nd it came to |miss at the end 
of two months, that she returned 
unto her father, who did with her 
according to his vow which he had 
vowed ; and she had not known 
man. .\nd it was a custom in Is- 
rat‘l, 40 that tht‘ daughters of 
Israel went yearly t«> c(‘le))nit<‘ the 
danghtci- of Jcjilithah the (dleadite 
four days in a year. 

I .Vnd tin* men of Kphraim 
wore gatla red together, and 
passcsl northwanl : and they 
said unto Jephthah, Wherefore 
edst thou over to fight ag«iinst the 
children of Ammon, and didst not 
call us to go with tht*e(' we will 
burn tliiiK* hou,H<* u{M>n lino with 
fire. 2 .\nd Jephthah siiid tmto 
them, I and my |s‘ople wcr* at gi*eat 
strife w ith the chihlreii of Ammon ; 
and when 1 called you, ve sjtved me 
not (Hit (»f their liaiul, 3 And 
when 1 Hitw that ye sjiVi*d me not, 

I put my life in mv hand, and iximhckI 
over against the cliildren tif Ammon, 
and the 1a>ud delivertnl them into 
my hand : w herefore then are ve 
come u|) unto me this day, D) figlit 
agjiinst me? 4 Then Jephtliah 
giithere<l together all the ineii of 
(blend, and fought with Ephraim: 
and the men of (blend smote E- 
phniiih, because they said, Ye are 
fugitives of Ephraim, ye (bleaditen, 
in the midst of Ephraim, and in the 
midst of Manasseh. 5 And the 
Gileadites took the fords of Jordan 
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tigainst the Ephraimites : and it waa j 
80, that when any of the fugitives 
of Ephraim said, Ix;t me go over, 
the men of (iilcml said unto him, 
Art thou an Ephmimite If lie said, 
Nay ; 6 then wiid they unto him, 

Say now ShiblM)leth ; and he wiid 
Sibboleth ; for he could not frame 
to pronounce it right ; then they 
laid hold on him, and slew him at 
the fords of Jordan : and there fell 
at that time of Ejdiniim forty and 
two thouHiind. 

7 And Jephthah judged Isniel six 
veaix Then died Jephthah tin* (ii 
ieadite, and wiin buried in o/// (filiv 
cities of Oilead. 

8 And after liim Ib/an of lU th 
Ichem judged Ismel. 9 And Ik* 
ha 4 i thirty sons, and tlurty daughters 
he sent aWoad, an<I thirty daugiiters 
he brought in from abroad for his 
KoiiK. And he judged Israel seven 
years. lO And Ibzan died, and 
was buried at lk‘th lehem. 

II And after him Klon the Zeim- 
luniti' judged Isniel ; and he judged 
Israel tei» years, 12 .\nd Klon the 
Zebidunite died, and was buri<*d in 
Aijalon in the land of /A btdun. 

13 Ami after him AIhIou the son 
of Hillel the Pinithonile judg(‘d Is 
niel 14 And he had forty sons 
and thirty sons sons, that rode <vn 
threescon^ and ten as^ colts : and he 
judge<l Israel eight yenix 15 And 
AIkIou the son of Hillel the Pirn 
thonite ditnl and was buried in 
Pirathon in the laml of K|)hniim, 
in the hill country of the Amalek 
ites. 

I And thechildnm of Israel 
agtiin <lid that which was evil 
in the sight the K<»ki); 
and the Ijonn (lelivered tliem into

10 .\nd the woman made ha.ste, and 
nni. and told her huslwnd, and said 
unto him. Pehold, tlte man hath 
ap[H*are<l unto me, that came unto 
me the o/Zz/ rday. ii And Manoah 
arose, and went after his wife, and 
came to llu* man, and sjiid unto him. 
Art thou the man that sjmkt'st unto 
the woman ^ And he sjiid. I am. 
12 .\nd .Mammh s;dd, Now* let thy 
word.s come to jwiss : what shall lx* 
the manner of tlie child, and irhaf 
shall hr his wiuk f 13 And the 
angel of the Kounwiid unto Manotih, 
Of till that I stud unto the wamiaji 
let her lx* wan.*. 14 She may not 
eat of tiny thing that eometh of the

5 'flun went Samson down, and 
his fatlu r and his mother, to Tim 
nail, and came to the vineyards of 
riinnah : and, Is'liold, a young lion 
roared against him. 6 .\nd the 
spirit of till* Lord eanK‘ mightily 
upon him, and lie rint him ;is he 
wouhl have rent a kid, and he had 
nothing in Ids hand: but be told 
not \\\> father his mother what 
hi‘ had doin'. 7 And he wt*nt ilown. 
and talked with the woman ; and 
>h(‘ ]ih‘as(‘d Nimson well. 8 .\nd 
after a while he ri‘turiu*d to take 
her. and he turnisi ji..iide to sin' the 
earea.se of the lion : and, Indiold, 
there wa^^ a swarm of Ih'cs in the 
bo<iy of the lion, and honey. 9 .Vnd 
he t<K>k it int<» his liands, and went 
<ni. eating as he went, and he ciime 
to his father and mother, and gave 
unto them, and they did eat: but 
he t<dil them not that he had Uiken 
the honey out of the ImmIv of tiu' 
lion.

19 And the spirit (»f the Loin* eanie 
mightily n|H)n liim, and he went 
down to Ashkelon. and snioto thirty 
men of them, and t(K»k their >poii. 
and p»ve the elianges <tf nnmmf 
unto them that deelaiasl the ri<ldle. 
And his anger was kiialled, and lie 
went up to his fathers house. 

20 Jhit Sarnsiuis wife was ifirnt to

time shall I V)e blamelc‘88 in regard 
of the Philistines, when 1 do them 
a mischief.

went out of Mizyiah, and pursued 
the Philistines, and smote them, 
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until they came under Beth-car, 
12 Then i^muel took a stone, and 
set it between Miz[)ah and Shcn, 
and called the name of it Kl)cn-czer, 
saying, Hitherto hath the Ljrd 
help^ us, 13 So the J^hilistines 
were sulxlued, and they came no 
more within the lK)rder of Isniel : 
and the hand of the Lord was 
iigainst the Philistines all the days 
of Samuel. 14 And the cities 
which the Philistines liad taken 
from Isnicd were restored t(» Israel, 
from Ekron even unto (iath ; and 
the VH)rdcr thereof did Israel deliver 
out of the hand (►f tlie Philistines. 
And there was |K;ace l)C‘tween Israel 
and the Arnorites. 15 And Sa 
inuel judged Israel all tlie days of 
liis life. 16 Aral he went from 
year to year in circuit to Itah <*1. 
and (iilgal, and .Mizpah : an<l he 
judged Isnud in all those places. 
17 And his return was to Rainah. 
for there wjus his house : and there 
he judged Isniel ; and he built there 
an altir unt<* the \a »in>. 

8 1 And it cami‘ to jMi». when 

Samuel was old, that lie ma<le 
his sons judges ovct Uriel. 
2 Now' the name of his firstlM»rn 
was Joel ; and the name his 
st*cond, Abijah : they were judges 
in lk‘er-sheUt 3 And his sons 
walked not in his ways, but turned 
aside jiftcr lucre, and took briis's, 
and |K*rverttMl judgement, 

4 Then all the elders of Israel 
gathered themselves together, and 
C4une to Samuel unto Hamah : 
5 and they said unto him, Ikdiold, 
thou art old, and thy sons walk 
not in thy ways : tiow' make us a 
king to judge us like all the na- 
tions. 6 Hut the thing displeased 
Sjimuel, when they sjiid, (iive us a 
king to judge us. And .'Nimuel 
praywl unto the IvoRD. 7 And 
the Loud said unto Samuel, Heark- 
en unto the voice of the |K‘ople in 
«J1 that they say unto tliee : for 
they have not rejeckMl thee, but 
they have rejected me, tliat 1 should 
t^ot be king over them. 8 Ac- 
cording to all the works wliich 
tliey have done since tlie day that 


I brought them up out of Egypt 
even unto this day, in that they 
have forsaken me, and served other 
gods, so do they also unto thee. 
9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice : howbeit thou shalt protest 
solemnly unU> them, and shalt shew 
them the manner of the king tliat 
shall reign over theuL 

10 And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the |>eople that 
jisked of him a king. II And he 
Hiiid, This will lie the manner of the 
king that shall reign over you : he 
will take yeiir sons, and ajipoint 
them unto liim, for his chariots, and 
to ln‘ his horsemen ; and they shall 
run l>c*fore his chariots: 12 and 

he will aj)|M)int tluin unto him for 
cajitains of thousands, and cajitains 
of fifties ; and //c U'llI art HOJtie to 
plow liis ground, and to reap his 
iiarvfst, and to make his instru- 
ments of war. and the instruments 
of his chariots. 13 And he will 
tak<‘ \i*\\r daughters to lx‘ confec- 
tionaries. and to l>e C(K)ks, and to 
Ik* bakcix 14 And he will take 
your fichls, and your vineyards, and 
yonr olivcvards, even the liest of 
thtun, and give them to his serv- 
ants. 15 And lie will take the 
tentli of your seed, and of your 
vineyards, and give to his officers, 
ainl t<i his servants. 16 And he 
will take yoiir meiiservants, and 
your mai(ls<Tvants. and your gcKxi- 
iiest young men. and your asses, and 
put them to his work.

21 And 
Samuel heard all the words of tlie 
jKHiple, and he rehearsed them in 
the ears of the Lord. 22 And

I and the Philistines heard of it 
I And Saul blew the trumpet through- 
out all the land, sjiying, lx?t the 
Hebrews hear. 4 And all Israel 
heal'd say that Saul had smitten 
the garrison of the Philistines, and 
that Isniel also was ha<l in alM)mina- 
tion witli the Philistinea And the 
jK'ople were gathered together after 
Saul to (iilpil. 

5 And the Philistines ttssc*mbled 
themselves together to fight with 
Ismel, thirty thousiind chariots, and 
six thonsjind horsemen, and |)eople 
as the sand which is on the sea 
shore in multitude: and they came 
up, and |)itehed in .Vlielunasli, east- 
ward of Ik'th-aven. 6 When the 
men of Isnud siiw tliat they were 
in a strait, (for the is'ople were dis- 
tres.'^ed. I then tlie |HM»ple di<l hide 
themselves in cavi's, and iti thickets, 
and in nnks, and in holds, and in 
pits.

19 Now there wiis no smitli found 
throughout all the land of Israel : 
for the Philistines siiid, Ix*st the 
Hebrews make them swords or 
spears: 20 but all the Isnielites 

went down to the Philistines, to 
shar|)en ever) man his share, and 
his coulter, and his axe, and his 
mattock ; 21 yet they ha<l a file 

for the mattocks, and for the coul- 
ters, and for the forks, and f<»r the 
axes ; and tx) set the giMuk 22 So 
it came to puss in the day of luittle, 
that there was neither swoni nor 
Hpear found in tlie hand of tmy of 
the people that were with Saul and 
Jonatluui : but with Saul and with 
Jonathan his son was there found.

5 The one 
crag n>se ii|) tlie lauih in front 
of .Miehmash, and the <>ther on the 
south in front of GcIkl 6 And 
J(»nathaii .siid to the young man 
that bare hi> armour, ('ome and let 
n^ go over unto the gJirrison of 
thesi* iineirenmeiscMi : it may lx* that 
the IvOiU) will work for us : for 
tliere is no rest?*Jiint to the Lord 
to siive by many or by few. 7 And 
his armourlxarer siiid unto him, Do 
all that is in thine heart : turn thee, 
Ixiiold I am with thee according to 
thy heart 8 Then said Jonatlian, 
Behold, we will |>jo<s tDcr untx) the 
men, and we will discover ourselves 
unto them. 9 If they say thus 
unto us. Tarry until we come to 
you ; then we will stand still in our 
place, and w ill not go np untt) them. 
10 But if they sjiy thus, Come up

25 .Vnd the king siit ujxm 
his seat, iLs at other times, even 
ujMm the S4.'at by the wall ; and 
Jonathan stood u|>, and .\bner sat 
by Sauls side; but Davids place 
wjis enijUy. 26 Neverthek'ss Saul 
spake not any thing that day: for 
he thought. Something hath befallen 
him. he is in)t c lean : surely he is 
not chan. 27 And it came to 
pass on the morrow after the new 
moon, which ini.H the sr‘i*ond day, 
that Ihivids place was empty: and 
Saul s:iid unto Jonathan his son. 
Wherefore coim th not the son of 
Jesst* to meat, neither yesterday, 
nor today? 28 And Jonathan 
answered Saul. David eanK*8tlv asked 
leave of me to go to lieth-lehem : 
29 and he sjiid. Ix t me go, I pray 
thee ; for our family hath a sticrifice 
in the city ; and my brother, he hath 
commanded me to he (here : and 
now, if 1 have found favour in thine 
eyes, let me get away, I pray thee, 
and see my brethren. Therefore 
he is not come unto the king’s 
Uible, 30 Then Saul’s anger was 
kindled against Jonathan, and he 
said unto him, Thou son of a per* 
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verse .rebellious woman, do not I 
know that thou hast chosen the son 
of Jesse to thine own shame, and 
unto the shame of thy mother’s 
nakedness? 31 For as long as 
the son of Jesse liveth upon the 
ground, thou shalt not be sUiblished, 
nor thy kingdom. Wherefore now 
send and fetch him unto me, for 
he shall surely die. 32 And Jona- 
than answered Saul his father, and 
said unto him, \\lierefore sliould he 
be put to death i what hath he 
done? 33 And Siiul c;u^t his 
spear at him to smite him : whereby 
Jonathan knew that it wits deter- 
mined of his father to put David 
to death. 34 So Jonatlian arosi‘ 
from the table \n fierce ani^cr, and 
did e<it no meat the st^ond day of 
the month : for he wiis grieved for 
David, because his fatlier had done 
him shame. 

35 And it came to |kiss in the 
morning, that Jonathan went out 
into the field at the time ap|K)inted 
with David, and a little lad with him. 
36 And he siiid unto his lad, Hun. 
find now the arnjws which 1 sh(K)L 
And as the lad ran, he sliot an arrow 
beyond him. 37 And when the 
lad was come to the place of tlie 
arrow which Jonathan had shot, 
Jonathan cried after the lad, and 
said, Is not the arrow l>c*voiid thee ^ 
38 And Jonathan cried aftcT (he lad, 
Make 8f>eed, haste, stay not And 
Jonathan’s lad gatliered up the ar 
row8,and came to his master. 39 But 
the lad knew not any thing : only 
Jonathan and David knewtlie matter. 
40 And Jonathan g*ave his weajK>ns 
unto his lad, and said unto him, (io, 
carry them to the city. 41 And 
as soon as the lad was gone, David 
arose out of a pUice toward the 
South, and fell on his face to the 
ground, and bowed himself three 
times : and they kissed one another, 
and wept one with another, until 
David exceeded 42 And J onathan 
giud to David, Go in peace, foras- 
much as we have sworn both of us 
in the name of the Lord, saying, 
Tlie Lord shidl be between me and 
thee,4md between my seedimd thy 


I seed, for ever. And he aro^ and 
dei)arted : and Jonathan went into 
I the city. 

I Then came David to Nob 
to Ahimelech the priest : and 
Ahimelech cjime meet l)a- 
; vid trembling, and said unto him, 
Why art thou alone, and no man 
with thee ( 2 And David stiid unto 

Ahimelech the priest, The king hath 
(‘ommanded me a business, and hath 
siihl unto me, Ix t no man know any 
thing of the business wherciiUnit I 
sen<i thee, and what 1 have com- 
manded tlus.* : and 1 have apiK)ii»tod 
the young men to such and such a 
phue. 3 Now therefore what is 
under thine hand ( give me five 
loaves of bread in mine hand, or 
whats(K‘ver then' is pn*sc‘nt 4 .\nd 
the priest answered David, and sjiid, 
There is i»o common bread under 
mine hand. l>tit there is holy bread ; 
if only the }oung men have kept 
theinsilves from women. 5 And 
Davi<l answered the prii*st, ami siiid 
unt<> him, Of a trutli women have 
U'en kept from us alsnit thcsi* three 
days ; when I came out, the vessc'ls 
of the young men were holy, though 
it was but a common j(mrney ; liow 
nmch more then t<Miay shall their 
ves.H<.‘ls Ik* holy ^ 6 So the priest 

gjive him holy hnml : fnf then* wiis 
no bread there but tlu* shewbrt*ml, 
thatwjis Uiken from lM.‘fore the L>k 1), 
to put hot bread in the day when it 
w tis taken away. 7 Now a certain 
man of the s<.Tvants of Siiul was 
there that day, detaine<l U’fore the 
I><)Ki) ; and his name wjik lK»cg the 
Fdoinite, the chiefest of the lienl- 
men that iK’longed to S^iul. 8 .\ml 
Ihivid Hjiid unto .\]iimele<*h, .Vml is 
there not lie re umler thine liuiid 
s|)ear or sword ( for I have neitlier 
brought my swonl nor n»y wea|Miiis 
with me, Ixicause the king’s business 
re(piired haste. 9 And the priest 
wiid, The swonl of Goliatli the Philis- 
tine, whom thou slewest in the vale 
I of Eiah, behold, it is here wrapped 
j in a cloth l)ehind the epIuKl : if thou 
wilt take that, take it : for there is no 
other save thathere. And David said, 
There is none like that ; give it me. 
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10 And David arose, and fled that 
day for fear of Saul, and went to 
Achish the king of Gath. ii And 
the servants of Achish wiid unto him, 
Is not this David the king of the 
land ? did they not sing one to an- 
other of him in dances, saying, 

Saul hath slain his thousfinds, 
And David his ten thouKjinds ? 

12 And David laid up these words in 
his heart, and was sore afniid of 
Achish the king of (iath. 13 And 
he changed his Ixdnivioiir Infore 
them, and feigned himself mad in 
their hands, and serahhled on the 
d(M)rs of tlie pile, and let his spittle 
fall down u|s)n his lK‘ard. 14 rhen 
said Achish unto his servants, ye 
see the man is mad : wherefore then 
have ye brought him to me 15 I 
I hwk mad men, that ye have brought 
this fellow t(» play the ma<I man in 
my pres<‘nee ^ shall this fellow come 
int<> my iioust* ? 

I David tluTefore <h“parted 
thence, and esea|K‘d to the 
cave of Adnllam : and wlien 
his bretlmui and ail his fathers 
house heard it, they wern down 
thither to him. 2 And every (Hu* 
that was in distri^, and every one 
that was in debt, and every <»ne 
that was discontented, giit hert‘<i t la in 
stdves unto"* him ; and he iH-eame 
aiptain over them : and there were 
with him HlK)Ut four hundf’ed men, 

3 And David went thence to Miz 
|)eh (»f M(mb : and he sjiid unto the 
king of M<»ab. 1x‘t my father and 
my mother, I pray thee, come forth. 
ami (>e with you, till I know what 
<»<k 1 will d<» for me, 4 And he 
brought them Ixfore the king of 
Moab : and tliey dwadt w ith him all 
the while that Ihivid was in the hold. 

5 And the prophet (iad stiid unto 
l^tvid, Abide n(»t in the hold ; de- 
part, and get thc*e int(» the land of 
Judah. Then Dtivid de|Mirted, and 
came int(» the for(‘st of llereth. 

6 And Saul heard that Ihivid was 
discovertni, and the men that were 
^jth him : now Stud was sitting in ; 
^iibcah, under the tamarisk tree in 
Itemah, with his sfiear in his hand, 
all hb ficrvaiits were itandiiig; 


a^ut him. 7 And Saul said unto 
his servants that stood about him, 
Hear now', ye Benjamites ; will the 
son of Jesse give every one of you 
fields and vineyards, will lie make 
yon all captains of thousands and 
captiiins of hundreds ; 8 that all 

of you have conspired agJiinst me, 
and there is none tliat discloseth to 
me when niy .son maketh a league 
with the son of Je.sse, and there is 
none of yon that is sorry for me. or 
disel(»seth imto me that my son liath 
stirred up my .st rvant apiinst me. to 
lie in wait, jls at this day ( 9 Then 

answered 1 )oeg tlie Kdomite. which 
sto<»d by the servants of Saul, and 
.said. 1 saw tlie son (»f .lesse coming 
to Nob, to Ahimelech the sim of 
Ahitnb. 10 And lie impiired of 
the Loud for him. and gave him 
victuals, and gave him the sword of 
(ojliatii the JTilistine. II Then 
the king .sent to call Aliimeltrh the 
prit'st, the son (*f Ahitnb, and all his 
fathiT s liouse. the jiriests that were 
in Nob ; ami they e?ime all of them 
t<> th(‘ king. 12 And Saul said. 
Hear m»w. tliou son tT Ahitnb. And 
he answered. Here I am. iny li>rd 
13 And Saul said unto him, Why 
have ye eonspind apiinst me. thou 
and the son of .lesse, in that thou 
hast given him bread, and a swonl, 
and liiist iiKpiired of (iod for him, 
that he shiaild rise apiinst me, to 
lie in wait, as at this day < 14 Then 

Ahimelech answeri‘d the king, and 
said. And w ho among all thy servants 
is .so faithful as David, which is the 
kings son in law. and is taken into 
thy couneil. and is honounible in 
tiiine house? 15 Have I to-day 
lR‘gim to inquire of (hd for him ? Ik? 
it fur from me . let not the king im- 
pute any thing unto his stTvant, nor 
to all tile house of my father : for 
thy servant knoweth nothing of all 
this, less or more. 16 And the 
king said, Tliou shalt surely die, 
Ahimelech, thou, and all thy fatlier a 
house*, 17 And the king said unto 
the guard that stood about him, Turn, 
and slay the priests of the Lord ; 
liecaiise ^ their hand also is with 
David, and because they knew*thal 
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he fled, and did not disclose it to me. 
But the servants of the king would 
not put forth their hand to fall ujm)!! 
the priests ^of the Lord. i8 And 
the king said to Doeg, Tuni thou, 
ai»d fall ujK)n the priests. And Doeg 
the Eklomite turned, and he fell ujH)n 
the priests, and he slew on that day 
foursc‘ore and five |)i‘rsons that did 
wear a linen ephod. 19 And Noh, 
the city of the priests, smote he with 
the edge of the sword, Ixdh men and 
women, children and sucklings, and 
oxen and lisses and sliei'p, with the 
edge of the sword 20 And one 
of the sons of .\himelech the son of 
Ahitiib, named Ahiathar, esca|H‘d, 
and fled after David 21 And 
Abiathar told David that Saul had 
slain the Lord’s priests. 22 .\nd 
David said unto Abiathar, I knew on 
that day, when Doeg the Ldomite 
was there, that he would surely tell 
Saul : I have ocaisioned Me dmtU 
of all the [K^rsons of thy fathers 
house. 23 Abide thou with me, 
fear not ; for he that seeketh my life 
seeketh thy life ; for with me thou 
shalt be in siifeguard 

I And they told David, siiv- 
ing, Behold, tlie Bhilistim‘s 
are figliting against Keilali, 
and they nd) the tlireshing-Hoors, 
2 Therefore David impiired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall 1 go and smite 
these Philistines { And the I^ord 
said unto David, Go, and smite tlu* 
Philistines, and save Keilah. 3 .\nd 
David’s men said unto him, Behold, 
we be afraid here in ,hidah : how 
much more then if we go to Keilah 
figainst the armies of the Philistines ^ 
4 Then David inquired of the IjORD 
et again. And the Ixjrd answered 
im and said, Arise, go down to 
Keilah ; for I will deliver tlie Philis- 
tines into thine hand. 5 And Da- 
vid and his men went to Keilah, and 
fought with the Philistines, and 
brought away their cattle, and slew 
them with a great slaughter. Ho 
David saved the inhabitants of 
Keilah. 

6 And it came to pass, when Abi- ! 
athar the son of Ahimelec|i fled to | 
David to Keilah^ that he came down 


I with an ephod in his hand 7 And it 
wjis told Saul that David was come to 
Keilah. And Saul said, God hath de- 
livered him into mine hand ; for he 
is shut in, by entering into a town 
that hath g.ites and Lirs. 8 And 
Saul summoned all the jx?oj)le to 
war. to go down to Keilah, to be- 
siege David and liis men. 9 And 
David knew that Saul devised mis- 
chief jigainst him ; and he stiid to 
Abiathar the priest, Bring hither the 
e|)hod. 10 rhen siiid David, D 
Loud, the (iod of Isnud, thy stTv- 
ant hath surely heard that Saul 
seeketh to come to Keilali, de- 
stroy the city for my siikc. II Will 
the men of Keilah deliver me up 
into his hand t will Saul comedown, 
as thy servant hath heard { ( > liORD, 
the (i<Hl of Isniel, I lH'si*ech thee, 
tell thy servant And the liOUD 
siiid. lie will come d(>wn. 12 Then 
siiid David. Will the men of Keilah 
deliver up nu‘ and my men into the 
hand of Saul .\nd the 1 /)HD said, 
They will deliver thee uj». 13 Then 
David and his men, which were alxmt 
six hundred, aros<* and dejMirted out 
of Keilah. and went whithersoever 
tln‘y could go. .Vnd it was told Saul 
that Davifl wasesca|M*(l from Keilah ; 
and he forbare to go forth. 

14 .\nd David {ilxsle in the W'il 
dernt‘ss in the strong holds, and 
remaine<l in the hill cmintry in 
the wilderness of /.iph. .And Saul 
sought him every day, but Vhh\ 
delivered him not int 4 > his hand 
15 And David h;iw that Saul was 
come out to si*!^ his life : and Da 
vid wiis in the wildena^ of Ziph in 
the wimhI. 16 And Jonathan Saul's 
son arose*, and went to David int<» 
the W(M>d. and strengthened his hand 
in (iisl. 17 And he said unto him. 
Fear not : for the hand of Saul my 
father shall not find thee ; and thou 
shall Ik^ king over lsnu*l. and I shall 
l>e next unto thw ; and that also 
Saul my father knoweth. 18 .And 
they two made a covenant before 
the Lord : and David alKMle in the 
wood, and Jonathan went to his 
houae. 19 ITien came up the 
Ziphitei^ Haul Uy Uibeali, saying, 
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Doth not David hide himself with ! 
us in the stronjif holds in the wood, 
in the hill of Hachilah, which is on 
the south of the desert ? 20 Now' 

therefore, O king, come down, ac- 
cording to all the desire of thy soul 
to come down ; and our part shall 
be to deliver him u|) into the kings 
hand 2I And Saul stiid. Blessed 
l)c ye of the 1a)KI) ; for ye have had 
com|)assion on me. 22 (io, 1 pray 
you, make yet more sure, and know 
and see his place wher(‘ his haunt 
is, and who hath seen him there ; 
for it is told me that he dealeth 
very subtilly. 23 See theref(»re. 
and take knowledire of all the lurk 
ing places where he hidelh himself, 
and come ye again to me of a cer 
tiiinty, and I will go with y(ni : and 
it shall come to jia.'is, if he Ik* in 
the land, that I will search him out 
among all the thousjinds (►f Judah. 
24 .\iid they arose, and went to ZijJi 
before Saul; but David and his men 
were in the wilderness of .Maon, in 
the AnilMih on the s(uith of the 
des^*rt 25 And SauJ and his men 
went t<» seek him. .And they told 
Ihivid : wherefore lit* came down 
to the r(x:k, and alMxle in the wil 
deniess of Maon. .And when Saul 
heard that, he pursutKl after David 
in the w ildenu'ss of Maon. 26 And 
Saul w’ent on this side of the mount 
ain, and David and his men on that 
sideof the mounUiin : and I >avid made 
httste to get away for fear »>f Said : 
for Stud and his men com|Misse<l 
Ihivid and his men round alwMit to 
take them. 27 But there cjime a 
messenger unto Sjud, sjiying. Haste 
thee, and come ; for the Bhilistint‘s 
have miwle a raid ujHUi the land. 
28 So Saul returne<l from purstdng 
after David, and went agjiin.st the 
Bhilistiiu‘s: therefore they called that 
pduce Sela-hainmahlekoth. 29 And 
David went up from thence, and 
dwelt in the strong holds of Kn-gedi. 

I And it came to |mik 8, 
when Saul wjis returned from 
follow ing the Philistines, that 
it waa told him, saying, Behold, Da- 
vid is in the wilderness of Eii-gedi.

LohI) fnrbid that 1 should do this 
thing unto my lord, the Lords 
anointed, to put forth mine hand 
against him. .s(.‘eir)g he is the IxjRDS 
anointe<l. 7 So David checked 
his men with these words, and suf- 
fered them n(»t to rise against SauL 
.And Saul rose up out (T the cave, 
and wi'iit on his way. 8 Ihivid 
al.<o aro.s<‘ afterward, and went out 
of the cave, and cried after Saul, 
saDtig. My lord the king. And when 
Saul hooked Uhind him, Dand 
lM»wod with his face to the earth, 
and did olK*i.siince. 9 And David 
sjiid to Saul. Wherefore hearkcnciit 
thou to men s words, siiying, l^hold, 
David seeketh thy hurt? 10 Be- 
hold, this day thine eyes have seen 
how that the Lord had delivered 
thee to-day intt> mine hand in the 
cave : and some Imdt* me kill the^ : 
but mini nfi sjuiiod thee ; and I 
said, 1 will not put fortli mine hand 
agiiinst my h>rd ; for he is the Ixird’s 
anointed. ii Moreover, my father, 
st'e, yea. s(o the skirt of thy rolie in 
my hand ; for in that 1 cut off the 
skirt of thy rolie, and killed thee 
not, kiK)w thou and see that there 
is neither evil nor tninsgreasion in 
mine hand, and I have not sinned 
jigainst thee, though thou huntest 
after my soul to take it 12 The 
lx>HD jjidge between me and thee, 
and the Lord avenge me of thee ; 
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but mine hand shall not be upon 
thee. 13 As saith the proverb 
of the ancients, Out of the wicked 
cometh forth wickedness : but mine 
hand shall not be u})on tliee.

18 And thou hast 
declared this day how that thou

away ? wherefore the Loud reward 
thee good for that tliou lix'^t <lone 
mito me this day, 20 And now, 
behold, 1 know that thou shall sure- 
ly lx* king, and that the king<l(un of 
Israel shall lx* estihlished in thine 
hand 21 Swear now therefore 
unto me by tlie Ixnui, that thou 
wilt not cut off my seed after me, 
and that thou wilt not destrc>y 111 v 
name out of my fathers house*.

hast 7 And now 1 have lu*ard 
that thou ha>t sh(*arei*s : thy shep- 
herds have now Ineii with us, and 
we did tlicni no hurt, neither wiis 
thc-re aught mix'-iiig unto them, all 
the while they were in (annel, 
8 Ask thy \oung men. and they will 
tell thee : whc‘refore let the young 
men find favour in thine eyes ; for 
we come in a gocsl day : give, 1 
pray tht‘(\ whats<K‘ver eometh to 
thine hand, unto thy servants, and 
to thy son Djivid.

28 So the king (»f Isniel and .le- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah went 
up to Ibimoth-gilead- 29 And the 
king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, 

1 will disguisi* myself, an<l go into 
the Iwittle : but [mt thou on thy 
rolx*H. So the king of Isniel dis- 
guisisi himself ; an<l they went into 
the battle. 30 Now the king (»f 
S>Tia had coinmandeil the cjiptains 
of his chariots, siiying. Fight neitiier 
with siiiiill nor gnsit, save only with 
Uie king <»f Isniel. 31 And it 
came to jKisa, when the captains of 
the chariots siiw Jelas'liaphat, that 
they HJiid, It is the king of Isniel. 
Therefon* they turned a) suit to fight 
against him ; but Jelu»shaphat cried 
out, and the liOiti) lielfK^l him ; and 
(»od move<l them (o drjHirt fnun 
lliia 32 And it came t(» |Miss, 
wlirii the captains of the chari(ds-< 
saw Uiat it was not the king of 
liiraeK timt they tunied Iwck from 
pumuiiig him. 33 And a certain 
man drew his ls>w at a ventun*. and 
smote tla* king of Isnud Utwei'n 
the joints t>f tJie lianK^ss ; whert'- 
fore be said to the driver of the 
chariot. Turn thine hand, and (-arry 
mo out of tlie hmi ; for 1 tun sort' 
woundodL 34 And the Imttle 
incrsMod Uiat clay : h<»wlRdt the 
kinsf of Israel staytHl himmdf up 
in Ilia chariot against the Syrians 
tmtU the even : and aUmt the tiiin* 
of the going down of the sun be 
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I And Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah returned to 
his house in peace to Jeru- 
salem, 2 And Jehu the sun of 
Hanani the seer went out to meet 
him, and said to king Jehoshaphat, 
Shouldest thou help the wicked, and 
love them that hate the 1x)RD ^ for 
this thing w rath is upon thee from 
lx‘fore the 1x>ki). 3 Nevertheless 

there are good things found in thee, 
in that thon hast put away the 
Asheroth out of the land, and hast 
set thine heart to seek (iod. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jeru- 
sjilein ; and he w ent out again among 
the |x*ojJc from Iker-sheba to the 
hill country of Kphraim, and brought 
them l«ick unto the 1 x)RD, the God 
of their fathers. 5 And he set 
jiidgt^s in tlie land throughout all 
the feiued cities of Judah, city by 
city, 6 and siiid to the judges, Con- 
sider what ye do; for ye judge not 
for man, hut for the lx)RD ; and 
hi /s with you in the judgement 
7 Now therefore let the fear of the 
lx)Ri> lx‘ u|>on you ; Uike heed and 
do it : for there is uo iniquity with 
the lx)Ri>our (hsl, nor respect of per- 
sons, nor mking of gifts. 8 More- 
over in Jerusiilem did Jehoshaphat 
sc‘t of the lx‘vites and the priests, 
and of the heads of the fethers’ 
of Isniel, for the judgement 
<»f the Ix)Ri), and for controversies. 
And they rt^uriRMl to Jerusalem. 

9 And lie eliarginl them, saying, Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the lx)RD, 
faithfully, and with a |x^rfect heart 

10 And whens(x‘ver any amtroversy 
shall (*ome to you from your brethren 
that dwell in their cities, between 
bliKsl and bl(KKi, Ix'tween law and 
etmunandment statutes and judge- 
ments, ye shall warn them, that they 
lx‘ m»t guilty towards the Lord, and 
so wnitli nime u|Kin you and upon 
vour brethren : tliis do, and ye shall 
not lx* gtiilty. ii And, liehold, 
Amariah the chief priest is over you 
in all matters of the Lord ; and 
Zeliadiah the son of Ishinael, the 
ruler of the house of Judah, in all 
the king's matters : also the Levitee 

lahall be officers before you. l)e»l 
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courageously, and the Lord be with 
the good * 

I And it came to fiasH after 
this, that tJie children of 
Moab, and the children of 
Ammon, and with them some of the 
Ammonites, came agjiinst .lehosha- 
phat to Imttle. 2 'Fhen there 
came some tiiat told Jehoshaphat, 
saying, There eometh a great multi- 
tude agjiirist thee from l><.‘vond the 
sea from Syria ; and, Indiold, they 
l)e in Hazazoii-tamar (the siime is 
En-gedi). 3 And Jeliosha|)hat 
feared, and set himself to seek unto 
the 1 a)KI) ; and he proclaimed a fast 
throughout all Judah. 4 .Vnd 
Judah gjithered themselvt^s together, 
to seek help of the Loud : even (uit 
of all the cities of Judah they came 
to seek the Ix>hi>. 5 And Jeh<*sha- 
phat sPmmI in the C(uigreg«ition of 
Judah and Jerusalem, in llie housr 
of the lx)ici), U‘fore the new court ; 

6 and he s^iid, <) liOUD, the (io<l of 
our fathers, art not thou (hxl in 
heaven ^ and art not th<m ruler over 
all the kingdoms of the nations f and 
in thine hand is |H)wer ami might, so 
that none is able to withsUind thee. 

7 Didst not thou, O our (ewl, drive 

out the iniiabitants of this land 
before thy [leojile Israel, and gavest 
it to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever ? 8 .\nd they dwelt there 

in, and have built thee a siinetuary 
therein for thy name, siiying, 9 If 
evil come ufMin us, the sword, judge- 
ment, or fK^tilence, or famine, we 
will stand l)efore this housi*, and Ik*- 
fore thee, (for thy name is in this 
house,) and cry unto tlic‘e in our af- 
fliction, and thou wilt hear and mive. 

10 And now, lx.'hold. the chihlren of 
Ammon ami Moab and mount Seir. 
whom thou wouldest not let Ismel 
invade, when they came out of the 
land of Egy|)t, but they tunierl aside 
from them, and destroyi^d them not : 

11 Ixjhold, how they reward us, to 
come to cast us out of thy jHissession, 
which thou luist given us to inherit 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for wc have no might apiinst 
this great company that (’ometh 
against us ; neither know we what 


to do : but our eyes are upon thee. 
13 And all Judali stood before the 
lx)RD, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 14 Then 
u|M>n Jahaziel the son of Zechariah, 
the son of Ihjnaiah, the son of Jeid, 
the son of Mattaniah, the Levite, of 
the sons of Asaph, aime the spirit 
of the IjOHD in the midst of the 
c*ongrepition ; 15 and he wiid, 

Hearken ye, all Judah, and ye in 
habitants of Jerusalem, and thou 
king Jclioshaphat : thus saith the 
Dnti) unto you. Fear not ye, neither 
Ik* dismaytsl by rwison (J this great 
multitude : for the Imttle is not 
yours, l)ut (hsl s. l6 To-morrow 
go ye down against them : Uphold, 
they come up l>y the ascent (»f Ziz : 
and ye shall find them at the end of 
the valley. In fon* the wilderne.ss of 
Jeruel. 17 Ve shall not ni*cd to 
fight in this hnfflr : set youi*si‘lvcs, 
sUind ye still, ami see the siilvation 
of the Loici) with you. it Judah and 
Jerus<dem : fear not, nor Ik* dis 
mayed ; t<) morrow go imt against 
them ; for tin* I/)UI) is with vou. 
18 .\nd Ji hosliaphat liowcd his head 
with ins face to the ground : and all 
Jndah and tia* iidiabitants of .leru- 
sidern fell down lK*h»re the IxniD. 
>voi>hipping the l/mi). 19 .Vnd 

the U*vites. of the children of the 
Kohalhitc‘s and of the children of 
the KonihiU*s, stofnl up t4» praise 
the IxiKi). the (iod of Isnu*!, with 
an exceeding loud voice. 20 .\lid 

they rose early in the morning, and 
went forth into the wiId«*nieHK of 
TtHvoa ; ami as they went forth, 
Jehoshaphat stiMni and said, Hear 
me, O Judah, and ye inlmbitantM of 
JiTUsidem ; lK*lieve in tlie Ix)aD 
your (hsi. so shall ye Ik* establishi*d ; 
iK'iieve his prophets, ho slmll ye 
t»rosfK*r. 21 And when he hod 
taken coiinm*! with the |K*ople, Ik* 
appoinU'd them tliat should sing 
unto the IxiHD, and praise the 
lK*auty of holiness, as they went 
out lK*fore the army, and wiy. Give 
thairks unto the lx)HD; for hii* 
niertTV rmlureUi for ever. 22 And 
when they l)egHn to sing and to 
pmise, the liOitD set Hers in wait

aflpumt the children of Ammon, 
Moab, and mount 8eir, which were 
come against Judah ; and they were 
smitten. 23 For the children of 
Aiiinioii and Moah stood up against 
the inhabitants of mount Seir, utterly 
to slay and destroy tiieni : and when 
they laid made an end of the in- 
habitants of Seir, every one hel|)ed 
U> destroy another. 24 And when 
Judah ciime to the wateh-tower of 
the wilderness, they looked u[K>n 
the multitude ; and, U hold, they 
were dead lH»dies fallen to the earth, 
and there were none that eseajwd. 
25 And when .lelioshapliat and his 
|K‘ople eame to take the spoil of 
them, they foural ainon^ them in 
ubundanee is>tli riehi^s and dea<l 
IsKlies. and precious jewils, winch 
they stripjK'd otf f(»r themselves, 
more than thev eoidd earrv awav : 


I away ; neither as yet had the people 
se^ their hearts unU) the God of 
their fathers. 34 \ow' the rest of 
the acts of Jehosliaphat, first and 
last, lK‘hold, they are written in the 
history of .lehu the son of iJanani, 
which is inserted in the l>ook of the 
kings (»f Israel. 

35 And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with 
Ahaziah king of Israel : the same 
did very wickedly : 36 and he 

joined himself with him to make 
ships to go to Tarsliish: and they 
made the ships in Kzion-gelRT. 
37 Then Kliezer the son of Diwla- 
vahu of Mareshali proj)hesied against 
Jehoshaphat, saying, Ikrause thou 
hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, 
the Lord hath (hstroyed thy works. 
And the ships were in'oken, that they 
were not able to go to Tarshish. 


and they were tliree days in takin<j i And Jehosliapliat slept 

(»f the sj)oil, it was so much, with his fathers, and was

27 J’hen 
thev n*turned. ever\ man of Judah 
aiui Jerusjilein. and Jeh<»>hap})at in 
the forefnmt of them, to go again 
ti» Jeritsidem witli joy ; for the L(»KI) 
hud made them to rejoi( c ovit tlieir 
enemies. 28 .\nd they came to 
Jerusalem with |»pvdt<Tie> and har|»s 
and lnim|K'ts un!(> the house of tin* 
liUHl). 29 -Vnd the fear of (mhI 
was on all the kingiloins «»f the 
countries, when tliey heard llial the 
Ix>KI) fought against the enemies ot 
Israel 30 So the realm of Je 
hosluijdmt wiis (juiet for his tJod 
gave iiiuj rest round als»ut. 

31 And Jeln>shaphat reigne<l over 
Jiiduh : he wiis thirty and five years 
old when he U‘gan*to reign : aijd 
he reigneil twenty and five years in 
Jenisaleiu; ami his tm»thers name 
was Afulsih the daughter of Shilhi. 
32 And he wulkinl in tlie way of 
Km hbt father, and tunuHl wot aside 
from It, doing that whieh was right 
III the eyew of the 1 s>ki». 33 Ibo' 

belt the hi|th placcH were iu>t taken 


brethren the sons of Jehoshaphat, 
Azariah. and .lehiel, and ZiH-hariah, 
and Azariah. and Miehael, and She- 
phatiah : all thes<.‘ were the sons of 
.lehoshaphat king of Israel. 3 And 
tlieir father gave them great gifts, of 
silver, and of gold, and of jirecious 
things, with fenced cities in Judah : 
but the kingdom gave he to Jeho- 
ram. iReanse he was the fit'stlKini, 

4 Now wlien .lehoram was risen up 
over tile kingdom of his father, and 
had strengthened hims<.‘lf, he slew' 
all liis brethren with the swonl, and 
divers also of tlie prinet*s of Israel. 

5 Jelionim was thirty and two years 
old w lien h(‘ lH.‘g;in to reign ; and he 
reigiud eight years in Jerusivlcra. 

6 And he walkt^d in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the liousc of 
Aliab: for he liad the daughter of 
Ahab to w ife : and lie did that which 
was evil in the sigitt of the lx)RD. 

7 HowlK'it the 1 />KI> would not 
destniy the house of IJavid, l)ecau8e 
of the (ovenant that he had made 
with Dtivid, atid as he promised to 
give a lamp to him and to his 
children alway. 8 In his days 
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Edom revolted from under the hand 
of Judah, and made a king over 
tliemselvea 9 Then Jehown 
passed over with his captains, and 
all his chariots with him : and he 
rose up by night, and smote the 
Edomites which compassed him 
about, and the captiiins of the 
chariots. 10 80 Edom revoltc‘d 
from under the hand of Judah, unto 
this day : then did JJbnali revolt at 
the same time from under his liand : 
because he had forsiiken the 
the God of his fathers. ii More* 
over he made high places in the 
mountains of Judah, and made the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to go a 
whoring, and led Judah ju^tray. 
12 And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet, sjiying, 
Thus saith the Lord, the (iod of 
David thy father, Because* thou luist 
not walked in the ways of Jeho 
shaphat thy father, nor in the ways 
of Asa king of Judah ; 13 biit 

hast walked in the way of the kings 
of Israel, and hast rmwle Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to go 
a whoring, like Jis the house* of 
Ahab did ; and also hast slain thy 
brethren of thy father s house, whicii 
were better than thyse-lf ; 14 U‘- 

hold, the Le)Ri) will smite with a 
great plague thy |>eople*, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thv 
substance : 15 and thou shalt have 

p-eat sickness by disease of thy 
Dowels, until thy bowels fall out by 
reason of the sickness, da} by day. 
16 And the Lord stirred u[) agciinst 
Jehorara the spirit of the Bhilistim^s, 
and of the Arabians which are Ik*- 
side the Ethiopians ; 17 and they 

came up against Judah, and brake 
into it, and carried awav all tlie 
substance that was found in the 
king’s house, and his sons also, and 
his wives; so that there was never 
a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the 
youngest of his sona 18 And 
^ after all this the 1x)HD smote him 
in his bowels with an incurable 
disease. 19 And it cmne to pass, 
in process of time, at the end or two 
years, that his bowels fell out by 
reason of his sicknMui ojifl 


qf sore diseases. And his people 
made no burning for him, Hkc the 
burning of his fathers. 20 Thirty 
and two years old was he when he 
j began to reign, and he reigned in 
I Jerusalem eight years : and he de- 
' })arted witliout l)eing desired ; and 
they biiritnl him in the city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 

I And the inhabitants of 
Jerusiilein made Aluiziah his 
youngest son king in his 
stead ; for the Imnd of men that 
came w ith the Arabians to the c*Hmp 
had slain all the eldest. So Ahaziaii 
the son of Jehonim king of Judah 
reigned 2 Foiiy and two years 
old was Ahaziah w hen he begun to 
reign ; and he loipiiKl one year in 
Jerusalem ; and his m<>ther s name 
was Athaliah the daughter of Dmri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of 
the house (»f Ahab: for his nmtiier 
was his couiif%i‘llor to do wick<*dlv. 

4 And he did that which wjis evil in 
the sight of the I/>UD, jis did the 
house of Ahab : for they wen* Ids 
coun.sidlors after the death of his 
father, to his destruction. 5 He 
walked also afUT their counsel, and 
went with Jehonun the wm of .Vhnb 
king of Isnu i to war iigainst Haziicl 
king of Syria at Kamoth*gik*ad : 
and the Syrians woundet] Jorum. 

6 And he retunje<I to 1 h* hejde4l in 
Jezreel of the wounds which they 
had given him at Hamah, when lie 
fought iigiiinst Hazael king of Syria. 
And Aziiriah the son of Jehorum 
king of Judah went down to see 
Jehonun the son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
lieeause he wjih sick. 7 Xow* tlie 
destruction of Ahaziah was of God, 
in that he went unto Jorum : for 
when he wiis come, he went out 
with Jehonun against Jehu the mm 
<»f Ximshi, whom the Imd 

anointed to cut off the houacf of 
Ahab. 8 And it ctune to paaa, 
w'hen Jehu was executing Judgement 
u}K)n the house of Ali^TtLit Ite 
found the princes of Judah, and 
the sons of tlie brethren of Ahaaiah, 
ministering to Ahaaiali, atkl slew 






and iiiey caught him, (now he was I 
hiding in Samaria,) and they brought I 
him to Jehu, and Blew him ; and j 
they buried him, for they naid, He 
is the Bon of Jehoshapliat, who 
Bought the Ix)Rl) with all inn heart 
And the house of Ahaziali had no 
power to hold the kingdom. 

10 Now when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah wiw that l»er son wjts 
dead, she arose and destroy e<l all 
the seed royal of the house of 
Judah. II Hut .!ehoshalK‘ath, the 
daughter of the king, t(M)k Joasli (lie 
Hc»n of Ahiiziah, and stole him away 
from among the king’s sons that 
were slain, and put him aiid his 
minx* in the l)edehamlxr. So Je- 
hoshalx‘ath, the daughter of king 
Jehonim, the wife of Jehoiada the 
prii‘st, (for slie wjts the sister of 
Ahaziah.) hid him from .Athaliali. so 
that she slew him md, I2 And he 
WHS with them hid in tla* liouse of 
(omI six years: and Athaliali reigned 
over the land. 

I And in the seventh year 
Jehoiada strengthened iiim- 
self. and t(K>k the captains <»f 
hundnsls, Azjiriah tin* son of Jero- 
ham, HJul Ishmael the son of Jeho- 
hanan, and A/jiriah tlie son of 
and Maai^eiai) the son of Adaiah, ami 
Klinhapluit the son of Zidiri, into 
covenant with him. 2 And they 
went al>out in .ludah, and gathered 
the liCviU^s <»ut of all the eiti(‘s of 
Juilah, and tlu' heads of fathers 
hoHSts of Israel, aial (h(‘\ came to 
Jeniwlem. 3 And all the eongre 
gution made a (’ovtnant with the 
king in the houtn* of And he 

Baid unto them. Behold, the kings 
Bon Bhall ri’ign, as the I/nu> hatli 
Bptdcim e<mr<'ming the sons (»f l>avid. 
4 Thin k the tiling that ye shall do : 
a third part of y<»u, (hat come in on 
the HaWmth. of the priests and of 
tlie lievilcB, hIuiII Ik* jwirters of the 
doom; sand n thini iwirt shall Ik» 
at the kingB houm- ; and a third fwirt 
at the gate of the foundation : and 
all the pefiple Blmll U* in the courts 
of the h<iuiw of tla* lx>ui). 6 Hut 
lot none come into the houBc of the 
l40mi» Mire Uic jirieiitB, and they that 


minister of the Lerites ; the^ ihall 
come in, for they are holy : out all 
the people shall keep the watch of 
the Lord. 7 And the Ix*vite8 shall 
comfMiSH the king round about, every 
mat) with his weapons in his hand ; 
and whosoever cometh into the 
hou.Hc, let him Ik? slain : and Ini ye 
with the king when he cometh in, 
and when he goeth out 8 So the 
Ixvites and all Judah did according 
to all that Jehoiada the pric*st com- 
maiKled : and they took every man 
his men, those that were b) come in 
on the sjilJwith, with those that were 
to go out on the sabbath ; for Je- 
hidada the priest dismissed not the 
eourseK. 9 And Jehoiada the priest 
delivered to the eaj>tiiins of hundreds 
the s|K*ars, and hucklers, and shields, 
tliat had l>i*en king David’s, which 
were in the house of (hsl 10 And 
he set all the jK'ople. ever}' man 
with his weafsm in liis hand, from 
the right side of the house to the 
left side of the house, along by the 
alUir and the house, by the king 
round alsait. II Then tliey brought 
out the kings S(>n. and put the croum 
u}H)n him, and (f<nr him the testi- 
imuiy. and made him king : and Je- 
hoiaila and his sons anointed him ; 
and they siiid, (hnl save the king. 

12 .And when Atlialiah lieard the 
noise of tlie |KM»j)le running and 
pniising the king, she came to the 
|K'opIe into the house* of the lx)RD : 

13 and she hK>ked, and, Ix'hold, the 
king stood hy his pillar at the 
entnmee, and the nipUiins and 
tlie trnm|K*ts by the king : and all 
tlie jK*ople of the land rejoiced, and 
blew with trnmjK^ts ; tlie singers 
also phnn d m instniments of music, 
and ]t*d the singing of praise. Then 
Athaliah rent her clothes, and said, 
Treason, triMison. 14 And Je* 
lH»iada the jiriest brought out the 
eaptaiiis of hundri'ds that were set 
over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth lietween tlie nuiks 
and whoso followeth her, let him be 
Hluin with the sword : for the priest 
«aid. Slay her not in the house rf 
the Lord. 15 So they made way 
for her ; and she went to the entiy 
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of the horse gate to the king's liouse : 
and they slew lier tliert‘. 

16 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between himself, and all the |K'()[)le, 
and the king, that they should 1 k‘ 
the IjORd's [K'ople. 17 And all the 
|>eople went to the house of Hiuil, 
and brake it down, and brake his 
altars and his images in pieces, and 
slew Mattan the juiest of Ikuil 
before tlie altars. 18 And Jehoiada 
ap|K>inted the <»tiiees of the liouse of 
the Lord iimler the hand (J* tlu' 
priests the lA‘vites, wlnun David had 
distributed in the house of tin* 
Lord, ti> oft'er the burnt offerings 
the Lord, as it is written in the law 
of Moses, with rejoicing and with 
singing, according to the order of 
David 19 And he se t the }M»rters 
at the gates of the house of the 
Lord, that none whicli was un 
clean in any thing .should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains <»f 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the }»e(»ple. and all tin* 
people of the land, and brought 
down the king from the Iioum* 
of the Lord : and they came 
through the upjKT gvite unto th(‘ 
king’s house, and set the king 
u[K)n the throne of the kingdom. 

21 So all the |>eople of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was (piiet , 
and tiiey slew Athaliah with the 
sword. 

I Jojush was seven year's 
old when he l>eg*an to reign : 
and he reignied f<»rty years in 
Jenmlern . and liis mother's name 
was Zibiah of Beer-shelKL 2 And 
Joash did that >vhich was right in 
the eyes of the U)RD all tin* days of 
Jehoimla the priest 3 And Je 
hoiada took for him two wives ; and 
he begat sons and daughU‘rs. 4 And 
it came to fiass after this, tliat .loash 
was minded to restore the houw of 
the Lord. 5 And he gathered 
together the priests and the liCviU's, 
and said to them, (io out unto the 
cities of Juflah, and gather of all 
Israel money to repair the house of 
your God from vear to year, and see 
that ye hasten the matter Howlieit j 
the Levites hastened! it not 6 And ; 


the king called for Jehoiada the 
chief, and said unto him. Why hast 
thou not rerpiii'ed of the Ijcvites to 
bring in out of fludah and out of 
Jerusidem the Uxx of .Moses the 
servant of the Lord, and of the 
congregation of Isniel, for the tent 
(►f the testimony ? 7 For the sons 

of .Vthaliah, that wicked W(unan, had 
br'(>kcn u|) the house of (Jod ; and 
also all (lie dedicated things of the 
house of the LoitD did they Ix'stow 
njion the Haaliin. 8 So the king 
commandiMl, and they made a chest, 
and set it without at the gate of the 
house of the Loini. 9 And they 
made a proclamati<»n through Judali 
ami Jeru'sdem, to bring in for the 
IxiiD) the tax that .M<>ses the serv- 
ant of (Jod laid ujMHi Israel in the 
wildcrnos. 10 And all the |>rinc(‘S 
ami all the }H*o[)h‘ rejoictal, and 
bi'ought in, ami cast into the 
(’lK‘>t. until they had made an end. 

11 .\nd it was so. that at what time 
the (best was brought tmto the 
kings olhcc by tla* hand of the 
Ix vites. and when they s;iw that 
there was much money, the kings 
serilH* and the chief priest s ofli(‘er 
came and emptie(l tin* chest, uml 
took it. ami (arried it to its |»lace 
Jigain. riiiih they <lid day by ilay, 
and pithcred mone\ in abundance. 

12 .\nd the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to such as did the work of the 
service of the hou.^e of the I>)RD; 
and they hired iiulh^uis and cjir- 
fK'iitet's to restore tl»e housi* of the 
I><)RD, ami alsd such as wnuight 
iron arid bntss to re|Mdr the hoiim* 
of the I/)RD. 13 So the work- 
men wrought, and the work was 
tMTfect<‘d b\ them, and they si*t 
up (he hous<- of (mhI in its state, 
and strengthened it, 14 And when 
they had inatle an end, (hey brought 
the r<*st of the money iH’fort* the 
king and .lehoiachi, whereof were 
made vt^Ksels for the hoitse of the 
lx)RD, even vessels to minister, ami 
to offer withal, and smsms, ami 
vesselH of gold and silver. And 
they offerwl burnt offerings in the 
boutfc of the 1 x>ri> continually all 
the days of Jehoiada. 15 But Je- 
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hoiada waxed old and was full of: 
days, and lie died ; an hundred and 
thirty years old was he when he died 
l6 And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, because* 
he ha<l done good in Israel, and 
toward (lod and his house. 17 Now 
afU*r the death of Jehoiada came 
the princes of Judah, and made 
olR'isance to the king, 'rhen the 
king hearkened unto them. 18 And 
they for*sook tlie h<ui>e (J’ the 
the (okI of their fathers, ami served 
the Asherim and the idols: and 
wrath (*anie ufHui Judali and Jeru 
Salem for this their guiltimss. 

19 Yet he sent jirojihets t<> them, to 

bring them again unto the ; 

and they b‘Htiru‘d against them : 
but tlK‘V would not give ear. 

20 And tlie spirit <if thwl came UjHUi 

Z(‘('hariah the son of Jelioiadii tiu* 
priest ; and he sto<Hl alsive the 
|K‘o[»li\ and Niid unto iliem. rhu> 
saith (okI, W hy tnurgre^s \e the 
commandments of ttu* that 

ye eaiitiot pn»s|HT f Ihcjiux* \e havi* 
forsaken the D>ui), lie hath al>o 
forsaken you. 21 And they ton 
spired ag^iinst him. and .^^oned him 
with stones at the eominatMlment of 
the king in tlie (‘ourt of the hou.se 
of the Duil). 22 Thus Joash the 
king rememU-red not the kindness 
which .lelaaada his father had d<»ne 
to him. but slew his M)n. .\nd when 
lie die<l, he sjiid. dhe L<uti» look 
utKUi it, and n‘<|uii*e it. 23 And 
it came t<» |«iMs at th<‘ eml of the 
year, that the anny of the Syrians 
Clime up against him ; and they 
(lune to .ludah and .lerusjdem. and 
dt*«tn»y(‘<i all the princes of the 
|KH)ple frtiin among the jKople. and 
HClit all tlie s|K»il of them unto the 
king of Ihunas^’us. 24 I* or the 
armv of the Syrians came with a 
Ktimll com|«my of num ; ami the 
lA>ltn deli venal a very great host 
into tlieir hand. UaaUM' they had 
forHukcn the the (oh! of their 

fathem. So they exia’uUMl judgt* 
incut U|ion JiMiah. 25 And when 
they wen' dejwirti‘<l fnun him. (for 
they left him in great disem*s,) \m 
own werviiiita mnspiriHl agaiunt him 


for the blood of the sons of Jehoiada 
the prient, and slew him on his bed, 
and he died : and they buried him 
in the city <>f David, but they buried 
him not in the se[)ulehres of the 
kings. 26 And these are they that 
conspired against liini ; Zabiul the 
.son of Shimeath the Ainmonitess, 
ami Jeliozaliad the son of Shimrith 
the Moabitess. 27 Now eoneen)- 
ing his sons, and the greatness of 
tlie hin-dens //fid iijkhi liim, ami the 
rebuilding of the house of (iod, 
Isdiold, they are written in the 
(•(unmentary of the Isjok of the kings. 
And Ainaziah his s(»n reigned in his 
>ti ad. 

I .\inaziah wjis twenty and 
five years old when lie Ix'gan 
to n ign ; and he reigm‘fl 
tw(‘iity and nine years in Jeni.sidem: 
and hi." nKither s name was Jehoad- 
daii of Jem>^ileni. 2 And he did 
that which was right in the eyes of 
the blit not with a perfect 

heart. 3 Now it came to {)a88, 
when the kingdom wjis (s<tablished 
unto liiin, (hat he slew his servants 
which liad kiIK‘d tlie king his father. 
4 }>ut he jiut not their children to 
death, but did aee<inling p) that 
whieli is written in the law in the 
ls>ok (»f Moses, as the Ldhd eom- 
nianded, siiying, Tlie fathers shall 
not die for the children, neither 
shall the children die for the fkr 
thers ; but every man shall die for 
his own sin. 5 Moreover Amaziah 
gathered Judah together, and or- 
dereil them according to their la- 
thers houses, under captains of 
thousjimls and (*aplains of hundreds, 
even all Judah and Iknijamin : and 
he nnmlK‘rc‘d them from twenty years 
old and upward, and found them 
three liundred thou.siuid ehosem men, 
able to go forth to war. that could 
handle s|H'ar and shield. 6 He 
hirc'd also an hiindn'd thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Isnitd 
for an hundrc'd talents of silver. 
7 Hut (here came a man of (hxl to 
him. saying, O king, let not the 
army of Israel go with tluv ; for the 
Iaihp is not with Israel. U) 
with all tlic children of Ephyaim. 
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8 But if thou wilt go^ do valia^Uly, 
be strong for the little : God shall 
cast thee down before the enemy; 
for God hath power to help, and to 
cast down. 9 And Ainaziah said 
to the man of (Jod, But what shall 
we do for the hundred talents M’hich 
I have given to the anny of Isnvel ^ 
And the man of God answered. The 
Lord is able to give thee much 
more than this. 10 Then .\ma- 
ziah sejw rated them, tn wit, the 
army that w}i,s come to him out of 
Ephraim, to go home Jigain ; wliere 
fore their anger was greatly kindled 
agjiinst dudali, and they retnnieil 
home in fierce anger. ii And 
Amaziai) tmik counige. and le<l forth 
his j)eople, and went to the \’allev 
of Salt, and smote of the children 
of Seir ten thou.sand. I2 .Vnd 
other ten thousand did the children 
of Judah carry away alive, and 
brought them unto the tofi of the 
rock, and cast them down from the 
top of the nH*k, that they all were 
broken in pieces. 13 But the 
men of the army which Amaziah 
sent back, that tliey should not go 
with him to Iwttle. fell u|>on the 
cities of Judah, from Samaria even 
unto Beth-horon, and smote of 
them three tliou.siind, and took 
much 8|>oiL 

14 Now it came to pjiss, after 
that Amaziah wjis come from the 
slaughter of the h^domites, that he 
brought the gixls of the children of 
Seir, and set them up to lx* his 
gods, and Ixiwed down himself Ix*- 
fore them, and burned incenst* unto 
them, 15 Wherefore the anger 
of the Lord was kindled against 
Amaziah, and he sent unto him 
a prophet, which said unto him, 
Wliy hast thou sought after the 
gods of the people, which have not 
delivered their own people out of 
thine hand? 16 And it came to 
pass, M he talked with him, that| 
the king said unto him, Have we 
made thee of the kings counsel? 
Forbear; why shouldest thou be 
onitten ? Then the prophet forljare, 
md said, I know that God hath 
letennined to destroy thee, becmose 


thou hast done this, and hast not 
hearkened unto my counsel. 

17 Then Amaziah king of Judah 
! took advice, and sent to Joash, the 
! son of Jehoahaz the son of Jehu, 

I king of Israel, saying. Gome, let 
ns look one another in the face. 

18 And Joash king of Israel sent 
to Amaziah king of Judah, saving, 
The thistle that was in Ijebanon sent 
to the cedar that was in Ixdmnon, 
siiying, Give thy daughter to my 
son to wife : and there jMissed by 
a wild lx.'Lst that was in I/cba- 
non, and tnxle down the thistle. 

19 Thou saye.st, l>o, thou hast smiL 
ten Edom ; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to I H last : abide now at 
home : why shouldist thou meddle 
t4> thy hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou, and .Indah with thei*? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear; 
for it was of (oxl, that he might 
delivcT them into the hand ({f their 
oHffiiex, lH‘<-anst‘ they had sought 
after the gods of Edom. 21 So 
.loiish king of Isniel went up ; and 
he and .\maziah king of Judah 
looked one another in the face at 
Beth-slieint^h. which Ixiongeth to 
Judah. 22 And Judah wiis put 
to the worse Ix’fore Israel ; and 
they fltxl every man to his tent 
23 And .loash king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Jixa,sh the son of Jehoahaz. at 
Ik'th sheinesh, and bnmght him to 
JeriiHalem, and brake down the 
wall of Jerusalem from the gate of 
Ephraim unto the eonier gate, four 
hundred cubits. 24 And he took 
all the gold and silver, and all 
the vt‘HMels that were found in the 
house of thsl w ith Glxxl-ixlom. bikI 
the treasure's of the king’s ItoUiie, 
the hosUiges also, and returned 
to Samaria. 

25 And Amaziah the son of Joaah 
king of Judah lived after the death 
of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of 
Israel fifU'cn years. 26 Now the 
rest of the acts of Aniazttih, flint 
and last, Ixdiold, arc they not writ- 
ten in the book of tlie kings of 
Judah and Israel? 27 Now from 
the time that Anuudah did turn 
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away from following the Lord they j 
made a conspiracy against him in I 
Jerusalem ; and he fled to Laciiish : I 
but they sent after him to Lachish, | 
and slew him there. 28 And i 

they brought him uj>on horses, and 
buried him with his fathers in the 
city of Judak 

I And all the people (J 
Judah took Uzziah, who was 
sixteen years old, and made 
him king in the room of his father 
Amtiziak 2 lie built Kloth, and 
restored it to Jiidali, after that 
the king slept witli his fatlieix 
3 Sixteen year's old was I zziah 
when he iR'gan to rei^i ; and he 
reigned fifty and two years in .leni- 
saleiii ; ami his motlier s name wjis 
Jeeliiliah of Jeiusidem. 4 And 
he did that whieh wjis right in the 
eves of the l/Oi<i>, aeeording to all 
tiiat his father Ama/iah had done. 

5 And he set him>elf to seek tosl 
in the days of /xs hariah, who had 
umlerstanding in the vision of (iod ; 
and as long lis he sought the Loud. 
Cml made him to pros|HT. 6 And 
he went forth and warn‘d against 
the Philistines, ami bn»kt‘ down the 
wall f>f (iath, and the wall of .labneh, 
and the wall of A slab si ; and he 
built cities in Me atuuinj r*/ AslnhKl, 
and among the riiilistines. 7 And 
Gud helfH'd liim Jig'ainst the Plnlis- 
tiues, and against the Anibians that 
dwelt in (iur Utah ami the Meunim. 

8 And Uie Ainim»nilc*s gave gifts to 
Uxjuab: and his name spread abroml 
even to U»e entering in of Lgypt ; 
for lie whxihI excx^t'tling stnaig. 

9 Moreover I zzialr built towers in 
JeniMalein at the e(»nier pite, and 
at the valley gale. iukI at the luni 
log q/* the irfi/4 ami fortified them, 

10 And \w built towers in the wil 
dcmcaa, and hewiMl out matry eis- 
teni% for he hud much cattle ; 
In the lowland alwi, ami in the 
idaiii: ami he had huslmndmen 
and vlnedrwwerw in the mountniiw 
and in Uie fruitful fields ; for he 
loved buabaiwlry. ix Momryer 
Uiaiah had an army fightiug 
inetii went out to war by batidts 
ttoooediiiif to ttie number of their 


reckoning made by Jeiel the scribe 
and Maaseialr the officer, under the 
hand of Hananiah, one of the king’s 
captains. 12 The whole number 
of the heads of fathers’ homes, even 
the mighty men of valour, was two 
thousjiml and six biindred. 13 And 
under their hand was a trained army, 
three hundred thousand and seven 
thousiind and five hundred, that 
made war with mighty |M)wer, to 
help the king agiiinst the enemy, 
14 And I'zziah i)rt‘[)ared for them, 
even for all the host, shields, and 
sj>i‘ars, and lielmets, and coats of 
mail, and Ik>ws, and stones for sling- 
ing. 15 And he made in Jem- 
Kjdein engim*s, invented by cunning 
men. t<> la* on the towers and upon 
the kittlements, to shoot arrows and 
great stones withal. And his name 
spread far abroad : for he was mar- 
vellously heljad. till he was stnmg. 

16 But wlien he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up so that he did 
eorniptly. and he tri'SfWKsed against 
the Loud his (LkI ; for he w'ent 
into the temple of the Lord to 
burn incense njaui the altar of 
incense, 17 And Azariah the 
priest went in after him, and with 
him fouifaort* prk*sts of the Lord, 
tliat were valiant men : l8 and 
they witljstiwKl Uzziah the king, and 
.Hiiid unto him. It [K*rtaineth not 
unto thee, Uzziah, to bum incense 
unt<» the Loud, but to the priests 
the sons of Aart»n, that are con- 
si*erated to bum incense : go out 
of the winetuary : for thou hast 
trespasscKl ; neither shall it be for 
thine lamonr from the 1a)RD tiod. 
19 Then Uzziaii was w mth ; and he 
had a cTiiser in his hand to bum in- 
cense ; and w hile he was wn)th with 
the prit‘sts, the lepnwy brake forth 
in his forehead before the priests in 
the houw* of the lx)RD, bl»ide Ae 
altar of intense, 20 And AjEariab 
the chief priest, and all the priests, 
ItKikeii upon him, and, behold, he 
j was leprous in his forehead, and 
they thrust him out quickly from 
jtiieiice; yea, himself hasted alsa 
! to go out, because the Lord had 
I smitten him. 21 And Utsiah«dia 
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king was a leper unto the day of 
his death, ana dwelt in a several 
house, being a lei)er ; for he wtis 
cut off from the house of the I/ORD : 
and Jotham his son was <o'er the 
kings house, judging tlie |R‘oi)Ie of 
the land 22 Now the rest of 
the acts of T/ziah, first and last, 
did Isaiah the prophi t, the son of 
Amoz, wrik‘. 23 So [ zziah slept 
with his fathers ; and tliey buried 
him with his fathei's in the held of 
burial whieh iK'huiged to the kings ; 
for they siiid. He is a le|K r ; and Jo- 
tham his son reigJied in his stead. 

I Jotham was twenty and 
five years old wlien he iRgjin 
to reign ; and he reigm‘d 
sixteen years in Jerusilein : and 
his motlier’s name was Jt rushah 
the daughter of Zjidok. 2 And 
he did that whieli wjis riLdit in the 
eyes of the IvORD. aeeording t<* all 
that his father T zziah had done ; 
howl)eit he entered not into the 
temple of the l/uu). And the 
people did yet corruptly. 3 He 
built the up|KT gate of the house 
of the IxjRl), and on the wall of 
Ophel he built much. 4 More- 
over he built cities in the hill 
country of Judah, and in the forests 
he built castles and k)wers. 5 He 
fought also with the king <»f the 
children of Ammon, and prevaik*<l 
against thenL And the children of 
Ammon gave him the siiine year an 
hundred talents of silver, and ten 
thousimd measures of wheat, and 
ten thousand of Ixirley. So much 
did the children of Ammon render 
unto him, in the .second year also, 
and in the third. 6 So Jotham U*- 
came mighty, because he ordered 
his ways before the 1 x)RI) his (hKl. 

7 Now the rest of the jicts of Jo- 
tham, and all his wars, and his ways, 
behold, they are writtcfj in the lKK»k 
of the kings of Israel and Judah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he begjin to reign, and reigned 
tuteen years in Jerusaleia 9 And 
Jotham slept with his fathers, and 
diey buried him in the city of 
David: and Ahaz his sou reigned 
in bis stead 


I Ahaa was twenty years 
old when he began to reign ; 
and he reignt^i sixteen years 
in Jerusalem : and he did not that 
which w’as right in the eyes of the 
Ix)RD, like David his father : 2 but 

he walked in the ways of the kings 
<»f Isnicl, and made alfu> molten 
imag(‘s for the Ihuilim. 3 More- 
over he burnt incense in the valley 
of the son of Hinnoin, and burnt his 
children in the fire, according to the 
alxuninations of the heathen, whom 
the Is)Ri> cast ont lR*forc the chil 
drcii of Israel. 4 .\nd he sjicri- 
fict‘d and burnt inc-ense in tin* higli 
places, and on the hills, and under 
cviTV grc(‘n tree. 5 Wherefore* 
the Lord hl> H(m 1 delivered him 
into tho hand of the king of S\ria ; 
and tiny sn»otc him. afsl (*arne<l 
away of his a great multitude of 
eaptivt*^. and brought them to l>Ji- 
imis<'us. .\nd he was als<> delivert‘d 
into the hand of the king of Isniel, 
who smote him with a great slaugh- 
ter. 6 For IVkuh the son of 
Hemaliah slew' in Judah an hundriRl 
and twenty thoiisiind in one day, all 
of them viiliant men ; Uruusc* they 
had forsiiken the l/>Ri», the (linl 
of their fathers. 7 And Ziehri, 
a mighty man of Kphniim, slew 
Mjuisc'iah the king s son, and Azrikam 
the ruler of the housi*, and Hlkaiiuh 
that WJIS ne.xt to the king. 8 And 
the children of Israel cjirric^d away 
captive of their brethrt‘n two lilin- 
dri‘d thonsjind, women, soiwi, and 
daughters, jiisl t<H)k also away much 
sjsul from them, and bnuight the 
Hjs»il to SanmrijL 9 Hut a pro- 
phet of the l/ORi) was there, whoac 
name wjis 0(le<l : ami he went out 
to meet the ln»st that came to Sa- 
maria, and sjiitl unto them, Ikdiold, 
Ureausi* the l/>Hi), the (hKl of your 
fathers, wjis wn>th with Judah, ho 
j hath delivereii them int4> your hand, 
and ye have slain them in a rago 
I which hath readied up unto heaven, 
i 10 And now' ye pur{KiHe to keep 
under the children of Judah and 
Jerusalem for iKindtnen and Umd* 
women unto you : htU are there not 
even with you of your 
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own against the Lord your God ? 
II Now hear rne therefore, and send 
beck the captives, which ye have 
taken captive of your hrethren : for 
the fierce wratli of the Lord is 
U|)<»n you. 12 Thefi (XTtiiin of the 
haids of the children of h^phraim, 
Azariah the koii of Johanan, Jiere- 
chiah the son of .Mi'nljilleinoth, and 
.leliizkiah the son of Shalliiin, and 
ArnaHii the non of liadlai, nt^HKl up 
against them that (raine from the 
war, 13 and Hiiid unto them, Ve 
shall not bring in the cafaives 
hither ; for ye pnr|H>se that which 
will brirjg ji|kui ns a trespass against 
the IsMCD, to add unto our siits and 
b) <»ur tresjwiKs : for our trespjLss is 
great, and there is fierce wnitli 
agjtinst Isniel. 14 So the armt*d 
men left the ea|»tives and the >jH»il 
Is'fore the princes and all the eon 
gn*gjiti<»n. 15 And the men which 
have Iktii (‘X[>resM<l h\ name rose 
up, and took tin* capti\e>, ami with 
the sjMiil ( loihed all that were nak(‘d 
among them, and arni\ed them, and 
sIkhI them, and gav(‘ them to eat 
ami to dritik, and am»int('d thetn, 
and carrie<l tdl the feeble of tluan 
U|M»n ass<si. and brought them to 
.lericho, the <’ity <»f |ialm trees, unto 
their brt*thren then the\ returmul 
to Siimuria. 

16 .\t that tim(‘ did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings (»f As>yria to help 
him. 17 For ugivin the L<l«»mites 
had come and smitl<'n .ludalc and 
carritMi away (aptives, 18 1 he 
IMiilistilio also had inva<itsl the 
citiej 4 <»f the lowland, and of tlu- 
Stmth of dudah. and lani taken lU th 
HlK*fm*»th. and Aijaloii. and (iiHleroth. 
and S*eo with the towns tlansjf. 
and Tiinnali with the towns thereof, 
tdniiui and the t^mns theriHjf 
and they dwtdt tlH*rt\ 19 hor the 
IjORD iKxiught .Itidah low lHH*aust‘ 
of Ahnx king of Ismel ; h»r lu* hml 
dtmll wantonly in .ludah, and tres- 
fifiaiied wort* apiinst the I>ord. 

20 And lilgiitJi pilne>^*r king of As* 
ayria ctittH* unto him, and dislrt'wstHl 
him, but utrcngtheiKMl him not 

21 For Altai t«Hik away a imrtion 
out rf the hotwc of the liORD. and 


out of the house of the king and of 
the princes, and gave it unto the king 
of Assyria : but it helped him not 

22 And in the time of his distress 
did he tresimss yet more against 
the Ijokd, this siime king Ahaz. 

23 For he sacrificefl unbi the gods 
of Jifimiiw us, w liich smote him : and 
he sjiid, Hecause the g(Kis of the 
kings of Syria helloed them, therefore 
will 1 siurifice to them, that they 
may help me. Hut they were the ruin 
of him, and of all Israel. 24 And 
Ahaz gathered togetlier the vessels 
of the li(uis<.‘ of and cut in pieces 
the ve>>i ls of the lioiise of (hni, and 
shut up the doors of the house of the 
1><)1{D ; and he made him altars in 
every eonier of Jerusiilem. 25 And 
in every several city of .ludah he 
made high places to bunt incense 
unto other gmls. and provoked to 
anger tlx* L)HD, t)i(‘ <hh 1 of his 
father's. 26 Now the rest of his 
ael-s. and all his ways, first and last, 
U liold. they are written in the lKK>k 
of the kings of .ludah and Israel. 
27 And Ahaz sl(‘pt with his fathers, 
and (hey hiiried him in the city, 
vwu in .Icrnsiilern ; for they bn)Ught 
him not into the sepulchr(‘s of the 
kings of lsi'?iel : and He/.ekiah his 
son reigiu'd in his stead. 

I Hezekiah to reign 

whi rl he was five and twenty 
years old : and he reigned 
nine and twenty years in .lemsalem : 
and hi'' nmther s name was Abijah 
the dangliler of /x*ehariah. 2 And 
he did that whi(‘h wjis right in the 
eyes of the Iaihd, according to all 
tliat l>avid liis father hml done, 
3 lie in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month. o{K'iK*d the dmirs 
of the house of the IvOHD, and re- 
imirvil them. 4 And he brought 
in the priests and the Ix'vib's, and 
gutheriMl them top*ther into the 
broad phur on the easb 5 
said unto them, Hear me. ye : 

now sanctify yourselves, and sanctify 
the house of the lX)RD, the God of 
your fathers, and nirrY forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place, 
6 For our fathers have trcsp««»edy 
; and done that which was evil in^ 
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sight of the Lord our God, and 
have forsaken him, and have turned 
away their faces from the habitation 
of the Lord, and turned their backs. 
7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lainjw, 
and have not burned incense nor of- 
fered burnt offerings in the holy phwre 
unto the (knl of Israel. 8 ^Vhere- 
fore the wrath of the Ia)Ui> was 
upon Judah and Jerusalem, and he 
hath delivered them to Ir* tossc'd to 
and fro, to l)e an astonishment, and 
an hissing, as ye see witli your eyes. 
9 For, lo, our faHiers have fallen hy 
the sword, and our sous and our 
daughters and our wives are in 
captivity for this. lO Xow it is 
in mine heart to make a covenant 
with the the G<k 1 of Israel, 

that his fierce anger may turn away 
from iLS. II My sons. Ik* not now 
negligent : for the IjOKD hath chos<‘n 
you to stand iK'fore him, t<» minister 
unto him, and that ye should Ik* his 
ministers, and burn inceuisi*.

Kzra blesijd the Ix>liD, the great 
(JikL And all the people answered, 
Amen, Amen, with the lifting up oi 
their hands : and they bow^ tndl 
heads, and worshipp^ the LaBS 
Afdth their faces to the groimd 
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7 AJso Jeshua, and Bani, and She- 
rebiali, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodiah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azjiriah, 
Jozabad, Hanan, ]\daiah, and the 
Ijevites, caused the pt'ople to under- 
stand the law : and tlie |X‘o[)le ntood 
in their place. 8 And they read 
in the book, in tlie law of (Jod, 
distinctly ; and they ^n e the sense, 
so that they undei'stood tlie reading. 
9 And Neheiniah, which was the 
Tirshatha. and Ezni the priest the 
scribe, and the Ix'vites tliat tauirlit 
the pi'ople, s^iid unto all the people. 
This day is holy unto the Lord 
your God : inonni not, nor wtrp. 
For all the |R‘ople wept, when th(‘v 
heard the words of the law. lo Then 
he sjiid unto them, (io your w.av, 
eat the fat, and drink the swrrt. 
and send |K)rtions nnin liiin fnr 
whom nothitJir is {uc'pnred : for this 
day is holy unto our Lord: mitlier 
be ye ^rrieved : for the joy of thi* 
IjORD is your strenirtli. il So 
the Ijevites stilled all the |KM>pl(\ 
saying. Hold your j>eaee, for tht‘ 
day is holy : neitlier l>e ye grieved. 
12 And all the |K‘ople went their 
way to eat, and to dritik, and to 
send jKjrtions, and t(» make great 
mirth, l)ecHUse they had und(‘rsto(Ml 
the words that were declared unto 
them. 

13 And on the second day were 
gathered U)gether the heads of 
fathers’ htnines of all the j>eople. th<* 
priests, and the Ijevites, unto Ezra 
the scribe, even P) give attention to 
the words of the law.

6 I’hoii art the l/)Rn, even thou 
alone ; thou hjist made heaven, the 
heaven of lu^nvens, Mith all their 
host, the earth and all things that 
are thereon, tin* seas and all lliat is 
in them, and thou j^reHcrrest thimi 
fill ; and the host of hi^ven wor* 
shippeth thee.

and plenteous in mercy, and for- 
Kookest them not 18 Yea, when 
they hiwl nmde them a molten calf, 
and H;iid,Tiiis is thy (Jod that brought 
thee up out of Kgyf>t, and liad 
w rought great provociitions ; 19 yet 
tlum in thy manifold mercies for- 
sookest them not in the w ilderness : 
the pillar of r lond de[)«irted not from 
over them by day, to lead them in 
the way ; neitlier the pillar of fire 
by night, to shew them light, and 
the way wherein they should go, 
20 Thou gavest also thy g(KKl spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest 
not thy manna from their mouth, 
and gavest them water for their 
tliirst. 21 Yea, forty years didst 
tliou sustain tliem in tlie wilderness, 
<(mi they lacked nothing; their 
clothes waxed not (»ld, and their feet 
swelled not.

[ rfes of the lands. 31 Xeverthe- 
ess in thy manifold mercies thou 
didst not make a full end of them, 
nor forsake them, for thou art a 
gracious and merciful (ckI. 32 Now 
therefore, our (iod, the great, the 
mighty, and the terrible (hnl, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not 
ail the travail seem little In^fore thee, 
that hath come u|K>n us, on our 
kings, on our princes, and on cuir 
priests, and on our prophets, and on 
our fathers, and on all thy |K‘ople, 
since the time of the kings of Assyria 
unto this day. 33 Howls it thou 
art just in all that is come u|)on us ;

f ffl d gladness, and of sending por- 
one to anothdr, and gifts to 


the poor. 23 And the Jews un- 
dertook to do as they had begun, 
and as Mordecai had written unto 
them ; 24 because Haman the son 

of Hammedatha, the Agagite, the 
enemy of all the Jcm's, had devised 
against the Jews to destroy them, 
and had cast Pur, that is, the lot, 
to consume them, and to destroy 
them ; 25 but when the matter 

came before the king, he com- 
manded by letters that his wicked 
device, w hich he had devised against 
the Jews, should retuni upon his 
own head ; and that he and his sons 
sh<»uld l)e hanged on the gallows.

Purim, after the name of Pur, 
iiierefore becsiuse of all the words 
of this letter, and of that which 
they liad seen concerning this mat- 
ter. and that which had come unto 
them, 27 the .Jews ordained, and 
t<K)k ujKHi them, and upon their 
txed, and ujx>n all such as joined 
themstives unto them, so as it should 
not fail, that they would keep these 
two (lays according to the WTiting 
thereof, and according to the aph 
pointed time thereof, every ^r; 
28 and that these* days should be 
rememlxrwl and kept throughout 
every generation, ever)’ family, every 
proviiK'e. and every city ; and that 
these days of Purim should not fail 
from among the Jews, nor the me- 
morial of them perish from their 
seed. 29"Tlien l^sther the queen, 
the daughter of Abihail, and Mor- 
dt*cai the Jew*, wrote with all au- 
thority to confirm this second letter 
of IHirim. 30 And he sent letters 
unto all the Jews, to the hundred 
twenty and tx*ven provinces of the 
kingdom of Ahasuerus, with words 
of peace and truth, 31 to confirm 
these days of Purim in their ap^ 
pointed times, according as Mor^ 
cai the Jew and Esther the queen 
had epjoined them, and as they 
had ordained for themselves ana 
for their seed, in the matter of the 
fastings and their C17. 32 And 

the cominandmait of Esther oon^ 
firmed these mattm Purim ; and 
it was written in the book. 
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I And the kinp: Ahasuerus , 
XO ^ tribute upon the land, ■ 
and upon the isles of the sea. i

II Wisdom is as good as an inherit- , 
ance : yea, more excellent is it for 1 
them that see the sun.

times also thine own heart knoweth 
that thou thyself likew ise hast cursed 
othei's.

3 Be not hasty to go out of 
his presence ; persist not in an evil 
thing: for he doeth whatsoever pleas- 
eth him.

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20 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the remnant of Israel, and 
they that are escaped of the house 
of Jacob, shall no more again stay 
upon him that smote them ; ]^\it 
shall stay upon the Lord, the Holy 
One of Israel, in trutm 2i A rem- 
nant shall return, even the remnant 
of Jacob, unto the mighty God 
22 For though thy people Israel be 
as the sand of the sea, o^dij a rem- 
nant of them shall return : a con- 
sumption h determined, overflowing 
with righteousness. 23 For a con- 
summation, and that determined, 
shall tlic Lord, the I^ord of hosts, 
make in the midst of all the earth. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
the Lord of hosts, 0 my people that 
dwellest in Zion, be not afraid of 
the Assyrian : though he smite thee 
with the rod, and lift u}) Ins staff 
agjiinst thee, after the manner of 
Egypt 25 For yet a very little 
while, and the indignation siiall be 
accomplished, and mine anger, in 
their destruction. 26 And the Lord 
of hosts shall stir up against him 
a scourge, as in the slaughter of 
Midian at the rock of Orel) : and 
his rod shall be over the sea, and 
he shall lift it up after the manner 
of Egypt 27 And it shall come to 
pass in that day, that his burden 
shall depart from off thy shoulder, 
and his yoke from off tliy neck, and 
the yoke shall be destroyed because 
of the anointing. 

28 He is come to Aiath, he is 
passed through Migron ; at Mich- 
mash he layeth up his baggage : 
29 they are gone over the pass ; 
they have taken up their lodging at 
Geba : Hamah trembleth ; Gibeah 
of Saul is fled. 30 Gry aloud with 
thy voice, 0 daughter of (Jallim ! 
hearken, 0 Laishah 1 0 thou poor 
Anathoth! , 31 Madmenah is a 

fugitive ; the inhabitants of Ge- 
Wra ^ther themselves to flee. 
32 This very day shall he halt at 
Nob: he shaketh his hand at the 
mount of the daughter of Zion, the 
hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, shall lop the boughs with ter- 


ror: and the high ones of stature 
shall be hewn down, and the lofty \ 
shall be brought low. 34 And he 
shall cut down the thickets of the 
forest with iron, and Lebanon shall 
fall bva^nighty one. 

_ uT I And there shall come 
X X forth a shoot out of the stock 
of Jesse, and a branch out of 
his roots shall bear fruit : 2 and 

the spirit of the Lord shall rest upon 
him, the spirit of wisdom and under- 
standing, the si)irit of counsel and 
might, the spirit of knowledge and 
of the fear of the Lord ; 3 and his 

delight shall be in the fear of the 
Lord : and he shall not judge after 
the sight of his eyes, neither re- 
})rove after the hearing of his ears : 

4 but with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with 
e(piity for the meek of the earth : 

I and he shall smite the earth with 
I the rod of his mouth, and with the 
I breath of his lips shall he slay 
the wicked. 5 And righteousness 
shall be the girdle of his loins, 
and faithfulness the girdle of his 
reins. 6 And the wolf shall dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard 
shall lie down Avith the kid ; and 
the calf and the young lion and the 
fatling together ; and a little child 
shall lead them. 7 And the cow 
and the bear shall feed ; their young 
, ones shall lie down together : and 
the lion shall cat straw like the ox. 

1 8 And the sucking child shall play 
on the hole of the asp, and the 
I weaned child shall put his hand on 
I the basilisk’s den. 9 They shall 
I not hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
i mountain : for the earth shall be 
I full of the knowledge of the Lord, 

; as the Wald's cover the sea. 

1 10 And it shall come to pass in 

' that day, that the root of Jesse, 
which standeth for an ensign of the 
peoples, unto him shall the nations 
seek ; and his resting place shall be 
glorious. 

II And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall set his 
hand again the second time to re- 
cover the remnant of his people^ 
which shall remain, from A8ByTfa^ ’ 
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and from Egypt, and from Pathros, I — i The burden of Babylon, 
and from Cush, and from Elam, and X X which Isaiah the son of 
from Shinar. and from Hamath. ^ did see. 


and from the islands of the sea. 

12 And he shall set up an ensign 
for the nations, and shall assemble 
the outcasts of Israel, and gather 
together the dispersed of Judah 
from the four corners of the earth. 

13 The envy also of p]phraim shall 
depart, and they that vex Judah 
shall be cut off: Ephraim shall not 
envy Judah, and Judah shall not 
vex Ephi-aim. 14 And they shall 
fly down uj)on the shoulder of the 
Philistines on the west ; together 
shall they spoil the children of the ! 
east : they shall put forth their 1 
hand upon Edom and Moab; and 
the children of Ammon shall obey 
them. 15 And the Lord shall 
utterly destroy the tongue of the 
Egyptian sea ; and with his scorch- 
ing wind shall he sliake his hand 
over the River, and shall smite it 
into seven streams, and cause men 
to march over dryshod. 16 And 
there shall be an high way for the 
remnant of his f)cople, which shall 
remain, from Assyria ; like as there 
was for Israel in the day that he 
came up out of the land of Egypt. 

I And in that day thou shalt 
say, I will give thanks unto 
thee, 0 Lord ; for though 
thou wast angry with me, thine 
anger is turned away, and thou com- 
fortest me. 2 Behold, Cod is my 
salvation ; I will trust, and will not 
be afraid ; for the Lord jkdovaii 
is my strength and song ; and he is 
become my salvation. 3 There- 
fore with joy shall ye draw water out 
of the wells of salvation. 4 And 
in that day shall ye say, Cive thanks i 
unto the Lord, call upon his name, I 
declare his doings among the peo- j 
pies, make mention that his name I 
is exalted 5 Sing unto tljc 
Lord ; for he hath done excellent , 
things : let this be known in all the 
eartk 6 Cry aloud and shout, 
thou hihabitant of Zion : for great 
is the Holy One of Israel in the 
midst of thee. 


2 Set ye up an ensign upon the 
bare mountain, lift up the voice 
unto them, wave the hand, that 
they may go into the gates of the 
nobles. 3 1 have commanded my 
consecrated ones, yea, I have called 
my mighty men for mine anger, even 
my proudly exulting ones. 4 The 
noise of a multitude in the mount- 
ains, like as of a great people I the 
noise of a tumult of the kingdoms 
of the nations gathered together I 
the Lord of hosts mustereth the 
host for the battle. 5 They come 
from a far country, from the utter- 
most part of heaven, even the Lord, 
and the weapons of his indignation, 
to destroy the whole land 6 Howl 
ye ; for the day of the Lord is 
at hand ; as destruction from the 
Almighty shall it come. 7 There- 
fore shall all hands be feelde, and 
every heart of man shall melt : 
8 and they shall be dismayed ; }>angs 
and sorrows shall take hold of them ; 
they shall be in pain as a woman in 
travail : they shall l>e amazed one 
at another ; their faces shall be faces 
of flame. 9 Behold, the day of 
the Lojfi) cometh, cruel, with wrath 
and flerce anger ; to make the land 
a desolation, and to destroy the sin- 
ners thereof out of it. 10 For the 
stars of heaven and the constella- 
tions thereof shall not give their 
I light : the sun shall be darkened 
I in his going forth, and the moon 
shall not cause her light to shine. 

I II And 1 will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity ; and 1 will cause the ar- 
rogancy of the proud to cease, and 
will lay low the haughtiness of the 
terrible. la I will make a man 
more rare than fine gold, even a 
man than the pure gold of Ophir. 

13 Therefore 1 will make the heavens 
to tremble, and the earth shall be 
shaken out of her place, in the 
wrath of the Lord of hosts, and 
in the day of his fierce anger. 

14 And it shall c<>me to pass, that 
as the chased roe, and as sheep that 
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no man gathereth, they Bhall turn 
every man to his own people, andj 
shall flee every man to his own land. 

15 Every one that is found shall be 
thrust through ; and every one that 
is taken shall fall ,by the sword. 

16 Their infants also shall be dashed 
in pieces before their eyes ; their 
houses shall be sjioiled, and their 
wives ravished. 17 Behold, 1 will 
stir up the Medes against them, 
which shall not regard silver, and 
as for gold, they shall not delight in 
it. 18 And their bows shall dash 
the young men in pieces ; and they 
shall have no pity on the fruit of 
the womb ; their eye shall not spare 
children. 19 And Babylon, the 
glory of kingdoms, the beauty of 
the Chaldeans’ jiride, shall be as 
when God overthrew Sodom and 
Gomorrah, 20 It shall never be 
inhabited, neither shall it be dwelt 
in from generation to generation : 
neither shall the Arabian pitch 
tent there; neither shall shejiherds 
make their flocks to lie down there. 
21 But wild beasts of the d(‘sert 
shall lie there ; and their houses 
shall l)e full of doleful ci’eatures ; 
and ostriches shall dwell there, and 
satyrs shall dance there. 22 And 
wolves shall cry in their castles, 
and jackals in the jileasant jialaees : 
and her time is near to come, and 
her daA's shall not be jirolonged. 

I For the Loud will have 
compassion on Jacob, and 
will yet choose Israel, and 
set them in their own land : and 
the stranger shall join himself with 
them, and they shall cleave to the 
house of Jacob. 2 And the peo- 
ples shall take them, and bring them 
to their place : and the house of Is- 
rael shall possess them in the land of 
the Lord for servants and for hand- 
maids : and they shall take them ca|>- 
tive, whose captives they were ; and 
they shall rule over their oppressors. 

3 And it shall come to [)ass in the 
day that the Lord shall give thee 
rest from thy sorrow, and from thy 
trouble, and from the hard service 
wherein thou wait made to serve, 
4 that thou shalt take up this parable 


against the king of Babylon, and 
say, How hath the oppressor ceased ! ‘ 
the golden city ceased ! 5 The 

Lord hath broken the staff of the 
wicked, the sceptre of the rulers ; 

6 that smote the jKioples in wrath 
with a c^mtinual stroke, that ruled 
the nations in anger, with a persecu- 
tion that none restrained. 7 The 
; whole earth is at rest, and is 
(piiet : they break forth into singing. 

8 Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon, saying, 
Since thou art laid down, no feller 
is come uj) against us. 9 Hell 
from beneath is moved for thee to 
; meet thee at thy coming : it stirreth 
uji the dead for thee, even all the 
chief ones of the earth; it hath 
raised up from their thrones all the 
kings of the nations. lo All they 
shall answer and say unto thee, Art 
thou also become weak as we ? art 
, thou become like unto us '( ii Thy 
j)omp is brought down to hell, and 
the noise of thy viols : the worm is 
spread under thee, and worms cover 
tliee. 12 How art thou fallen 
from heaven, G day star, son of the 
morning ! Ik^m’ art thou cut down to 
the ground, which didst lay low the 
nations ! 13 And thou saidst in 

thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, 1 will exalt my throne above 
the stars of God ; and I will sit 
upon the mount of congregation, in 
the uttermost jiarts of the north : 
14 1 will ascend above the heights 
of the clouds ; 1 will be like the 
Most High. 15 Yet thou shalt be 
brought down to hell, to the utter- 
most jiarts of the pit 16 They 
I that see thee shall narrowly look 
upon thee, they shall consider thee, 
saying, Is this the man that made 
i the earth to tremble, that did shake 
I kingdoms ; 17 that made the 

I world as a wilderness, and overthrew 
I the cities thereof; that let not loose 
his }>ri8onei*s to their home ? 18 All 

the kings of the nations, all of them, 
sleep in glory, evei-y one in his own 
house. 19 But thou art cast forth 
away from thy sepulchre like an 
abominable branch, clothed with 
the slain, that are thrust throu|^ 






with the sword, that go down to the 
stones of the pit; as a carcase 
trodden under foot 20 Thou 
shalt not be joined with them in 
burial, because thpu hast destroyed 
thy land, thou hast slain thy people ; 
the seed of evil-doers shall not be 
named for ever. 21 Prepare ye 
slaughter for his children for the 
iniquity of their fathers; that they 
rise not up, and possess the earth, 
and fill the face of the world with 
citiea 22 And I will rise up 
against them, saith the Lord of 
hosts, and cut off from Babylon 
name and remnant, and son and 
son’s son, saith the Lord. 23 I 
will also make it a possession for 
the porcupine, and pools of Mater : 
and I will sweep it M’ith the besom of I 
destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. | 

24 The Lord of hosts hath sM orn, j 
saying, Surely as I have thought, so | 
shall it come to pass ; and as I have 
purposed, so shall it stand : 25 that 

I will break the Assyrian in my 
land, and upon my mountains tread 
him under foot : then shall his yoke 
depart from off them, and his burden 
depart from off their shoulder. 
26 This is the puri)08e that is pur- 
posed upon the whole earth : and 
tWs is the hand that is stretched 
out upon all the nations. 27 For 
the Lord of hosts hath pur[)osed, 
and who shall disannul it ? and his 
hand is stretched out, and who shall 
turn it back ? 

28 In the year that king Ahaz 
died was this burden. 

^ 29 Rejoice not, 0 Philistia, all of 
thee, because the rod that smote 
thee is broken : for out of the 
serpent’s root shall come forth a 
basilisk, and his fruit shall be a fier}^ 
flying* serpent 30 And the first- 
born of the poor shall feed, and the 
needy shall lie down in safety : and 
I will kill thy root with famine, 
and thy remnant shall be slaia 
31 Howl, 0 gate ; cry, 0 city ; thou 
art melted away, 0 Philistia, all of 
thee ; for there cometh a smoke 
out of the north, and none stand- 
atlijdoof at his appointed times. 


32 What then shall one anwet* the 
messengers of the nation ? Iliat the 
Lord hath founded Zion, and in her 
shall the afflicted of his people take 
I refuge. 

I The burden of Moab. 

For in a night Ar of J^loab 
is laid waste, and brought to 
I nought ; for in a night Kir of Moab 
i is laid w aste, and brought to nou^t 
1 2 lie is gone up to Bayith, and to 
I Dibon, to the high places, to weep : 
j Moab howlcth over Kebo, and over 
j Medeba : on all their heads is bald- 
ness, eveiT beard is cut off. 3 In 
I their streets they gird themselves 
I with sackcloth : on their housetops, 
and in their broad places, every 
one howleth, weeping abundantly, 
4 And Heshbon crieth out, and 
Elealeh ; their voice is heard even 
unto Jahaz : therefore the armed 
men of Moab cry aloud ; his soul 
trembleth within him. 5 My heart 
crieth out for Moab ; her nobles 
unto Zoar, to Eglath-shelishiyah : 

I for by the ascent of Luhith with 
; weeping they go up ; for in the way 
' of Horonaim they raise up a cry of 
destruction. 6 For the waters erf 
I Nimrim shall be desolate : for the 
grass is withered away, the tender 
grass faileth, there is no green thing. 

7 Therefore the abundance they 
I have gotten, and that which they 
j have laid up, shall they carry away 
to the brook of the willows. * 8 For 

the cry is gone round about the 
borders of Moab ; the howling 
I thereof unto Eglaim, and the howl- 
ing thereof unto Beer-elim. 9 For 
I the waters of Dimou are fuH of 
I blood : for I w ill bring yet mof^ 
upon Dimon, a lion upon him: that ^ 
escapeth of Moab, and up<^ llJie 
remnant of the land. ’ ‘ 

I Send ye the lam W for

outcasts ; bewray not the wanderer. 

4 Let mine outcasts dwell with thee ; 
as for Moab, be thou a covert to 
him from the face of the spoiler : 
for the extortioner ‘is brought to 
nought, spoiling ceaseth, the oppress- 
ors are consumed out of the land. 

5 And a throne shall be established 
in mercy, and one shall sit thereon 
in truth, in the tent of David ; judg- 
ing, and seeking judgement, and 
swift to do righteousness. 

6 We have heard of the pride of 
Moab, that he is very proud ; even 
of his arroganc}^ and his pride, and 
his wrath ; his boastings are nought. 
7 Therefore shall Moab howl for 
Moab, every one shall howl : for the 
raisin-cakes of Kir-hareseth shall ye 
mourn, utterly stricken. 8 For 
the fields of Heshbon languish, (fn(t 
the vine of Sibinah ; the lords of 
the nations have broken down the 
choice plants thereof; they reached 
even unto Jazer, they wandered into 
the wilderness ; her branches were 
spread abroad, they jiassed ovei* the 
sea. 9 Therefore 1 will weep m ith 
the weeping of Jazer for tlie vine of 
Sibmah : 1 will w ater thee w ith niy 
tears, 0 Heshlxin, and FJealeh ; for 
upon thy summer frnits and u|)on 
thy harvest the battle shout is fallen. 
10 And gladness is taken away, and 
joy out of the fruitful field ; and in 
the vineyards there shall be no 
singing, neither joyful noise : no 
treader shall tread out wine in the 
presses; 1 have made the riuta(je 
shout to cease. ll Wherefore my 
bowels sound like an harp for Moab, 
and mine inward parts for Kii -heres. 
12 And it shall come to pass, w hen 
Moab presenteth himself, when he 
wearieth himself upon the liigh place, 
and shall come to his sanctuary to 
pray, tliat he shall not prevail. 

13 This is the w ord that the Lord 
spake concerning Mx>ab in time past. 
14 But now the Lord hath spoken, 
saying, Within three yeai-s, as the 
years of ap hireling, and the glory 
of Moab shall be brought into con- 


I The burden of Dama^-us. 
Behold, Damascus is taken 
away from» being a city, and 
it shall be a ruinous heap. 2 The 
cities of Aroer arc forsaken : they 
shall be for flocks, which shall lie 
down, and none shall make them 
afraid. 3 The fortress also shall 
cease froin Ephraim, and the king- 
dom from Damascus, and the remnant 
of S3'ria ; they shall be as the glory 
of the cliildren of Israel, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

4 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the gloiT of Jacob 
shall be made thin, and the fatness 
of his flesh shall w ax lean. 5 And 
it shall be as when the harvestman 
gathereth the standing corn, and 
his arm reapeth the ears ; yea, it 
shall l)e as when one gleaneth ears 
in the valley of Uejihaim. 6 Yet 
there shall lie left tlierein gleanings, 
as the shaking of an olive tree, two 
or three berries in the top of the 
upjiermost bough, four or five in the 
outmost branches of a fruitful tree, 
saith the Lord, the (lod of Israel. 

7 In that day shall a man look unto 
Ids ]Maker, and his eyes shall have 
resjiect to the Holy t>ne of Israel. 

8 And he shall not look to the altars* 
the work of his hands, neither siiall 
he have respect to that which his 
fingers have made, either the Ashe- 
rim, or the sun-images. 9 In that 
day shall his strong cities be as the 
forsaken jJaces in the wood and on 
the mountain top, which were for- 
saken from before the children of 

j Israel : and it shall be a desolation. 

1 10 For thou hast forgotten the God 
I of thy salvation, and hast not been 
mindful of the rock of thy strength ; 
therefore thou plantest pledsant 
plants, and settest it with strange 
slips: II in the day of thy plant- 

ing thou hedgest it in, and in the 
morning thou makest thy seed to 
blossom : but the harvest fleeth away 
in the day of grief and of desperate 
sorrow'.

and they shall fight every one against 
his brother, and every one against 
his neighbour; city against city, arul 
kingdom against kingdom.

12 Where then are thy wise men? 
and let them tell thee now ; and let 
them know what the Lord of hosts 
hath purposed concerning Egypt 

13 The princes of Zoan are become 
fools, the princes of Noph are de- 
ceived ; they have caused Egypt to 
go astray, that are the comer stone 
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of her tribes. 14 The Lord hath 
mingled a spirit of perverseness in 
the midst of her : and they have 
caused Egypt to go astray in every 
work thereof, as a drunken man I 
staggereth in his vopiit 15 Nei- 
ther shall there be for Egypt any 
work, which head or tail, palm- 
branch or rush, may do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt be like 
unto women : and it shall tremble 
and fear because of the shaking of 
the hand of the Lord of hosts, which 
he shaketh over it. 17 And the 
land of dudah shall lx‘Come a terror 
unto Egypt, every one to whom 
mention is made thereof sludl l)e 
afi-aid, because of the purpose of the 
Loud of hosts, which he pnrposeth 
against it. 

18 In that day there slaill be 
five cities in the land of ligyj)t tliat 
8i)eak the language of ('anaan, and 
swear to the Lord of hosts; one 
shall be called The city of destruc- 
tion. 

19 In that day shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of 
the land of Egyj)t, and a pillar at 
the lH>rder thereof to the Lord. 
20 And it shall be for a sign and for 
a witness unto the Lord of hosts in 
the land of Egypt : for they shall 
cry unto the Lord l>ecanse of the 
oppressoi’s, and he shall send them 
a saviour, and a defender, and he 
shall deliver them. 21 And the 
Lord shall be known to Egypt, and 
the Egyptians shall knoM the Lord 
in that day ; yea, they shall worship 
with sacrifice and oblation, and sliall 
vow a vow unto the Lord, and shall 
j)erfonn it. 22 And the Lord 
shall smite Egypt, smiting and heal- 
ing ; and they shall return unto the 
Ix)RD, and he shall l>e in treated of 
them, and shall heal them. 

23 In that day shall there he a high 
way out of Eg}’pt to Assyria, and the 
Assyrian shall come into Eg}’pt, and 
the Egyptian into Assyria ; and the 
Eg}'ptian8 shall worship with the As- 
jyrians. 

24 In that day shall Israel be the 
:hird with Eg}'pt and with Assyria, 
i blessing in the midst of the earth: 


25 for that the Lord of hosts hath 
blessed them, saying. Blessed be 
Eg}'pt my jieople, and Assyria the 
work of my hands, and Isi-ael mine 
inheritance. 

I In the year that Tartan 
came unto Ashdod, when 
Sargon the king of Assyria 
sent him, and he fought against 
Ashdod and took it ; 2 at that 

time the Lord spyke by Isaiah the 
son of Amoz, saying, Go, and loose 
the sackcloth from ofi‘ thy loins, and 
})ut thy shoe from off* thy foot. And 
he did so, walking naked and bare- 
f(K)t. 3 And the Lord said, IJke 
as my siu’vant Isaiah hath walked 
naked and barefoot three years for 
a sign and a Monder upon Egypt and 
upon Ethiopia : 4 so shall the king 

of Assyria lead away the captives of 
Egypt, and the exiles of Ethiopia, 
young and old, naked and barefoot, 
and with buttocks uncovered, to the 
shame of l^gy|)t. 5 And they shall 
l>i‘ dismay e(i and ashamed, Ix'cause 
of Ethioj)ia their expectation, and 
of Egypt their glory. 6 And the 
inhal)itant of this coastland shall 
say in that day. Behold, such is our 
expectation, whither we fled for 
helj> to be deliveiVd from the king 
of As.syria : and we, how shall we 
escape i 

I The burden of the wilder- 
ness of the sea. 

As whirlwinds in the South 
sweep through, it cometh from the 
wilderness, from a terrible land. 
2 A grievous vision is declared unto 
me ; the treacherous dealer dealeth 
treacherously, and the spoiler spoil- 
eth. Go up, 0 Elam ; besiege, 0 
I Media ; all the sighing thereof have 
1 made to cease. 3 Therefore are 
my loins filled with anguish ; pangs 
have taken hold upon me, as the 
pangs of a woman in travail : I am 
pained so that I cannot hear ; I am 
dismayed so that I cannot see. 
4 My heart panteth, horror hath 
affrighted me : the twilight that I 
desired hath been turned into 
trembling unto me. 5 They pre- 
pare the table, they set the watch. 
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they eat, they drink : rise up, ye 
princes, anoint the shield. 6 For 
thus hath the Lord said unto me. 
Go, set a watchman ; let him declare 
what he seeth : 7 when he 

seeth a troop, horsemen in pairs, a 
troop of asses, a troop of camels, he 
shall hearken diligently with much 
heed, 8 And he cried as a lion : 

0 Lord, I stand continually upon 
the watch-tower in the day-time, 
and am set in my ward whole nights : 
9 and, behold, here cometh a troop 
of men, horsemen in pairs. And he 
answei'ed and said, Babylon is fallen, 
is fallen ; and all the graven images 
of her gods are broken unto the 
ground. lo 0 thou my threshing, j 
and the com of my floor : that which 

1 have heard from the Ix)RD of 

hosts, the God of Israel, have 1 de- 
clared unto you. I 

II The burden of Dumah. 

One calleth unto me out of Seir, j 
Watchman, what of the night'' 
Watchman, what of the niglit ? 
12 The watchman said, The morn- 
ing cometh, and also the night: if 
ye will inquire, inquire ye : turn ye, 
come. 

13 The burden upon Arabia. 

In the forest in Arabia shall ye | 
lodge, 0 ye travelling companies of I 
Dedanites. 14 Unto him tliat was j 
thirsty they brought water ; the ! 
inhabitants of the land of Tema did 
meet the fugitives with their bread. 
15 For they fled away from the 
swords, from the drawn sword, and 
from the bent bow, and from the 
grievousness of war. 16 For thus 
hath the Lord said unto me, Within 
a year, according to the years of an 
hireling, and all the glory of Kedar 
shall fSl : 17 and the residue of 

the number of the archers, the 
mighty men of the children of Kedar, 
shall ^ few : for the Lord, the God 
of Israel, hath spoken it 

I The burden of the valley 
of vision. 

What aileth thee now, that 
thou art wholly gone up to the 
housetops ? 2 0 thou that art fiill 


of shoutings, a tumultuous city, a 
joyous town ; thy slain are not slain 
with the sword, neither are they 
dead in battle. 3 All thy rulers 
fled away together, they were bound 
by the archers : all that were found 
of thee were bound together, they 
fled afar ofi; 4 Therefore said 1 , 
Look away from me, I will weep 
bitterly ; labour not to comfort rnc, 
for the spoiling of the daughter of 
my people. 5 For it is n day of 
discomfiture, and of treading down, 
and of perplexity, from the Lord, 
the Lord of hosts, in the valley of 
vision ; a breaking down of the 
walls,.and a crying to the mountains. 
6 And Elam bare the quiver, with 
chariots of men a?/d hoi-semen ; and 
Kir uncovered the shield. 7 
it came to jkiss, that thy choicest 
valleys were full of chariots, and the 
horsemen set themselves in array at 
the gate. 8 And he took away 
the covering of Judah ; and thou 
didst lo(»k in that day to the armour 
in the house of the forest. 9 And 
ye saw the breaches of the city of 
David, that they were many: and 
ye gathered together the waters of 
the lower pool. 10 And ye num- 
bered the houses of Jerusalem, and 
ye brake down the houses to fortify 
the wall. II A^e made also a 
reservoir Ixitween the two walls for 
the water of the old pool : but ye 
looked not unto him that had done 
this, neither had ye respect unto 
him that fashioned it long ago. 

12 And in that day did the Ijord, 
the Lord of hosts, call to weeping, 
and to mourning, and to baldness, 
and to girding with sackcloth : 

13 and behold, joy and gladness, 
slaying oxen and killing sheep, eat- 
ing flesh and drinking wine : let us 
eat and drink, for to-morrow we 
shall die. 14 And the Lord of 
hosts revealed himself in mine ears. 
Surely this itiiquity shall not be 
purged from you till ye die, saith 
the Lord, the IjORD of hosts. 

15 Thus saith the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, Go, get thee unto this 
treasurer, even unto Bhebna, which 
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is over the house, mvd my^ l6 What 
doest thou here ? and whom hast 
thou here, that thou hast hewed 
thee out here a sepulchre? hew- 
ing him out a sepulchre on high, 
graving an habitation for liimself in 
the rock ! 17 Behold, the Lord 

will hurl thee away violently as a 
strong man ; yea, he will wrap thee 
up closely. 18 He will surely turn 
and toss thee like a ball into a large 
country ; there shalt thou die, and 
there shall be the chariots of thy 
glor}, thou shame of thy lord’s 
house. 19 And I will thrust thee 
from thine office, and from thy 
station shall he pull thee down. 
20 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will call my servant 
EUakim the son of Hilkiah : 21 and 

I will clothe him with thy robe, and 
strengthen him with thy girdle, 
and I will commit thy governuient 
into Ids hand : and he shall be a 
father to the inhabiUints of Jeru- 
salem, and to the house of Judah. 
22 And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon his shoulder : 
and he shall open, and none shall 
shut; and he shall shut, and none 
shall open. 23 And 1 will fasten 
him as a nail in a sure j)Iace : and 
he shall be for«« throne of glory to 
his father’s house. 24 And they 
shall hang upon him all the glory of 
his father’s house, the offsjwing and 
the issue, every small vessel, from 
the vessels of cups even to all the 
vessels of flagons. 25 In that day, 
saith the Lord of hosts, shall the 
nail that was fastened in a sure 
place give way ; and it shall be 
hewn down, and fall, and tiie burden 
that was upon it sliall be cut off ; | 
for the LoRp hath spoken it

Howl, ye ships of Tar- 
shish ; for it is laid waste, so 
that there is no house, no entering 
in : from the land of Kittim it ds 
revealed to them. 2 Be still, ye 
inhabitants of the isle ; thou whom 
the merchants of Zidon, that pass 
over the sea, have replenished. 
3 And on great waters the seed of 


Shihor, the harvest of the Nile, was 
! her revenue ; and she was the mart 
I of nations. 4 Be thou ashamed, 

0 Zidon: for the sea hath spoken, 
the strong hold of the sea, saying, I 
have not travailed, nor brought forth, 
neitlw have I nourished young men, 
nor OTought up virgins. 5 When 
the report cometh to Egypt, they 
shall be sorely pained at the i^eport 
of Tyre. 6 Pass ye over to Tar- 
shish ; howl, ye inhabitants of the* 
isle. 7 Is this your joyous city, 
whose antiquity is of ancient days, 
whose feet carried her afar off to 

1 sojourn ? 8 Who hath purposed 

I this against Tyre, the crowning city, 

whose merchants are princes, whose 
traffickei*s ai’e the honourable of the 
earth ? 9 The Lord of hosts hath 

])uri>osed it, to stain the pride of 
all glory, to bring into contempt 
all the honourable of the earth. 

10 Pass through thy land as the 
Nile, O daughter of Tarshish ; there 
is no girdle ahovt thee any more. 

11 He liath stretched out his hand 
over the sea, he hath shaken the 
kingdoms: the Lord hath given 
commandment concerning Canaan, 
to destroy the strong holds thereof. 

12 And he said, Tliou shalt no more 
rejoice, O thou oppressed virgin 
daugliter of Zidon : arise, pass over 
to Kittim ; even there shalt thou 
have no rest. 13 Behold, the land 
of the Chaldeans; this j)eople is no 
more ; the Assyrian hatli appointed 
it for the beasts of the wilderness : 
they set up their towers, they over- 
threw the palaces thereof : he made 
it a ruin. 14 HomI, ye ships of 
Tarslnsh : for your strong hold is 
laid waste. 15 And it shall come 
to pass in that day, that Tyre shall 
be forgotten seventy years, accord- 
ing to the days of one king : after 
the end of seventy years it shall be 
unto Tyre as in the song of the 
harlot 16 Take an harp, go about 
the city, thou harlot that hast been 
forgotten ; make sweet melody, sing 
many songs, that thou mayest be 
remember^. 17 And it shall come 
to pass after the end of seventy 
years, that the Lord wHl visit Tyre, 
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and she shall return to her hire, and 
shall play the harlot with all the 
kingdoms of the world upon the face 
of the earth. i8 And her mer- 
chandise and her hire shall be l»oli- 
ness to the Lord : it shall not be 
treasured nor laid up ; for h||L mer- 
chandise shall be for thecP' that 
dwell before the Lord, to eat suf- 
ficiently, and for durable clothing. 

I Ikdiold, the LoRDinaketh 
the earth empty, and maketh 
it waste, and turiieth it up- 
side down, and scattereth abroad 
the inhabitaiits thereof. 2 And it 
shall be, as with the peo])le, so with 
the priest ; as with the servant, so 
with his master; as with the maid, 
so with her mistress ; as with the 
buyer, so with the seller ; as witli 
the lender, so with the borrower ; 
as with the taker of usury, so with 
the giver of usury to him. 3 The 
earth shall be utterly em[)tied, and 
utterly spoiled; for the Lord hath 
spoken this Avord. 4 The eartli 
inourneth and fadeth away, the 
world languisheth and fadeth away, 
the lofty i)eople of the earth do 
languish. 5 The earth also is 
polluted under the inhabitants 
thereof ; because they have trans- 
gressed the laws, changed the ordi- 
nance, broken the everlasting cove- 
nant. 6 Therefore hath the curse : 
devoured the earth, and they that ' 
dwell therein are found guilty: 
therefore the inhabitants of tlie 
earth are burned, and few men left. 
7 The new wine inourneth, the vine 
languisheth, all the merryhearted do 
sigh. 8 The mirth of tabrets 
ceaseth, the noise of them that re- 
joice endeth, the joy of the harp 
ceaseth. 9 They shall not drink 
wine with a song ; strong drink shall 
be bitter to them that drink it. 
10 The city of confgsion is broken 
down : every house is shut u[), that 
no man may come ia ii There is 
a crying in the streets liecause of 
the wine ; all joy is dafjiened, the 
mirth of the land is gone. 12 In 
the city is left desolation, and the 
gate is smitten with destruction. 


i 13 For thus shall it be in the midst 
! of the earth among the ^leoples, as 
i the shaking of an olive tree, as the 
grape gleanings when the vintage is 
done. 14 These shall lift up their 
voice, they shall shout ; tor the 
majesty of the Lord they cry aloud 
from the sea. 15 Wherefore 
glorify ye the Lord in the east, even 
the name of the Lord, the Uod of 
Israel, in the isles of the sea. 

16 From the uttermost part of 
the eartli have we heard songs, 
glory to the rigliteous. But 1 said, 

1 i>ine away, 1 pine away, woe is me ! 
the treacherous dealers have dealt 
treacherously ; yea, the treacherous 
dealers have dealt very treacherously. 

17 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, are 
upon thee, (1 inhabitant of the earth. 

18 And it shall come to pass, that 
he who heeth from the noise of the 
fear shall fall into the pit; and he 
that cometh up out of the midst of 
the jiit shall be taken in the snare : 
for the windows on high are o|)ened, 
and the foundations of the earth do 
shake. 19 The earth is utterly 
broken, the earth is clean dissolved, 
the earth is moved exceedingly. 
20 The earth shall stagger like a 
drunken man, and shall Ik‘ moved 
to and fro like a hut', and the trans- 
gression thereof shall l>e heavy u[)on 
it, and it shall fall, and not rise ag;iin. 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the IjORD shall punish 
the host of the high ones on high, 
and the kings of the earth upon 
the earth. 22 And they shall be 
gathered together, as j)i-isoners are 
gathered in the ])it, and shall be 
shut up in the ju’ison, and after 
many days shall they l)e visited. 
23 Then the moon shall be con- 
founded, and the sun ashamed ; for 
the Lord of hosts shall reign in 
I mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, and 
I l)efore his ancients gloriously. 

I 0 IjORD, thou art my 
God ; I will exalt thee, I will 
praise thy name ; for thou 
hast done wonderful things, even 
counsels of old, in faithfulness and 
trutli. 2 For thou hast made of 
a city an heap ; of a defeiiced city 
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a min : a palace of strangers to he I walls and bulwarks. 2 Open ye 
DO city ; it shall never be built, the gates, that the righteous nation 
3 Therefore shall the strong people which keepeth truth niav enter in. 


glorify thee, the city of the terrible 
nations shall fear thee. 4 For 
thou hast been a sl;rong hold to the 
poor, a strong hold to the needy 
in his distress, a refuge from the 
storm, a shadoM' from the heat, 
when the blast of the terrible ones 
is as a storm against the wall. ! 

5 As the heat in a dry place shalt 
thou bring down tlie noise of 
Strangers ; as the heat by the 
shadow of a cloud, the song of the 
terrible ones shall l)e brought low’. 

6 And in this mountain shall the 
Loud of hosts make unto all [)eoples 
a feast of fat things, a feast of w ines 
on tlie Ie(‘s, of fat things full of 
marrow, of wines on the lees w('ll 
refined. 7 And he will destroy in 
this mountain the face of tlu' covm-- 
ing tliat is cast over all iH‘oplcs, and 
the veil that is sju’ead over all na- 
tions.

9 And it shall be said in that 
day, Lo, this is our (Jod ; we have 
waited for him, and he will save 
us: tins is the Loin); we have 
waited for him, we w ill be glad and 
rejoice in his salvation. 10 For 
in this mountain shall the hand of 
the Lord rest, and Moab shall l>c‘ 
trodden down in his place, even as 
straw’ is trodden down irl the water 
of the dunghill. ii And he shall 
spread forth his hands in the midst 
thereof, as he that swimmeth spread- 
eth forth his hamh to sw im : and 
he shall lay low’ his pride together 
with the craft of his hands. 12 And j 
the fortress of the high fort of thy j 
walls hath he brought down, laid 
low, and brought to the ground, 
even to the dust 

I In that day shall this 
song be sung in the land of 
.ludah: We have a strong 
city ; salvation will he appoint for 


3 Thou wilt keep him in j>erfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee : l>ecause he trusteth in thee. 

4 Trj|gt ye in the Lord for ever : 
for iti the Lord .jp:hovah is an 
everlasting rock. 5 For he hath 
brought down them that dwell on 
high, the lofty city : he layeth it 
low', he layeth it low’ even to the 
ground ; he bringetli it even to the 
dust. 6 The foot shall tread it 
<low n ; even the feet of the poor, and 
the stc])s of the needy. 7 The 
way of the just is uprightness: thou 

! that ai't upright dost direct the path 
of the just 8 Vea, in the way of 
thy judgements, 0 Lord, have we 
wjiited for thee ; to thy name and 
to thy memorial is the desire of our 
! soul. 9 ^Vith my soul have I de- 
: sired tliee in the night ; yea, with 
I my spirit w ithin me w ill I seek thee 
; early : for w hen thy judgements are 
! in tlie eartli, the inhabitants of the 
j w oi’ld K‘arn righteousness. 10 l^t 
j favour be shewed to the wicked, yet 
! w ill he not learn righteousness ; in 
i the land of nj)rightness w ill he deal 
I w rongfully, and will not behold the 
majesty of the LoJU). 

II Lord, thy hand is lifted up, yet 
I they see not : but they shall see thy 
I y.eal for the peo])le, and l)e ashamed ; 

; yea, fire shall devoin* thine adver- 
I saries. 12 Lord, thou wilt ordain 
I peace for us : for thou hast also 
wrought all our works for us. 
13 () Lord our (J^kI, other lords be- 
side thee have had dominion over us; 
; but by thee only will we make men- 
tion of thy name. 14 Tlwy are 
dead, they shall not live ; they are de- 
ceased, they shall not rise : therefore 
hast thou visited and destroyed them, 
and made all their memory to perish. 
15 Thou hast increased the nation; 
0 Lord, thou hast increased the 
nation; thou art glorified: thou hast 
enlarged all the borders of the land. 

16 Lord, in trouble have they 
visited thee, they poured out a 
prayer u'hen thy chastening was 
upon them. 17 Like as a woman 
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with child, that draweth near the 
time of her delivery, is in pain and 
crieth out in her pangs ; so have we 
been before thee, 0 Lord. i8 We 
have Iteen with child, we have been 
in pain, we have as it were brought 
forth wind ; we have not wrought 
any deliverance ip the earth ; neither 
have the inhabitants of the world 
fallen.

with me. 6 In days to come shall 1 
Jacob take root ; Israel shall blossom | 
and bud : and they shall fill the face | 
of the w^ld with fruit. j 

7 Hath he smitten him as he smote 
those tliat smote him ? or is he slain 
according to the slaughter of them 
that were slain by him? 8 In 
measure, when thou sendest her 
away, thou dost contend with her ; 
he hath removed her with his rough 
blast in the day of the east wind. 
9 Therefore by this shall the iniquity 
of Jacob be purged, and this is all 


1 the fruit of taking away his sin; 
when he maketh all the stones of 
the altar as chalkstones that are 
beaten in sunder, so that the 
Asherim and the sun-images shall 
rise no more. lo For the de- 
fenced city is solitary, an habitation 
deserted and forsaken, like the wil- 
derness : there shall the calf feed, 
and there 'shall he lie down, and 
consume the branches thereof.

10 For it is precept upon ju ecept, 
precept upon precept ; line upon 
line, line upon line ; here a little, 
there a little. ii Xay, but by 
m n of strange lips and with another 
tongue will he sjx^ak to this [)e()ple: 
12 to whom he said, This is tlie rest, 
give ye rest to him that is weary; 
and this is the refreshing : yet they 
would not hear. 13 Therefore | 
shall the word of the Lord be unto | 
them precept upon precept, precept ! 
upon precept ; line upon line, line 
upon line ; here a little, there a 
little ; that they may go, and fall 
backward, and be broken, and snared, , 
and taken. 

14 Wherefore hear the word of the 
Lord, ye scornful men, that rule 
this people which is in Jerusalem :

II Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, 1 will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not l)e able to 
escape ; and they shall cry unto me, 
but I will not hearken unto them. 
12 Then shall the cities of Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem go 
and cry unto the gods unto whom 
they offer incense : but they shall 
not save them at all in the time of 
their trouble. 13 For ficcording 
to the number of thy cities are thy 
gods, 0 Judah; and according to 
the number of the streets of Jeru- 
salem have ye set up altars to the 
shameful thing, even altars to burn 
incense unto Baal. 14 Therefore 
pray not thou for this people, neither 
lift up cry nor prayer for them : f(u* 
I will not hear them in the time 
that they cry unto me for their 
trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do 
in mine house, seeing she hath 
wrought lewdness 'ivifh many, and 
the holy flesh is passed from thee ? 
when thou doest evil, then thou re- 
joicest 16 The IjOrd called thy 
name, A greep olive tree, fair witl) 
goodly fruit : with the noise of a great 
tumult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 
17 For the Lord of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil

20 But, 0 IjORD of hosts, that 
judgest righteously, that tries! the 
reins and the heart, let me see 
thy vengeance on them : for unto 
thee have 1 revealed my cause.

said unto me, Pray hot for this peo- 
ple for their good. 12 When they 
fast, I will not hear their cry ; and 
when they olFer burnt offering and 
oblation, I will not accept them : 
but I will consume them by the 
sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence. 13 Then said 1 , 
Ah, Lord God ! Ixihold, the pro- 
phets say unto them, Ye sliall not 
see the sword, neither shall ye have 
famine ; but I will give you assured 
peace in this place. 14 Then the 
Lord said unto me, The prophets 
prophesy lies in my name : I sent 
them not, neither have I commanded 
them, neither spake I unto them : 
they prophesy unto you a lying 
vision, and divination, and a thing 
of nought, and the deceit of their 
own heart 15 Tlierefore thus 
saith the Lord concerning the pro- 
phets that prophesy in my name, 
and I sent them not, yet they say, 
Sword and famine shall not be in 
this land : By sword and famine 
shall those prophets be consumed. 
16 And the people to whom they 
prophesy shall be cast out in the 
streets of Jerusalem l)ecause of the 
famine and the sword ; and they 
shall have none to bury them, them, i 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their | 
daughters : for I will pour their | 
wickedness upon them.

it shall come to pass, if ye diligently 
hearken unto me, saith the Lord, 
to bring in no burden through the 
gates of this city on the sabbath day, 
but to hallow the sabbath day, to 
do no work therein ; 25 then shall 

there enter in by the gates of this 
city kings and princes sitting upon 
the throne of David, riding in 
chariots and on horses, they, and 
their princes, the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem : and 
this city shall remain for ever. 
26 And they shall come from the 
cities of Judah, and from the places 
round about Jerusalem, and from 
the land of Benjamin, and from the 
lowland, and from the mountains, 
and from the South, bringing burnt 
otierings, and sacrifices, and obla- 
tions, and fiiinkincense, and bringing 
sacrijices of thanksgiving, unto the 
house of the Lord. 27 But if ye 
will not hearken unto me to hallow 
the sabbath day, and not to bear a 
burden and enter in at the gates of 
Jerusalem on the sabbath day ; then 
wall I kindle a fire in the gates 
thereof, »nd it shall devour the 
palaces of Jerusalem, and it shall 
not be quenched. 

I The word w^hich came to 
Jeremiah from the Lord, 
saying, 2 Arise, and go 
down to the potter's house, and 
there I will cause thee to hear my 
words. 3 Then I went down to 
the potter's house, and, behold, he 
wrought his work on the wheels. 
4 And when the vessel that he made 
of the clay was marred in the hand 
of the potter, he made it again 
another vessel, as seemed good to 
the potter to make it 
5 Then the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 0 house of 
Israel, cannot I do with you as this 
potter? saith the Lord. Behold, 
as the clay in the potter's hand, so 
are ye in mine hand, 0 house of 
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Israel 7 At what instant I shall 
speak concerning a nation^ and con- 
cerning a kingdom, to pluck up and 
to break down and to destroy it; 
8 if that nation, concerning which 
I have spoken, turn from their evil, 
I will repent of tlie evil that I 
thought to do unto them. 9 And 
at what instant I shall speak con- 
cerning a nation, and conceniing 
a kingdom, to build and to plant 
it ; 10 if it do evil in my sight, 

that it obey not my voice, then I 
will repent of the good, wherewith 

I said I would benefit them. 

II Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord: Behold, I frame 
evil against you, and devise a de-j 
vice against you : return ye now [ 
every one from his evil way, and 
amend your ways and your doings. 
12 But they say. There is no hope : 
for we will walk after our own 
devices, and wo will do every one 
after the stubbornness of his evil 
heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord : 
Ask ye now among the nations, who 
hath heard such tilings ; the virgin 
of Israel hath done a very horrible 
thing. 14 Shall the snow of 
Lebanon fail from the rock of the I 
field ? or shall the cold waters that I 
flow down from afar be dried up?l 
15 For my people hath forgotten 
me, they have burned incense to 
vanity ; and they have caused them 
to stumble in their ways, in the 
ancient paths, to walk in bypaths, 
in a way not cast up ; 16 to make 

their land an astonishment, and 
a perpetual hissing ; every one that 
passeth thereby shall be astonished, 
and shake his head. 17 I will 
scatter them as with an east wind 
before the enemy ; I will look upon 
their back, and not their face, in 
the dav of their calamity. 

18 Th en said they, Come, and let 
us devise devices against Jeremiah ; 
for the law shall not perish from the 
priest, nor counsel from tlie wise, 
nor the word from the prophet 
Ckmie, and let us smite him with 


the tongue, and let xm not give heed 
to any of bis worda 
19 Give heed to me, 0 Lord, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 20 Shall evil 
be recompensed for good ? for they 
have digged a pit for my soul. 
Remember how I stood before thee 
to speak good for them, to turn away 
thy fury from them. 21 Therefore 
deliver up their children to the 
famine, and give them over to the 
power of the sword ; and let their 
wives become childless, and widows ; 
and let their men be slain of death, 
a/fd their young men smitten of the 
sword in battle. 22 Let a cry be 
heard from their houses, when thou 
shalt bring a troop suddenly upon 
them : for they have digged a pit to 
take me, and hid snares for my feet 
23 Yet, Lord, thou knowest all 
their counsel against me to slay me ; 
forgive not their iniquity, neither 
blot out their sin from thy sight: 
but let them be overthrown before 
thee ; deal thou with them in the 
time of thine anger. 

I Thus said the Lord, Go, 
and buy a potter’s earthen 
bottle, and tede of the elders 
of the people, and of the elders of 
the pi iests ; 2 and go forth unto 

the valley of the son of Hinnom, 
which is by the entry of the gate 
Ilarsith, and proclaim there the 
words that I shall tell thee : 3 and 

say, Hear ye the word of the Lord, 

0 kings of Judah, and inhabitants 
of *Ierusalem ; thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel, Behold, 

1 will bring evil upon this place, the 
which whosoever heareth, his ears 
shall tingle. 4 Because they have 
forsaken me, and have estranged 
this place, and have burned incense 
in it unto other gods, whom they 
knew not, they and their fathers 
and the kings of Judah ; and have 
filled this place with the blood of 
innocents; 5 and have built the 
high places of Baal, to bum their 
sons in the fire for burnt oflerings 
unto Baal ; which 1 commanded not, 
nor spake it, neither came it into 
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my mind : 6 therefore, behold, j 

the days come, saith the Lord, that 
this place shall no more be called 
Topheth, nor The valley of the son 
of Hinnom, but The valley of 
Slaughter. 7 And 1 will make 
void the counsel of Judah and Jeru- 
salem in this place ; and I will cause 
them to fall by the sword before 
their enemies, and by the hand of^ 
them that seek their life : and their 
carcases will I give to be meat for 
the fowls of the heaven, and for the 
beasts of the earth. 8 And I will 
make this city an astonishment, and 
an hissing ; every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss 
because of all the plagues thereof. 

9 And I will cause them to eat tlie 
flesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of Ids friend, in 
the siege and in the straitness, 
wherewith their enemies, and they 
that seek their life, shall straiten 
theuL 10 Then shalt thou break 
the bottle in the sight of the men 
that go with thee, li mid shalt 
say unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts : Even so will I break this 
people and this city, as one breaketh 
a potter’s vessel, that cannot be made 
whole again : and they shall bury in 
Topheth, till there be no place to 
bury. 12 Thus will I do unto this 
place, saith the Lord, and to the 
inhabitants thereof, even making 
this city as Tophetli : 13 and the 

houses of Jerusalem, and the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
defiled, shall be as the jilace of 
Topheth, even all the houses upon | 
whose roofs they have burned in- ; 
cense unto all the host of heaven, | 
^nd have poured out drink offerings | 
unto other gods. | 

14 Then came Jeremiah from To- 
pheth, whither the Lord had sent 
him to prophesy ; and he stood in 
the court of the Lord’s house, and 
said to all the people : 15 Thus 

saith the Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, Behold, I will bring upon 
this citj^ and upon all her to¥m8 all 
the evil that I have pronounced 
against it ; because they have made 


their neck stiff, that they might not 

hear my words. 

I Now Pashhur the son of 

20 Inimer the priest, who was 

chief officer in the house of 
the Lord, heard Jeremiah prophesy- 
ing these things. 2 Then Pashhur 
smote Jeremiah the prophet, and 
put him in the stocks that were in 
the upper gate of Benjamin, which 
was in the house of the Lord. 
3 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that Pashhur brought forth 
Jeremiah out of the stocks. Then 
said Jeremiah unto him, The Lord 
hath not called thy name Pashhur, 
but Magor-missabib. 4 For thus 
saith the Lord, Behold, I will make 
thee a terror to thyself, and to all 
thy friends : and they shall fall by 
the swoi'd of their enemies, and 
thine eyes shall behold it : and I 
will give all Judah into the hand of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall 
carry them ca])tive to Babylon, and 
shall slay them with the sword. 
5 Moreover 1 will give all the riches 
of this city, and all the gains thereof, 
and all the precious things thereof, 
yea, all the treasures of the kings 
of Judah will I give into the hand 
of their enemies, which shall spoil 
them, and take them, and carry 
them to Babylon. 6 And thou, 
Pashhur, and all that dwell in thine 
house shall go into captivity : and 
thou shalt come to Babylon, and 
there thou shalt die, and there shalt 
thou be buried, thou, and all thy 
friends, to w hom thou hast prophe- 
sied falsely. 

7 O Lord, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived : thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed: I am be- 
come a laughingstock all t^e day, 
every one mocketh me. 8 For as 
often as I speak, I cry out ; I cry. 
Violence and spoil : because the 
w^ord of the Lord is made a re- 
proach unto me, and a derision, all 
the day. 9 And if I say, I will 
j not make mention of him, nor speak 
I any more in hiAiame, then there is 
in mine heart as it were a burning 
fire shut up in my bones, and I am 
weary with forbearing, and 1 cannot 
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contain, lo For I have heard the 
defaming of many, terror on every 
ride. Denounce, and we will de- 
nounce him, day all ray familiar 
friends, they that watch for my 
halting; peradveiiture he will be 
enticed, and we shaH prevail against 
him, and we shall take our re- 
venge on him, ii But the Lord 
is with me as a mighty one and 
a terrible : therefore iny persecutors 
shall stumble, and they shall not pre- 
vail : they shall be greatly ashamed, 
because they have not dealt wisely, 
even with an everlasting dishonour 
which shall never be forgotten. 
12 But, 0 Lord of hosts, that triest 
the righteous, that seest the reins 
and the heart, let nic see thy ven- 
geance on them ; for unto thee have 
I revealed my cause, 13 Sing 
unto the Lord, praise ye the Lord : 
for he hath delivered the soul of the 
needy from the hand of evil-doers. 

14 ( ursed be the day wherein 

1 was born : let not the day M herein 

my mother bare me be blessed. 
15 Cursed be the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying, A man 
child is born unto thee ; making 
him very glad. 16 And let that 
man be as the cities which the Lord 
overthrew, and ref)ented not : and 
let him hear a cry in the monnng, 
and shouting at noontide ; 17 be- 

cause he slew me not from the womb ; 
and so my mother should have been 
my gi’ave, and her womb always | 
great. 18 Wherefore came 1 forth 
out of the womb to see labour and 
sorrow, that my days should be con- 
sumtMi with shame ? 

I Tlie word which came 
unto Jeremiah fri)m the 
Lord, when king Zedekiah 
sent unto him Pashliur the son of 
Malchijah, and Zephaniali the son 
of Maaseiah the priest, saying, 

2 Inquire, I pray thee, of the IjOrd 
for ps ; for Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon maketh war against us : per- 
adventure the LobM will deal with 
as a«ccording to all his wondrous 
ivoi 4 c 8 , that he may go up from us. 

3 Then said Jeremiah unto them, 


Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah; 

4 Thus saith the Dord, the God of 
Israel, Behold, I will turn back the 
weapons of war that are in your 
hands, wherewith ye fight against 
the king of Babylon, and against 
the Chaldeans which besiege you, 
without the walls, and I will gather 
them into the midst of this city. 

5 And 1 myself will fight against you 
with an outstretched hand and with 
a strong arm, even in anger, and in 
fury, and in great wrath. 6 And 
1 will smite the inhabitants of this 
city, both man and beast: they shall 
die of a great pestilence. 7 And 
afterward, saith the Lord, I will 
deliver Zedekiah king of Judah, and 
his servants, and the people, even 
such as are left in this city from 
the pestilence, from the sword, and 
from the 'tainiiie, into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, 
and into the hand of tlieir enemies, 
and hito the hand of those that seek 
their life : and he shall smite them 
with tlie edge of the sword ; he 
shall not sjnu-e tiiem, neither have 
pity, nor have mei-ey. 8 And 
unto this ])eo])le thou shalt say, 
Thus sjiitli tlie Lord : Behold, 1 set 
befoi-e you tlie way of life and the 
way of deatli. 9 He that abideth 
in tliis city shall die by the sword, 
and by tlie famine, and by the pesti- 
lence : but he that goeth out, and 
falleth away to the Chaldeans that 
besiege you, he shall live, and his 
life sliall lie unto him hu* a prey, 
10 For J liave set my face upon this 
city for evil, and not for good, saith 
the Lord: it shall Ik‘ given into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and be 
shall burn it with fire. 

II And touching the house of the 
king of Judah, hear ye the word of 
the Lord : 12 0 house of David, 

thus saith the IjORD, Execute judge- 
ment in the morning, and deliver 
the spoiled out of the hand of the 
oppressor, lest my fury go forth like 
fire, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your 
doings. 13 Behold, I am against 
thee, 0 inhabitant of the valley, and 
of the rock of the plain, saith the 
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Lobd; ye which say, Who shall 
come down against us? or who 
shall enter into our habitations? 
14 and I will punish you according 
to the fruit of your doings, saith the 
Lord : and I will kindle a fire in 
her forest, and it shall devour all 
that is round about her. 

I Thus said the Lord : Go 
down to the house ef the 
king of Judah, and sjieak 
there this word, 2 and say, Ilear 
the word of the Lord, 0 king of 
Judah, that sittest upon the throne 
of David, thou, and thy servants, 
and thy people that enter in by 
these gates. 3 Thus saith the 
Lord : Execute ye judgement and 
righteousness, and deliver the spoiled 
out of the hand of the oppressor : 
and do no wrong, do no violence, to 
the stranger, the fatherless, nor tlie 
widows neither shed innocent blood 
in this place. 4 For if ye do this 
thing indeed, then shall there enter 
in by the gates of this house kings 
sitting upon the throne of David, 
riding in chariots and on horses, he, 
and his servants, and his people. 
5 But if ye will not hear these 
words, I swear by myself, saith the 
Lord, that this house shall become 
a desolation. 6 For thus saith 
the Lord concerning the house of 
the king of Judah : Thou art Gilead 
unto me, and the head of Leba- 
non : yet surely I will make thee a 
wilderness, and cities which are not 
inhabited- 7 And I will pi*cpare 
destroyers against thee, every one 
with his weapons : and they shall 
cut down thy choice cedars, and 
cast them into the fire. 8 And 
many nations shall pass by this city, 
and they shall say every man to 
his neighbour, Wherefore hath the 
Lord done thus unto this great 
city? 9 Then they shall answer, 
Because they forsook the covenant 
of the Lord their God, and wor- 
shipped other gods, and served them. 

10 Weep ye not for the dead, 
neither bemoan him : but weep sore 
for him that goeth away ; for he 
^diall return no more, nor see his 


native country. 11 For thus saith 
the Lord touching Shallum the ^ 
of Josiah, king of Judah, which 
reigned instead of Josiah his father, 
which went forth out of this place : 
He shall not return thither any 
more ; 12 but* in the place whither 

they have led him captive, there 
shall he die, and he shall see this 
land no more. 

13 Woe unto him that buildeth 
his house by unrighteousness, and 
his chambers by injustice ; that 
useth his neighbour’s service without 
wages, and giveth him not his hire ; 
14 that saith, I wall build me a wide 
house and spacious chambers, and 
cutteth him out windows ; and it is 
cieled with cedar, and painted with 
vermilion. 15 Shalt thou reign, 
because thou strivest to excel in 
cedar? did not thy father eat and 
drink, and do judgement and justice? 
then it w as well with him. 16 He 

judged the cause of the poor and 
needy ; then it was well Was not 
this to know me? saith the Lord. 
17 But thine eyes and thine heart 
are not but for thy covetousness, 
and for to shed innocent blood, and 
for oppression, and for violence, to 
do it. 18 Therefore thus saith 
the Lord concerning Jehoiakim the 
son of Josiah, king of Judah : They 
shall not lament for him, saying^ An 
my brother ! or. Ah sister ! they 
shall not lament for him, saying. Ah 
lord ! or. Ah his glory I 19 He 
shall be buried with the burial of 
an ass, drawn and cast forth beyond 
the gates of Jerusalem. 

20 Go up to Lebanon, and cry ; 
and lift up thy voice’ in Bashan : 
and cry from Abarim ; #)r all thy 
lovers are destroyed. 21 I spake 
unto thee in thy prosperity ; but thou 
saidst, I will not hear. This hath been 
thy manner from thy youth, that thou 
obeyedst not my voica 22 ^e 
wind shall feed all thy shepherds, 
and thy lovers shall go into cap- 
tivity : surely then shalt thou be 
ashamed and c^founded for all thy 
wickedness. 23 0 inhabitant of 
Lebanon, that makest thy nest in 
the cedars, how greatly to be pitj^ 




alilt thou be when pangs come 
upon thee, the pain as of a woman 
in traTaill 24 As I live, saith 
the Lord, though Coniah the son 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah were 
the signet upon my right hand, yet 
would I pluck thee thence ; 25 and 

1 will give thee into the hand of 
them that seek thy life, and into the 
hand of them of whom thou art 
afraid, even into the hand of Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
into the hand of the Chaldeans. 1 
26 And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another 
country, where ye were not born ; ! 
and there shall ye die. 27 But ' 
to the land whereunto their soul 
longeth to return, thither shall they 
not return. 28 Is this man Coniah ■ 
a despised broken vessel ? is he | 
a vessel wherein is no pleasure ? ^ 
wherefore are they east out, he and , 
his seed, and are cast into the land 
which they know not? 29 0 earth, | 
earth, earth, hear the word of the | 
Lord. 30 Thus saith the Lord, | 
Write ye this man childless, a man | 
that shall not pros{)er in his days : 
for no man of his seed shall pros- 
per, sitting upon the throne of 
David, and ruling any more in 
Judah. 

I Woe unto the shepherds 

2 X that destroy and scatter the 
^ sheep of my pasture ! saith 


I a righteous Branch, and be shall 
reign as king and deal wisely, and 
shall execute judgement and juBtice 
in the land 6 In his days Judah 
sliall be saved, and Israel shall dwell 
safely : and this is his name whereby 
he shall be called,* The Lord is 
our righteousness. 7 Therefore, 
behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that they shall no ihore say, 
As the Lord liveth, which brought 
up the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egyj)t ; 8 but. As the 

Loud bveth, which brought up and 
which led the seed of the house of 
Israel out of the north country, and 
from all the countries whither I had 
driven them ; and they shall dwell 
in their own land. 

9 Concerning the prophets. Mine 
heart within me is broken, all my 
bones shake ; I am like a drunken 
man, and like a man whom wine 
hath overcome ; because of the 
Lord, and bt‘cause of his holy 
words, 10 For the land is full of 
adulterers ; for because of swearing 
the land mourneth ; the pastures of 
the w ilderness are dried up ; and 
their course is evil, and their force 
is not right il For both prophet 
and priest are profane ; yea, in my 
house have 1 found their wickedness, 
saith the IjOrd. 12 MTierefore 
their way shall Ix) unto them as slip- 
{K'ry places in the darkness : they 


the Lord. 2 Therefore thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, against 
the sliepherds that feed my i)eople : 
Ye have scattered my flock, and 
driven them away, and have not| 
visited them ; behold, I w ill visit ; 
upon you the evil of your doings, j 
saith the Lord. 3 And I will 
gather the remnant of my flock out | 
of all the countries whither 1 have I 
driven them, and will bring them 
again to their folds ; and they shall 1 
be fruitful and multiply. 4 And j 
I will set up shepherds over them 
which shall feed them: and they 
shall fear no more, nor be dismayed, 
neither shall any be lacking, saith 
the Lord. 

S Behold, the days conie, saith the 
Lord, that I will raise unto David 


shall Ix^ driven on, and fall therein : 
for 1 will bring evil upon them, even 
the year of their visitation, saith the 
Lord. 13 And I have seen folly 
in the prophets of Samaria ; they 
prophesied by Baal, and caused my 
people Israel to err. 14 In the 
prophets of Jenisalem also I have 
seen an horrible thing; they commit 
adultery, and walk in lies, and they 
strengthen the hands of evil-doers, 
that none doth return from his 
wickedness : they are all of them 
become unto me as Sodom, and the 
inhabitants thereof as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts concerning the prophets: 
Behold, I will feed them with worm- 
wood, and make them drink the, 
i water of gall : for from the prophet|| 
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of Jerusalem is profaneiiess gone 
forth into all the land. i6 Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, Hearken 
not unto the words of the prophets 
that prophesy unto you ; they teach ; 
you vanity : they speak a vision of , 
their own heart, and not out of the ' 
mouth of the Lord. 17 They say 
continually unto them that despise 
me, The Lord hath said, Ye shall 
have peace ; and unto every one 
that walketh in the stubbornness of 
his own heart they say, No evil shall 
come upon you. 18 For who hath 
stood in the council of the Lord, 
that he should f>erceive and hear 
his word? who hath marked my 
word, and heard it? 19 Beliold, 
the tempest of the Lord, even his 
fury, is gone forth, yea, a whirling 
tempest : it shall burst upon the 
head of the wicked. 20 The anger 
of the Lord shall not return, until 
he have executed, and till he have 
performed the intents of his heart : 
in the latter days ye shall under- 
stand it perfectly. 21 1 sent not 
these prophets, yet they ran : I 
spake not unto them, yet they ju'o- 
phesied. 22 But if ttiey had stood 
in my council, then had they caused 
my people to hear my words, and 
had turned them from their evil 
v:ay, and from the evil of their ' 
doings. 23 Am 1 a God at hand, 
saith the Ix)RD, and not a God afar 
off ? 24 Can any hide himself 

in secret places that I shall not 
see him? saith the Lord. Do not 
I fill heaven and earth ? saith the 
Lord. 25 I have heard what the 
prophets have said, that proj)heHy 
lies in my name, saying, 1 have 
dreamed, I have dreamed. 26 How 
long shall this be in the heart of the 
prophets that prophesy lies ; even 
the prophets of the deceit of their 
own heart? 27 which think to 
cause my people to forget my name 
by their dreams which they tell 
every man to his neighbour, as their 
fathers forgat my name for Baal. 
28 The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream ; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
word faithfully. What is the straw 


to the wheat ? saith the Lord. 
29 Is not my word like as fire ? 
saith the Lord ; and like a ham- 
mer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces ? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against 
the prophets, saith the Lord, that 
steal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 31 Behold, I am a- 
gainst the prophets, saith the Lord, 
that use their tongues, and say. He 
saith. 32 Behold, I am against 
them that prophesy lying dreams, 
saith the Lord, and do tell them, 
and cause my people to err by their 
lies, and by their vain boasting : yet 
1 sent them not, nor commanded 
them ; neitlier shall they profit this 
peoj)le at all, saith the Lord. 
33 And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying. What is the burden of the 
Lord? then shalt thou say unto 
them. What burden ! I will cast you 
oft; saith the Lord. 34 And as 
for the i)r()phet, and the priest, and 
the people, that shall say. The burden 
of the Lord, 1 will even punish that 
man and his house. 35 Thus 
shall ye say every one to his neigh- 
bour, and every one to his brother, 
What hath the Lord answered ? 
and, What hath the Lord spoken ? 
36 And the burden of the Lord shall 
ye mention no more : for every 
man’s own word shall be his burden ; 
for ye have perverted the words of 
: the living God, of the Lord of hosts 
our God. 37 Thus shalt thou say 
to the prophet. What hath the Lord 
' answered thee ? and, What hath the 
Lord 8iK)ken ? 38 But if ye say, 

I The burden of the Lord ; therefore 
I thus saith the Lord : Because ve 
! say this word. The burden of the 
i 1a)rd, and I have sent unto you, 

I saying. Ye shall not say. The burden 
I of the Lord ; 39 therefore, be- 

I hold, I will utterly forget you, and 

I I will cast you off^ and the city 
that I gave unto you and to your 
fathers, away from my presence : 
40 and I will bring an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and a per- 
petual shatne, which shall not be 
forgotten. 
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I The Lord shewed me,' 
and, behold, two baskets of 
figs set before the temple 
of the Lord ; after that Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiah the 
son of Jehoiakiin, king of Judah, 
and the princes of Judah, with the 
craftsmen and smiths, from Jeru- 
salem, and had brought them to 
Babylon. 2 One basket had very 
good figs, like the figs that are first 
ripe : and the other basket had very 
b^ figs, which could not be eaten, 
they were so bad. 3 Then said 
the IjORDunto me, AVhat seest thou, 
Jeremiah? And 1 sjiid, Figs; the 
good figs, very good ; and the bad, 
very bad, tliat cannot Ik* eaten, they 
are so bad. 4 And the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

5 Thus saith the Lord, the (hid of 
Israel; Like these good figs, so will 
I regard the cajitives of Judah, whom 
I have sent out of this place into 
the land of the Clialdeans, for good. 

6 For 1 will set mine eyes upon them 
for good, and I w ill bring them again 
to this land : and I will build them, 
and not i)ull them dow n ; and 1 w ill 
plant them, and not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them an heart to 
know me, that I am the Lord : and 
they shall be my jK'ojJe, and J will 
be* their God : for they shall ivturn 
unto me with tlieir whole heart.

of Judah, and to all the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, saying : 3 From thfe 

thirteenth year of Josiah the sotv of 
Amon, king of Judah, even upAtT this 
day, these three and twerity years, 
the w ord of tlie Loi^y hath "come 
unto me, and 1 have spoken unto 
you, rising uj) earVy and si)eaking ; 
but ye have n^t hearkened. 4 And 
the Jk)RD l^th sent unto you all 
his servants/ the prophets, rising up 
early and/ sending them ; but ye 
have not hearkened, nor inclined 
your ear to h(*ar ; 5 saying. Return 

ye now’ every one from his evil way, 
and from the evil of your doings, 
and dwell in the land that the 
Lord hath given unto you and to 
your father's, from of old and eveii 
for evermore : 6 and go not after 

other gods to serve them, and to 
worship t'hem, and provoke me not 
to anger with the work of your 
hands ; and 1 will do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lord; that ye might

8 And as the bad figs, which cannot

19 Did Hezekiem king of Judah and 
all Judali put him at all to death?

Thus should we commit 
great evil against our own souls. 
20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the 
Lord, Uriah the son of Shemaiah 
of Kiriath-jeariin ; and he prophe- 
sied against this city and against 
this land according to all the words 
of Jeremiah : 2i and when Je- 

hoiakim the king, with all his mighty 
men, and all the princes, heard his 
words, the king sought to put him 
to death ; but w'hen Uriah heard it,

Gibeon, spake unto me in the house 
of the Ix)RD, in the presence of the 
priests and of all the people, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, | 
the God of Israel, saying, I have 
broken the yoke of the king of 
Btaibylon. 3 Within two full years 
will I bring again into this place 
all the vessels of the Lord’s house, 


that Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby- 
lon took away from this place, and 
carried them to Babylon : 4 and 

I will bring again to this place Je- 
coniah the son of Jehoiakim, king 
of Judah, with all the captives of 
Judah, that went to Babylon, saith 
the Lord : for 1 will break the yoke 
of the king of Babylon. 5 Then 
[ the jwopljet Jeremiah said unto the 
prophet Hananiah in the presence 
of the priests, and in the presence 
of all tlu^ })eople that stood in the 
I house of the Lord, 6 even the 
proi>het Jeremiah said. Amen : the 
Lord do so : the Lord perform thy 
words which thou hast prophesied, 
to bring agjiin the vessels of the 
Lord’s house, and all them of the 
captivity, from Babylon unto this 
jJace. 7 Nevertheless hear thou 
now’ this w’ord that I sjxiak in thine 
ears, and in the ears of all the 
j)eoj)le : 8 The projJiets that have 

been before me and before thee of 
old prophesied against many coun- 
tries, and against great kingdoms, 
of war, and of evil, and of pestilence. 
9 Th^u-ophet which prophesieth of 
j>eacc, when the word of the pro- 
phet shall come to pass, then shall 
the prophet lx‘ know n, that the Lord 
hath truly sent him. 10 Then 
Hananiah the ])rophct took the bar 
from ofi tlie i)rophet Jeremiah's 
neck, and brake it. ii And Ha- 
naniah spake iii the presence of all 
the people, sjiviug, Thus saith the 
Lord : Even so w ill I break the 
yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Balyvlon within two full years from 
off the neck of all the nations. 
And the prophet Jeremiah went his 
way. 12 Then the word of the 
IjOKD came unto Jeremiah, after that 
Hananiah the prophet had broken 
the bar from off the neck of the 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, 13 Go, 
and tell Hananiah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord : Thou hast broken the 
bars of w ood ; but thou shalt make 
in their stead bars of iron. 14 For 
thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel : I have put a yoke 
of iron upon the neck of all these 
nations, that they may serve Nebu- 
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chadnezzar king of Babylon ; and 
they shall serve him; and I have 
given him the beasts of the field 
also. 15 Then said the prophet 
Jeremiah unto Hananiah the pro- 
phet, Hear now, Hananiah ; the 
Lord hath not sent thee ; but thou 
makest this people to trust in a lie. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will send thee away from 
off the face of the earth : this year 
thou shalt die, because thou hast 
spoken rebellion against the Lord. 

17 So Hananiah the proj)het died the 
same year in the seventh month. 

I Now these are the words 
of the letter that Jeremiah 
the prophet sent from Jeru- 
salem unto the residue of the elders 
of the captivity, and to the priests, 
and to the prophets, and to all the 
people, whom Nebuchadnezzar had 
carried away captive from Jerusalem 
to Babylon : 2 (after that Jeconiah 

the king, and the (jueen-mother, and 
the eunuchs, wid the princes of Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem, and the crafts- 
men, and the smiths, were departed 
from Jerusalem ;) 3 by the hand 

of Elasah the son of Shaphan, and 
Gemariah the son of Hilkiah, (whom 
Zledekiah king of Judah sent unto 
Babylon to Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon,) saying, 4 Thus saith the i 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
unto all the captivity, whom I have 
caused to be carried away captive 
from Jerusalem unto Babylon : 
5 Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them ; and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them ; 6 take ye wives, 

and beget sons and daughters ; and 
take wives for your sons, and give 
your daughters to husbands, that 
they may bear sons and daughters ; 
and multiply ye there, and be not 
diminished 7 And seek the peace 
of the city whither I have caused 
you to be carried away captive, and 
pray unto the Lord for it : for in 
the peace thereof shall ye have 
peace. 8 For thus saith t^ Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Let not 
your prophets that be in the midst of 
you, and your diviners, deceive you, 
nteitiier h&sutken ye to your dreuns 


which ye cause to be dreamed 
9 For they prophesy falsely unto you 
in my name : I have not sent them, 
saith the Lord. 10 For thus saith 
the Lord, After seventy years be 
accomplished for Babylon, I will 
visit you, and perform my good word 
tow ard you, in causing you to return 
to this place. ii For I know the 
thoughts that I think toward you, 
saith the Lord, thoughts of peace, 
and not of evil, to give you hope in 
your latter end 12 And ye shall 
call upon me, and ye shall go and 
pray unto me, and I will hearken 
unto you. 13 And ye shall seek 
me, and find me, when yc shall 
search for me with all your heart 
14 And I will be found of you, saith 
the Lord, and I will turn again 
your captivity, and I will gather you 
from all the nations, and from all 
the places whither I have driven 
you, saith the Lord ; and I will 
bring you again unto the place 
whence I caused you to be carried 
away captive. 15 For ye have 
said. The Lord hath raised us up 
prophets in Babylon. 16 For thus 
saith the Lord concerning the king 
that sitteth upon the throne of 
David, and concerning all the people 
that dwell in this city, your brethren 
that are not gone forth with you 
into eaptivity ; 17 thus saith the 

Lord of hosts : Behold, I will send 
upon them the sword, the famine, 
and the pestilence, and will make 
them like vile figs, that cannot be 
eaten, they are so bad. 18 And 
I will pursue after them with the 
sword, with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, and will deliver them 
to be tossed to and fro among all 
the kingdoms of the earth, to be an 
execration, and an astonishment, 
and an hissing, and a reproach, 
among all the nations whither I have 
driven them : 19 because they 

have not hearkened to mv words, 
saith the I^rd, wherewith I sent 
unto them niy servants the prophets, 
rising up early and sending uiem ; 
but ye would not hear, saith the 
Lord. 20 Hear ye therefore tiie 
word of the Lord, all ye of the cap- 
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tivity, whom I have sent away from 
Jerusalem to Babylon. 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Isi-ael, concerning Ahab | 
the son of Kolaiah, and concerning 
2^dekiah the son of ^laaseiah, which 
prophesy a lie unto you in my name : 
Behold, I will deliver them into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; and he shall slay them 
before your eyes ; 22 and of them 

shall be taken up a curse by all the 
captivesof Judah which are in Baby- 
lon, saying, The Lord make thee 
like Zcdekiah and like Aliab, whom 
the king of Babylon roasted in the 
fire : 23 because they have wrought 

folly in Israel, and have committed 
adultery with their neighbours’ wives, 
and have spoken words in my name 
falsely, which I commanded them 
not; and I am he that knoweth, and 
am witness, saith the Loud. 

24 And concerning 8hemaiali the 
Nehelamite thou shalt speak, saying, 
25 Thus speaketh the Loud of liosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, Because 
thou hast sent letters in thine own 
name unto all the people that are 
at Jerusalem, and to Zephaniah the

stocks and in shackles. 27 Noav 
therefore, why hast thou not rebuked 
Jeremiah of Anathoth, which maketh 
himself a prophet to you, 28 for- 
asmuch as he hath sent unto us in 
Babylon, saying, The captivity is 
long : build ye houses, and dwell in 
them ; and plant gardens, and eat 
the fi^it of them ? 29 And Zepha- 

niah the priest read this letter in 
the ears of Jeremiah the prophet. 
30 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 31 Send 
to all them of the captivity, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord concerning 
Shelnaiah the Nehelamite : Because 
that Shemaiah hath prophesied unto 
yon, and I sent him not, and he 


hath caused you to trust in a lie; 
32 therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will punish Shemaiah the 
Nehelamite, and his seed ; he shall 
not have a man to dwell among this 
people, neither shall he behold the 
good that I will do unto my people, 
saith the Lord : because he hath 
spoken rebellion against the Lord. 

I The word that came to 
Jeremiah from the Lord, say- 
ing, 2 Thus speaketh the 
Lord, the God of Israel, saying, 

I Write thee all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee in a book. 3 For, 
lo, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will turn again the captivity 
I of my people Israel and Judah, saith 
I the Lord : and I will cause them 
j to return to the land that I gave 
j to their fathers, and they shall 
; possess it. 

i 4 And these are the words that 
I the Lord spake concerning Israel 
land concerning Judah. 5 For 
thus saith the Lord: We have 
I heard a voice of trembling, of fear, 
and not of peace. 6 Ask ye now, 
and see whether a man doth travail 
with child : wherefore do I see every 
man with his hands on his loins, as 
> a woman in travail, and all faces are 
; turned into paleness ? 7 Alas ! for 

i that day is great, so that none is 
, like it : it is even the time of Jacob s 
j trouble ; but he shall be saved out 
1 of it. 8 And it shall come to pass 
I hi that day, saith the Lord of hosts, 

I that I will break his yoke from off 
thy neck, and will bui'st thy bands ; 
and strangers shall no more serve 
themselves of him : 9 but they 

shall serve the Lord their God, and 
David their king, whom I will raise 
up unto them. lo Therefore fear 
j thou not, 0 Jacob my servant, saith 
I the Lord ; neither be dismayed, 0 
Israel : for, lo, I will save thee from 
afar, and thy seed from the land of 
their captivity; and Jacob shall re- 
turn, and shall be quiet and at ease, 
and none shall make him afraid 
II For I am with thee, saith the 
Lord, to save thee : for I will make 
a full end of all the nations whitkw 
c c 3 
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I have scattered thee, but T will 
not make a full end of thee ; but 
I will correct thee with judgement, 
and will in no wise leave thee un- 
punished. 

12 For thus saith the Lord, Thy | 
hurt is incurable, and thy wound I 
grievous. 13 There is none to I 
plead thy cause, that thou inayest 1 
be bound up : thou hast no healing ; 
medicines. 14 All thy lovers have 
forgotten thee ; they seek thee not : 
for 1 have wounded tliee with the 
wound of an enemy, with the chas- 
tisement of a cruel one ; for the 
greatness of thine iniquity, liecause 
thy sins were increased. 15 Why 
criest thou for thy hurt ? thy jiain 
is incurable ; for the greatness of 
thine iniquity, because thy siiis were 
increased, I have done these things 
unto thee. 16 Therefore all they 
that devour thee shall lie devcmred ; 
and all thine adversaries, every one 
of them, shall go into captivity ; and 
they that spoil thee shall be a spoil, 
and all that prey upon thee will 
I give for a prey. 17 For I will 
restore health unto thee, and 1 will 
heal thee of thy wounds, saith the 
Lord ; ‘'because they have called 
thee an outcast, suf/imf, It is 
Zion, whom no man seeketh after. 
18 Thus saith the Lord : Behold, I 
I will turn again the captivity of' 
Jacob’s tents, and have compassion 
on his dwelling places ; and the city , 
shall be builded ujion her own heaj), 
and the palace shall remain after 
the manner thereof. 19 And out 
of them shall proceed thanksgiving 
and the voice of them that make | 
merry : and I will multiply them, | 
and they shall not l)e few ; 1 will ‘ 
also glorify them, and they shall not * 
be small. 20 Their children also 
shall be as aforetime, and their con- 
gregation shall be established l)efore 
me, and I will punish all that oppress 
them. 21 And their prince shall 
be of themselves, and their ruler 
shall proceed from the midst of 
them ; and 1 will cause him to draw 
near, wid he shall approach unto 
me : for who is he that hath had i 
boldness to approach unto me? saith j 


the Lord. 22 And ye shall be my 
people, and I will be your God. 

23 Behold, the tempest of the 
Lord, even his fury, is gone forth, 
a sweeping tempest : it shall burst 
upon the head of the wicked. 
24 The fierce anger of the Lord 
shall not return, until he have exe- 
cuted, and till he have peiformed 
the intents of his heart: in the latter 
days ye shall understand it. 

I At that time, saith the 
Lord, will I be the God of 
all th^ families of Israel, and 
they shall be my [>eople. 2 Thus 
saitii the IjOHD, The people which 
were left of the sword found grace 
in the wilderness ; even Israel, when 
1 went to cause him to rest. 3 The 
Loki) apjMjared of old unto me, 
Yea, I have loved thee with 
an everlasting love : therefore with 
lovingkindness have I di-awn thee. 

4 Again w ill 1 build thee, and thou 
shalt be built, O virgin of Israel : 
again shalt thou be adorned with 
thy tablets, and shalt go forth in 
the dances of them that make merry. 

5 Again shalt thoii plant vineyards 
u})on the mountains of Samaria: the 
planters shall plant, and shall enjoy 
the fruit ttureof 6 For there 
shall be a day, that the watchmen 
upon the hills of Ephraim shall cry. 
Arise ye, and let us go up to Zion 
unto tlie Lord our God. 7 For 
thus saith the Lord, Sing with glad- 
ness for Jacob, and shout for the 
chief of the nations : publish ye, 
jiraise ye, and say, 0 Lord, save 
thy jieople, the remnant tif Israel. 
8 Behold, 1 will bring them from 
the north country, and gather them 
from the uttennost j}arts of the 
earth, and with them the blind and 
the lame, the woman with child and 
her that travaileth with child toge- 
ther : a great comfiany shall they 
return hither. 9 They shall come 
with weeping, and with supplica- 
tions will I lead them : I will cause 
them to walk by rivers of waters, 
in a straight w^ay wherein they shall 
not stumble : for I am a father to 
Israel, and Ephraim is my first- 
born. 
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10 Hear the word of the Lord, 

0 ye nations, and declare it in the 
isles afar off ; and say, He that scat- 
tered Israel will gather him, and 
keep him, as a shepherd doth his 
flock. II For the Lord hath 
ransomed Jacob, and redeemed him 
from the hand of him that was 
stronger than he. I2 And they ! 
shall come and sing in the height of , 
Zion, and shall flow together unto j 
the goodness of the Lord, to the | 
com, and to the wine, and to the | 
oil, and to the young of tlie flock 
and of the herd : and their soul 
shall be as a watered garden ; and 
they shall not sorrow any more at 
all. 13 Then shall the virgin re- 
joice in the dance, and the y(Uing 
men and the old together : for 1 will 
turn their mourning into joy, and 
will comfort them, and m.ake them 
rejoice from their sorrow. 14 And 

1 will satiate the soul of the priests 
with fiitness, and my people shall be 
satisfied with my goodness, saith the 
Lord. 

15 Thus saith the Lord : A voice 
is heard in Hamah, lamentation, and 
bitter weeping, Rachel M (‘e]>ing for 
her children ; she refusetli t<» be 
comforted ibr her cldldren, because 
they are not 16 JTus saith the 
Lord: Refrain thy voice from Mcep- 
ing, and thine eyes from tears : for 
thy work shall l)e rewarded, saith 
the IjOKD : and they shall come 
again from the land of the enemy. 
17 And there is ho[)e for thy latter 
end, saith the IjORD ; and thy chil- j 
dren shall come again to their own | 
border. 18 1 have surely heard ' 
^hraim bemoaning himself thus, 
Thou hast chastised me, and I was 
chastised, as a calf miaccustomed tu 
the : turn thou me, and 1 shall 
be turned ; for thou art the IjORD 
my God. 19 Surely after that 
1 was turned, I repented : and after 
that I was instructed, 1 smote upon 
my thigh : I was ashamed, yea, even 
confounded, l)ecau8e 1 did bear the 
reproach of my youth. 20 Is 
Ephraim my dear son ? is he a plea- 
sant child ? for as often as I speak 
•against hini, I do earnestly remember 


him still: therefore my bowels are 
troubled for him ; I will surely have 
mercy upon him, saith the Lord. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make 
thee guide-posts: set thine heart 
toward the high way, even the way 
by which thou wen test : turn again, 

0 virgin of Israel, turn again to 
these thy cities. 22 How long 
wilt thou go hither and thither, 0 
thou backsliding daughter ? for the 
Lord hath created a new thing in 
the earth, A woman shall encompass 
a man. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the G(k1 of Israel : Yet again shall 
they use this speech in the land of 
Judah and in the cities thereof, 
when I shall bring again their cap- 
tivity : The Lord bless thee, 0 
habitation of justice, 0 mountain of 
holiness. 24 And Judah and all 
the cities thereof shall dwell therein 
together ; the husbandmen, and they 
that go about with flocks. 25 For 

1 have satiated the Mearv’ soul, and 
every sorrowful soul have I re- 
j)lenished. 26 Upon this I awaked, 
and beheld ; and my sleep was sM^eet 
unto me. 27 Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will 
sow the house of Israel and the 
house of Judah with the seed of 
man, and with the seed of beast 

28 And it shall come to pass, that 
like as 1 have watched over them to 
pluck uj) and to break down, and 
to overtlirow and to destroy, and to 
afflict ; so will 1 watch over them to 
build and to plant, saith the Lord. 

29 In those days they shall say no 
more. The fathers have eaten soiu* 
grajies, and the children’s teeth are 
set on edge. 30 But every one 
shall die for his own iniquity : every 

I man that eateth the sour grapes, his 
teeth shall be set on edge. 

31 Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel, 
and with the house of J udah : 32 not 
according to the covenant that I made 
with their fathers in the day that I 
took them by the hand to bring them 
out of the land of Eg}’pt ; which my 
covenant they brake, altimugh I wiH 
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an husband unto them, saith the I 
Lord. 33 But this is the cove- ! 
nant that I will make with the house 
of Israel after those days, saith the 
Lord ; I will put my law in their 
inward parts, and in their heart will 

1 write it ; and I will be their God, 

and they shall be my people : 34 and 
they shall teach no more every man 
his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lord : 
for they shall all know me, from the 
least of them unto the greatest of 
them, saith the Lord : for I will 
forgive their iniquity, and their sin | 
will I remember no more. 35 Thus | 
saith the Lord, which giveth the sun 
for a light by day, and the ordinances 
of the moon and of the stars for a 
light by night, which stirretli up the 
sea, that the waves thereof roar ; the 
Lord of hosts is his name : 36 If 

these ordinances depart from be- 
fore me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from ! 
being a nation before me for ever, i 

37 II1U8 saith the Lord : If heaven ; 
above can be measured, and the ! 
foundations of the earth searched 
out beneath, then will I also cast olF 
all the seed of Israel for all that i 
they have done, saith the Lord. | 

38 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the city shall be built to ; 
the Lord from the tower of Hananel 
unto the gate of the corner. 39 And 
the measuring line shall yet go out j 
straight onward unto the hill Gareb, ! 
and shall turn about unto Goah. ! 
40 And the whole valley of the dead : 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all the 
fields unto the brook Kidron, unto 
the comer of the horse gate toward 
the east, shall be holy unto the 
Lord ; it shall not be plucked up, 
nor thrown down any more for ever. 

I The word that came to 
Jeremiah from the Lord in 
the tenth year of Zedekiah 
king of Judah, which was the 
ei^^iteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar. 

2 Now at that time the king of 
Bal^lon's army besieged Jerusalem: 
and Jeremiah the prophet was shut 
up in the court of the guard, which 


was in the king of Judah’s house. 
3 For Zedekiah king of Judah had 
shut him up, saying. Wherefore dost 
thou prophesy, and say, Thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will give this 
city into the Mnd of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it ; 4 and 

Zedekiah king of Judah shall not 
escape out of the hand of the Chal- 
deans, but shall surely be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and shall speak with him mouth to 
mouth, and his eyes shall behold his 
eyes ; 5 and he shall lead Zedekiah 

to Babylon, and there shall he be 
until 1 visit him, saith the Lord : 
though ye fight with the Chaldeans, 
ye shall not prosper ? 

6 And Jeremiah said. The word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, Hanamel the son of 
Shall um thine uncle shall come unto 
thee, saying, Buy thee my field that 
is in Anathoth : for the right of 
redem])tion is thine to buy it. 

8 So Hanamel mine uncle’s son 
came to me in the court of the 
guard according to the word of the 
Lord, and said unto me. Buy my 
field, I pray thee, that is in Anathoth, 
Mhich is in the land of Benjamin : 
for the right of mheritance is thine, 
and the redemption is thine ; buy it 
for thyself. Then I knew that this 
was the word of the Lord. 9 And 
I bought the field that was in Ana- 
thoth of Hanamel mine uncle’s son, 
and weighed him the money, even 
seventeen shekels of silver. 10 And 

I subscribed the deed, and sealed it, 
and called witnesses, and weighed 
him the money in the balances.

chase, both that which was sealed, 
according to the law and custom, 
and that which was open : 12 *md 

I delivered the deed of the purchase 
unto Baruch the son of Neriah, the 
son of Mahseiah, in the presence of 
Hanamel mine uncle’s son, and in the 
presence of the witnesses that sub- 
scribed the deed of the purchase, be- 
fore all the Jews that sat in tiie ociirt 
of the guard. 13 And I chajmd 
Baruch before them, saying, 14 1 %as 
saitJi the Lord of hosts,^ the God d 
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Israel : Take these deeds, this deed 
of the purchase, both that which is 
sealed, and this deed which is open, | 
and put them in an earthen vessel ; 
that they may continue many days, j 
15 For thus saith tl)je Lord of hosts, | 
the God of Israel : Houses and fields 
and vineyards shall yet again be 
bought in this land. 

16 Now after I had delivered the 
deed of the purchase unto Baruch 
the son of Neriah, I prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 17 Ah Lord God ! 
behold, thou hast made the heaven 
and the earth by tliy great power 
and by thy stretched out arm ; 
there is nothing too hard for thee : 
18 which shewest mercy unto thou- 
sands, and recompensest the inicjuity 
of the fathers into the bosom of tlieir 
children after them : the great, the 
mighty God, the Lord of liosts is 
his name : 19 great in counsel, and 

mighty in work : whose eyes are 
open upon all the ways of the sons 
of men ; to give every one according 
to his ways, and according to the 
fruit of his doings : 20 which didst 

set signs and wonders in the land of 
Egypt, even unto this day, both in 
Israel and among other men ; and 
inadest thee a name, as at this day ; 

21 and didst bring forth thy ])eople 
Israel out of the land of Eg} pt with 
signs, and with wonders, and with 
a strong hand, and with a stretched 
out arm, and with great terror ; 

22 and gavest them this land, which 
thou didst swear to their fathers to 


Lord God, Buy thee the field for 
money, and call witnesses ; whereas 
the city is ^ven into the hand of 
the Chaldeans. 

26 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 27 Behold, 

I am the Lord, the God of all flesh : 
is there any thing too hard for me ? 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lord : 
Behold, I will give this city into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it : 
29 and tlie Chaldeans, that fight 
against this city, shall come and set 
this city on fire, and burn it, with the 
houses, upon wliose roofs they have 
offered incense unto Baal, and poured 
out drink offerings unto other gods, 
to provoke me to anger. 30 For 
the children of Israel and the chil- 
dren of Judah have only done that * 
which was evil in my sight from their 
youth : for the children of Israel have 
only provoked me to anger with the 
M’ork of their hands, saith the Lord. 
31 F(u- this city hath been to me 
i a provocation of mine anger and

22 As the host of heaven cannot 
be numbered, neither the sand of 
the sea measured ; so will 1 multiply 
the seed of David my servant, and 
the Levites that minister unto me. 

23 And the word of the Lord came 
to Jeremiah, saying, 24 Considerest 
thou not what this people have 
spoken, saying. The two families 
which the Lord did choose, he hath 
cast them off*? thus do they despise 
my people, that they should be 
no more a nation before them. 


25 Thus saith the Lord : If my 
covenant of day and night starid 
not, if I have not appointed the 
ordinances of heaven and earth ;

I The word which came 
unto Jeremiah from the 
Lord, when Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Bal)yl()n, and all his army, 
and all the kingdoms of the earth 
that were under his dominion, and 
all the j)eo]>les, fought against Jeru- 
salem, and against all the cities 
thereof, saying : 2 Thus saith tlie 

Jjord, the Lod of Israel, (io, and 
s])eak to Z(‘dekiah king of Judah, 
and tell him, Thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, 1 will give this city into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall burn it with fire : 3 and 

thou shalt not escape out of his 
hand, but shalt surely Ik* taken, 
and delivered into his liand ; and 
thine eyes shall behold the eyes of 
the king of Babylon, and he shall 
speak witli thee mouth to mouth, 
and thou shalt go to Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the 1 x)rd, 
() Zedekiah king of Judah : thus 
saith the Lord concerning thee, 
Thou shalt not die by the sword ; 

5 thou shalt die in peace; and with 
the burnings of thy fathers, the 
former kings which were IxTore 
thee, so shall they make a burning 
for thee ; and they shall lament 
thee, mtfiiiij, Ah lord ! for I have 
spoken the word, saith the Lord. 

6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto 2^dekiah king 
of Judah in Jerusalem, 7 when 
the king of Babylon’s army fought 
against Jerusalem, and against all 
the cities of Judah tliat were left, 
against Ijjichish and against Azekah ; 
for these almu remained of the 
cities of Judah as fenced cities. 

8 The word that came unto Jere- 
miah from the Lord, after that the 





king Zedekiah had made a covenant | 
with all the people which were at 
Jerusalem, to proclaim liberty unto 
them ; 9 that every man should 

let his manservant, and every man 
his maidservant, being an Hebrew 
or an Hebrewess, go free ; that 
none should serve himself of them, 
to witj of a J ew his brother : lO and 
:all the princes and all the people 
obeyed, which had entered into the 
covenant, that every one should let 
his manservant, and every one his 
maidservant, go free, that none 
should serve themselves of them 
any more ; they obeyed, and let 
them go : ii but afterwards they 
turned, and caused the servants and 
the handmaids, whom they had let 
go free, to return, and brought them 
into subjection for servants and for 
handmaids : 12 therefore the word 

of the Lord came to Jeremiah from 
the Lord, saying, 13 Thus saith 
the Lord, the (h)d of Israel : 1 
made a covenant with your fathers 
in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out 
of the house of bondage, saying, 
14 At the end of seven years ye 
shall let. go every man his brother 
that is an Hebrew, which hath been 
sold unto thee, and hath served thee 


and to the famine ; and I will make 
you to be tossed to and fro among 
all the kingdoms of the earth. 
18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, 
which have not performed the words 
of the covenant which they made 
before me, when they cut the calf 
j in twain and passed between the 
i parts thereof ; 19 the princes of 

Judah, and the princes of Jerusalem, 
the eunuchs, and the priests, and 
all the people of the land, which 
passed l>etween the parts of the 
calf ; 20 I will even give them 

into the hand of their enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seek 
their life : and their dead bodies 
shall be for meat unto the fowls of 
the heaven, and to the beasts of the 
earth. 21 And 2 ^dekiah king of 
Judah and his princes will I give 
into the hand of their enemies, and 
into the hand of them that seek 
their life, and into the hand of the 
king of Babylon’s army, which are 
gone up from you. 22 Behold, I 
will command, saith the Lord, and 
! cause them to return to this city ; 
and they shall fight against it, and 
take it, and burn it with fire : and I 
will make the cities of Judah a 
desolation, without inhabitant 


six years, thou shalt let him go free 
from thee : but your fathers lieark- 
ened not unto me, neither inclined 
their ear. 15 And ye were now 
turned, and had done that which is 
right in mine eyes, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour ; 
and ye had made a covenant before 
me in the house which is called by 
my name : 16 but ye turned aTid 

profaned my name, and caused every 
man his servant, and every man his : 
handmaid, whom ye had let go free | 
at their pleasure, to return ; and ye 
brought them into subjection, to 
be unto you for servants and for 
handmaids. 17 Therefore thus 
saith the Lord : Ye have not heark- 
ened unto me, to proclaim liberty, 
every man to his brother, and every 
man to his neighbour: behold, I 

C oclaim unto you a liberty, saith the 
)BD, to the sword, to the pestilence, 


I The word which came un- 
to Jeremiah from the Lord 
in the days of Jehoiakim the 
son of Josiah, king of Judah, saying, 
2 Go unto the house of the Re- 
I chabites, and speak unto them, and 
I bring them into the house of the 
Lord, into one of the chambers, and 
give them wine to drink. 3 Then 
I took Jaazaniah the son of Jere- 
miah, the son of Habazziniah, and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and 
the whole house of the Rechabites ; 
4 and I brought them into the house 
of the Lord, into the chamber of 
the sons of Hanan the son of Igdaliah, 
the man of God, which was by the 
chamber of the princes, which was 
above the chamber of Maaseiah the 
son of Shallum, the keeper of the 
door : 5 and I set before the sons 

of the house of the Rechabites bowls 
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full of wine, and cups, and I said 
unto them, Drink ye wine. 6 But 
they said. We will drink no wine : 
for Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father commanded us, saying, Ye 
shall drink no wine, neither ye, nor 
your sons, for ever : 7 neither 

shall ye build house, nor sow seed, 
nor plant vineyard, nor have any : 
but all your days ye shall dwell in 
tents ; that ye may live many days 
in the land wherein ye scyourn. 

8 And we have obeyed the voice of 
Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father in all that he charged us, to 
drink no wine all our days, we, our 
wives, our sons, nor our daughters ; 

9 nor to build houses for us to dwell 

in : neither have we vineyard, nor 
field, nor seed : 10 but we have 

dwelt in tents, and have obeyed, ' 
and done according to all that I 
Jonadab our father commanded us. ! 
II But it came to pass, when Nebu - 1 
chadrezzar king of Babylon came up 
into the land, that we said, Come, ! 
and let us go to Jerusalem for fear j 
of the army of the Chaldeans, and I 
for fear of the army of the Syrians ; ' 
so we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 13 Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, the (iod of 
Isniel : Go, and say to the men of 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, Will ye not receive instruction 
to hearken to my words ? saith the 
Lord. 14 The words of Jonadab 
the son of Rechab, that he com- 
manded his sons, not to drink wine, 
are performed, and unto this day 
they dnnk none, for they obey 
their father’s commandment : but I 
have spoken unto you, rising up 
early and speaking ; and ye liave 
not hearkened unto me. 15 I have 
sent also unto you all my servants 
the prophets, rising up early and 
sending them, saying, Return ye 
now every man from his evil way, 
and amend your doings, and go not 
after other gods to serve them, and 
ve shall dwell in the land which I 
have given to you and to your 
Others : but ye have not inclined 
your ear, nor hearkened unto ma 


16 Forasmuch as the sons of Jonadab 
the son of Rechab have performed 
the commandment of their father 
which he commanded them, but this 
people hath not hearkened unto me ; 

17 therefore thus saith the Lord, 

the God of hosts, the God of Israel : 
Behold, I will bring upon Judah 
and upon all the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem all the evil that I have pro- 
nounced against them : because I 
have spoken unto them, but they 
have not heard ; and I have called 
unto them, but they have not an- 
swered. 18 And Jeremiah said 
unto the house of the Rechabites, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel : Because ye have 
obeyed the commandment of Jona- 
dab your father, and kept all his 
precepts, and done according unto all 
that he commanded you ; 19 there- 

fore thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel : Jonadab the son 
of Rechab shall not want a man to 
stand before me for ever. 

I And it came to pass in 
the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah, king of 
Judah, that this word came unto 
Jeremiah from the Lord, saying, 
2 Take thee a roll of a book, and 
write therein all the words that I 
, have spoken unto thee against Israel, 
and against Judah, and against all 
the nations, from the day I spake 
^ unto thee, from the days of Josiah, 

I even unto this day. 3 It may be 
I that the house of Judah will hear all 
I the evil which I purpose to do unto 
them ; that they may return every 
man from his evil way ; that I may 
forgive their iniquity and their sin. 
4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah ; and Baruch wrote 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the 
words of the Lord, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of 
a book. 5 And Jeremiah com- 
manded Baruch, saying, I am shut 
up ; I cannot go into the house of 
the Lord : 6 therefore go thou, 

and read in the roll, which thou 
hast written from my mouth, the 
words of the Lord in the ears of 
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the people in the Lord’s house I 
upon the fast day : and also thou ! 
shalt read them in the ears of all j 
Judah that come out of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their 
supplication before the Lord, and 
will return every one from his evil 
way : for great is the anger and the 
fury that the Lord hath pronounced 
against this people. 8 And Baruch 
the son of Neriah did according to 
all tiiat Jeremiah the prophet com- 
manded him, reading in the book 
the words of the Lord in the Lord’s 
housa 

9 Now it came to pass in the fifth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah, 
king of Judah, in the ninth month, 
that all the people in Jerusalem, 
and all the people that came from 
the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem, 
proclaimed a fast before the Lord. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book 
the w^ords of Jeremiah in the house 
of the Lord, in the cliainber of 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan the 
scribe, in the upper court, at the 
entry of the new gate of the IjORd’s 
house, in the ears of all the people. 

11 And when Micaiah the son of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book all the words 
of the Lord, 12 he went down in- 
to the king’s house, into the scribe’s ^ 
chamber : and, lo, all the princes sat 
there, even Elishama the scribe, and 
Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, and 
Elnathan the son of Achbor, and 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and 
Zedekiah the son of Hananiah, and | 
all the princes. 13 Tlien Micaiah 
declared unto them all the words 
that he had heard, when Baruch 
read the book in the ears of 
the people. 14 Therefore all the 
princes sent Jehudi the son of Ne- 
thaniah, the son of Shelemiah, the 
son of Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, 
Take in thine hand the roll wherein 
thou hast read in the ears of the 
people, and come. So Baruch the 
son of Neriah took the roll in 
his hand, and came unto them. 
15 And they said unto him, Sit 
down now, and read it in our ears. 
So Baruch read it in their ears. 


16 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard all the words, they turned 
in fear one toward another, and said 
unto Baruch, We will surely tell the 
king of all these words. 17 And 
they asked Baruch, saying. Tell us 
now, How didst thou write all these 
wHirds at his mouth ? 18 Then Ba- 

ruch answered them, He pronounced 
all these words unto me with his 
mouth, and 1 wrote them with ink 
in the book. 19 Then said the 
jirinces unto Baruch, Go, hide thee, 
thou and Jeremiah ; and let no man 
know where ye be. 20 And they 
went in to the king into the court; 
but they had laid up the roll in 
the chamlKT of Elishama the scribe; 

; and they told all the words in the 
ears of the king. 2l So the king 
sent Jehudi to fetch the roll: and 
; he took it out of the chamber of 
! Elishama the scrilx?. And Jehudi 
' read it in the ears of the king, and 
in the ears of all the princes which 
I stood beside the king. 22 Now 
the king sat in the winter house in 
the ninth month : and there rran a 
fire in the brasier burning before 
him. 23 And it came to jwiss, 
when Jehudi had read three or four 
leaves, that the Jdng cut it with the 
penknife, and cast it into the fire 
that was in the brasier, until all the 
roll was consumed in the fire that 
was in the brasier. 24 And they 
were not afraid, nor rent their gar- 
ments, neither the king, nor any 
of his servants that heard all these 
words. 25 Moreover Elnathan 
and Delaiah and Gemariah had 
made intercession to the king that 
he would not burn the roll : but lie 
would not hear them. 26 And 
the king commanded Jerahmeel the 
king’s son, and Seraiah the son of 
Azriel, and Shelemiah the son of 
Alxleel, to take Baruch the scribe 
and Jeremiah the prophet : but the 
Lord hid tlienu 

27 Then the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, after that the 
king had burned the roll, and the 
words which Baruch wrote at the 
mouth of J eremiah, saying, 28 Take 
thee again another roll, and write in 
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it all the former words that were in 
the first roll, which Jehoiakim the 
king of J udah hath burned. 29 And 
concerning Jehoiakim king of Judah 
thou shalt say, Thus saith the Lord : 
Thou hast burned this roll, saying, 
Why hast thou written therein, say- 
ing, The king of Babylon shall cer- 
tainly come and destroy this land, 
and shall cause to cease from thence 
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lem. 6 Then came the word of 
the Lord unto the prophet Jere- 
miah, saying, 7 Thus saith the 
Lord, the (iod of Israel : Thus shall 
ye say to the king of Judah, that 
sent you unto me to inquire of me ; 
Behold, Pharaoh 8 army, which is 
come forth to help you, shall re- 
turn to Egypt into their own land. 
8 And the Chaldeans shall come

saith the Lord concerning Jehoi- 
akim king of Judah : He shall have 
none to sit upon the throne of Da- 
vid : and his dead body shall Ik* cast 
out in the day to the heat, and in 
the night to the frost. 31 And 1 
will punish him and his seed and his 
servants for their iniquity : and 1 
will bring u|K)n them, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalepi, and iqxui 
the men of Judah, all the evil that 
I have pronounced against them, 
but they hearkened not. 32 Then 
took Jeremiah another roll, and gave 
it to Baruch the scribe, the son of 
Neriah ; who wrote therein from the 
mouth of Jeremiah all the words of 
the book which Jehoiakim king of 
Judah had burned in the fire: and I 
there were added besides unto them 
many like words. 

I And Zedekiah the son 
of Josiah reigned as king, 
instead of Coniah the son 
of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrez- 
zar king of Babylon made king in 
the land of Judah. 2 But nei- 
ther he, nor his servants, nor the 
people of the land, did hearken 
unto the words of the ]x)RD, which 
he spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent j 
Jehucal the son of Shelemiah, and ; 
Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the | 
priest, to the prophet Jeremiah, ' 
saying, Pray now unto the Lord 
our God for us. 4 Now Jeremiah 
came in and went out among the 
people : for they had not put him 
into prison. 5 And Pharaohs 
army was come forth out of Egypt : 
and when the Chaldeans that be- 
sieged Jerusalem heard tidings of; 
them, they brake up from Jerusa - 1 


; again, and fight against this city ; 
I and they shall take it, and bum 
I it with fire. 9 Thus saith the 
! Lord : Deceive not yourselves, say- 
ing, The Chaldeans shall surely de- 
I part from us : for they shall not 
depart. 10 For though ye had 
smitten the wiiole army of the 
: Chaldeans that fight against you, 

; and there remained but wounded 
men among them, yet should they 
lise up every man in his tent, and 
burn this city with fire. 

II And it came to pass that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was 
broken up from Jerusalem for fear 
of Pharaoh’s army, 12 then Jere- 
miah went forth out of Jerusalem 
to go into the land of Benjamin, 
to receive his portion there, in 
the midst of the people. 13 And 
when he wiis in the gate of Ben- 
jamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whose name was Irijah, the 
son of Shelemiah, the son of Ha- 
naniah ; and he laid hold on Je- 
remiah the prophet, saying. Thou 
fullest away to the Chaldeans. 

14 Then said Jeremiah, It is false ; 
I fall not aw ay to the Chaldeans ; 
but he hearkened not to him : 
so Irijah laid hold on Jeremiah, 
and brought him to the princes. 

15 And the princes were wroth with 

Jeremiah, and smote him, and put 
him in prison in the house of Jo- 
nathan the scribe ; for they had 
made that the prison. 16 When 
Jeremiah wiis come into the dun- 
geon house, and into the cells, and 
Jeremiah had remained there many 
days ; 17 then Zedekiah the king 

sent, and fetched him : and the king 
asked him secretly in his house, and 
said, Is there any word from the 
Lord? And Jeremiah said, Them 
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is. said also, Thou shalt be I son, that was in the court of the 


delivered into the hand of the king 
of Babylon. i8 Moreover Jere- 
miah said unto king Zedekiah, 
Wherein have I sinned against thee, 
or against thy servants, or against 
this people, that ye have put me in 
prison?

The king of Babylon shall 
not come against you, nor against 
this land ?

pray thee, 0 mj lord the king : let 
my supplication, I pray thee, be 
accepted before thee ; that thou 
cause me not to return to the house 
of Jonathan the scribe, lest I die 
there. 21 Then Zedekiah the 
king commanded, and they com- 
mitted Jeremiah into the court of j 
the guard, and they gave him daily 
a loaf of bread out of the bakers’ 
street, until all the bread in the 
city was spent Thus Jeremiah re- 
mained in the court of the guard. 

I And Shephatiah the son 
of Mattan, and Gedaliah the 
son of Pashhur, and Jucal 
the son of Shelemiah, and Pashhur 
the son of Malchijah, heard the 
words that Jeremiah spake unto all 
the people, saying, 2 Thus saith 
the Lord, He that abideth in this 
city shall die by the sword, by the 1 
famine, and by the pestilence : but i 
he that goeth forth to the Chaldeans 
shall live, and his life shall be unto 
him for a prey, and he shall live. 

3 Thus saith the Lord, This city 
shall surely be given into the hand 
of the army of the king of Babylon, 
and he shall take it. 4 Then the 
princes said unto the king. Let this 
man, we pray thee, be put to death ; 
forasmuch as he weakeneth the hands 
of the men of war that remain in 
this city, and the hands of all the 
people, in 8p)eaking such words unto 
them : for this man seeketh not the 
welfare of this people, but the hurt 
5 And Zedekiah the king said, B&- 
hold, he is in your hand : for the 
kki^ is not he that can do any thing 
against yoa 6 Then took they 
Jeremiidi, and cast him into the 
dungeon of Malditjah the king’s 


guard : and they let down Jeremiah 
with corda And in the dungeon 
there was no water, but mire : 
and Jeremiah sank in the mire, 

7 Now when Ebed-melech the Ethi- 
opian, an eunuch, which was in 
the king’s house, heard that they 
had put Jeremiah in the dungeon : 
the king then sitting in the gate 
of Benjamin ; 8 Ebed-melech went 

forth out of the king’s house, and 
spake to the king, saying, 9 My 
lord the king, these men have done 
evil in all that they have done to 
Jeremiah the prophet, whom they 
have cast into the dungeon ; and 
he is like to die in the place where 
he is because of the famine : for 
there is no more bread in the city. 

10 Then the king commanded Ebed- 
melech the Ethiopian, saying, Take 
from hence thirty men with thee, 
and take up Jeremiah the prophet 
out of the dungeon, before he die. 

11 So Ebed-melech took the men 
with him, and went into the house 
of the king under the treasury, and 
took thence old cast clouts and old 
rotten rags, and let them down by 
cords into the dungeon to Jeremiah. 

12 And Ebed-melech the Ethiopian 
said unto Jeremiah, Put now these 
old cast clouts and rotten rags 
under thine armholes under the 
cords. And Jeremiah did so. 13 So 
they drew up Jeremiah with the 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon : and Jeremiah remained 
in the court of the guard. 

14 Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took Jeremiah the prophet unto 
him ipto the third entry that is in 
the house of the Lord : and the 
king said unto Jeremiah, I will ask 
thee a thing ; hide nothing from me. 
15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zede- 
kiah, If I declare it unto thee, wilt 
thou not surely put me to death? 
and if I give thee counsel, thou wilt 
not hearken unto me. 16 So 
Zedekiah the king sware secretly 
unto Jeremiah, saying, As the Loed^ 
liveth, that made us this soul, I will 
not put thee to death, neither will I 
give thee into the hand of tibase 
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men that seek thy life. 17 Then 
said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of hosts, 
the God of Israel : If thou wilt go 
forth unto the king of Babylon’s 
princes, then thy soul shall live, 
and this city shall not be burned 
with fire ; and thou shalt live, and 
thine house : 18 but if thou wilt 

not go forth to the king of Babylon’s 
princes, then shall this city be given 
into the hand of the Chaldeans, and 
they shall burn it with fire, and thou 
shalt not escape out of their hand. 
19 And Zedekiah the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I am afraid of the Jews 
that are fallen away to the Chal- 
deans, lest they deliver me into their 
hand, and they mock me. 20 But 
Jeremiah said. They shall not de- 
liver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, 
the voice of the Lord, in that which 
I S])eak unto thee: so it shall be 
w'ell with thee, and thy soul shall 
live. 21 But if thou refuse to go 
forth, this is the word that the Lord 
hath shewed me : 22 Behold, all 

the women that are left in the king 
of Judah’s house shall be brought 
forth to the king of Babylon’s princes, 
and those women shall say, Thy fa- 
miliar friends have set thee on, and 
have prevailed over thee : now that 
thy feet are sunk in the mire, they 
are tunied away back, 23 And 
they shall bring out all thy wives 
and thy children to the Chaldeans : 
and thou shalt not escajx; out of 
their hand, but shalt taken by 
the hand of the king of Bubyloli : 
and thou shalt cause this city to be 
burned with fire. 24 Then said 
Zedekiah unto Jeremiah, Let no 
man know of these words, and thou 
shalt not die. 25 But if the princes 
hear that I have talked with thee, 
and they come unto thee, and say 
unto thee. Declare unto us now 
what thou hast said unto the king ; 
hide it not from us, and we will not 
ut thee to death : also what the 
ing said unto thee : 26 then thou 

al^t say unto them, I presented my 
snpplication before the king, that he 
would not cause me to return to 
Jonathan’s house, to die there. 


27 Then came all the princes unto 
J eremiah, and asked him : and he told 
them according to all these words 
that the king had commanded. So 
they left ofi‘ speaking with him ; for 
the matter was not perceived. 28 So 
Jeremiah abode in the court of the 
guard until the day that Jerusalem 
was taken. 

And it came to pass when Jeru- 
salem was taken, i (in the 
ninth year of Zedekiah king 
of Judah, in the tenth month, 
came Nebuchadrezzar king of Ba- 
bylon and all his army against 
Jerusalem, and besieged it ; 2 in 

the eleventh year of Zedekiah, in the 
fourth month, the ninth day of the 
month, a breach was made in the 
city :) 3 that all the princes of 

! the king of Babylon came in, and 
I sat in the middle gate, even Nergal- 
sharezer, Saingar-nebo, Sarsechim, 
j Rab-8aris, Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, 
j with all the rest of the princes of the 
king of Babylon. 4 And it came 
to pass that when Zedekiah the king 
of Judah and all the men of war saw 
them, then they fled, and went forth 
out of the city by night, by the way 
of the king’s garden, by the gate 
betwixt the two walls : and he 
went out the way of the Arabah. 
5 But the army of the Chaldeans 
]>ursued after them, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho: 
and when they had taken him, they 
brought him up to Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon to Riblah in the 
1 land of Hamath, and he gave judge- 
' ment upon him. 6 Then the king 
i of Babylon slew the sons of Zede- 
kiah in Riblah before his eyes : also 
the king of Babylon slew all the 
nobles of Judah. 7 Moreover he 
put out Zedekiah’s eyes, and bound 
him in fetters, to carry him to Baby- 
lon. 8 And the Chaldeans burned 
the king’s house, and the houses of 
the people, with fire, and brake down 
the walls of Jerusalem. 9 Then 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard carried away captive into 
Babylon the residue of the peorie

' 14 The Lord of hosts hath swoni 
■ by himself, saying, Surely I will 
hll thee with men, as with the 
cankerworm ; and they shall lift up 
a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by 
I his ]>ower, Im hath established the 
I world by his wisdom, and by his 
' undei-standing hath he stretched out 
the heavens : 16 when he iittereth 

his voice, there is a tumult of waters 
; in the heavens, and he causeth the 
; vai>ours to ascend from the ends of 
the earth ; he inaketh lightnings for 
the rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasuries. 17 Every 
man is become brutish and is with- 
out knowledge ; every goldsmith is 
put t(> shame by his graven image: 
for his molten image is falsehood, 
and there is no breath in them. 
18 They are vanity, a work of delu- 
sion : in the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 19 The portion 
of Jacob is not like these ; for he is 
the former of all things; and Israel 
is the tril)e of his inheritance : the 
Lord of hosts is his name. 

20 Thou art my battle axe and 
weapons of ar : and with thee will 
1 break in pieces the nations ; and 
with thee will I destroy kingdoms ; 

21 and with tliee will 1 break in 
pieces the horse and his rider ; 

22 and with thee will I bi'eak in 

pieces the chariot and him that 
rideth therein ; and with thee M ill 
I break in pieces man and woman ;

Ashkenaz : appoint a marshal a- 
gamst her ; cause the horses to : 
come up as the rough cankerwonn. | 

28 Prepare against her the nations, 
the kings of the Modes, the governoi‘s 
thereof, and all the deputies thereof, 
and all the land of his dominion. 

29 And the land trembleth and is in 

pain : for the purposes of the Ix)rd 
against Babylon do stand, to make 
the laud of Babylon a desolation, 
without inhabitant. 30 The mighty 
men of Babylon liave forborne to 
fight, they remain in their strong 
holds; their might hath failed; they 
are become as women : her dwelling 
places are set on fire ; her bars are 
broken, 31 One post shall run to 
meet another, and one messenger to 
meet another, to shew the king of 
Babylon that his city is taken on 
every quarter : 32 and the passages 

are surprised, and the reeds they 
have burned with fire, and the men 
of war are afiHghted. 

33 For. thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel: The daugh- 
ter of Babylon is like a threshing-floor 
at the time when it is fnxlden ; yet 
a little while, and the time of harvest 
shall come for her. 34 Nebuchad- 

rtosar the king of Babylon hath 
devooied me, he hath crushed me, 
hii^bath made me an empty vessdt 
% swallowed me up like a 


dragon, he hath filled his maw with 
my delicates ; he hath cast me out 
35 The violence done to me and to my 
flesh be upon Babylon, shall the in- 
habitant of Zion say ; and, My blood 
be upon the inhabitants of Chaldea, 
shall J erusalero say. . * 36 Therefore 

thus saith the Lord : Behold,.! will 
plead thy cause, and take vengeance 
for thee ; and 1 will dry up her sea, 
and make her fountain dry. 37 And 
Babylon shall become heaps, a dwell- 
ing place for jackals, an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, without in- 
habitant. 38 Tliey shall roar 
together like young lions ; they shall 
growl as lions’ whelps. 39 VVlien 
they are heated, 1 will make their 
feast, and I will make them dininken, 
that they may rejoice, and sleep a 
pei j)etiial sleep, and not wake, saith 
the Lord. 40 I will bring them 
down like lambs to the slaughter, 
like ranis with he-goats. 41 How 
is Sheshach taken ! and the praise 
of the whole earth surprised ! how 
is Babylon become a desolation a- 
i mong the nations ! 42 The sea is 

I come up u{K)n Babylon : she is 
I covered with the multitude of the 
: waves thereof. 43 Her cities are 
become a desolation, a dry land, and 
a desert, a land wherein no man 
dwelleth, neither doth any son of 
iiKUi pass thereby. 44 And I will 
do judgement upon Bel in Babylon, 

; and 1 will bring foHh out of his 
I month that which he hath swallowed 
up ; and the nations shall not flow 
together any more unto him : yea, 
the wall of Babylon shall fell 
45 My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and save yourselves 
every man from the fierce anger of 
the Lord. 46 And let not your 
heart faint, neither fear ye for the 
rumour that shall be heturd in the 
land ; for a rumour sh^ come one 
year, and after that in another year 
shall come a rumour, and violence 
in the land, ruler against ruler. 
47 'fterefore, behold, the days come, 
that I will do judgement upon the 
^ven images of Babylon, and her 
whole land shall be ashamed ; and 
ali her slain shall, ^ in the midtit 
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of her. 48 Theft the heaven and 
the earth, and all that is therein, shall 
sing for joy over Babylon ; for th^ 
spoilers shall come unto her from 
the north, saith the Lord. 49 As 
Babylon hath caused the slain of 
Israel to fall, bo at Babylon shall fall 
the slain of all the land. 50 Ye 
that have escaped the sword, go ye, 
stand not still ; remember the Lord 
from afar, and let Jerusalem come 
into your mind 51 We are 
ashamed, because we have heard 
reproach ; confusion hath covered 
our faces : for strangers are come 
into the sanctuaries of the Lord’s 
house. 52 Wherefore, l)eho]d, 
the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will do judgement upon her 
graven images ; and through all 
her land the wounded shall groan. 
53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, 
yet from me shall spoilers come 
unto her, saith the Lord. 54 J'he 
sound of a cry from Babylon, and 
of CTeat destruction from the land 
of the Chaldeans ! 55 for the IjORd 

spoileth Babylon, and destroyeth 
out of her the great voice ; and 
their waves roar like many waters, 
the noise of their voice is uttered : 
56 for the spoiler is come upon lier, 
even upon Babylon, and her mighty 
men are taken, their bows are 
broken in pieces : for the Ix)RD is 
a God of recompences, he shall surely 
requite, 57 And I will make 
drunk her princes and her wise men, 
her governors and her deputies, and 
her mighty men ; and they shall 
sleep a perpetual sleep, and not 
wake, saith the King, whose pame 
is the Lord of hosts. 58 Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts : The broad 
walls of Babylon shall be utterly 
overthrown, and her high gates shall 
be burned with fire ; and the peo- 
ples shall labour for vanity, and the 
nations for the fire ; and they aball 
be weary. 

59 The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet eommanded Seraiah the son 
of Keriah, the son of Mahseiah, 


when he went with Zedekiah {he 
king of JudA to Babylon in the 
fourth year of his reign. Now 
Seraiah was chief chamberlain. 

60 And Jeremiah wrote in a book 
all the evil that should come upon 
Babylon, even all these words that 
are written concerning Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, then 
see that thou read all these words, 

62 and say, 0 Lord, thou hast 
spoken concei‘ning this place, to cut 
it off, that none shall dwell therein, 
neither man nor beast, but that it 
shall be desolate for ever. 63 And 
it shall be, wiien thou hast made an 
end ()f reading this book, that thou 
shalt bind a stone to it, and c*ast 
it into the midst of Euphrates : 
64 and thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise 
again Ix^cause of the evil that I ^fill 
bring upon her : and they shall be 
weary. 

Thus far are the words of Jere- 
miah. 

I Zedekiah was one and 
twenty years old when he 
l>egan to reign ; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: 
and his mother’s name was Hamutal 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that Jehoiakiin had done. 

3 For through the anger of the 
Lord did it come to pass in Jeru- 
salem and Judah, until he had cast 
them out from his presence: and 
Zedekiah rebelled against the king 
of Babylon. 4 And it came to 
pass in the ninth year of his reign, 
in the tenth month, in the tenth day 
of the mouth, that Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and 
encamped against it ; and they built 
forts against it round about 5 So 
the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 
6 In the fourth month, in the nin^ 
day of the month, the fiunine was 
sore in the city, so that there 

no bread for the peoj^e of the hMidr 
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7 Then a breach was made in the 
city, and all tlie men of war fled, and 
went forth out of the city by night 
by the way of the gate between the 
two walls, which was by the king’s 
garden ; (now the Chaldeans were 
against the city round about :) and 
they went by the way of the Arabah. 

8 But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho ; 
and all his army was scattered from 
him. 9 Then they took the king, 
and carried him up unto the king of 
Babylon to Riblah in the land ofj 
Hamath ; and he gave judgement j 
upon him. 10 And the king of j 
Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah | 
before his eyes : he slew also all | 
the princes of Judah in Riblah. 
II And he put out the eyes of; 
Zedekiah ; and the king of Babylon 
bound him in fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon, and put him in 
prison till the day of his death. 

12 Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
the nineteenth year of king Nebu- 
chadrezzar, king of Babylon, came 
Nebuzaradan the captain of the 
guard, which stood before the 
king of Babylon, into Jerusalem : 
13 and he burned the house of the 
IX)RD, and the king’s house ; and 
all the houses of Jerusalem, even 
every great house, burned he with j 
fire. 14 And all the army of the 
Chaldeans, that were with the cap- 
tain of the guard, brake down all 
the walls of Jerusalem round about. 
15 Then Nebuzaradan the captain 
of the guard carried away captive 
of the poorest sort of the people, 
and the residue of the people that 
were left in the city, and those that 
fell away, that fell to the king of 
Babylon, and the residue of the 
multitude. 16 But Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard left of 
the poorest of the land to be vine- 
dressers and husbandmen. 17 And 
the pillars of brass that were in the 
hndse of the Lord, and the bases 
and the brasen sea that were in the 
Mibse of the Lord, did the Chal- 
Means break in pieces, and carried 


all the brass of them to Babylon. 
18 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the snufters, and the basons, 
and the spoons, and all the vessels 
of bmss wherewith they ministered, 
took they away. 19 And the cups, 
and the firepans, and the basons, 
and the pots, and the candlesticks, 
and the spoons, and the bowls ; that 
which was of gold, in gold, and that 
which was of silver, in silver, the cap- 
tain of the guard took away. 20 The 
two pillai*s, the one sea, and tlie 
t>velve brasen bulls that were under 
the bases, which king Solomon had 
made for the house of the Lord : 
the brass of all these vessels was 
without w^eight. 21 And as for 
the ])illars, the height of the one 
pillar was eighteen cubits ; and a 
line of twelve cubits did compass it; 
and the thickness thereof was four 
fiiigers : it was hollow. 22 And 
a chapiter of brass was upon it ; 
and the height of the one chapiter 
was five cubits, with network and 
pomegranates upon the chapiter 
roinul about, all of brass : and the 
second pillar also had like unto 
these, and poinegranatea 23 And 
there were ninety and six jxunc- 
granates on the sides; all the pome- 
granates were an hundred upon the 
network round alK)ut. 24 And 
the captain of the guard took Se- 
miah the chief priest, and Zephaniah 
the second priest, and the thi'ee 
keepers of the door : 25 and out 

of the city he took an officer that 
was set over the men of war ; and 
seven men of them that saw the 
king’s face, which were found in the 
city ; and the scribe of the captain 
of the host, who mustered the 
l^eople of the land ; and threescore 
men of the people of the land, that 
were found in the midst of the city. 
26 And Nebuzaradan the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to 
Riblah. 27 And the king of Baby- 
lon smote tliem^ and put them to 
death at Riblah in the land of Ha- 
math. So Judah was carried away 
captive out of his land 26 Tliis 
is the people whom Nebuchadrezzar 



carried away captive : in the seventh 
year three thousand Jews and three 
and twenty : 29 in the eighteenth 

year of Nebuchadrezzar he carried 
away captive from Jerusalem eight 
hundred thirty and two persons: 
30 in the three and .twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzaradan 
tile captain of the guard carried 
away captive of the Jews seven hun- 
dred forty and five persons : all the 
persons were four thousand and six 
hundred. 

31 And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- 
tivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, 
in the twelfth month, in the five anil 
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twentieth day of the month, tliat 
Evil-merodach king of Babylon, in 
the first year of his reign, lifted up 
the head of Jehoiachin king of 
Judah, and brought him forth out 
of prison ; 32 and he spake kindly 

to him, and set his throne above 
the throne of the kings that were 
with liim in Babylon. 33 And he 
changed his prison garments, and 
did eat bread before him continually 
all the days of his life. 34 And 
for ’his allowance, there was a con- 
tinual allowance given him of the 
king of Babylon, every day a portion 
until the day of his death, all the 
days of his life.

3 Judah is gone into captivity be- 

cause of aflSiiction, and because 
of great servitude ; 

She dwelleth among the heathen, 
she findeth no rest : 

All her persecutors overtook her 
within the straits. 

4 The ways of Zion do mouni, be- 

cause none come to the solemn 
assembly ; 

All her gates are desolate, her 
priests do sigh : 

Her virgins are afflicted, and she 
herself is in bitterness. 


5 Her adversaries are liecome the 

head, her enemies prosper ; 

For the Lokd hath afflicted her 
for the multitude of her tmns- 
gressions : 

Her young children are gone 
into cai)tivity before the ad- 
versary, 

6 And from the daughter of Zion 

all her majesty is departed : 
Her princes are become like 
harts that find no pasture, 
And they are gone without 
strength before the pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembereth in the 

days of her affliction and of 
her miseries 

All her pleasant things that w'ere 
from the days of old : 

When her people fell into the 
hand of the adversary, and 
none did help her. 

The adversaries saw her, they did 
mock at her desolations. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned ; 

therefore she is become as an 
unclean thing : 

All tliat honoured her despise 
her, because they have seUl 
her nakedness: 
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Yea, she sigheth, and tunieth 
backward. 

9 Her filthiness was in her skirts ; 
she remembered not lier latter 
end ; 

Therefore is she come down 
wonderfully ; she hath no com- 
forter : 

Behold, 0 Lord, my affliction ; 
for the enemy hath magnified 
himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out 

his hand upon all her pleasant 
things : 

For she hath seen that the hea- 
then are entered into her 
sanctuary, 

Concerning Avhom thou didst 
command that they should not 
enter into thy congregation. 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 

bread ; 

They have given their pleasant 
things for meat to refresh the 
soul : 

See, 0 Lord, and beliold ; for 
I am become vile. 

12 Is it nothing to you, all ye that 

pass by ? 

Behold, and see if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow, 
which is do!ie unto me. 
Wherewith tlie Lord hath 
afflicted me in the day of his 
fierce anger. 

13 From on high hath he sent fire 

into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them : 

He hath spread a net for my feet, 
he hath tunicd me back ; 

He hath made me desolate and 
faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions is 

bound by his hand ; 

They are knit together, they are 
come up upon my neck ; he 
hath made my strength to fail : 
The Lord hath delivered me into 
their hands, against whom I am 
not able to stand. 

15 The Lord hath set at nought all 

ray mighty men in the midst 
of me ; 

He hath called a solemn assembly 
against me to crush ray young 
men : 


The Lord hath trodden as in a 
winepress the virgin daughter 
of Judah. 

16 For these things I weep ; mine 

eye, mine eye runneth down 
with water ; 

Because the.comforter that should 
refresh my soul^is far from 

me : 

My (children are desolate, because 
the enemy hath prevailed. 

17 Zion spreacieth forth her hands ; 

there is none to comfort 
her ; 

The Lord hath commanded con- 
cerning Jiicob, that they that 
are round alx>ut him should be 
his adversiU’ies : 

Jerusalem is among them as an 
unclean thing. 

18 The Lord is righteous ; for I 

liave rel)elled against his com- 
* mandment : 

Hear, I pray you, all ye [)eoples, 
and Ix'hold my sorrow : 

My virgins and my young men 
are gone into captivity. 

19 I called for my lovers, hut they 

deceived me : 

My priests and mine elders gave 
up the ghost in the city, 

While they sought them meat to 
refresh their souls. 

20 Behold, 0 Lord ; for I am in 

distress ; my bowels are trou- 
bled ; 

Mine heart is turned within me ; 

for 1 have grievously rebelled : 
Abroad the sword bereave th, at 
home there is as death. 

21 They have heard that I sigh ; 

there is none to comfort me; 
All mine enemies have heard of 
my trouble ; they are glad 
that thou hast done it: 

Thou wilt brii^ the day that thou 
hast proclaimed, ana they shall 
he like unto me. 

22 Let all their wickedness come 

before thee ; 

And do unto them, as thou hast 
done unto me fgjr all my trans- 
gressions : 

For my sighs are many, and my 
heart is fhint 
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^ I How hath the Lord covered

He hath cast down from heaven

He hath drawn back his right 
hand from before the enemy : j 
And he hath burned up Jacob 
like a flaming fire, which de- 
voureth round about. j 

4 He hath lient his 1k)w like an 

enemy, he hath stood with his 
right hand as an adverstirv, 

And hath slain idl that were i 
lileasant to the eye : ! 

In the tent of the daughter ofj 
Zion he hath iioured out his 
fury like fire. 

5 The Lord is liecome as an enemy, 

he hath swallowed up Israel ; , 
He hath swallowed up all her | 
palaces, he hath destroyed his | 
strong holds : 

And he hath multiplied in the 
daughter of Judah mouniing ; 
and lamentation. 

6 And he hath violently taken away 

his tabernacle, as if it were of 
a ^rden ; 

He hath destroyed his place of 
aasembly : 

The Lord hath caused solemn 
assembly and sabbath to he 
forgotten in Zion, 

And nath despised in the indig- 
nation of his anger the king 
and the priest 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, 

he hath abhorred his sanctuary, 
He hath given up into the hand 


of the enemy the walls of her 
palaces : 

They have made a noise in the 
house of the Lord, as in the 
day of a solemn assembly.

20 thougli Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as 1 live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son 
nor daughter; they shall but deliver

4 And as for thy nativity, 
in the day thou wjist born thy navel 
was not cut, neither wast thou 
washed in water to cleanse thee ; 
thou W'ast not salted at all, nor 
swaddled at all. 5 None eye 
pitied thee, to do any of these unto 
thee, to have compassion upon thee ; 
but thou wast ciist out in the o{)en 
field, for that thy person was ab- 
horred, in the day that thou wast 
born. 6 And when 1 passed by 
thee, and saw thee weltering in thy 
blood, 1 said unto thee. Though 
thou art in thy blood, live ; yea, 
1 said unto thee, Though thmi art 
in thy blood, live. 7 1 caused 
thee to multiply as the bud of the 
field, and thou didst increase and 


wax great, and thou attainedst U 
excellent ornament; thy breasts 
were fashioned, and thine hair was 
grown ; yet thou wast naked and 
bare. 8 Now when I i)as8ed by 
thee, and looked upon thee, behold, 
thy time was the time of love ; and 
I spread my skirt over thee, and 
covered thy nakedness : } ea, I sware 
unto thee, and entered into a cove- 
nant with thee, saith the Lord God, 
and thou becamest mine. 9 Then 
washed I thee with water ; yea, I 
throughly washed away thy blood 
from thee, and 1 anointed thee with 
oil. 10 I clothed thee also with 
broidei-ed work, and shod thee with 
sealskin, and I girded thee about 
with fine linen, and covered thee 
with silk. II I decked thee also 
with ornaments, and 1 put bracelets 
upon tliy hands, and a chain on thy 
ne(*k. 12 And I put a ring upon 
thy nose, and earrings in thine ears, 
and a beautiful crown upon thine 
head. 13 Thus wast thou decked 
with gold and silver; and thy rai- 
ment was of fine linen, and silk, and 
broidered work ; thou didst cat fine 
flour, and lioney, and oil : and thou 
wast exceeding beautiful, and thou 
didst })ros])er unto royal estate. 
14 And thy lenown went forth 
among the nations for thy beauty ; 
for it was perfect, through my 
majesty which I had put upon thee, 
saith the Lord God. 

15 Ihit thou didst trust in thy 
l)eauty, and playedst the harlot 
because of thy renown, and pour- 
edst out thy whoredoms on every 
one that passed by ; his it was. 
16 And thou didst take of thy gar- 
ments, and madcst for thee high 
places decked with divei’s coloui's, 
and playedst the harlot upon them : 
the like th ings shall not come, neither 
shall it Ik? so. 17 Thou didst also 
take thy fair jewels of my gold and 
of my silver, which I had given thee, 
and inadest for thee images of men, 
and didst play the harlot with them; 
18 and thou tookest thy broidered 
garments, and coveredst them, and 
didst set mine oil and mine incense 
before them. 19 My bread also 
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which I gave thee, fine flour, and 
oil, and honey, wherewith I fed thee, 
thou didst even set it before them 
for a sweet savour, and thus it was ; 
saith the Lord God. 20 More- 
over thou hast taken thy sons and 
thy daughters, whom thou hast borne 
unto me, and these hast thou sacri- 
ficed unto them to be devoured. 
Were thy whoredoms a small matter, 
21 that thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them up, in causing 
them to pass through the jirc unto 
them? 22 And in all thine abo- 
minations and thy whoredoms thou 
hast not remembered the days of 
thy youth, when thou wast naked 
and bare, and wast weltering in thy 
blood. 23 And it is come to pass 
after all thy wickedness, (woe, woe 
unto thee! saith the Lord (iOi),)| 

24 that thou hast built unto thee | 
an eminent place, and hast made 
thee a lofty place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy lofty place at 
every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty an abomination, 
and hast opened thy feet to every 
one that passed by, and multi [died 
thy whoredom. 26 Thou hast 
also committed fornication with the 
Egyptians, thy neighbours, great 
of flesh ; and hast multiplied thy 
whoredom, to provoke me to anger. 
27 Behold therefore, I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary /oo(f, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them 
that hate thee, the daughtei's of the 
Philistines, which are ashamed of 
thy lewd way. 28 Thou hast 
played the harlot also with the 
Assyrians, because thou wast un- 
satiable ; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet thou wast 
not satisfied. 29 Thou hast more- 
over multiplied thy whoredom in 
the land of Canaan, unto Chaldea ; 
and yet thou wast not satisfied here- 
with. 30 How weak is thine 
heart, saith the Lord God, seeing 
thou doest all these things, the work 
of an imperious whorish woman ; 
31 in that thou buildest thine emi- 
nent place in the head of every way, 
imd makest thy lofty place in every 


street ; and hast not been as an 
harlot, in that thou scornest hire. 
32 A wife that committeth adultery ! 
that taketh strangers instead of her 
husband ! 33 They give gifts to all 

I harlots : but thou givest thy gifts 
to all thy lovers; and bribest them, 
that they may come unto thee on 
every side for thy whoredoms. 
34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, in 
that none folio weth thee to commit 
I whoredom : and whereas thou givest 
hire, and no hire is given unto thee, 
therefore tliou art contrary. 

35 Wherefore, 0 harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord : 36 Thus saith 

the Lord God, Because thy filthiness 
was poured out, and thy nakedness 
discovered through thy whoredoms 
with thy level's; and because of all 
the idols of thy abominations, and 
for the blood of thy children, 
which thou didst give unto them ; 
37 therefore behold, I will gather all 
thy level's, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all them that 
i thou hast loved, with all them that 
; thou liast hated ; I will even gather 
them against thee on every side, 
and will discover thy nakedness 
unto them, that they may see all 
thy nakedness. 38 And I will 
judge thee, as women that break 
I wedlock and shed blood are judged ; 

I and 1 will bring unto thee the blood 
I of fury ailfi jealousy. 39 I will 
also give thee into their hand, and 
they shall throw down thine eminent 
place, and break down thy lofty 
places ; and they shall strip thee 
of thy clothes, and take thy fair 
I jewels : and they shall leave thee 
naked and bare. 40 They shall 
also bring up an assembly against 
thee, and they shall stone thee with 
stones, and thrust thee through with 
their swords. 41 And they shall 
I burn thine houses with fire, and 
execute judgements upon thee in 
the sight of many women ; and I 
will cause thee to cease from play- 
ing the harlot, and thou shalt also 
give no hire any more. 42 So 
will I satisfy ray fury upon thee, and 
my jealousy shall depak from 
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and I will be quiet, and will be no i 
more angry. 43 Because thou j 
hast not remembered the days of 
thy youth, but hast fretted me in 
all tnese things; therefore behold, 

I also will bring thy way upon thine 
head, saith the Lord 4 jrOD ; and thou 
shalt not commit this lewdness above 
all thine abominations. 

44 Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use t/us proverb 
against thee, saying, As is the 
mother, so is her daughter. | 
45 Thou art thy motlier s daughter, i 
that loatheth her husband and her | 
children ; and thou art tlie sister 
of thy sisters, whicli loathed their | 
husbands and their children : your j 
mother was an llittite, and your ' 
father an Amorite. 46 And thine 
elder sister is Samaria, that dwell- 
eth at thy left hand, she and her , 
daughters : and thy younger sister, ' 
that dwelleth at thy rigl)t hand, is 
Sodom and her daughters. 47 Yet 
hast thou not walked in their ways, 
nor done after their abominations ; j 
but, as if that, were a very little j 
thing, thou wast more con u[)t than j 
they in all thy ways. 48 As I j 
live, saith the Lord God, Sodom thy I 
sister hath not done, she nor her 
daughters, as thou hast done, thou 
and thy daughters. 49 Behold, 
this was the iniquity of thy sister 
Sodom ; pride, fulness of bread, and 
pn>sperous ease was in her and in 
lier daughters ; neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. 50 And they were haughty, 
and committed abomination before 
me: therefore I took them away as 
I saw good 51 Neither hath 
Samaria committed half of thy sins ; 
but thou hast multiplied thine 
abominations more than they, and 
ha«t justified thy sisters by all thine 
abominations which thou hast done. 
52 Thou also, bear tliine own shame, 
in that thou hast dven judgement 
for thy sisters; through thy sins 
that thou hast committed more 
abominable than thev, they are 
more righteous than thou : yea, be 
thou also confounded, and l^r thy 
shiime, in that thou hast justified 


thy sisters. 53 And I will turn 
again their captivity, the captivity 
of Sodom and her daughtei's, and 
the captivity of Samaria and her 
daughters, and the captivity of thy 
captives in the midst of them : 

54 that thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest be ashamed l)e- 
cause of all that thou hast done, in 
that thou art a comfort unto them. 

55 And thy sisters, Sodom and her 

daughters, sliall return to tlieir 
former estate, and Samaria and her 
daughters shall return to their 
former estate, and thou and thy 
daughtei-s shall return to your 
former estate. 56 For thy sister 
Sodom was not mentioned by thy 
month in tlie day of thy pnde ; 
57 before thy wickedness was dis- 
covered, as at the time of the 
reproach of the daughters of Syria, 
and of all that are round about her, 
the daughters of the Philistines, 
which do desj>iU' unto thee round 
about. 58 Thou hast boi’iie thy 
lewdness and thine abominations, 
saith the Lokd. 59 For thus 

saith the Lord God : 1 will even 
deal with thee as thou hast done, 
which hast despised the oath in 
breaking the covenant 60 Never- 
theless 1 will i-emeraber my covenant 
Avith thee in the days of thy youth, 
and I Avill estvblish unto thee an 
everlasting covenant 61 Then 
shalt thou remember thy ways, and 
l)e jishamed, Mhen thou shalt receive 
thy sistei’s, thine elder sisters and 
thy younger : and I will give them 
unto thee for daughtei*8, but not by 
thy covenant 62 And I will 
establish my covenant with thee ; 
and thou shalt know that I am the 
Lord: 63 that thou mayest re- 

member, and be confounded, and 
never open thy mouth any more, 
becniuse of thy shame ; when I have 
forgiven thee all that thou hast 
done, saith the Lord God. 

I And the word of the 
Ix)RD came unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, put forth a 
riddle, and speak a parable unto the 
house of Israel; 3 and say, Thus saith 
the Lord God : A great eagle witii 
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great wings and long pinions, full of 
feathers, which had divers colours, 
came unto Lebanon, and took the 
top of the cedar: 4 he cropped 

off the topmost of the young twigs 
thereof, and carried it into a land 
of traffic ; he set it in a city of 
merchants. 5 He took also of 
the seed of the land, and planted 
it in a fruitful soil ; he placed it 
beside many waters ; he set it as 
a willow tree. 6 And it grew, and 
became a spreading vine of low 
stature, whose branches turned to- 
ward him, and the roots there(jf 
were under him : so it became a 
vine, and brought forth branches, 
and shot forth sprigs. 7 There 
was also another great eagle with 
great wings and many feathers ; 
and, behold, this vine (lid bend its 
roots toAvard him, and sliot forth its 
branches toward him, from the beds 
of its plantation, that he might 
Avater it. 8 It Avas planted in 
a good soil by many Avaters, that it 
might bring forth branches, and 
that it might bear fruit, that it 
might be a gcAodly vine, 9 Say 
thou. Thus saith the Lord ( ioD : 
Shall it prosi)er ^ shall he not pull 
up the roots tliereof, and cut off the 
fruit thereof, that it may Avither ; 
that all its fi'esh springing leaves ! 
may wither ; even Avithout great 
power or much people to pluck it up 
by the roots thereof? 10 Yea, l)e- 
hold, being planted, shall it prosper? 
shall it not utterly Avither, Avhen 
the east Avitid touchcth it? it shall 
wither in the beds Avhere it grcAv. 

II Moreover the Avord of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 12 Say now 
to the rebellious house, Kuoav ye 
not what these things mean ? tell 
them, Behold, the king of Babylon 
came to Jerusalem, and took the 
king thereof, and the princes there- 
of, and brought them to him to 
Babylon ; 13 and he took of the 

seed royal, and made a covenant 
with him ; he also brought him 
under an oath, and took away the 
mighty of the land : 14 that the 

kingdom might be base, that it 
mij^t not lift itself up, but that by 


keeping of his covenant it might 
stand. 15 But he rebelled against 
him in sending his ambassadors 
into Egypt, that they might give 
him horses and much people. Shall 
he prosper? shall he escape that 
doeth such things? shall he break 
the covenant, and yet escape? 
16 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely in the place where the king 
(lAvelleth that made him king, whoso 
oath lie despised, and Avhose covenant 
he brake, even Avith him in the midst 
of Babylon he shall die. 17 Nei- 
thoi- shall Idiaraoh Avith his mighty 
army and great company make for 
him in the Avar, Avhen they cast up 
mounts and build forts, to cut off 
many persons. 18 For he hath 
despised the oatli by breaking the 
covenant ; and behold, he had given 
his hand, and yet hath done all 
these things ; he shall not escaiic. 
19 Theicfore thus saith the [jord 
God : As 1 live, surely mine oath 
that he hath despised, and my 
covenant that lie hath broken, [ 
Avill even bring it upon his oAvn 
head. 20 And I Avill spread my 
net iijion him, and he shall l>e taken 
in mv snare, and I Avill bring him to 
Babylon, and will plead Avith him 
there for his trespass that he hath 
trespassed against me. 21 And 
all his fugitives in all his bands 
shall fall by the swonl, and they 
that remain shall be scattered to- 
Avard every wind : and ye shall know 
that I the Lord have spoken it. 

22 Thus saith the Lord God : I 
will also take of the lofty top of the 
cedar, and aaiII set it ; I will crop oft' 
from the topmost of his young twigs 
a tender one, and 1 will plant it 
upon an Idgh mountain and eminent: 
23 in the mounbiin of the height of 
Israel Avill I plant it: and it shall 
bring forth IxAUghs, and bear fruit, 
and be a goodly cedar : and under it 
shall dwell all fowl of every wing ; 
in the shadoAv of the branches there- 
of shall they dwell. 24 And all the 
trees of the field shall know that I the 
Lord have brought down the high 
tree, have exalted the low tree, have . 
dried up the green tree, and have 
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made the dry tree to flourish : I the 
Lord have spoken and have done it.

are set on edge ? 3 As I live, saith

4 Behold, all souls 
are mine ; as the soul of tlie father, 
BO also the soul of the son is mine : 
the soul that sinneth, it shall die. 
5 But if a muTi be just, and do that 
which is lawful and right, 6 and 
hatli not eaten upon the mountains, 
neither hath lifted uj) his eyes to 
the idols of tlie house of Israel, 
neither hath defiled his neighbour’s 
wife, neither hath come near to 
a woman in her separation ; 7 and 

hath not wronged any, but hath 
restored to the debtor his ])ledge, 
hath spoiled none by violence, hath 
given Ids bread to the hungiT, and 
hath covered the naked with a gar- 
ment ; 8 he that hath not given 

forth ui)on usury, neither hath taken 
any increase, tliat hath withdrawn 
his hand from ini(|uity,hath executed 
true judgement lx‘tween man and 
man, 9 hath walked in my statutes, 
and hath kept my judgements, to 
deal truly; he is just, he shall surely 
live, saith the Lord (JoD. 10 If he 
beget a son that is a robbei-, a shed- 
der of blood, and that doeth any one 
of these things, ll and that doeth 
not any of those dtdles, but even 
hath eaten ujk)!! the mountains, and 
defiled his neighbour’s wife, 12 hath 
wronged the poor and needy, hath 
siKuled by violence, hath not re- 
stored the pledge, and hath lifted 
up his eyes to the idols, hath com- 
mitted abomination, 13 hath given 
forth upon usury, and hath taken 
increase : shall he then live ? he 
shall not live : he liath done all 
these abominations : he shall surely 
die; his blood shall be upon hun. 
14 Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
seeth all his fatlier’s sins, which he 
hath done, and feareth, and doeth 


not such like, 15 that hath not 
eaten upon the mountains, neither 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols 
of the house of Israel, hath not 
defiled his neighbour’s wife, 16 nei- 
ther hath wronged any, hath not 
taken aught to pledge, neither hath 
spoiled by violence, but hath given 
his bread to the hungry, and hath 
covered the naked with a garment, 
17 that hath withdrawn his hand 
from the poor, tliat hath not received 
usury nor increase, hath executed 
my judgements, hath walked in my 
statutes ; he sliall not die for the 
iniquity of his father, he sliall surely 
live.

own headr^ 5 He heard me sound 
of the trumpet, and took not warn- 
ing; Ml Uood shall be upon him: 
whereas IF he had taken warning he 
should^ Jiave delivered his soul. 
6 But if the watchman see the 
swor^ come, and blow pot the 
tni||pipet, and the people be not 
aud the sword #ome, and 


take any person fr’om among them ; 
he is taken away in his iniouity, but 
his blood will I reqjiire at the watch- 
man's hand. 7 So thou, son of 
man, L have set thee a watchman 
unto the house of Israel ; therefore 
hear the word at my mouth, and rive 
them warning from me. 8 When 
I say unto the wicked, 0 wicked 
man, thou shalt surely die, and thou 
dost not speak to warn the wicked 
from his way ; that wicked man 
shall die in his iniqdty, but his 
blood will I require at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the 
wicked of his way to turn from it, 
and he turn not from his way ; ^ 
shall die in his iniquity, but thou 
hast delivered thy soul. 

10 And thou, son of man, say 
unto the house of Ismel : Thus ye 
speak, saying, Our transgressions 
and our sins are upon us, and we 
[»ine away in them ; how^ then should 
we live.? II Say unto them, As 
1 live, saith the Ix)rd God, I have 
no pleasure in the death of the 
wicked ; but that the wicked turn 
from his way and live : tuni ye, 
turn ye from your evil ways; for 
why w ill ye die, 0 house of Israel ? , 

12 And thou, son of man, say unto 
the children of thy people, The 
righteousness of the righteous shall 
not deliver him in the day of his 
transgression ; and as for the wicked- 
ness of the w icked, he shall not fall 
thereby in the day that he^turneth 
from his wickedness : neither shall 
he that is righteous be able to live 
thereby in the day that he sinneth. 

13 ^Vhen I say to the righteous, that 
he shall surely live ; if he trust to 
his righteousness, and commit ini- 
quity, none of his righteous deeds 
shall be remembered; but in his 
iniquity that he hath committed, 
therein shall he die. 14 A^in, 
when I say unto the wicked, Thou 
shdt surely die ; if he turn from his 
sin, and do that w hich is lawful and 
right; 15 if the wicked restore 
the pledge, give again that be had 
taken by roTbbery, walk in the 
statutes of life, committing no iui- 
quify ; he shaU surely live, he shall 
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not die. i6 None of his aim that 
lie hath committed shall be remem- 
bered a^inst him: he hath done 
that which is lawful and right ; he 
shall surely live. 17 Yet the 
children of thy people say, The way 
of the Lord is not equal : but as 
for them, their way is not equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth from 
hifi righteousness, and committeth 
iniquity, he shall even die therein. 

19 And when the wicked turneth 
from his wickedness, and doeth that 
which is lawful and right, he shall 
live thereby. 20 Yet ye say, The 
way of the Lord is not eijual. 

0 house of Israel, I will judge you 
eVery one after his ways. 

21 And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year of our captivity, in the 
tenth mouthy in the fifth of the 
month, that one that had escaped 
out of Jerusalem came unto me, say- 
ing, The city is smitten. 22 Now 
the hand of the Lord had been 
upon me in the evening, afore he 
that was escaped came ; and he had 
opened my mouth, until he came to 
me in the morning ; and my mouth 
was opened, and I was no more 
dumb. 23 And the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 
24 Son of man, they that iuliabit 
those waste places in the land of 
Israel speak, saying, Abraham was 
one, and he inherited the land : but 
we are many ; the land is given us 
for inheritance. 25 Wherefore 
say unto them. Thus saith the Lord 
God : Ye eat with the blood, and 
lift, up your eyes unto your idols, 
and shed blood : and shall ye pos- 
sess the land ? 26 Ye stand upon 

your sword, ye work abomination, 
and ye defile every one his neigh- 
bour’s wife : and shall ye possess 
the land ? 27 Thus shalt thou say 

unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God: As I live, surely they that 
are in the waste places shall fall by 
the sword, and him that is in the 
open field will I give to the beasts 
to be devoured, and they that be in 
the strong holds and in the caves 
shall die of the pestilence. 28 And 

1 will make the land a desolation 


and an astonishment, and the pride 
of her power shall cease ; and the 
mountains of Israel shall be deso- 
late, that none shall pass through. 

29 Then shall they know that I am 
the Lord, when I have made the 
land a desolatipn and an astonish- 
ment, because of all their abomina- 
tions which they have committed. 

30 And as for thee, son of man, the 
children of thy people talk of thee 
by the walls and in the doors of the 
houses, and speak one to another, 
every one to his brother, saying, 
Come, I pray you, and hear what 
is the word that cometh forth from 
the Lord. 31 And they come 
unto thee as the people cometh, and 
they sit before thee as my people, 
and they hear thy words, out do 
them not : for with their mouth 
they shew much love, but their heart 
gocth after their gain. 32 And, 
lo, thou art unto them as a very 
lovely song of one that hath a 
pleasant voice, and can play well 
on an instrument : for they hear 
thy words, but they do them not 
33 And when this cometh to pass, 
(lx‘hold, it cometh,) then shall they 
know that a prophet hath been 
among them. 

I And the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, prophesy a- 
gainst the shepherds of Israel, pro- 
phesy, and say unto them, even to 
the shepherds. Thus saith the Lord 
God: Woe unto the shepherds of 
Israel that do feed themselves 1 
should not the shepherds feed the 
sheep ? 3 Ye eat the fat, and ye 

clothe you with the wool, ye kill 
the fatlings ; but ye feed not the 
sheep. 4 ,The diseased have ye 
not strengthened, neither have ye 
healed that which was sick, neither 
have ye bound up that which was 
broken, neither have ye brought 
again that which was driven away, 
neither have ye sought that which 
was lost ; but with force and with 
rigour have ye ruled over them. 
5 And they were scattered, because 
there was no shepherd: and they 
became meat to all the beasts of the 
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field, and were scattered. 6 My 
sheep wandered through all the 
mountains, and upon every high 
hill : yea, my sheep were scattered 
upon all the face of the earth ; and 
there was none that did search or 
seek after them, 7 Therefore, ye 
shepherds, hear thd word of the 
Lord : 8 As I live, saith the Ijord 

(iOD, surely forasmuch as my sheep 
became a prey, and my sheep be- 
came meat to all the beasts of the 
field, because there was no shejfiierd, 
neither did my shepherds search for 
my sheep, but the sheidierds fed 
themselves, and fed not my sheep ; 

9 therefore, ye shei)herds, hear tl»e 
word of the Lord ; lo Thus sfiith 
the Lord (Jod : Behold, I am against 
the shepherds ; and 1 will recpiire 
my sheep at their hand, and cause 
them to cease from feeding the 
sheep ; neither shall the shepherds 
feed themselves any more ; and I 
will deliver my sheep from their j 
mouth, that they may not be meat 
for them. ii For thus saith the ; 
Lord God : Behold, 1 myself, even | 
I, will search for my sheep, and will 
seek them out. I2 As a shepherd 
seeketh out his flock in the day that 
he is among his sheep that are scat- 
tered abroad, so will I seek out my 
sheep ; and I will deliver them out 
of all places whither they have l)t‘en 
scattered in the cloudy and dark 
day. "*13 And I will bring them 
out from the peoples, and gather 
them from the countries, and will 
bring them into their own land ; 
and I will feed them upon i}\o 
mountains of Israel, by the Mater- 
courses, and in all the inhabited 
places of the country. 14 I Mill 
feed them Mith good pasture, and 
upon the mountains of the height 
of Israel shall their fold be : there 
shall they lie dom\ in a good fold, 
and on fet pasture shall they feed 
upon the mountains of Israel. 
15 I myself will feed my sheep, and 
I will cause them to lie down, saith 
the Loi-d God. 16 I will seek 
that which was lost, and will bring 
agaip that which was driven away, 
and Irill bind up that which was 


broken, and will strengthen that 
which was sick : and the fat and 
the strong I will destroy; I will 
feed them in judgement. 17 And 
as for you, i) my flock, thus saith 
the Lord God : Behold, I judge be- 
tween cattle and cattle, as well the 
rams as the he-goats. 18 Seemeth 
it a small thing unto you to have 
fed upon the good pasture, but ye 
must tread doMui with your feet the 
residue of your pasture? and to 
have drunk of the clear waters, but 
I ye must foul the residue with your 
feet? 19 And as for my sheep, 

! they cat that Mhich ye have trodden 
M'ith your feet, and they drink that 
Minch ye have fouled M’ith your 
feet. 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
j (iOD unto them : Behold, I, even I, 

I M ill judge betM een the fat cattle 
and the lean cattle. 21 Be- 
cause ye thrust M’ith side and Mith 
shoulder, and })ush all the diseased 
M'ith your horns, till ye have scat- 
tered them abroad ; 22 therefore 

Mill I save my flock, and they shall 
no more be a prey ; and I will judge 
betM’een cattle and cattle. 23 And 
I M ill set up one shepherd over them, 
and he shall feed them, even my 
servant David ; he shall feed them, 
and he shall be their shepherd. 
24 And 1 the Lord will be their 
(iod, and my servant David prince 
among them ; I the Lord have 
spoken it. 25 And I will make 
j with them a covenant of peace, and 
I M ill cause evil beasts to cease out 
of the land: and they shaU dwell 
securely in the wilderness, and sleep 
in the M oods. 26 And I will make 
them and the places round about 
my hill a blessing ; and I will cause 
the shoMcr to come down in its 
season ; there shall be shoM^ers of 
blessing. 27 And the tree of the 
field shall yield its fruit, and the 
earth shall yield her increase, and 
they shall be secure in their land ; 
and they shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have broken the bars 
of their yoke, and have delivered 
them out of the hand of those 
that served themselves of them. 
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28 And they shall no more be a 
prey to the heathen, neither shall 
the beast of the earth devour 
them ; but they shall dwell se- 
curely, and none shall make them 
afraid 29 And I will raise up 
unto them a plantation for renown, 
and they shall be no more consumed 
with famine in the land, neither 
bear the shame of the heathen any 
more. 30 And they shall know 
that I the Lord their God am with 
them, and that they, the house of 
Israel, are my people, saith the 
Lord God. 31 And ye iny sheep, 
the slieep of my jmsture, are men, 
and I am your God, saith the Ijord 
God. 

I Moreover the word of 
the Lord came unto me, 
saying, 2 Son of man, set 
thy face against mount Seir, and 
prophesy against it, 3 and say 
mito it, Thus saith the Lord God : 
Behold, I am against thee, 0 mount 
Seir, and I will stretch out mine 
hand against thee, and I will make 
thee a desolation and an astonish- 
ment 4 1 will lay thy cities waste, 
and thou shalt be desolate ; and thou 
shalt know that I am the JjORD. 
5 Because thou hast had a i>erpetual 
enmity, and hast given over the 
children of Isi-ael to the power of 
the sword in the time of their ca- 
lamity, in the time of the iniquity 
of the end : 6 therefore, as I live, 

saith the Lord God, I will prepare 
thee unto blood, and blood shall 
pursue thee: sith thou hast not 
nated blood, therefore blood shall 
pursue thee. 7 Thus will I make ^ 
mouut Seir an astonishment and 
a desolation ; and I will cut off from 
it him that passeth through and him 
that retumeth. 8 And I will fill 
his mountains with his slain : in thy 
hills ^d in thy valleys and in all 
tiiy watercourses shall they fell that 
are slain with the sword. 9 I will 
make thee perpetual desolations, and 
thy dii^s ahsm not be inhabited : 
and ye ehaU know that I am the 
Lord. . jpo 36cause thou hast said, 
Ibeae two natioiis and these two 


countries shall be mine, and we will 
jKMisess it; whereas the Lord was 
there : ii therefore, as I live, saith 

the Lord God, I will do according 
to thine ^iiger, and according to 
thine envy which thou hast shewed 
out of thy hatred against them ; 
and 1 will make 'myself known among 
them, when I shall judge thee. 
12 And thou shalt know that I the 
Lord have heard all "'thy blas- 
phemies which thou hast spoken 
against the mountains of Israel, say- 
ing, They are laid desolate, they are 
given us to devour* 13 And ye 
have magnified youi^selves against 
me with your mouth, and have 
multiplied your words against me : 
I have heard it. 14 Thus saith 
the Lord God: When the whole 
eartli rejoiceth, I will make thee 
desolate. 15 As thou didst rejoice 
over the inheritance of the house of 
Israel, because it was desolate, so 
will 1 do unto thee: thou shalt be 
desolate, 0 mount Seir, and all 
Edom, even all of it; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

I And thou, son of man, 
prophesy unto tlie mountains 
of Israel, and say. Ye mount- 
ains of Israel, hear the word of the 
Lord. 2 Thus saith the Lord 
God : Because the enemy hath said 
against you. Aha I and, The ancient 
high places are ours in poibession : 

3 therefore prophesy, and say, Thus 
saith the Lord God : Because, even 
because they have made you deso- 
late, and swallowed you up on every 
side, that ye might be a possession 
,unto the residue of the nations, and 
ye are taken up in the lips of talkers, 
and the evil report of the' people: 

4 therefore, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God ; 
Thus saith the Lord Gop.to the 
fountains and to the hills, to the 
watercourses and tp the valleys, to 
the deciSlate wastes and to the cities 
that are forsake which are become 
a pr^ and d^sion to the residue 
4of tllK»mtions^^t^ are roimd about : 

5 therefore thus saith the Ijord GO0: 

Surely m ^ jealousy 
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have I spoken against the residue 
of the nations, and against all Edom, 
wliich have appointed my land unto 
themselves for a possession with the 
joy of all their heart, AVith despite 
of soul, to cast it out for a prey: 
6 therefore jfrophesy concerning the 
land of Israel, and* say unto the 
mountains and to the hills, to the 
watercourses and to the valleys, 
Thus saith*the Ldhl God : Behold, 

I have spoken in my jealousy aiicl 
in my fury, because ye have borne 
the shame of the heathen : 7 there- 

fore thus saith the Lord God : I have 
lifted up mine hand, sayhig, Surely 
the heathen that are round about 
you, they shall bear their shame. 
8 But ye, 0 mountains of Israel, ye 
shall shoot forth J^our bi-anches, and 
yield your fruit to my people Israel ; 
for they are at hand to come. 9 F or, 
behold, I am for you, and I will turn 
unto you, and ye shall be tilled and 
sown : 10 and I will multiply men 

upon you, all the house of Isi-ael, 
even rfl of it : ^and the cities shall 
be inhabited, and the waste places 
shall be builded : ii and 1 will 

multiply upon you man and beast ; 
and they shall increase and \ye fruit- 
ful : and I will cause you to be 
inhabited after your former estate, 
and will do better unto you than at 
your beginnings : and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 12 Yea, 
I will cause men to walk ui)on you, 
even my people Israel ; and they 
shall possess thee, and thou shalt 
be their inheritance, and thou shalt 
no more henceforth bereave them 
of childreiL 13 Thus saith the 
Lord God: Because'they say unto 
you, Thou land art a devourer of 
men, and hast been a bereaver of 
thy nation ; 14 therefore thou shalt 

devour men no more, neither bereave 
thy natmu any more, saith the Lord 
God ; 15 neither will I let thee 

hear any more the shame of the 
heathen, neith^ shalt thou bear the 
repoadi of the peoples any more, 
nmtiier shalt thou cause thy nation 
toatumble any more, saith die Lord 
Goix - 

j 6 Moreover the word af the Lord 


came unto me, saying, 17 Son of 
man, when the house of Israel dwelt 
in their own land, they defiled it by 
their way and by their doings: their 
way before me was as the unclean- 
ness of a woman in her separation. 
18 Wherefore I poured out my fury 
upon them for the blood which they 
had poured out upon the land, and 
because they had defiled it with 
their idols : 19 and I scattered 

them among the nations, and they 
were dispersed through the coun- 
tries : according to their way and 
according to their doings I judged 
them. 20 And when they came 
unto the nations, whither they went, 
they profaned my holy name ; in 
that men said of them, These are 
the people of the Lord, and are 
gone forth out of his land. 21 But 
1 had pity for mine holy name, which 
the house of Israel had profaned 
among the nations, whither they 
went. 22 Therefore say unto the 
house of Israel, Thus saith the Lord 
God: 1 do not t?ds for your sake, 

0 house of Israel, but for mine 
holy name, which ye have profaned 
among the nations, whither ye went 
23 And I will sanctify my great 
name, which hath been profaned 
among the nations, which ye have 
profaned in the midst of them ; and 
the nations shall know that I am 
the Lord, saith the Lord God, when 

1 shall be sanctified in you before 
their eyes. 24 For I will take you 
from among the nations, and gather 
you out of all the countries, and 
will bring you into your own land. 

25 And I will sprinkle clean water 
tUjion you, and ye shall be clean: 
from all your filthiness, and from 
all your idols, will I cleanse you. 

26 Alnew heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within 
you : and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesfr 27 And 
I will put my spirit within you, and 
cause you to walk in my statutes, 
and ye shall keep my judgements, 
and do them. 28 And ye shall 
dwell in the land that 1 gave to your 
others ; and ye shall be my pe^pl^

and I will be your God. 29 And 
I will save you from all your un- 
cleannesses : and I will call for the 
corn, and will multiply it, and lay 
no famine upon you. 30 And I 
will multiply the fruit of the tree, 
and the increase of the field, that 
ye shall receive no more the re- 
proach of famine among the nations. 
31 Then shall ye remember your 
evil ways, and your doings that were 
not good ; and ye shall loathe your- 
selves in your own sight for your 
iniquities and for your al^omina- 
tions. 32 Not for your sake do 
I this, saith the Ijord (iOi>, l)e it 
known unto you : be ashamed a?id j 
confounded for your ways, 0 house • 
of Israel. 33 Thus saith tlie Ijord j 
Gk)D : In the day that I cleanse you i 
from all your iniquities, I will cause ' 
the cities to be inhabited, and the I 
waste places shall be builded, 
34 And the land that was desolate 
shall be tilled, whereas it was a deso- 
lation in the sight of all that passed 
by* 35 And they shall say. This 
land that was desolate is become 
like the garden of Eden ; and the 
waste and desolate and ruined cities 
are fenced and inhabited. 36 Then 
the nations that are left round about 
ou shall know that I the Lord 
ave builded the ruined places, and 
planted that which was desolate : 

I the Lord have spoken it, and 1 
will do it. 

37 Thus saith the Lord God : For 
this moreover will I be inquired of 
by the house of Israel, to do it for 
them ; I >vill increase them with 
men like a flock. 38 As the flock 
for sacrifice, as the flock of Jeru- 
salem in her appointed feasts; so 
shall the waste cities be filled with 
flocks of men : and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

I The hand of the Lord 
was upon me, and he carried 
me out in the spirit of the 
Lord, and set me down in the midst 
of the valley; and it was full of 
bones ; 2 and he caused me to 

pass by them round about : and be- 
hold, there were very many in the 
open valley ; and lo, they were very 


dry. 3 And he said unto me. Bon 
of man, can these bones live V And 

I answered, 0 Lord God, thou 
knowest. ^ Again he said unto 
me. Prophesy over these bones, and 
say unto them, 0 ye dry bones, hear 
the word of Lord. 5 Thus 
saith the Lord God unto these 
bones : Behold, I will cause breath 
to enter into you, and ye shall live. 
6 And I will lay sinews upon you, 
and will bring up flesh upon you, 
and cover you with skin, and put 
breath in you, and ye shall live ; 
and ye shall know that 1 am the 
IjORT). 7 80 I prophesied as I 
was commanded : and as 1 pro- 
phesied, there was a noise, and be- 
hold an earthquake, and the lK)ne8 
came together, bone to his bone. 

8 And I beheld, and lo, there were 
sincM's upon them, and flesh came 
up, and skin covered them above : 
but there was no breath in them. 

9 Then said he unto me. Prophesy 
unto the wind, prophesy, son of man, 

, and say to the wind, Thus saith the 
I Lord God : Come from the four 
I winds, 0 breath, and breathe upon 
these slain, that they may live. 

10 So I prophesied as he commanded 
me, and the breath came into them, 

I and they lived, and stood up upon 
theii* feet, an exceeding great army. 

II Then he said unto me. Bon of 
man, these bones arc the whole 
house of Israel : behold, they say. 
Our Ixmes are dried up, and our 
hope is lost ; we are clean cut olf. 

12 Therefore prophesy, and say unto 
them. Thus saith the Lord God: 
Behold, I will open your graves, and 
cause you to cbme up out of your 
graves, 0 my people ; and I will 
bring you into the land of Israel. 

13 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have opened your 
graves, and caused you to oome up 
out of your graves, 0 my people. 

14 And I will put my spirit’ in you, 
and ye shall live, and I will place 
you in vour own land : and ye shall 
know that I the Lord have spoken 
it, andperformed It, saith the Lord. 

15 The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 16 And thou, 
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son of man, take thee one stick, and 
write upon it, For Judah, and for tlie 
children of Israel his companions: 
then take another dfcick, and write 
upon it, For Joseph, the stick of 
Ephraim, and for all the house of 
Israel his companions: 17 and 

join them for thee 'one to another 
into one stick, that they may become 
one in thine hand. 18 And w hen 
the children of thy people sliall 
speak unto thee, saying, Wilt thou 
not shew us what thou meanest by 
these ? 19 say unto them. Thus 

saith the Lord God : Behold, 1 will 
take the stick of Joseph, which is in 
the hand of Ephraim, and the tribes 
of Israel his companions ; and 1 will 
put them with it, even with the 
stick of Judah, and make them one 
stick, and they shall be one in mine 
hand. 20 And the sticks whereon 
thou writest shall be in thine hand 
before their eyes. 21 And say 
unto them. Thus saith the L)rd 
God : Behold, I will take the chil- 
drenof Israel from among thenations, 
whither they be gone, and w ill gather 
them on every side, and bring them 
into their own land : 22 and 1 w ill , 

make them one nation in the land, I 
uj)on the mountains of Israel ; and 
one king shall be king to them all : 
and they shall be no more two 
nations, neither shall they l>e divided 
into two kingdoms any more at all : 
23 neither shall they defile them- 
selves any more with their idols, 1 
nor with their detestable things, nor i 
with any of their transgressions : ! 
but 1 will save them out of all their 
dweUing places, wherein they have , 
sinned, and will cleanse them : so 
shall they be my people, and I will 
be their God, 24 And my servant 
David shall be king over them ; and 
they all shall have one shepherd: 
they shall also walk in my judge- 
ments, and observe my statutes, and 
do them. 25 And they shall dwell 
in the land that I have given unto 
Jacob my servant, wherein your 
fathers dwelt ; and they shall dwell 
therein, they, and their children, and 
their children’s children, for ever: 
and David my servant shall be their 


prince for ever. 26 Moreover I 
will make a covenant of peace with 
them : it shall be an everlasting 
covenant with them : and I w ill 
place them, and multiply them, and 
will set my sanctuary in the midst 
of them for evermore. 27 My 
tabernacle also shall be with them ; 
and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. 28 And 
the nations shall know that I am 
the Lord that sanctify Israel, when 
my sanctuary shall be in the midst 
of them for evermore. 

I And the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, set thy face 
j towai’d Gog, of the land of Magog, 

I the prince of Bosh, Meshech, and 
! Tubal, and prophesy against him, 
3 and say. Thus saith the Ixu’d God: 

I Behold, 1 am against thee, 0 Gog, 
prince of Bosh, Meshech, and Tubal : 
j 4 and 1 w ill turn thee about, and 
put hooks into thy jaws, and I will 
bring thee fortli, and all thine army, 
horses and hoi*scmen, all of them 
clothed in full armour, a great com- 
pany with buckler and shield, all of 
them handling swords ; 5 Persia, 

Gush, and Put with them ; all of them 
with shield and helmet : 6 Gomer, 

and all his hordes ; the house of 
Togarmah in the uttermost parts of 
the north, and all his hordes : even 
many peojdes with thee. 7 Be 
thou })repai’ed, yea, prepare thyself, 
thou, and all thy comj)anie8 that are 
assembled unto thee, and be thou a 
guard unto them. 8 After many days 
thou shalt be visited : in the latto 
years thou shalt come into the land 
that is brought back from the sw ord, 
that is gathered out of many peoples, 
upon the mountains of Israel, which 
have l)een a continual waste : but it 
is brought forth out of the peoples, 
and they shall dwell secui’ely, all of 
them.

17 And the city shall have suburbs ; 
toward the north two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the south two 
hundred and fifty, and toward the 
east two hundred and fifty, and 
toward the west two hundred and 
fifty. 18 And the residue in the 
length, answerable unto the holy 
oblation, shall be ten thousand east- 
ward, and ten thousand westward : 
and it shall be answerable unto the 
holy oblation ; and the increase 
thereof shall be for food unto them 


Levites, and from the possession of 
the city, being in the midst of that 
which is the prince's, between the 
border of Judah and the border of 
Benjamin, shall be for the prince. 

23 And as for the rest of the 
tribes: from the east side unto 
the west side ; Benjamin, one por- 
tion. 24 And by the border of 
Benjamin, from the east side unto 
the west side ; Simeon, one portion. 
25 And by the border of Simeon, 
from the east side unto the west side ; 
Issachar, one portion. 26 And by 
the border of Jssachar, from the 
east side unto the west side ; Zebu- 
lun, one portion. 27 And by the 
border of Zebulun, from the east 
side unto the west side ; Gad, one 
portion. 28 And by the border 
of Gad, at the south side southward, 
the border shall he even from Ta- 
mar unto the waters of Meribath- 
i kadesh, to the brook of Egypt, unto 
the great sea. 29 This is the land 
whicli ye shall divide by lot unto 
the tribes of Israel for inheritance, 
and these are their several portions, 
saith the Lord God.

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« I In the third year of the 
X reign of Jehoiakim king of Ju- 
dah came Nebuchadnezzar king ' 
of Babylon unto Jerusalem, and ! 
besieged it 2 And the Lord gave 
Jehoiakim king of Judah into his 
hand, with part of the vessels of the 
house of God ; and he carried them 
into the land of Shinar to the house 
of his god : and he brought the 
Teasels into the treasure house of 
his god. 3 And the king spake 
unto Ashpenaz the master of his 
eunuchs, that he should bring in 
certain of the children of Israel, 
even of the seed royal and of the 
nobles ; 4 youths in whom wjis 

no blemish, but well favoured, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and cunning 
in knowledge, and understanding 
science, and such as had ability to 
stand in the king’s palace ; and that 
he should teach them the leaniing 
and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed for them 
a daily portion of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank, 
and that they should be nourished 
three years ; that at the end thereof 
tliey might stand before the king. 

6 Now among these were, of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah. 7 And the 
prince of the eunuchs gave names 
unto them : unto Daniel he gave the 
rujme of Belteshazzar ; and to llana- 
niah, of Shadrach ; and to Mishael, 
of Meshach ; g^nd to Azariah, of 
Abed-n^o. /8 But Daniel pur- 
pised in his heart that he would 
not defile himself with the king’s 
meat, nor with the wine which he 
drank : therefore he requested of 
the prince of the emiuchs that he 
Blight not defile hinM^f. 9 Now 
God made Daniel to nna favour and 
compassion in the sight of the prince 
of the eunuchs, 10 And the prince 
of the eunuchs said unto Dameh I 


fear my lord the king, who hath 
appointed your meat and your drink ; 
for why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the youths which 
are of your own age? so should ye 
endanger my head with the king. 
II Then said Daniel to the steward, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs had 
appointed over Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah : 12 Prove 

thy servants, 1 beseech thee, k'n 
days ; and let them give ns i)ulse to 
eat, and water to drink. 13 Then 
let our countenances be looked upon 
before thee, and the countenance of 
the youths that eat of the king's 
meat ; and tis thou seest, deal m ith 
thy servants. 14 So he hearkened 
unto them iii this matter, and proved 
them ten days, 15 And at tlie 
end of ten days their countenances 
appeared fairer, and they were fatter 
in flesh, than all the youths which 
did eat of the king’s meat. 16 So 
the steward took away their meat, 
and the wine that they should drink, 
and gave them pulse. 17 Now as 
for these four youths, Gixl gave 
them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams. 18 And at the end of the 
days which the king had ap[)ointed 
for bringing them in, the prince of 
the eunuchs brought them in before 
Nebuchadnezzar. 19 And the king 
communed with them ; and among 
them all was found none like Daniel, 
Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah : 
therefore stood they before the king. 
20 And in every matter of wisdom 
and understanding, concerning which 
the king inquired of them, he found 
them ten times better than all the 
magicians and enchanters that were 
in all his realm. 21 And Daniel 
continued even unto the first year 
of king Cyrus. 
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^ I And in the second year of the 
2 Nebuchadnezzar Nebu- 

chadnezzar dreamed dreams ; 
and his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brake from him. 2 Then 
the king commanded to call the 
magicians, and the enchanters, and 
the sorcerers, and* the Chaldeans, 
for to tell the king his dreams. So 
they came in and stood before the 
king. 3 And the king said unto 
them, I have dreamed a dream, and 
my spirit is troubled to know the 
dream. 4 Then spake the <'ljal- 
deans to the king in tlie Syrian 
language, 0 king, live for ever ; tell 
thy servants tlie dream, and we will 
shew the interpretation. 5 I’lie 
king answered and said to the Chal- 
deans, Tlie thing is gone from me : 
if ye make not known unto me the 
dream and the interpretation there- 
of, ye shall l)e cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall l>e made a dung- 
hill. 6 Hut if ye shew the dream 
and the interj)retation thereof, ye 
shall receive of me gifts and rewards 
and great honour : therefore shew 
me the dream and the interpretation 
thereof 7 They answered the 
second time and said. Let the king 
tell his servants the dream, and we 
will shew the inter})retation. 8 The 
king answered and said, 1 know of 
a certainty that ye would gjiin time, 
because ye see the thing is gone 
from me. 9 Hut if ye make not 
known unto me the dream, there is 
but one law for you : for ye have 
prepared lying and corrupt words 
to sjKiak before me, till the time 
be changed : tlierefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye can 
shew me the interpretiition tliereof 
10 The Chaldeans answered before 
tlie king, and said, There is not 
a injin upon the earth that can shew^ 
the king’s matter : forasmuch as no 
king, lord, nor ruler, hath asked 
such a thing of any magician, or 
enchanter, or Chaldean. 11 And 
it is a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other 
that can shew it before the king, 
except the gods, whose dwelling is 
not with flesh. I2 For this cause 


the king was angry and very furious, 
and commanded to destroy all the 
wise men of Babylon. 13 So the 
decree went forth, and the wise men 
were to be slain ; and they sought 
Daniel and his companions to be 
slain. 14 Then Daniel returned 
answer with counsel and prudence 
to Arioch the captain of the king’s 
guard, which was gone foith to slay 
the wise men of Babylon ; 15 he 

answered and said to Arioch the 
king’s cajitain, Wherefore is the 
decree so urgent from the king? 
Then Arioch made tlie thing known 
to J )aniel. 16 And Daniel went in, 
and desired of the king that he w^ould 
apjioint him a time, and he would 
shew' the king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, 
and made the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah, his com- 
panions : 18 that they w ould desire 

mercies of the God of heaven con- 
cerning this secret ; that Daniel and 
his comjianions should not jierish 
with the rest of tlie wise men of 
Itabylon. 19 Then was the seci'et 
revealed unto Daniel in a vision of 
the night Then Daniel blessed the 
God of heaven. 20 Daniel an- 
swered and said. Blessed be the 
name of God for ever and ever : for 
wisdom and might are his: 21 and 
he changeth the times and the 
seasons : he removeth kings, and 
setteth up kings : he giveth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowiedge to 
them that know' understanding : 
22 he revealeth the deep and secret 
things : he knoweth what is in the 
darkness, and the light dwelleth with 
him. 23 I thank thee, and praise 
thee, 0 thou God of my fathers, w ho 
hast given me wisdom and might, 
and hast now’ made known unto me 
what w e desired of thee : for thou 
hast made know n unto us the king's 
matter. 24 Therefore Daniel went 
in unto Arioch, whom the king bad 
appointed to destroy the wise men 
of Babylon : he went and said thus 
unto him ; Destroy not the wise men 
of Babylon : bring me in before the 
king, and I will shew unto the king 
the interpretatioa 
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25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said 
thus unto him, 1 have found a man 
of the children of the captivity of 
Judah, that will make known unto 
the king the interpretation. 26 The 
king answered and said to Daniel, 
whose name was Belteshazzar, Art 
thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the 
interpretation thereof? 27 Daniel 
answered before the king, and said, 
The secret which the king hath 
demanded can neither wise men, 
enchanters, magicians, nor sooth- 
sayers, shew unto the king; 28 but 
there is a God in heaven that reveal- 
eth secrets, and he hath made known 
to the king Nebuchadnezzar what 
shall be in the latter days. Thy 
dream, and the visions of thy head 
upon thy bed, are these : 29 as for 

thee, 0 king, thy thoughts came into 
thy miitd upon thy bed, what should 
come to pass hereafter : and he that 
revealeth secrets hath made known 
to thee what shall come to pass. 
30 But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that 
I have more than any living, but to 
the intent that the interpretation 
may be made known to the kiiig, 
and that thou mayest know the 
thoughts of thy heart 31 Thou, 
0 king, saM^est, and behold a great 
image. This image, which was mighty, 
and whose brightness was excellent, 
stood before thee ; and the aspect 
thereof was terrible. 32 As for 
this image, his head was of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass, 33 his 
1^ of iron, his feet part of iron, 
and part of clay. 34 Thou sawest 
till that a stone was cut out without 
hands, which smote the image upon 
his feet that were of iron and clay, 
and brake them in pieces. 35 Then 
was the iron, the clay, the brass, the 
silver, and the gold, broken in pieces 
together, anji Became like the chaff 
erf the summer threshing-floors ; and 
the wind carried them away, that 
no {dace was found for them : and 
the stone that smote the image 
became a great mountain, and filled 


the whole earth, 36 This is the 
dream ; and we will tell the inter- 
pretation thereof before the king. 
37 Thou, 0 king, art king of kings, 
unto whom the God of heaven hath 
given the kingdom, the power, and 
the strength, and the glory ; 38 and 

wheresoever th6 children of men 
dwell, the beasts of the field and 
tlie fowls of the heaven hath he 
given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee to rule over them all : 
thou art the head of gold. 39 And 
after thee shall arise another king- 
dom inferior to thee ; and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 40 And 
the fourth kingdom shall be strong 
as iron : forasmuch as iron breaketh 
in pieces and subdueth all things : 
and as iron that crusheth all these, 
sliall it break in pieces and crush. 
41 And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of potters’ clay, and 
part of iron, it shall be a divided 
kingdom ; but there shall be in it of 
the strength of the iron, forasmuch 
as thou sawest the iron mixed with 
miry clay. 42 And as the toes of 
the feet were pari of iron, and pari 
of clay, so the kingdom shall be 
partly strong, and partly broken. 
43 And whereas thou sawest the iron 
mixed with miry clay,^ they shall 
mingle themselves with the seed of 
men ; but they shall not cleave one 
to another, even as iron doth not 
mingle with clay. 44 And in the 
days of those kings shall the God of 
heaven set up a kingdom, which 
shall never be destroyed, nor shall 
the sovereignty thereof be left to 
another people ; but it shall break 
in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for 
ever. 45 Forasmuch as thou saw- 
est that a stone was cut out of the 
mountain without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the iron, the brass, 
the clay, the silver, and the gold; 
the ^eat Ood hath made known to 
the king what shall come to pass 
hereafter : and the dream is certain, 
and the interpretation thereof sure, 
46 Then the king Nebuchadnezzar 
feU upon his fiice, and worshipped 
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Daniel, and commanded that they 
should olfer an oblation and sweet 
odours unto him. 47 The king 
answered unto Daniel, and said, Of 
a truth your God is the God of gods, 
and the Lord of kings, and a revealer 
of secrets, seeing thou hast been able 
to reveal this secret. 48 Then the 
king made Daniel great, and gave 
him many great gifts, and made him 
to rule over the whole province of 
Babylon, and to be chief governor 
over all the wise men of Babylon. 
49 And Daniel requested of the king, 
and he appointed Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, over the affairs of 
the province of Babylon ; but Daniel 
was in the gate of the king. 

3 1 Nebuchadnezzar the king 
made an image of gold, wliose 
height was threescore cubits, 
and the breadth thereof six cubits : 
he set it up in the plain of Dura, in 
the province of Babylon. 2 Then 
Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to 
gather together the 8atra[>8, the 
deputies, and the governors, the 
judges, the treasurers, the coun- 
sellors, the sheriffs, and all the 
rulers of the provinces, to come 
to the dedication of the image 
which Nebuchadnezzar the king 
had set up. 3 Then the sa- 
traps, the deputies, and the go- 
vernors, the judges, the treasurers, 
the counsellors, the sherifls, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, were 
gathered together unto the dedica- 
tion of the image that Nebu- 
chadnezzar the king had set up ; 
and they stood before the image 
that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 
4 Then the herald cried aloud. To 
you it is commanded, 0 peoples, 
nations, and languages, 5 that at 
what time ye hear the sound of the 
comet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
dulcimer, and all kinds of music, ye 
fall down and worship the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the 
king hath set up : 6 and whoso 

falleth not down and worshippeth 
shall the same hour be cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace. 
7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the peoples heard the sound of the 


comet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
and all kinds of music, all the peo- 
ples, the nations, and the languages, 
fell down and wor8hipp)ed the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the 
king had set up. 8 Wherefore at 
that time certain Chaldeans came 
near, and brought accusation against 
the Jews. 9 They answered and 
said to Nebuchadnezzar the king, 
0 king, live for ever. 10 Thou, 
0 king, hast made a decree, that 
every man that shall hear the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds 
of music, shall fall down and worship 
the golden image : ii and whoso 

falleth not down and worshippeth, 
shall be east into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace. 12 There 
are certain Jews whom tliou hast 
appointed over the affaii's of the 
})r()vincc of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego ; these men, 

0 king, have not regarded thee : 
they serve not thy gods, nor worship 
the golden image which thou hast 
set up. 13 Then Nebuchadnezzar 
in hh rage and fury commanded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego. Then tliey brought these men 
before the king. 14 Nebuchad- 
nezzar answered and said unto them, 
Is it of purpose, 0 Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, that ye serve 
: not my god, nor worship the golden 

1 image which 1 have set up ? 15 Now 

: if ye be ready that at what time ye 
j hear the sound of the comet, flute, 
jharp, sackbut, psaltery, and dul- 
cimer, and all kinds of music, ye 
fall down and worship the image 
which I have made, weU: but if ye 
worship not, ye shall be cast the 
same hour into the midst of a burn- 
ing fiery furnace ; and who is that 
god that shall deliver you out of my 
hands? 16 Shadradi, Meshac^ 
and Abed-nego, answered and said 
to the king, 0 Nebuchadnezzar, we 
have no need to answer thee in this 
matter. 17 If it be «o, our God 
whom we serve is able to deliver us 
from the burning fiery furnace ; and 
he will deliver us out of tliine hand, 
0 king. 18 But if not, be it 

Ff3 
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known unto thee, 0 king, that we 
will not serve thy gods, nor worship 
the golden image which thou hast 
set up. Ip Then was Nebuchad- 
nezzar full of fury, and the form 
of his visage was changed against 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego : 
therefore he spake, and commanded 
that they should heat the furnace 
seven times more than it was wont 
to be heated. 20 And he com- 
manded certain mighty men that 
were in his army to bind Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, and to 
cast them into the burning fiery 
furnace. 2l Then these men were 
bound in their hosen, their tunics, 
and their mantles, and their otiur 
garments, and were cast into the 
midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s com- , 
mandment was urgent, and the fur- j 
nace exceeding hot, the flame of the i 
fire slew those men that took up j 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. ! 

23 And these three men, Shadrach, | 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of tlic burning 
fiery furnace. 24 Then Nebu- ; 
chadnezzar the king was astonied, | 
and rose up in haste : he spake and 
said unto his counsellors, Did not j 
we cast three men bound into the 
midst of the fire? They answered 
and said unto the king, True, O 
king. 25 He answered and said, I 
IjO, I see four men loose, walking in | 
the midst of the fire, and they have | 
no hurt ; and the aspect of the 
fourth is like a son of the gods. 
26 Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery 
furnace: he spake and said, Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye 
servants of the Most High God, 
come forth, and come hither. Then 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
came forth out of the midst of 
the fire. 27 And the satraps, j 
the deputies, and the governors, ' 
and the king’s counsellors, being! 
gathered together, saw these men, I 
that the fire had no power upon | 
their bodies, nor was the hair of 
their head singed, neither were their 
hosen changed, nor had the smell of I 


fire passed on them. 28 Nebu- 
chadnezzar spake and said. Blessed 
be the God of Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, who hath sent his 
angel, and delivered his servants that 
trusted in him, and have changed 
the king’s word, and have yielded 
their bodies, that they might not 
serve nor woi-ship any god, except 
their own God. 29 Therefore 1 
make a decree, that every j>eople, 
nation, aiid language, which speak 
any thing amiss against the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
shall be cut in i)iece8, and tlieir 
houses shall be made a dunghill : 
Ixicause there is no other god that 
is able to deliver after this sort. 
30 Then the king promoted Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, in 
the province of Babylon. 

I Nebuchadnezzar the king, 
unto all the peoples, nations, 
and languages, that dwell in all 
the earth ; peace be multiplied unto 
you. 2 It hath seemed good unto 
me to shew the signs and won- 
ders that the Most High God hath 
wrought toward me. 3 How great 

are his signs ! and how mighty are 
his wonders ! his kingdom is an ever- 
lasting kingdom, and his dominion 
is from generation to generation. 

4 1 Nebuchadnezzar wjis at rest in 
mine house, and flourishing in my 
palace. 5 1 saw a dream which 
made me afraid ; and the thoughts 
u{)on my bed and the visions of my 
head troubled me. 6 Therefore 

made I a decree to bring in all the 
wise men of Babylon l)efore me, that 
they might make known unto me 
the interpretation of the dream. 
7 Then came in the magicians, the 
enchanters, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them ; but they did not make 
known unto me the interpretation 
thereof. 8 But at the last Daniel 
came in before me, whose name 
was Belteshazzar, according to the 
name of my god, and in whom is 
the spirit of the holy gods: and 
I told the dream before him, saying, 
9 0 Belteshazzar, master of the 
magicians, because I know that the 
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spirit of the holy gods is in thee, 
and no secret troubleth thee, tell 
me the visions of my dream that 
I have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof. 10 Thus were the visions 
of my head upon my l>ed : I saw, 
and behold a tree dn the midst of 
the earth, and tliC heiglit thereof 
was great. ll The tree grew, and 
vvfis strong, and tlie lieiglit thereof 
reached unto heaven, Jind the sight 
thereof to tlie end of all the earth. 
12 Tlie leaves thereof were fair, and 
the fruit thereof much, and in it 
was meat for all : the beasts of the 
held had shadow under it, and the 
fowls of the heaven dwelt in the 
branches thereof, and all flesh was 
fed of it. 13 1 siiw in the visions 
of my head upon iny IkhI, and, be- ' 
hold, a watcher and an holy one 
came down from heaven. 14 He 
cried aloud, and said thus, llew 
down the tree, and cut off his [ 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter Ids fruit : let the lieasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches. 15 Never- 
theless leave the stump of his roots 
in the earth, even with a band of 
iron and brass, in the tender grass j 
of the field ; and let it be wet with , 
the dew of heaven, and let his 
}K)rtion Ir* with the beiusts in the j 
griiss of the earth : 16 let his ; 

heart be changed from man’s, and 
let a lK*ast’s heart la^ given unto 
him ; and let seven times pass over . 
him. 17 The sentence is by the j 
decree of the watchers, and the | 
demand by the word of the holy | 
ones : to the intent that the living j 
may know that the Most High I 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and i 
giveth it to whomsoever he will, and | 
setteth up over it the lowest of men. j 
18 This dream I king Nebuchad- 
nezzar have seen : and thou, 0 
Helteshazzar, declare the interpreta- 1 
tion, fonismuch as all the wise men 
of my kingdom are not able to make 
known unto me tlie interpretation ; 
but thou art able, for the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee. 

19 Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astoiiied for a 


while, and his thoughts troubled 
him. The king answered and said, 
Belteshazzar, let not the dream, or 
the interpretation, trouble thee. 
Belteshazzar answered and said, My 
lord, the dream be to them that hate 
thee, and the interi)retation thereof 
to thine adversaries. 20 The tree 
that thou sawest, which grew, and 
was strong, whose height reached 
unto the heaven, and the sight there- 
of to all the earth ; 21 whose leaves 

were fair, and the fruit thereof much, 
and in it was meat for all ; under 
which the beasts of the field dwelt, 
and upon whcise branches the fowls 
of the heaven had their habitation : 
22 it is thou, O king, that art grown 
and iKicome strong : for thy greatness 
is grown, and reacheth unto heaven, 
and thy dominion to the end of the 
earth. 23 And wliereas the king 
saw a watcher and an holy one 
coming down from heaven, and say- 
ing, Hew down the tree, and destroy 
it ; nevertheless leave the stump of 
the roots thereof in the earth, even 
with a band of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field ; and let it 
be Avet with the dew of heaven, and 
let his portion be with the beasts of 
the field, till seven times pass over 
him ; 24 this is the interpretation, 

0 king, and it is the decree of the 
Most High, which is come upon my 
lord the king : 25 that thou shalt 

be driven from men, and thy dwelling 
shall l>e Avith the beasts of the field, 
and thou shalt be made to eat grass 
as oxen, and shalt be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and seven times shall 
jMiss over thee ; till thou knoAv that 
the Most High ruleth in the kingdom 
of men, and giveth it to whomsoever 
he will. 26 And whereas they 
commanded to leave the stump of 
the tree roots ; thy kingdom shall be 
sure unto thee, after that thou shalt 
have known that the heavens do 
rule. 27 Wherefore, 0 king, let 
my counsel be acceptable unto thee, 
and break off* thy sins by righteous- 
ness, and thine iniquities by shewing 
mercy to the poor ; if there may be 
a lengthening of thy tranquillity. 
28 All this came upon the king 
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Nebuchadnezzar. 29 At the end 
of twelve months he was walking in 
the royal palace of Babylon. 30 The 
king spake and said, Is not this 
great Babylon, which I have built 
for the royal dwelling place, by the 
might of my power and for the glory 
of my majesty ? 31 While the w ord 

was in the king’s mouth, there fell a 
voice from heaven, sayingy O king 
Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is spoken : 
the kingdom is departed from thee. 

32 And thou shalt be driven from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field ; thou shalt 
be made to eat grass as oxen, and 
seven times shall pass over thee ; 
until thou know that the Most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing 

fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar : and 
he was driven from men, and did 
eat grass as oxen, and his body was 
wet with the dew of heaven, till his 
hair was grown like featherSy 

and his nails like birds’ claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I 

Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes 
unto heaven, and mine understanding 
returned unto me, and I blessed the 
Most High, and I praised and ho- 
noured him that liveth for ever; 
for his dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, and his kingdom from 
generation to generation : 35 and 

all the inhabitants of the earth are 
reputed as nothing : and he doeth 
according to his will in the army of 
heaven, and among the inhabitants 
of the earth : and none can stay his 
hand, or say unto him, What doest I 
thou ? 36 At the same time mine |

and for the glory of my kingdom, 
my majesty and brightness returned 
unto me ; and my counsellors and 
my lords sought unto me ; and I 
was established in my kingdom, and 
excellent greatness was added unto 
me.

18 Then the king 
went to his palace, and ])a8sed the 
night fasting : neither were instru- 
ments of music brouglit before 
him : and his sleep fled from him. 
19 Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. 20 And 
when he came near unto the den 
to Daniel, he cried with a lament- 
able voice : the king spake and said 
to Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the 
living G(xl, is thy God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions ? 21 Then said 

Daniel unto the king, 0 king, live 
for ever. 22 My God hath sent 
his angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, and they have not hurt 
me : forasmuch as before him inno- 
cency was found in me ; and also 
before thee, 0 king, have I done no 
hurt 23 Then was the king ex- 
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ceeding glad, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of 
the den. So Daniel was taken up 
out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was found upon him, because he 
had trusted in his God. 24 And the 
king commanded, and they brought

28 So 
this Daniel i)rosi)ered in the reign 
of Darius, and in the reign of C-yrus 
the Persian. 

7 1 In the first year of Helshaz- 
zar king of Babylon Daniel had 
a dream and visions of his ht^ad 
upon his bed : then he wrote the 
dream and told the sum of the mat- 
ters. 2 Daniel spake and siiid, I 
saw in my vision by night, and, be- 
hold, the four winds of the heaven 
brake forth upon the great sea. 
3 And four great beasts came up 
from the sea, diverse one from an- 
other. 4 The first wjis like a lion, 
and had eagle s wings : I beheld till 
the wings thereof were plucked, and 
it was lifted up from the earth, and 
made to stand upon two feet as a 
man, and a man’s heart was given 
to it 5 And behold another 
beast, a second, like to a bear, and 
it was raised up on one side, and 
three ribs were in his mouth be- 
tween his teeth : and they said thus 
unto it, Arise, devour much flesh. 
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6 After this I beheld, and lo an- 
other, like a leopard, which had 
upon the back of it four wings of 
a fowl ; the beast had also four 
heads ; and dominion was given to 
it 7 After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
terrible and powerful, and strong 
exceedingly ; and it had great iron 
teeth : it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and 8tam})ed the residue 
with his feet : and it was diverse 
from ail the beasts that were before 
it; and it had ten horns. 8 1 con- 
sidered the horns, and, l:)ehold, there 
came up among them another horn, 
a little one, before which three of 
the first horns were plucked up 
by the roots : and, bt^hold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of a 
man, and a mouth speaking great 
things. 9 I beheld till thrones 
were placed, and one that was an- 
cient of days did sit : his raiment 
was white as snow, and the hair of 
his head like pure wool ; his throne 
Mas fieiy flames, and the wheels 
thereof burning fire. 10 A fiery 
stream issued and came forth from 
l)i‘fore him : thousand thousands min- 
istered unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before him : 
the Judgement M as set, and the lK>ok8 
were opened. ii 1 beheld at that 
tinic l)ecause of the voice of the great 
Mords Mhicli tlie horn spake ; I be- 
held even till the l)east Mas slain, 
and his body destroyed, and he 
w{is given to be burned with fire. 
12 And as for the rest of the iHiJists, 
their dominion M'as taken away : yet 
their lives Mere prolonged for a sea- 
son and a time. 13 1 saM^ in tlie 
night visions, and, behold, there came 
Mith the clouds of heaven one like 
unto a son of man, and he came 
even to the ancient of days, and 
they brought him near before hinc 
14 And there was given him do- 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all the peoples, nations, and 
languages should serve him : his 
dominion is an everlasting domin- 
ion, which shall not pass away, 
and his kingdom that which shsdl 
not be destroyed. 
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15 As for me Daniel, my spirit 
was grieved in the midst of my 
body,* and the visions of my head 
troubled me. 16 I came near 
unto one of them that stood by, 
and asked him the truth concerning 
all this. So he told me, and made 
me know the interpretation of the 
thin^ 17 These great l>easts, 
which are four, are four kings, 
which shall arise out of the earth. 
18 But the saints of the Most High 
shall receive the kingdom, and pos- 
sess the kingdom for ever, even for 
ever and ever. 19 Then I desired 
to know the truth concerning the 
fourth beast, which was diverse from 
all of them, exceeding terrible, whose

25 And through his policy 
he shall cause craft to prosper in his 
hand ; and he shall magnify himself 
in his heart, and in their security 
shall he destroy many : he shall also 
stand up against the prince of 
princes ; but he shall be broken 
without hand. 26 And the vision 
of the evenings and mornings which 
hath been told is true : but shut 
thou up the vision ; for it belongeth 
to many days to come.

3 Tlie IjORD is slow to anger, and 
great in jiower, and will by no means 
clear t1i4! (judiy : the Lord hath his 
way in the whirlwind and in the 
stonn, and the clouds are the dust 
of his feet 4 He rebuketh the 
sea, and maketh it dry, and drieth up 
all the rivers : Hashan languisheth, 
and Cannel, and the flower of lx*ba- 
uon languisheth. 5 The mounUiins 
quake at him, and the hills melt : 
and the eartli is ujiheaved at his 
presence, yea, the world, and all 
that dwell thereiiL 6 Who can 
stand before his indignation '( and 
who can abide in the fierceness of 
his anger? his fury is poured out 
like fire, and the rocks are broken 
asunder by him.

Y I The word of the Lord 
X which came unto Zephaniah 
the son of Cushi, the son of 
Gedaliah, the son of Amariah, the 
son of Hezekiah, in the days of 
Josiah the son of Amon, king of 
Judah. ^ t 

2 I will utterly consume all things 
from off the face of the ground, saith 
the Lord. 3 1 will consume man 
and beast ; 1 will consume the fowls 
of the heaven, and the fishes of the 


sea, and the stumblingblocks with 
the wicked ; and I will cut off man 
from off the face of the ground, saith 
the Lord. 4 And I will stretch 
out mine hand upon Judah, and 
upon all the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem ; and I will cut off the remnant 
of Baal from this place, and the 
name of the Chemarim with the 
priests ; 5 and them that worship 

the host of heaven upon the house- 
tops ; and them that worship, whidi 
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swear to the Lobd and swear by Mal- 
cam ; 6 and them that are turned 

back from following the Lord ; and 
those that have not sought the Lord, 
nor inquired after him. 

7 Hold thy peace at the presence 
of the Lord God : for the day of the 
Lord is at hand : for the Lord hath 
prepared a sacrifice, he hath sanc- 
tified his guests. 8 And it shall 
come to pass in the day of the I 
Lord’s sacrifice, that I will punish 
the princes, and the king’s sops, and 
all such as are clothed with foreign 
apparel. 9 And in that day I will 
punish all those that leap over the 
threshold, which fill their master’s 
house with violence and* deceit 
10 And in that day, saith the Lord, 
there shall be the noise of a cry 
fix)m the fish gate, and an howling 
from the second quarter, and a great 
crashing from the hills. ii Howl, 
ye inhabitants of Maktesh, for all 
the people of Canaan are undone : 
all they that were laden with silver 
are cut oflT. 12 And it shall come | 
to pass at that time, that I will search 
Jerusalem with candles ; and I will 
punish the men that are settled on i 
their lees, that say in their heart. 
The Lord will not do good, neither 
will he do evil. 13 And their 
wealth shall become a spoil, and 
their houses a desolation : yea, they 
shall build houses, but shall not 
inhabit them ; and they shall plant 
vineyards, but shall not drink the 
wine thereof. 14 The great day 
of the Lord is near, it is near and 
hasteth greatly, even the voice of 
the day of the Lord ; the mighty 
man crieth there bitterly.

1 r‘ hated of all men foi- my name's 
sake : but he that enduretfi to the 
end. tlK‘ san^e shall be saved. 
23 But when they jMjrsecute you in 
this city, flee into the next: foi* 
verily 1 say unto you, Ve shall not 
hav(‘ gone through tiic cities of 
Israel, till the Son of man be come. 

24 A discii)le is not alM)ve his mas- 
tei*. nor a servant abov(‘ his lord. 
25 It is enough for the disciple that 
h(‘ 1 k‘ as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, hoAv 
much more .s/m// they <‘<dl them of 
his household ! 26 Fear them not 

therefore : for tlaar is nothing 

covered, that shall not 1)0 revealed ; 
and hid, that shall not lie known. 
27 What I tell you in the darkness, 
speak ye in the light : and what ye 
hear in the ear, proclaim upon the 
housetops. 28 And lx? not afi*aid 
I of them which kill the lM)dy, but 
I are not able to kill the soul : but 
I rather fear him which is able to 
I destroy both soul and body in hell. 

I 29 Are not two H[)arrows sold for a 
I farthing ? and not one of them shall 
fall on the ground without your Fa- 
ther : 30 but the very hairs of your 

head are all numbered. 31 tVar 
not therefore ; ye are of more value 
than many sparrows. 32 Every 
one therefore who shall confess me 
before mcn^ him will I also confess 
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l)efore iiiy Father whicli is in liea- 
vcn. 33 But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will 1 also deny 
bei'ore my I'^ather which is in heaven. 

34 Think not that 1 came to send 
])eace on the eartln I came not to 
send j)eace, but a sword ! 35 For 

1 came to set a Inan at variance 
against his fatlie)*, and the daughter 
against her mother, and the daughter 
in law against lier mother in law ; 
36 and a man’s foes ^hall Jx' they of 
his own household. 37 lie that 
loveth father or mothei’ more than 
me is not worthy of me ; and he 
that loveth son or danghtc'r moi’e 
than me is not woi-thy of me. 
38 And he that doth not take his 
cross and follow after ini*, is not 
worthy of me. 39 lie tliat hnd 
eth his life shall lose it ; and he 
that los(‘th his life foi* iny sake shall 
tind it. 

40 lie that reeeiv(‘th you ree(‘iv- 
eth me, and he that iveeiveth me ri'- 
(■(‘ivetij him that smit nu*. 41 lie 
that receiveth a projdiet in the name 
of a j)i*e|)het shall receive a ])i-o- 
phet’s rewai’d : and 1 k‘ that r(‘(!eiv(‘th 
a righteous man in the name of a 
I’igliteous man shall I’eeeive a right- 
eous man's reward. 42 And who- 
soever shall give to drink unto one 
of these little ones a enj) of cold 
water oidy, in the name of a dis- 
ciple, verily I say unto yon, be shall 
in no wise lose his reward. 

I And it came to pass, when' 
fjesus had made an tmd of 
commanding his twc'lve dis- 
eiples, he departed thence to teach 
ami pi’each in their cities. 

2 Now when John heard in the 
prison the works of the ('hrist, he, 
sent by his disciples, and said unto 
him, 3 Art thou he that c(aneth, 
or look we for another ':^ 4 And 

Jesus answered and sjiid unto them, 
(h) your way and tell John the 
things which ye do hear and see : 
5 the blind receive their Highland the 
lame walk, the le])ers are cleansed, 
and the deaf hear, and the dead are 
taist^d up, and the |H)or have good 
tidings preached to tliem. 6 And 
blessed is he, whosoever shall find 


none occasion of stumbling in me. 
7 And as these went their way, ♦fesus 
began to sjiy unto the multitudes 
concerning John, What went ye out 
into the wdiderness to behold? a 
reed shaken with the wind ? 8 But 

what W'Cnt ye out for to see ? a man 
clothed in soft nvinient ? JkJiold, 

; they that wear soft rahnoit are in 
I kings’ houses. 9 But whei’efore 
: went ye out? to see a prophet? Yea, 

I say unto yon, and much more than 
' a pi*o])het. 10 This is he, of w hom 
: it is written, 

' Behold, 1 send my messenger be- 

1 fore thy face. 

AVho shall j)rei)are thy way be- 
fore thee. 

II AY'rily 1 say unto yon, Among 

them that are boi'u of women thei*e 
hath not arisen a greater than John 
the Baptist : yet he that is but little 
in the kingdom of heaven is greater 
than h(‘. 12 And from the davs of 

tl le Baj»tist ^mtil now the king- 
dom of heaven siifTeirth violence, 
and men of violence take it by force. 
13 l or all the ])ro] diets and the law' 
]>rophesied until riohn. 14 And 
if ye are w illing to receive //, this is 
fJijah, which is to come. 15 He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
16 But wheiaamto shall 1 liken this 
generation ( It is like unto children 
sitting in the marketplaces, which 
call unto their fellows, 17 and say. 
We ])ij>ed unto you, and ye did not 
dance ; w e Availed, and ye did not 
mourn. 18 For John (*ame neither 
eating nor drinking, and they say, 
lie hath a devil. 19 The Son of 
man came eating and drinking, and 
they say. Behold, a gluttonous man, 
and a winebiblKU', a friend of pul>- 
licans and sinners ! And Avisdom is 
justified by her Avorks. 

20 Then began he to upbraid the 
I cities wherein most /)f his mighty 
I Avorks Avere done, be(*ause they re- 
[lented not 21 Woe unto thee, 
( diorazin ! Avoe unto thee, Bethsaida ! 
for if the mighty works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon which Avere 
done in you,' have re- 
liented long ago in sackcloth and 
ashes. 22 How beit 1 say unto you, 
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it shall be more tolemble for Tyre 
and Sidon in the day of judgement, 
than for you. 23 And thou, Ck- 
|)ernaum, shalt thou be exalted unto 
heaven? tlioii slialt go down unto 
Hades : for if the mighty works had 
been done in Sodom which were 
done in thee, it would have remained 
until this day. 24 Howbeit 1 say 
unto you, tliat it shall be more 
tolerable for the land of Sodom in 
the day of judgement, than for thee. 

25 At that season Jesus answered 
and siiid, 1 thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, that thou 
didst hide these things from the wise 
and understanding, and didst reveal 
them unto babes : 26 yea. Father, 

for so it was well -])1 easing in thy 
sight. 27 All things have been 
delivered unto me of my Father : 
and no one knoweth the Son, save 
the Father ; neither doth any know 
the Fatlier, save the Son, and he to 
whomsoever the Son willeth to i-e- 
veal him. 28 Lome unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and 1 will give you rest. 29 Take 
my yoke upon you, and learn of me; 
for I am meek and lowly in heart : 
and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. 30 For my yoke is easy, 
and my burden is light. 

I At that season Jesus went 
on the sabbath day through 
the cornfields ; and liis disci- 
ples were an hungred, and lK‘gan to 
pluck ears of corn, and to cat. 
2 But the Pliaris(‘es, when they saw 
it, Kiiid unto him, Behold, thy disci- 
ples do that which it is not lawful 
to do upon the sabbath. 3 But 
he said unto them. Have ye not read 
what Havid did, when he was an 
hungred, atid they that were with 
him ; 4 how he entered into the 

house of (jrod, and did eat the shew- 
bread, which it wa.s not lawful for 
him to eat, neither for them that 
were with him, but only for the 
priests ? 5 Or have ye not read in 

the law, how that on the sabbath 
day the priests in the temple pro- 
fane the sabbath, and are guiltless? 
6 But I say unto you, that one 
greater than the temple is here. 


7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I desire mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have con- 
demned the guiltless. 8 For the 
Son of man is lord of the sabbath. 

9 And he departed thence, and 
went into their synagogue : 10 and 

behold, a man diaving a withered 
hand. And they asked him, saying, 
Is it lawful to heal on the sabbath 
day ? that they might accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them. What 
I man shall there be of you, that shall 

have one sheep, and if this fall into 
a pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift it out ? 

12 Ilow much then is a man of more 

value than a shee]) ! Wherefore it is 
lawful to do good on the siibbath 
day. 13 Then saith he to the man. 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he 
stretched it forth ; and it was i*e- 
stored w hole, as the other. 14 But 
the Jdiarisees went out, and took 
counsel against him, how' they might 
destroy him. 15 And Jesus {km*- 
ceiving it withdrew from thence : 
and many followed him ; and he 
healed them all, 16 and charged 
them that they should not make 
him know n : 17 that it might Ik‘ 

fulfilled which wjts s[)oken by Isaiah 
the })i-oj)het, saying, 

18 ikiiold, my servant w hom I have 
chosen ; 

My l)eloved in whom my soul is 
Avell jdcased : 

I will ])ut my Spirit upon him. 
And he shall declare judgement 
to the Oentiles. 

j 19 He shall not strive, nor cry a- 
loud ; 

Neither shall any one hear his 
voice in the streeta 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 

bi-eak, 

And smoking flax shall he not 
(piench. 

Till he send forth judgement un- 
to victory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gen- 

tiles hope. 

22 Then was brought unto him 
one [assessed with a devil, blind and 
dumb: and he healed him, insoihucli 
that the dumb man spake and saw. 
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23 And all the multitudes were 
amazed, and said, Is this the son 
of David ? 24 But when the Pha- 

risees heard it, they said, This man 
doth not cast out devils, but by 
Beelzebub the prince of the devils. 

25 And knowing their thoughts he 
said unto them, J^very kingdom di- 
vided against Jtself is l^rought to 
desolation ; and every city or house 
divided against itself shall not stand: 

26 and if Satan casteth out Satan, 
he is divided against himself; how 
then shall his kingdom stand t 

27 And if I by Beelzebul) cast out 
devils, by whom do your sons cast 
them out? therefore siiall they be 
your judges. 28 But if I by tlie 
Sj)irit of (iod cast (Hit d(“vils, then 
is the kingdom of (Jod come u]>on 
you. 29 Or how can one enter 
into the house of the strong ///o//, 
and spoil his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man i and then he 
will spoil his house. 30 He that 
is not with me is against me ; and 
he that gathereth not with me scat- 
tereth. 31 Tlierefore 1 say unto 
you, Every sin and blasphemy shall 
l)e forgiven unto men; i)ut the blas- 
phemy against tlie Spirit shall not 
l)e forgiven. 32 And whosoever 
shall s|)C‘ak a word against the Son 
of man, it shall be forgiven him ; 
but wliosoever shall speak against 
the Holy Spirit, it shall not be for- 
given him, neither in this world, nor 
in that which is to come. 33 Eitiiei- 
make the tree good, and its fruit 
good ; or make the tree c(U’rupt, and 
its fruit corrupt : for tlie tree is 
known by its fruit. 34 Ve off- 
spring of vipers, how can ye, InMiig 
evil, sj>eak good things? for out of 
the abundance of the heart the 
mouth s|K‘aketh. 35 The good 
man out of his go(Kl treitsure bring- 
eth forth good things : and the evil 
man out of his evil treasure bringeth, 
forth evil things. 36 And 1 say 
unto you, that every idle word that 
men shall sjK^ak, they shall give ac- 
count thereof in the day of judge- 
ment 37 For by thy words thou 
shalt be justified, and by thy words 
thou shait be condemned. 


38 Then certain of the scribes and 
Pharisees answered him, saying. 
Master, we would see a sign from 
thee. 39 But he answered and 
said unto them, An evil and adul- 
terous generation seeketh after a 
sign ; and there shall no sign be 
given to it but the sign of Jonah 
the prophet : 40 for as Jonah was 

three days and three nights in the 
belly of the whale ; so shall the Son 
of man ]>e three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth. 
41 The men of Nineveh shall stand 
u]) in the judgement Avith this gene- 
rati(Ui, and shall condemn it: for 
they rej Halted at the preaching of 
Jonah ; and behold, a greater than 
Jonah is here. 42 The (jueen of 
the south shall rise up in the judge- 
ment Avith this generation, and shall 
condemn it : for she came from the 
ends of the earth to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon ; and behold, a greater 
than Solomon is here. 43 But the 
unclean spii'it, Avhen he is gone out 
of the man, passeth through water- 
less places, seeking rest, and findeth 
it not. 44 Then he saith, I will 
return into my house whence I came 
out ; and when he is come, he find- 
eth it empty, swept, and garnished. 
45 Tl len goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other sjnrits more evil 
than himself, and they enter in and 
dwell there : and the last state of 
that man l>t‘cometh woi-se than the 
first. Evtai so shall it be also unto 
this evil generation. 

46 While he was yet s])eaking to 
the multitudes, behold, his mother 
and his brethren stood without, 
seeking to sj)eak to him. 47 And 
one said unto him, Ikdiold, thy 
mother and thy brethren stand with- 
out, seeking to speak to thee. 

48 Ihit he answered and said unto 
him that told him, Who is my mo- 
ther? and who ai‘e my brethren ? 

49 And he stretched forth his hand 
towards his disci} Jes, and said, Be- 
hold, my mother and my brethren 1 

50 For whosoever shall do the will 
of my Father which is in heaven, 
he is my brother, and sister, and 
mother. 
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I On that day went Je^us 
out of the house, and sat by 
the sea side. 2 And there 
were gathered unto him great mul- 
titudes, so that he entered into a 
boat, and sat ; and all the multitude 
stood on the beach. 3 And he 
spake to them many things in ])ara- 
bles, saying, Behold, the sower went 
forth to sow ; 4 and as he sowed, 

some fell by the way side, an(l 
the birds came and devoui'ed them : 
5 and others fell upon tla^ rocky 
])laces, where tliev had not imieii 
earth : and straightway tlu^y s|)rang 
up, because they had no deei)ness 
of earth ; 6 and when the sun 

was risen, they were scorched ; and 
because they had no )-oot, they 
M'ithered away. 7 And otlicrs hdl 
U})on the thorns; and tlie thorns 
grew U]), and choked them : 8 and 

others fell upon tla* good ground, 
and yielded fruit, soiik' a liundred- 
fold, some sixty, some tliirly, 9 He 
that hath ears, let him liear. 

10 And the discijdes came, and 
said unto liim, Wliy speakest thou 
unto them in i)arables il And 
he answered and said unto tliem, 
I nto you it is given to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of hea- 
ven, but to them it is not given. 
12 For whosoever liatli, to him shall 


And should turn again, 

And I should heal them. 

16 But blessed ai-e your eyes, foi* 
they see ; and your ears, for they 
I hear. 17 For verily 1 say unto 
you, til at many prophets and right- 
eous men desired to see the things 
I which ye see, and saw them not ; 
and to hear the Usings which ye 
I hear, and heard them not. l8 Hear 
then ye the jiaiable of the sowei'. 

19 When any one hearetli the word 
(>f the kingdom, and understandeth 
it not, then cometh the evil m/c, and 
snatclieth away that which hath 
been sown in his lieart. I'his is lie 
that Avas sown by the way side. 

20 And he that was sown ujion the 

ro(!ky ])laces, this is 1 r‘ tint heai'i'th 
I he Avord, and straight Avay Avit h joy 
I'ceeiveth it : 2i yet hath he not 

root in himself, but (mdureth for a 
while ; and Avlien ti'ibulation or per- 
secution ariseth because' of the woi’il, 
straightway he stumiih t h. 22 Ami 

! he that aviis soavii aimnig tlu' thorns, 
this is he that In'ai'eth the word ; 
and the care of tin' world, and th(‘ 
deceitfulness of liches. choke the 
Avord, and he becometh unfruitful. 
23 And he that Avas sown upon the 
good ground, this is 1 k' that Inaireth 
tlie Avord, and umka'standeth it ; 
Avlio verily beaivth fruit, and bring- 



l>e given, and he shall have abun- 
dance ; but whosoever hath not, from 
him shall l>e taken away even that 
which he hath. 13 Tiierefore speak 
1 to them in jiarables ; because see- 
ing they see not, and hearing they 
hear not, neither do they understami. 

14 And unto them is fidfilled the 
prophecy of Isaiah, Avhich saith, 

By hearing ye shall hear, and 
shall in no Avise understand; 
And seeing ye shall see, and shall 
in no wise {lerceive : 

15 For this people’s heart is Avaxed 

gross, ^ 

And their ears are dull of hear- 
ing, 

And their eyes they haA^e closed; 
liCst haply they should perceive 
AA'ith their eyes. 

And hear Avith theii* ears, 

And understand with their lieurt^ 


eth forth, some a liundredt'old, some 
sixty, some thirty. 

24 Another jiarable set lit' iK'fore 
them, saying. The kingdom heaven 
is likent'tl unto a man that soAved 
good seed in his field : 25 but 

Avhile nit n slcjit, his enemy came ami 
sowed tai’t's also among the Avheat, 
and Avent away. 26 But Avhen the 
blade sjirang uj), and brought forth 
fruit, tlien ajijieared the tares also. 

27 And the servants of the house- 
j holder came and siiid unto him. Sir, 

I didst thou not hoav good seed in thy 
, field? whence then hath it tares? 

28 And he said unto them. An enemy 
hath done this. And the servants 
say unto him, Wilt thou then that we 
go and gather them up? 29 But 
he saith, Nay ; lest haply while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up the 
Avheat with thent 30 Let both 
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^i*()w together until the harvest : 
and in the time of the liarvent I will 
say to the reapers, (father up first 
the tares, and bind them in bundles 
to burn them : but gather the wheat 
into my barn. 

31 Another parable set he before I 
them, saying, The Ifingdom of lieaven | 
is like unto a griiin of mustard seed, i 
wliich a man took, and sowed in his 
field : 32 which indeed is less than 

all seeds ; but when it is grown, it 
is greater than the herbs, and be- 
cometh a tree, so that the birds of 
tlie heaven come and hrlge in the 
branches thereof. 

33 Another ])ai‘able spake he unto 
them ; The kingdom of heav(m is 
like unto leaven, which a W(nnan 
took, and hid in three measures of 
mt'al, till it was all leavened. 

34 All these things s[)ake Jesus in 

parables unto the multitnd(‘s; and 
without a parable spake he nothing 
unto lh(‘m : 35 that it might be 

fulfilled whicli was spoki'ii hy the 
pi’ophet, saying, 

J will open my mouth in parables: 

1 will utter things hiddtai fi’om 
tlic foundation of the world. 

36 Then he left the multitud(‘s, 
and went into the house : and his 
disciples came unto him, saying, I'x- 
plain unto us the i^irable of the 
tares of the field, 37 And he an- 
swered and said. He that soweth 
the good seed is the Son of man ; 
38 and the field is the world : and 
the good seed, these are t he sons of 
the kingdom ; and the t4U(‘s are the 
sons of the evil one : 39 and the 

enemy that sowed them is the devil : ; 
and the harvest is the end of the 1 
w orld ; and the reapers are fingels. | 

40 As therefore the tares are gji- 
thcred up and burned with fire ; so 
shall it lie in the end of the world. 

41 dbe Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out 
of his kingdom all things that cause 
stumbling, and them that do iniquity, 

42 and shall cast them into the 
funiace of fire : there shall be the 
wee])ing and gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth the sun in the kingdom of 


their Father. lie that hath ears, 
let him hear. 

44 The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a treasure hidden in the field ; 
which a man found, and hid ; and in 
his joy he goeth and selleth all that 
lie hath, and buyeth that field. 

45 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 

like unto a man that is a merchant 
seeking goodly yiearls : 46 and 

having found one pearl of great 
price, he went and sold all that he 
had, and bought it. 

j 47 Agjiin, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was cast into 
; tlie sea, and gathered of every kind : 

48 which, when it was filled, they 
I drew up on the beach ; and -they 

sat down, and gathei’ed the good into 
vessels, but the bad tliey cast away. 

49 So shall it 1 )(‘ in the end of the 
world: the angels shall come forth, 
.and sever the wicked from among 

the righti'ous. 50 and shall cast 
them into the fni’ince of fiiv ; there 
shall be the w eeping and gnashing of 
tei'th. 

51 Have ye understood all these 
things r They say unto him, Yeiu 
52 And he said unto them, Therefore 
every scribe who hath l>een made a 
discijile to the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a man that is a house- 
holder, which liringeth forth out of 
his treasure things new and old. 

53 And it came to pass, when 
Jesus had finished these parables, he 
dei)arted thence. 54 And coming 
into his own country he taught them 
in their synagogue, insomuch that 
they were astonished, and said, 
Whence hath this man this wisdom, 
and these mighty w'orks? 55 Is 
not this the carpenter s son i is not 
his mother called Mary ':' and his 
i brethren, James, and Joseph, and 
'Simon, and Judas? 56 And his 
isistei-s, are they not all with us? 

I Whence then hath this man all 
'these things? 57 And they were 
I offended in him. But Jesus said 
I unto them, A prophet is not with- 
j out honour, save in his own country, 
i and in his ow n house. 5^ And he 
jdid not many mighty works tliere 
: iKHiause of their unl)elief. ^ 
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I At that season Herod the 
tetmrch heard the report con- 
cerning Jesus, 2 and said 
unto his servants, Tliis is John the 
Baptist ; he is risen from tlie dead ; 
and therefore do tliese powers work 
in him. 3 For ilerod had laid 
hold on John, and bound him, and 
put him in prison for the sake (>t 
Herodias, his brother Philips wife. 
4 For Jolin said unto him, It is not 
lawful for thee to have her. 5 
when he Avoiild have put him to 
death, he feared the miiltitndt*, be- 
cause they counted him as a pro- 
phet. 6 But when Herod's birth- 
day came, the daughter of Herodias 
danced in the midst, and pleased 
Herod. 7 Whereupon he promised 
with an oath to give her whatsoever 
she should ask. 8 And she, being 
put forward by her motlier. saitli, 
Grive me here in a charger the head 

John the Baptist. 9 And tiie 
king w^as grieved ; but for tiie sake 
of his oaths, and of tiiem which sat 
at meat with him, he commanded 
it to be given ; 10 and hi‘ sent, 

and beheaded John in the ])rison. 

11 And his hea<l was l)rought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel : 
and she brought it to her mother. 

12 A^id liis disciples came, and took 
up the corpse, and buried him; and 
they went and told , Jesus. 

13 Now when Jesus heard it, he 
withdrew from thence in a boat, to 
a desert place apart : and when the 
multitudes heard they fol 

lowed him on foot from the cities. 
14 And he came forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and he had com- 
passion on them, and healed their 
sick- 15 And when even was come, 
the disciples came to him, saying, 
The place is dese^, and the time is 
already past ; send tlie multitudes 
away, that 1;hey may go into the 
villages, and buy themselves food 
16 But Jesus said unto them. They 
have no need to go awav ; give ye 
them to eat. 17 And they say un- 
to him, We have here but five loaves, 
and two fishes. 18 And he said, 
Bring them hither to me. 19 And 
he commanded the multitudes to sit 


down on the grass; and he imk tlu^ 
five loaves, and the two fishes, and 
l(K)ki]ig up to heaven, he blessiMl, 
and bi*akc |nd gave the loaves 
the disciples, and the disciples t(» 
the multitudes. 20 And they did 
all eat, and weix' filled; and tin v 
took lip that whfch reniHined o\t‘r 
of the lirokcn pieces, twelve baskets 
full. 21 Ami they that did cat 
were alhuit five thousiiiid men, be 
side women and children. 

22 And stniiglitway he constmined 
the <iisci))k‘s to enter into the Ismt, 
and to go before him unto the other 
side, till be should send the mniti- 
tiid(‘s away. 23 And after he had 
sent the multitudes away, he wemt 
up into the mountain ajmrt to pi*ay: 
and when even was coiuc, lie was 
there alone. 24 But the boat was 
now in the midst of the sea, dis 
tressed by the waves; for tlie wind 
w as eontrarv. 25 And in the fourth 
w atch of the niglithe came unto them, 
walking ii[)(>n the sea. 26 And 
when the disei])les saw him walking 
on the sea, they were troubled, say- 
ing, It is an apparition ; and they 
cried out for fear. 27 But straight- 
way Jesus s|)ake unto them, saying, 
Be of good cheer ; it is 1 ; l>e not 
afraid. 28 And Peter answ'ered 
him and said, Lord, if it be thou, 
bid me come unto thee upon the 
wateis. 29 And he said, CVime. 
And lV‘ter went down from the Iwiat, 
and walked niKUi the waters, to come 
to Jesus. 30 But when he saw the 
I wind, he was afraid; and beginning 
to sink, he cried out, saying, Lord, 
save me. 31 And immediately 
Jesus stretched forth his hand, and 
took hold of liim, and saith unto 
him, 0 thou of little faith, where- 
fore didst thou doubt? 32 Aud 
when they were gone up into the 
boat, the wind ceased. 33 And 
tliey that were in the l>oat wor- 
shipi)ed him, saying. Of a truth thou 
art the Son of OckI. 

34 And when they had crossed 
over, they came to the land, unto 
Geimesaret. 35 And when the 
men of that place knew him, they 
sent into all that region round about, 
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and brought unto him all that were 
Hick ; 36 and they besought him 

that they might only touch the bor- 
der of his garment: and oh many as 
touched were made wliole. 

I Then there come to Je- 
sus from Jerusalem Pharisees 
and scribes, saying, 2 Why 
do thy disciples tninsgi-ess the tra- 
dition of the elders ? for they wash 
not their hands when they eat bread. 

3 And he answered and said unto 
them, Why do ye also transgress the 
commandment of (iod l>i‘eause of 
your tnidition ? 4 For (iod said, 

Honour thy father and thy motlier: 
and, He that sjR‘aketh evil of fatlier 
or mother, let liim die the death. 
5 Ihit ye say, Whosoever sliall sjjy to 
his father or his mother, That wliere- 
with tliou migliti'st have Ikvii pro- 
fited by me is given to (tO(l\ 6 lie 
shall not honour his father. And 
ye have made void the word of Hod 
iKTause of your tradition. 7 Ve 
hypiKU’ites, well did Isaiah prophesy 
of you, saying, 

8 This jieople honouivth me with 

their lij)s; 

Hut their heart is far from me. 

9 Hut in vain do they worship me, , 

Teaching tJu ir doctrines the ; 

precepts of men. 

10 And he called to him the multi- 
tude, and siiid unU> them. Hear, and , 
understand : II Not tliat which , 

entereth into the mouth defilet h the j 
man ; but that which proeeedeth out | 
of the mouth, this defileth the man. 
12 Tiien came the di.sci[)les, and said 
unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Pharisees were offended, when they 
heard this saying ? 13 Hut he an- 

swered and said, Every plant >vhich 
my heavenly Father iJanted not, 
shall l>e rooted up. 14 JiCt them 
alone : they ai*e blind guides. And 
if the blind guide the blind, both 
shall fiill into a pit 15 And Peter 
answered and siiid unto him, Declare 
unto us the jMirable. 16 And he 
siiid, Are ye also even yet witliout 
undei-st4inding ? 17 Perceive ye 

not, that whatsoever goeth into the 
mouth pjisseth into the belly, and is 
east out into the draught? 18 But 


the things which proceed out of the 
mouth come forth out of the heart ; 
and they defile the man. 19 For 
out of the heart come forth evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, forni- 
I cations, thefts, false witness, rail- 
jings: 20 these are the things 

which defile the man:* but to eat 
with unwjishen hands defileth not 
the man. 

21 .Vnd Jesus went out thence, and 
withdrew into the parts of Tyre and 
Sidon. 22 And ladiold, a Panaiin- 
itish woman came out from those 
Isirders, and cried, sol ving. Have mercy 
on me, O Lord, tliou son of David; 
mv daughter is grievously ve.xed 
with a devil. 23 Ihit he answered 
her not a word. And his diseijiles 
came and iK'songht him, saying. Send 
her away ; for she ei'ieth after u.s. 
24 Hut he answer(‘d and said, 1 wiis 
not sent hut unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. .25 Hut .slie 
came and worsinpped him, saying, 
i.ord, help me. 26 And he answered 
and said, Jt is not meet to take the 
children's bread and east it to the 
dogs. 27 Hut she said, Yea^ Lord: 
for even the dogs eat of the crumbs 
which fall from tlieir masters’ table. 
28 d’hen Jesus answered and said 
unto her, O woman, great in thy 
faith: be it done unto thee even as 
thou wilt. And hei' daughter was 
healed from tliat hour. 

29 And Jesus departed thence, and 
came nigh unto tlie sea of Halilee : 
and he went uj> into the mountain, 
and sat there. 30 And there came 
unto liim great multitudes, having 
with them the lame, blind, dumb, 
maimed, and many othei’s, and they 
jeast them down at his feet; and he 
healed them : 31 insomuch that 

. the multitude wondered, when they 
: saw the dumb s[>eakingj the maimed 
whole, and the lame walking, and the 
blind seeing: and they glorified the 
God of Israel. 

32 And Jesus axlled unto him his 
disciples, and said, T have compas- 
sion on the multitude, because they 
continue with me now three days 
and have nothing to eat : and I would 
not send them away fasting, lest 
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aply they faint in the way. 33 And 
lie disciples say unto him, Whence 
lioidd we have so many loaves in a 
esert place, as to fill so ^reai a 
lultitiide? 34 And Jesus saith 
into them, Hoav many loaves have 
e ? And they said, Seven, and a 
ew small fishes. 35 And he eom- 
nanded the multitude to sit down 
>11 the ground ; 36 and he took 

he seven loaves and the fishcii; and 
le gave thanks and brake, and gave 
,0 the disciples, and the disciples 
.0 the multitudes. 37 And they 
lid all eat, and were filled: and they 
A)ok up that which remained (»ver 
)f the broken jiieces, seven baskets 
‘nil. 38 And they that did eat 
w'cre four thousand men, beside 
ivomen and children. 39 And 
he sent away the multitudes, and 
entered into the boat, and came 
into the borders of Magadan. 

I And the Pharisees and 
Sadducees came, and tempt- 
ing him asked him to shew 
them a sign from heaven. 2 Put 
he answered and said unto tluan, 
Mlien it is evening, ye say, Jf trill 
he fair weather : for the }ie4iven is 
red. 3 And in the morning. If trill 
be foul weather to-day : for the hea- 
ven is red and lowring. A"e know 
how to discern the face of the hea- 
ven ; but ye cannot dixrent the signs 
of the times. 4 An evil and adul- 
terous generation seeketh after a 
sign ; and there shall no sign be ! 
given unto it, but the sign of Jonah. | 
And he left them, and de] an ted. ! 

5 And the disciples came to the 
other side and forgot to take bread. | 
6 And Jesus said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees. 7 And 
they reasoned among themselves, 
saying, We took no bread. 8 And 
Jesus perceiving it said, O ye of 
little faith, why reason ye among 
yourselves, Ixicauseye have no breads 
9 Do ye not yet {)erceive, neither 
remember the five loaves oip the five 
thousand, and how many baskets ye 
took up? 10 Neither the seven 
loaves of the four thousand, and how 
many baskets ye took up? n How 


is it that ye do not ))erceive that I 
spake not to you concerning bread? 
Hut beware of the leaven of tlie 
Pharisees ;ind Sadducees. 12 Then 
understood they how^ that he bade 
them not beware of the leaven of 
bread, but of the teaching of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees. 

I3Now^ when Jesus came into the 
])arts of Pjesarea Philip]>i, he asked 
ins disciples, saying. Who do men 
say that the Son of man is ? 14 And 

they said, Some so// John the Baptist ; 
some, EJijah : and others, Jeremiah, 
or one of the ])ro])hets. 15 He 
sailh unto them, But who say ye 
that 1 am? 16 And Simon l\‘ter 
answered and said. Thou art tlu' 
Christ, the Son of the living Cod. 
17 And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, IMessed art thon, Simon 
Bar-Jonah: for Ih'sh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but iny 
Father which is in heaven. 18 And 
I also say unto thee, that thou art 
Peter, and u])on this rock I w ill build 
my church; and the gates of Hades 
shall not prevail against it. 19 1 
will give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven: and whatsoever 
thou shalt bind on earth shall l)C‘ 
bound in heaven : and whatsoever 
thou shall loose on earth shall l)e 
loosed in heavem. 20 Then charged 
he the discij)les that they should tell 
no man that he was the (Jirist, 

21 From that time l)t‘gan Jesus t<» 
shew' unto his disciples, how that he 
must go unto Jerusalem, and suiter 
many things of the elders and chief 
priests and scril)es, and l)e killed, 
and the third day l)e raised U]). 
22 And l\Ter took him, and l)egan 
to rebuke him, saying. Be it far from 
thee, Lord : this shall never l)e unto 
thee. 23 But he turned, and said 
unb) IMter, Get thee l>ehind me, 
Satan : thou art a stumblingblock 
unto me : for thou mindest not the 
things of God, but the things of men. 
24 Then said Jesus unto his disciples, 
If any man would come after me, let 
j him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me. 25 For who 
soever would save his life shall lose 
it: UTid whosoever shall lose his life 
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for iny Hake Khali find it. 26 For 
what Hhall a man he |)rofited, if he 
Hliall f(ain tlie whole world, and forfeit 
his life ’i or what shall a man ^ive 
in exehaiige for his life '(■ 27 For 
the Bon of man shall come in the 
glory of his Father with his angels; 
and then shall die render unto 
every man aee<fi‘ding to his deeds. 
28 Verily 1 say unto you, iiiere be 
some of them that stand here, w hich 
shall in no wise taste of death, til! 
they see the Bon of man coming in 
his kingdom. 

I And after six days Jesus 
X / taketh with him IVter, and 
“ James, and John his hrotlua’, 
and hringeth them iiji into a liigh 
mountain ajiart ; 2 and h(‘ was 

transfigured hefoi’e them; and his 
face did shine as ilie sun, and his 
garments lK‘came white as the light. 
3 And behold, there ajipeared unto 
them Moses and FJijah talking with 
him. 4 And Peter answered, and 
said unto Jesus, Lord, it is gotxl for 
us to be here: if thou wilt, J will 
make here three tabernacles ; out' 
for thee, and one for Moses, and om* 
for Elijah. 5 While he was yet 
s|>t‘aking, behold, a bright ehuid 
overshadowed them ; and behold, a 
voice out of the cloud, saying, J'his 
is my lieloved Son, in whom 1 am 
well pleased; heai' ye him, 6 And 
when the disciples heaid it, tiiey fell 
on their face, and weic* sore afraid. 

7 And Jesus came and touched them 
and said, Arise, and be not afraid. 

8 And lifting up their eyes, they saw 
no one, save Jesus only. 

9 And as they w ere coming dow n 
from the mountain, Jesus com 
manded them, saying. Jell the vision 
U) no man, until the Son of man be 
risen from the dead. 10 And his 
disciples asked him, saying. Why then 
say the scribes that Elijah must first 
come? II And he answeivd and 
said, Elijah indeed cometh, and shall 
restore all things : 12 but 1 my 

unto you, that Elijah is come alrejwjy, 
and they knew’ him not, but did unto 
him whatsoever they listed. Even 
HO shall the S(m of man also suffer 
of them. 13 Then undei-stocal the 


disciples that he spake imto them 
of John the Jiai)tist. 

14 And when they were come to 
the multitude, tliere came to him a 
man, kneeling to him, and saying, 

15 Jiord, have mercy on my son; for 
he is e])ileptic, and suliereth griev- 
ously : for oft-times he falleth into 
the lire, and oft-times into the water. 

16 And 1 brought him to thy dis- 
ciples, and they could not cure him. 

17 And Jesus answei-ed and said, 0 
faithless and j)erverse generation, 
how long shall 1 be with you ? how’ 
long shall 1 bear with you? bring 
him hithei- to me. 18 And Jesus 
1‘ebiiked him ; and the devil went 
out fi'oni liiin ; and the hoy was cured 
fi'om that hour. 19 JJien came 
the disciples to Jesus a])art, and 
said, Why could not we cast it out ? 
20 .\nd he saitli unto them, liecause 
of \our little faith : for verily 1 sa} 
unto you, If ye have faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, ye shall say unto 
this mountain. Itemove hence to 
yonder jJace: and it shall remove: 
and nothing shall be impossible unto 
you. 

22 And w bile they abode in ( ialilee, 
Jesus said unto them. J’he Son of 
man .shall be delivei’ed up into the 
hands of men : 23 and they shall 

kill him, and the third day he shall 
be i’aise<l up. And they were ex- 
ceeding soi'ry. 

24 And when they wei’e come to 
( a|>crnaum, they that received the 
half-shekel came to IVter, and said, 
IkJ.h not your master pay the half- 
shekel ? 25 He saitli, Yea. And 

when he came into tlu' house, Jesus 
sjmke first to him, saying, Mhat 
tliinke.st thou, Simon? the kings of 
the earth, from w horn do they receive 
toll or tribute ? from their sons, oi* 
from strangers ? 26 And when he 

said, fVoni strangers, .lesus said unto 
him, Therefoi’e the sons are free. 
27 ]bit, lest we cause them to stum- 
ble, go thou to the sea, and cast a 
hook, and take uj> the fish that first 
cometh uj) ; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shalt find 
a shekel : that take, and give unto 
them for me and thee. 
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I In that hour came the dis- 
ciples unto Jesus, saying, Wlio 
then is greatest in the king- 
dom of lieaven ? 2 And he called 

to him a little child, and set him in 
the midst of them, 3 and said, 
Verily I say unto you, Except ye 
turn, and become as little children, 
ye shall in no wise enter into the 
* kingdom of heaven. 4 ^^^losoever | 
therefore shall humble himself as 
this little child, the same is the 
gi-catest in the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And whoso shall receive one such 
little child ill my name re(‘eiveth 
. me : 6 but whoso shall cause one 

of these little ones which lK‘lieve on 
me to stumble, it is profitable for 
him that a great millstone slionld 
be hanged alxiut his neck, and that 
he should lx? sunk in the depth of 
the seiL 7 Woe unto tlie world 
liecause of occasions of stumbling ! 
for it must needs be that the occa- 
sions come ; but avoc to that man 
through M hom the occasion cometh! 

8 And if thy hand or thy foot cause th 
thee to stumble, cut it off, and cast 
it from thee: it is good for thee to 
enter into life maimed or lialt, rather 
than having two hands or two feet 
to be cast into the eternal fire. 

9 And, if thine eye causeth thee to 

stumble, jiluck it out, and cast it 
from thee : it is good for thee to 
enter into life with one ey^, ratiier 
than having two 03 es to l>e cast into 
the hell of fire. 10 See that ye 
despise not one of these little ones; 
for I say unto you, that in heaven 
their angels do always lK‘hold the 
face of my Father which is in hea- 
ven. 12 How think ye? if any 
man have' a hundred sheep, and one 
of them be gone iistray, doth he not 
leave the ninety and nine, an<l go 
unto the mountains, and seek that 
which goeth astray ? 13 And if so 

be that he find it, verily 1 say unto 
you, he rejoiceth over it more than 
over the ninety and nine which have 
not gone astniy. 14 Even so it is 
not the will of your Father which is 
in heaven, that one of these little 
ones should perish. 

15 And if thy brother sin against | 


thee, go, shew him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he hear 
thee, thou hast gained thy brother. 

16 But if he hear tlwe not, take with 
thee one or two more, that at the 
mouth of two witnesses or three 
every word may l)e established. 

17 And if he renise to hear them, 
tell it unto the clfurch : and if he 
refuse to hear the church also, let 
him be unto thee as the (lentile and 
the publican. 18 Verily 1 say un 
to yon, What things soever ye shall 
bind on earth shall Ixi bound in 
heaven : and wliat things soever ye 
shall loose on earth shall be loosed 
in heaven. 19 Again 1 say unto 
you, that if two of you shall agree 
on earth as touching anything tlial 
tliev shall ask, it shall be done for 
tliem of my Father which is in hea- 
ven. 20 For where two or three 
are gathered together in my name, 
there am 1 in the midst of them. 

21 Then came Peter, and said to 
him, Lord, how oft shall my brother 
sin against me, and 1 forgive him ? 
until seven times ? 22 Jesus saitli 

unto him, I say not unto thee, Fntil 
seven times ; but, Until seventy times 
seven. 23 Therefore is the king- 
dom of heaven likened unto a certain 
king, which would make a reckoning 
with his servants. 24 And when 
he liad l)i‘gun to reckon, one was 
brought unto him, which owed him 
ten tliousand talents. 25 But for 
asmuch as he had not irfa rewith to 
])av, his lord commanded him to 1 k‘ 
sold, and his wife, and children, and 
all that he had, and payment to Ix' 
made. 26 The servant therefore 
fell down and worshipjx 3 d him, say 
ing, Jjord, have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all. 27 And 
the lord of that servant, Ixung moved 
with compassion, released him, and 
forgave him the debt. 28 But 
that servant w^ent out, and found 
one of his fellow-servants, whicli 
owed him a hundred pence : and la 
laid hold on him, and took him b\ 
the throat, saying, Pay what thou 
owest. 29 So his fellow-servanl 
fell down and besought him, saying 
Have patience with me, and I wT 
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pay thee. 30 And he would not : 
but went and ca«t him into priHon, 
till he should {)ay that which was 
due. 31 So when his fellow- 

servants saw what was done, they 
were exceeding sorry, and came and 
told unto their lord all that was 
done. 32 Then his lord called 

him unto hint, and saith to him, 
Thou wicked servant, I forgave thee 
all that debt, l>ecause thou Ih^- 
soughtest me : 33 sliouldest not 

thou also have had nuTcy on thy 
fellow-servant, even as 1 ha<l mercy 
on thee'l' 34 And his lord was 
wroth, and delivered him to the 
tormentors, till he should p;iy all 
that was due. 35 So sliall also 
my heaveidy Father do unto you, 
if ye forgive not every one his bro 
thcr from your hearts. 

I And it came to j>ass wluai 
Jesus had finislied th(‘s(‘ 
words, he departed from 
(ialilee, and came into the borders 
of Judiea l)eyond Jordan ; 2 and 

great uuiltitudes followed him ; and 
he healed them there. 

3 And there came unto him Phari- 
sees, temj)ting him, and saying, Is it 
lawful for a inoa to put away his 
wife for every cause ( 4 .And he 

answered and said, Have \e not read, 
that he which made tfoiu from (he 
lx?ginning made tliein male and 
female, 5 and said. For this cause 
shall a man leave his father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his wife; 
and the twain shall la^eome one 
flesh '( 6 So that they are no more 

twain, but one flesh. AVhat theri‘- 
fore Ciod hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder. 7 They say 
unto him, Why then did Moses com- 
mand to give a bill of divorcement, 
and to jmt her away ^ 8 He saith 

unto them, Moses for your hardness 
of heart suffered you to put away 
your wives : but from the l>eginning 
it hath not l)een so. 9 And 1 say 
unto you, Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, except for fornication, and 
shall marry another, (jornmitteth 
adultery : and he that marrieth her 
when she is put away committeth 
adultery. 10 The disci[>les say 


unto him, If the case of the man is 
so with his wdfc, it is n6t cxiwdieiit 
to marry. ii But he said unto 
them. All men cannot receive this 
saying, but they to whom it is given. 
12 For there are eunuchs, which 
were so born from their mother’s 
wa)mb ; and there are eunuchs, 
wJiich w^ere made eunuchs by men : 
and there are eunuchs, which made 
themselves eunuchs for the kingdom 
of heaven’s sake. He that is able 
to receive it, let him receive it. 

13 Tlien were there brought unto 
him little children, that he should 
lay his hands on tliem, and pray : 
and the disci) )les rebuked them. 
14 But rlesns said. Suffer the little 
ehildi-en, aiul forbid them not, to 
come unto me : for of such is the 
kingdom of heaven. 15 And he 
laid his hamls on them, and de|)arted 
thence. 

16 And Indiold, one came to him 
and said. Master, what good thing 
siiall 1 do, that I may have eternal 
life ^ 17 And he said unto him. 

Why ask(‘st thou me eoneerning that 
which is good One there is who is 
good : but if thou wouldest enter 
into life, kee]) tlie commandments. 
18 He saith unto him. Which ^ .And 
Jesus said, Thou shalt not kill, I'lnni 
shalt not commit adultery, Tliou 
shalt not steal. Thou shalt not lK‘ai* 
false t^ itness, 19 Honour thy father 
and thy mother ; and, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour gs thyself. 
20 The young man saith unto him, 
.\11 these things have 1 observed : 
what lack I yet '( 21 Jesus said unto 

him. If thou wouldest be iKudect, 
go, sell that thou hast, and give to 
! the |H)or, and thou shalt have trea- 
sure in heaven : and come, follow^ 
me. 22 But when the young man 
heal'd the saying, he went away sor- 
rowful : foi’ he was one that had 
; great possessions. 

i 23 And Jesus said unto his dis- 
’ ciples, ATu'ily 1 say unto you. It is 
I hard for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of lieaven. 24 And again 
I say unto you. It is easier for a 
camel to go through a needle's eye, 
than for a rich man to enter into the 
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kingdom of (jod. 25 And Avlien 
tlie disciples heard it, they were fin- 
tonished exceedingly, saying, AVlio 
then can be saved ^ 26 And Jesus 

looking upon tltem said to them, 
With men this is impossible ; but 
with God all things are possible. 
27 Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Lo, we have left all, and 
followed thee ; what then shall we 
have? 28 And Jesus said unto 
them, Verily 1 say unto you, that ye 
which have followed me, in the re- 
generation when the Son of man 
shall sit on the throne of his glory, 
ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 
29 And every one that hath left 
houses, or brethren, or sisters, 01* 
father, or mother, or children, or 
lands, foi* my name's sake, shall re- 
ceive a hundredfold, and shall in- 
herit eternal life. 30 Hut many 
shall be last that are first ; and fii’st 
that are last. i For the 
kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is a house- 
holder, which went out early in th(‘ 
morning to hire labourers into his 
vineyard. 2 And when he had 
agreed with the labourers for a 
penny a day, he sent them into his 
vineyard 3 And he went out 
about the third hour, and saw others 
standing in the marketplace idle ; 
4 and to them he said, Go ye also 
into the vineyard, and whatsoever 
is I’ight I will give you. And they 
went their way. 5 Again he went 
out about the sixth and the ninth 
hour, and did likewise. 6 And 
about the eleventh Jaair he went 
out, and found others standing ; and 
he saith unto them, Wliy stand ye 
hci'e all the day idle ? 7 They say 

unto him. Because no man hath 
hired us. lie saith unto them, (Jo 
ye also into the vineyard. 8 And 
wlien even was come, the lord of the 
vineyard saith unto his steward. Call 
the labourers, and pay them their 
hire, l>egi lining from the last unto 
the first 9 And when they came 
that fvere hired about the eleventh 
hour, they received every' man a 
penny. 10 And when the first 


I came, they sujiposed that they would 
re(*eive more ; and they likewise re- 
! ceived every man a penny. Il And 
I when they received it, they mur- 
! mured against the householder, 
12 saying, These last have sjient h?ft 
one hour, and thou hast made them 
, eipial unto us, which have boi’iie the 
burden of the day aiTd the scorching 
heat. 13 Hut he answered and 
said to one of them. Friend, 1 do thee 
no wrong : didst not thou agree with 
ine for a penny ? 14 Take up that 

i which is thine, and go thy way ; it 
: is my will to give unto this last, even 
;is unto thee. 15 Is it not lawful 
for me to do what I will with mine 
own ? or is thine i‘vc evil, bccnusi* 
I am good ? 16 So the last shall 

be first, and the fii’st last. 

17 And as Jesus was going uj) to 
flerusalein, he took the twelve dis 
ciples apart, and in the way he said 
unto them, l8 Behold, we go uj) 
to Jerusalem ; and the Son of man 
shall be delivered unto the chief 
liriests and scribes ; and they shall 
condemn him to death, 19 and 
shall delivi‘1' him unto the GentiU's 
to mock, and to scourge, and to ci‘n- 
cifv ; and the thii’d day he shall \k' 
raised up. 

20 Then came to him the motluu’ 
of the sons of ZelK'dee with her sons, 
worshipping him, and asking a cer- 
tain thing of him.

bind heavy burdens and grievous to 
be borne, and lay them on men’s 
shoulders; but they themselves will 
not move them with their linger. 

5 But all their woiks tlu^v do for 
to be seen of men; for they make 
broad their phylacteries, and en- 
large the boi'dei’s of fh< ir 

6 and love the chief pla(*(‘ at feasts, 
and the chief seats in the syna- 
gogues, 7 and the salutations in 
the marketiJaces, and to be called 
of men, Rabbi. 8 But be not 
ye called Rabbi : for one is vour 
teacher, and all ye are brethren.

27 Woe unto you, Hcril)es and 
Pharisees, hyp(K*riteH ! for ye are 
like unto whited sepulchres, whicli 
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ontwai‘dly appear beautiful, but in- 
wardly are full of dead men’s bones, 
and of all unclcanness. 28 Even 
so ye also outwardly appear right- 
eous unto men, but inwardly ye are 
full of liypocrisy and inifjiiity. 

29 Woe unto you, scribes and 
l^harisees, hypocrites ! for ye build 
the sepulchres of the prophets, and 
garnish the tofnhs of the i-ighteous, 
30 and say, If wc had been in the 
(lays of our fathers, we should not 
hav(‘ been ])artakers with them in the 
blood of the prophets. 31 Where- 
foie ye witness to yours(‘lves, that 
ye ar(‘ sons of them tliat slew the 
])i'oph('ts. 32 hill yc' uj) then the 
measure of youi* fathers. 33 \v 
serpi'iits, ye offspi’ing of vipers, how 
shall ye escaj)e the Judgement of 
hell ^ 34 Therefore, behold, I send 

unto you prophets, and wise men, 
and scriU's: some of tlaun shall ye 
kill and crucify ; and some of them 
shall ye scoui'ge in your synagogues, 
and persecute from city to city : 
35 that uj)on you may come all tin* 
righteous blood shed on the earth, 
from the blood of Abel the i-ighteous 
unto the blood of Zacha]*iah son of 
liai’achiah, whom yc slew between the 
sanctuary and the altar. 36 \'erily 
I say unto you, .Ml thes(‘ things shall 
eouK‘ upon this generation.

iiold, your house is left unto you 
desolate. 39 For 1 say unto you. 
Ye shall not see me lienceforth, till 
y(‘ shall say, Blessed /s he tliat 
cometii in the name of the liord. 

I And Jesus went out from 
the temi)le, and wjis going on 
Ids way : and his disciples 
came to him to shew him the build- 
ings of the temple. 2 Hut he 
answered and wiid unto them, See 
ye not all these things V verily I say 
unto you.

10 .\nd then shall many stumble, and 
shall deliver u]) one another, and 
shall hate one another. ll And 
many false prophets shall arise, and 
shall lead many asti*ay. 12 And 
because inipuity shall be multiplied, 
the lov(‘ of the many shall wax cold. 
13 But h(‘ that (Mulureth to the end, 
the same shall be saved. 14 And 
this g(>spel of tlK‘ kingdom shall be 
jireaehed in the whole Avorld for a 
testimony nnto all the nations; and 
then shall the end come. 

15 When thendore ye see the 
abomination of desolation, which 
was spoken of by Daniel the jtrophet, 
standing in tiie holy place (let him 
that readeth understand), 16 then 
let them that are in Judtea flee unto 
the mountains : 17 let him that is 

on the housetop not go down to 
take out the things that are in his 
house : 18 and let him that is in 

' the field not return back to take 
his cloke. 19 But woe unto them 
I that are with child and to them that 
' give suck in those days ! 20 And 

I pray ye that your flight be not in 
' the winter, neither on a sabbath : 
21 for then shall be great tribulation, 
such as hath not ken from the k-

26 If thei-efoi*e they 
shall say unto you, behold, he is in 
the wilderness ; go not forth : Be- 
hold, he is in the inner chambers ; 
believe It not 27 For as the 
lightning cometh forth from the east, 
and is seen even unto the west : so 
shall he the coining of the Son of 
man. 28 Wheresoever the car- 
case is, there will the eagles be ga- 
thered together. 

29 But immediately, after the 
tribulation of those days, the sun 
shall be darkened, and the moon 
shall not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken : 30 and then shall ajijiear 

the sign of the Son of’ man in hea- 
ven ; and then shall all the tribes 
of the earth mourn, and they shall 
see the ^n of man coming on the 
clouds of heaven with jiower and 
great glory.

38 For 
as in those days which were before 
the flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noah 
entered into the ai*k, 39 and they 
knew not until the" flood came, and 
took them all away ; so shall l>e the 
coming of the Son of man. 40 Then 
shall two men Ik‘ in the field ; one 
is taken, and one is left ; 41 two 

women shall he grinding at the 
mill ; one is taken, and one is left. 

42 Watch therefore : for ye know 
not on what day your l^ord cometh. 

43 but know this, that if the imister 

of the house had known in what 
watch the thief was coming, he 
would have watched, and would not 
have suffered his house to l)e broken 
through. 44 Therefore be ye also 
ready : for in an hour that ye 
think not the Son of man cometh. 
45 Who then is the faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath set over 
his household, to give them their 
food in due season ? 46 Blessed is 

that servant, whom his lord when he 
cometh shall find so doing. 47 Verily 
I say unto you, that he will set him 
over all that he hath. 48 But if 
that evil servant shall say in his 
heart, My lord birrieth ; 49 and

41 Watch and pray, that ye enter not 
into temptation : the spirit indeed 
is willing, but the flesh is weak. 

42 Again a second time he went 
away, and i)nived, wiying, 0 my 


Father, if this cannot pass away, 
except 1 drink it, thy will l>e done. 
43 And he came again and found 
them sleejhng, for theii' eyes we?’e 
heavy. 44 And he left them again, 
and wxuit away, and ])rayed a third 
time, saying again the same wo]-ds. 

45 Then cometh he to the discijdes, 
and saith unto them, Sleej) on now, 
and take youi- l est: l)eh(dd, the hour 
is at hand, and the Son of man is 
beti'ayed into the hands of sinners. 

46 Ari.s(\ k't ns be going: behold, he 
is at hand that beti'aycth me. 

47 Aial wiiilc he yet sj)ake, lo, 
.Indas. <»nc of tlic twelve, came, and 
with him a gi'c'at multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief 
priests and elders of tlie people. 

48 Now la* that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, saying. Whomsoever 1 
shall kiss, that is lie : take him. 

49 And straightway he came to Jesus, 
and said. Hail, Pabbi ; and kissed 
him. 50 And Jesus said unto him. 
Friend, do tlitd for which thou art 
coiiK'. JTen tliey' came and laid 
hands on Jesus, and took him. 
51 And behold, one of them that 
were witli Jesus sti'etched out his 
hand, and drew his sword, and smote 
the st'ivant of the high jiriest, and 
struck off his c'ar. 52 Then saith 
Jesus unto him. Pul uj) agjiin thy 
sword into its ])lace ; for all they 
that take the sword shall j^erish w ith 
the sword.

! 57 And tliey that had taken Jesus' 

led him away to th( liinm o/’Caia- 
phas the high ])riest. wheie the 
; scribes and the eldei's w ere gathered 
; together. 58 But Feter followed 
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liiiii Jifar off" unto the c(Uii*t of the 
hi»;h,. priest, and entered in, and sat 
with the officers, to see the end. 
59 Now the chief priests and the 
whole council sought false witness 
apiinst Jesus, that they might put 
him to death ; 6o and tliev found 
it not, though many false witnesses 
came. But afterward came two, 

6 1 and said, This man said, I am 
able to destroy the temple of (Jod, 
and to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest stood uj), 
and said unto him, Answerest thon 
nothing^ what is it which these wit- ! 
ness against thee? 63 But Jesus 
held his peace. And the liigh |>riest 
said unto him, I adjure tliee by the 
living (jod, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of (Jod. 
64 Jesus saith unto him, 'riion hast 
said : nevertheless I say unto you, 
Henceforth ye shall see the Son of 
man sitting at the right hand of 
power, and coming on the clouds of 
heaveii. 65 Then the high priest 
rent his garments, saying. He hath 
s])oken blasphemy : what further 
need have we of witnesses? behold, 
now ye have heard the blasjJiemy : 

66 what think ye ? fhey answeaed 
and said, He is worthy of death. 

67 Then did they sj)it in his face 
and buffet him : and some smote 
him with the palms of their hands, 

68 saying, Prophesy nnto us, thou 
Christ: who is he that struck thee? 

69 Now Peter wjis sitting without 1 
in the court: and a maifl came unto 
him, saying, Thou also wast with 
Jesus the Oalikean. 70 But he 
denied l>efore them all, saying, I 
know not what thou sayest. 71 And 
when he was gone out into the ]>orch, 
another nKiid saw him, and saith 
unto them that were there. This man 
also W51S with Jesus the Nazarene. 
72 And again he denied with an oath, 

I know not the man. 73 And after 
a little while they that stood by 
came and saifl to IVter, < )f a truth 
thou also art one of them ; for thy 
speech b^wrayeth thee. 74 Then 
began he to curse and to swear, T 
know not the man. And straightway 
the cock crew. 75 And Peter re- 


membered the word which Jesus 
had said, Before the cock crow, thou 
shalt deny me tin-ice. And he went 
out, and wept bittci ly. 

I Now when morning was 
come, all the chief priests 
and the elders of the jKiojJe 
took counsel against Jesus to ])ut 
him to death: 2 and they bound 

him, and led him away, and delivered 
him u]) to Pilate the governor. 

3 Then Judas, which betrayed him, 
when he siiw that he was condemned, 
repented himself, and brought back 
the thirty jneces of silver to the 
chief ])riests and elders, 4 saying, 

I have sinned in that T l)etraycd 
innocent blood. Ibit they said. 
What is that to us ? see thou to it. 
5 And he cast down the pieces of 
silver into tin- sanctuary, and de- 
j)artt‘d ; and he went away and 
lianged himself 6 And the chief 
priests took tlu- pieces of silver, and 
sai<l. It is not lawful to put them 
into the ti-easiiry, since it is the 
price of blood. 7 And they took 
counsel, and b(.)Ught with them the 
|)otter’s held, to bury strangei-s in. 

8 Wherefore that held was called, 
J'he held of blood, unto this day. 

9 Then was fulhlled that which was 
spok(‘n by Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying. And they took the thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of him 
that was {wiced, whom rertoin of 
the children of Isi-ael did ])rice ; 

10 and they gav(‘ them for the 
potters held, as the l^ord a])|M)inted 
me. 

II Now Jesus stood l)efore the 
governor: and the governor jisked 
him, saying, Art thou the King of 
the Jews? And Jesus sairl unto him, 
Thou sayest. 12 And when he 
was accused by the chief pi-iests 
and elders, he answered nothing. 
13 Then saith Pilate unto him, near- 
est thou not how many things they 
M'itness agfiinst thee ? 14 And he 

gave him no answer, not even to one 
word : insomuch that the goveimor 
marvelled greatly. 15 Now at 
I the feast the governor was wont to 
I release unto the multitude one pri- 
! soner, whom they would. 16 And 
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tliey ])a(l then a notable ])riKoner, | 
called Jlarabbay. V] VVlien tliere- 
fore they were gathered together, 
IMlate said unto them, Whom will ye j 
that 1 release unto you ? Ihirabbas, 
or Jesus which is called ( Jn*ist?j 
l8 P'or he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him up. 19 And 
while lie was sitting on the judge- 
ment-seat, his wife sent unto him, 
saying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that righteous man: for 1 have 
sullcred many things this day in a 
dream lK‘cause of him. 20 Now 
the chief jiriests and tlie eldeis 
|K‘rsuaded the multitudes that they 
sliould ask for Harabbas, and destroy 
.lesus. 21 Hut tlu' goveiiior an- 
swered and said mito tlaan, Whether 
of the twain will ye that I laJease 
unto you ? .And they said, Harabbas. 
22 Pilate saith unto tlu'in, What 
then shall 1 do unto .b'sus which is 
called ('hrist? They all say, L(‘t him 
1 r‘ crucified. 23 And he said, W hy, 
Avhat evil hath he done? Hut they 
cried out exceedingly, saying, Ld 
liiin Ik* crucified. 24 So wIkmi i di- 
late saw that he prevailed nothing, 
})Ut r<ither that a tumult was arising, 
he took water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying, 1 am 
innocent of the blood of this I'ight- 
eous man : see ye tit it. 25 And 
all the })i‘ople answered and said. His 
blood />c on us, and on our ehildren. 
26 Then released he unto them Ha 
I’abbas : but Jesus he scourged and 
delivered to 1 k‘ ci’iicified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the gover- 
nor took Jesus into the jialace, and 
gathered unto him the whole band. 
28 And they Htri|)]ied him, and put 
on him a scarlet robe. 29 And 
they plaited a crown of thorns and 
|)ut it u|K)n his head, and a reed in 
liis right hand ; and they kneeled 
doAvn liefore him, and mocked him, 
saying, Hail, King of the Jews! 
30 And 

took the reed and smote him on 
the head. 31 And when they had 
mocked him, they took off from him 
the rolxi, and jiut on him his giir- 
nients, and led him away to crucify 
him. 


32 And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name : him they compelled to go 
with theyn, tluit he might bear his 
cross. 33 And when they were 
come unto a jJace called (iolgotha, 
that is to say, The jJace of a skidl, 

34 they gave him wint* to drink 
mingled with gall : and when he 
had tasted it, he would not (h’ink. 

35 And when they had crucified him, 

they j)aF’ted his gai’inents among 
them, casting lots : 36 and they 

sat and watched him thei'c. 37 And 
tluyv set up over liis head his accusa- 
tion written. Tins js .ijosrs the kjng 
oE THE .JEWS. 38 Then are there 
crucified with him two robbei*s, one 
on the right hand, and one on the 
left. 39 And they that passed by 
railed on him, wagging their heads, 
40 and saying. Thou that destroyest 
the t(*mple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself: if thou art the 
Son of iiod, come down from the 
cross. 41 In like manner also the 
chi(‘f priests mocking hint, Avith the 
scribes and eldei*s, said, 42 He 
saved others: himself he cannot 
save. He is the King of Ismel ; 
let him noAv come down from the 
cross, and Ave Avill l)elieve on him. 

43 Ht‘ trusteth on (lod; let him de- 
liver him now, if he desireth him : 
for he said, 1 am the Son of (iod. 

44 And the* roblKU’s also that Avere 
crucified Avith him c^ust uj)on him 
the same reproach. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there 
Avas darkness over all the laud until 
the ninth hour. 46 And al)out the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabiich- 
thani ? tliat is, Aly (Jod, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me ? 47 And 

some of them that stood there, Avhen 
they heal’d it, said. This man calleth 
Elijah. 48 And straightAvay one 
I of them ran, and took a sponge, and 
filled it with vinegiir, and put it on 
a reed, and gave him to drink. 
49 And the rest said, Ix^t lie ; let us 
I see whetlier Elijah cometli .to save 
htm. 50 And Jesus (iied again 
with a loud voice, and yielded up 
his spirit. 51 And Ixihold, the 
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veil of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom ; and 
the earth did quake ; and tlie rocks 
were rent ; 52 and the tombs were 

opened ; and many bodies of the 
saints that had fallen aslee]> were 
raised ; 53 and cominj? forth out 

of the tombs after his resurrection 
they entered into the holy city and 
appeared unto many.

12 And on the fii-st day of un- 
leavened bread, when they sacrificed 
the passover, his disciples say unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we go 
and make ready that thou mayest 
eat the passover ? 13 And he send 

eth two of his disciples, and saith 
unto them. Go into the city, and 
there shall meet you a man baring 
a pitcher of water : follow him ; 
14 and wheresoever ho shall enter 
in, say to the goodman of the house, 
The Master saith, Where is my 
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guest-chamber, where I shall eat the 
passover with my disciples ? 15 And 

he will himself shew you a large up- 
per room furnished and ready : and 
there make ready for us. 16 And 
the disciples went forth, and came 
into the city, and found as he had 
said unto them : • and they made 
ready the passc^ver. 

17 And when it was evening he 
cometli with the twelve. 18 And 
jis they sat and were eating, Jesus 
said, Verily 1 say unto you, One of 
you shall betray me, even he that 
eateth with me. 19 J'hey began 
to Ix^ sorrowful, and to say unto 
him one by one, Is it 1 '( 20 And 

he said unto them, It is one of the 
twelve, he that flip{X‘th with me in 
the dish. 21 For the Son of man 
goeth, even jis it is written of him : 
but woe unto that man through 
whom the Son of iruin is betniyed ! 
good were it foi* that man if he had 
not been born. 

22 And as they were eating, he 
took bread, and when he laid blessed, 
he brake it, and gave to them, and 
said, 3 ake ye : this is my body. 
23 And he took a cup, and when he * 
luul given thanks, he gJive to them : | 
and thgy all drank of it. 24 And 
he said unto them, This is my blood 
of the covenant, which is slied for 
many. 25 ^'erily I say unto you, 

1 Mill no more drink of the fruit of 
the vine, until that day m Iicu I drink 
it ncM' in the kingdom of (iod. 

26 And M'hen they laid sung a 
hymn, they Mcnt out unto the mount 
of Olives. 

27 And Jesus saith unto them, All 
yc sludJ be offended : for it is 
written, 1 will smite the shepherd, 
and the 8hee[) shall be scattered 
abroad. 28 lloM^beit, after 1 am 
raised up, 1 will go before you into 
Oalilee. 29 But Peter sjiid unto 
him, Although all shall be offended, 
yet will not I. 30 And Jesus 
siiith unto him, Verily I say unto 
thee, that thou to-day, even this 
night, before the cock crow twice, 
shalt deny me thrice. 31 But he 
spjike exceeding vehemently, If I 
must die with thee, I will not deny 


thee. And in like manner also said 
they all. 

32 And they come unto a place 
which was mimed Gethsemane: and 
he saith unto his disciples, Sit ye 
here, M'hile I pi*Jiy. 33 And he 
taketh M'ith him Peter and James 
and John, and began to l)i‘ grejitly 
I amazed, and sore ti’oubled. 34 And 
I he saith unto them, ]\Iy soul is ex- 
ceeding sorrowful even unto death : 
jibide ye here, and M atch. 35 And 
j he M’ent forM’ard a little, and fell on 
the ground, and prayed that, if it 
: Mere possible, the hour might pass 
, aM'ay from him. 36 And he said, 
i Abb;i, Father, all things are possible 
' unto thi‘e ; remove this cup from 
I me : hoM beit not M'hat I Mill, but 
! M’hat thou m ilt. 37 And he cometh, 
j and findeth them sleejung, find saith 
junto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou? 

I couldest thou not Match one hour? 
38 Watch and pniy, that ye enter 
I not into temptation : the spirit in- 
deed is M illing, but the flesh is 
M’eak. 39 And jigain he Ment fiMay, 
and j)niye(l, saying the same M’ords. 
40 And agfiin he came, and found 
them sleeping, for their eyes Mere 
very heav} ; find they M ist not M’hat 
to ansMer him. 41 And he cometh 
the third time, find saith unto them. 
Sleep on noM , and take your rest : 
it is enough : the hour is come ; 
behold, the Son of nifin is l)etrayed 
: into the hands of sinners. 42 Arise, 

I let us be going: behold, he that be- 
; trayeth me is fit hand. 

! 43 And straightM’ay, Mhile he yet 

[Spake, cometh Judas, one of the 
I tMxdve, and M ith him a multitude 
! Mith swords and strives, from the 
i chief priests and the scribes find the 
elders. 44 Nom' he thfit lietrayed 
him had given them a token, saying, 
Whomsoever 1 shall kiss, that is he ; 
take him, and lead him fiMfiy safely. 

! 45 And M’hen he mis come, straight- 
j May he came to him, and saith, Rab- 
! bi ; and kissed him. 46 And they 
laid hands on him, and took him. 
47 But a certain one of them that 
stbod by drew his sword, and smote 
the servant of the high priest, and 
struck off his ear. 48 And Jesus 
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answered and said unto them, Are 
ye come out, as against a robber, 
with swords and staves to seize me ? 
49 1 \vas daily with you in the temple 
teaching, and ye took me not : but 
this is ^ne that the scriptures might 
be fulfilled 50 And they all left 
him, and fled 

51 And a certain young man fol- 
lowed with him, having a linen cloth 
cast about him, over his naked hodt/ : 
and they lay hold on him ; 52 but 

he left the linen cloth, and fled 
naked. 

53 And they led desus away to 
the high [)i’iest : and tliere come to- 
gether with liim all the chief j>riests 
and the elders and the scu'ibes. 
54 And Peter had followed him afar 
oft‘ even within, into the court of 
the high i)riest ; and he was sitting 
with the officers, and warming him- 
self ill the light of the f re. 55 Now 
the chief priests and the whole coun- 
cil sought witness against Jesus to 
put him to death ; and found it not. 
56 For many bare false witness a- 
gainst him, and their witness agi-eed 
not together. 57 And there stood 
up certain, and bare false witness 
against him, saying, 58 We h(‘ard 
him say, I will destroy this temple 
that is made with hands, and in 
three days I will build another made 
without hands. 59 And not even 
so did their witness agree together. 

60 And the high firiest stood u|) in 
the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, | 
Answerest thou nothing^ what is it 
which these witness against thee 'i 

61 But he held his peace, and an- 
swered nothing. Again the high 
priest asked him, and saith unto 
him, Art thou the Christ, the Hon 
of the Blessed? 62 And Jesus said, 

I am : and ye shall see the Hon of 
man sitting at the right hand of 
power, and coming with the clouds 
of heaven. 63 And the high priest 
rent his clothes, and saith, What 
further need have we of witnesses ? 

64 Ye have heard the blasphemy : 
what think ye ? And they all con- 
demned him to be worthy of death. 

65 And some l>egan to spit on him, 

. and to cover his face, and to buffet 


him, and to say unto him, J^ophesy: 
and the officers received liirn M'ith 
blows of their hands. 

66 And as l\der was beneath in 
the court, there cometh one of the 
maids of the high priest ; 67 and 

seeing Peter warming himself, she 
looked u[)on him, and saith, Thou 
also wast with the "Nazarenc, even 
Jesus. 68 Ifiit he denied, saying, 
I neither know, nor understand what 
thou sayest : and he went out in- 
to the porch ; and the cock crew. 
69 And the maid saw him, and began 
again to say t(» them that stood by, 
This is one of them. 70 But he 
again denied it. And after a little 
while again they that stood by said 
to Peter, Of a truth thou art oor 
of them ; for thou art a (ialihean. 
71 Ihit he began to cum', and to 
swear, I know not this man of whom 
ye sjH‘ak. 72 And straightway the 
second time the cock crew. And 
Peter called to mind the word, how 
that Jesus said unto him. Before 
the cock crow twic<\ thou shalt deny 
me thr’ice. And when he thought 
thereon, he wept. 

I And straightway in the 
morning the chief priests with 
the elders and scribes, and 
the whole council, held a consulta- 
tion, and bound Jesus, and carried 
him away, and deliverc'd him uj) to 
Pilate. 2 And Pilate asked him, 
Art thou the King of tlie Jews? AihI 
he answering siuth unto him, Thou 
sayest. 3 And the chief lu-iests 
accused him of many things. 4 And 
Pilate again asked him, saying, An- 
swerest thou nothing? bebold how 
many things they accuse thee of. 
5 But Jesus no more answered any- 
thing ; insomuch that Pilate mar- 
velled. 

6 Now at the feast he used to re- 
lease unto them one prisoner, whom 
they asked of him. 7 And there 
was one called Barabbas, Iff imj bound 
with them that had made insurrec- 
tion, men who in the insurrection 
had committed murder. 8 And the 
multitude went up and liegan to ask 
him to do as he was wont to do 
unto them. 0 And Pilate answered 
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them, say in;;, Will ye that 1 release I Ha I thou that destroyest the tcm- 
unto you tlie King of the Jews? ■pie, and buildeHt it in three days, 


10 For lie ])ereeived that for envy ; 
tlie chief prients had delivered him 
up. II But the chief priests stirred 
up tlie multitude, that he should 
rather release Barabbas unto them. 
12 And Pilate again answered and 
said unto tlieig, What then shall 1 
do unto him whom ye call the Kin^ 
of the dews ? 13 And they cried 

out again, Crucify him. 14 And 
Pilate said unto them, Wliy, what 
evil hath he done? But they cried out 
exceedingly, ( Vueify him. 15 And 
Pilate, wishing to content the mul- 
titude, released unto them Baral)- 
bas, and delivered Jesus, when he 
had scourged him, to be erucilied. 

16 And the soldiei's led him away 
within the coui’t, which is the Pne- 
torium ; and they call together the 
whole band. 17 And they clothe 
him with purple, and plaiting a 
crown of thorns, they put it on him; 
18 and they began to salute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews! 19 And 
they smote his head with a i*eed, and 
did s|)it upon him, and bowing (heir 
knees worshipjied him. 20 And 
when they had mocked him, they 
took otf from him tia‘ jHirjJe, and 
put on him his gai-ments. And they 
lead him out to ci-ucify him. 

21 And they compel (me jiassing 
by, Simon of Cyrene, coming from 
the country, the fatlau- of Alexander 
and Rufus, to go fr/fh them, that 
he might bear his cross. 22 And 
they bring him unto the place (iol- 
gotlia, which is, being interpreted, 
The place of a skull. 23 And they 
ottered him wine mingled with myrrh : 
but he received it not. 24 And 
they crucify him, and part his 
garments among them, ca.sting lots 
upon them, what each should take. 
25 And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him. 26 And the 
sujierscription of his aceu.sati(m was 
written over, tiik KiN('r ui' the 
.lEWs. 27 And with him they cru- 
cify two robbers ; one on his right 
hand, and one on his left. 29 And 
they that jiassed by railed on him, 
wagging their heads, and saying, 
# 


30 save thyself, and come down fi’om 
the cross. 31 In like manner also 
the chief priests mocking him among 
themselves with the scribes said, He 
saved others ; himself he cannot save. 
32 Let the ( Jirist, the King of Israel, 
now come down from the cross, that 
we may see and believe. And they 
that were crucified with him re- 
jiroached him. 

33 And wlien the sixth hour Wiis 
come, there was (lai*kn('ss over the 
whole land until the ninth hour. 
34 And at the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, Lloi, fttoi, 
lama sabachthani ? which is, being 
iiiterjireted, My Bod, my (jlod, why 
hast thou forsaken me ? 35 And 

some of them that stood by, when 
they heard it, said, Behold, he calletli 
Flijah. 36 And one i*an, and filling 
a sjionge full of vinegai*, ])ut it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, saying, 
ix;t be ; let us see whether fJijah 
cometh to take him down. 37 And 
Jesus uttt red a loud voice, and gave 
up the ghost. 38 And the veil of 
the temjile was rent in twain from 
the t<»p to the bottom. 39 And 
when the centurion, which stood by 
over Jigainst him, saw that he so 
gave up the ghost, he said, Truly 
this man was the Son of (»od. 
40 And there were also wcunen be- 
holding from afar : among whom 
vrre both Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James the less 
and of Joses, and Salome; 41 who, 
when he was in (Jalilee, followed him, 
and ministeivd unto him; and many 
other women which came up witli 
him unto Jei’usalem. 

42 And when even was now come, 
because it was the Jh’eparation, 
j that is, the day before the sabbath, 

I 43 there came JosejJi of Arimatluea, 

! a councillor of honourable esRite, 
j who also himself wiis looking for the 
kingdom of Bod ; and he boldly 
went in unto J^ilate, and asked for 
the body of Jesus. 44 And Pilate 
itiar veiled if he were already dead : 

I and calling unto him the centurion, 

I lie asked him whether he had been 
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any while dead. 45 And when he 
learned it of the centurion, he grant- 
ed the coqwe to Joseph. 46 And 
he bought a linen cloth, and tiiking 
him down, wound him in the linen 
cloth, and laid him in a tomb which 
had been hewn out of a rock ; and 
he rolled a stone agjiinst the door 
of the tomb. 47 And Mary Mag- 
dalene and Mary the mother of Joses 
beheld where he was laid. 

I And wlien the sal)bath 
was pjist, Mary Magdalene, 
and Ma]-v the irntther of 
James, and Salome, bouglit spices, 
that they might come and anoint 
him. 2 And very early on the 
first day of the week, tliey come to 
the tomb when the sun was risen. 
3- And they were saying among 
themselves, Who shall roll us away , 
the stone from the door of the tomb^ 
4 and looking up, they see that the 
stone is rolled back : for it was ex- ' 
ceeding great. 5 And entering 
into the tomb, they saw a young 
man sitting on the right side, ar- 
rayed in a white rolx* ; and they 
were amazed. 6 And he «iith 
unto them, Be wot amazed : ye seek 
Jesus, the Nazarene, which hath 
been crucified: he is risen; he is not 
here : behold, the place where they 
laid him ! 7 But go, tell his dis- 

ciples and Peter, He goeth before 
you into (lalilee : thei-e shall ye see 
liim, i\H he said unto you. 8 And 
they went out, and fied from the 
tomb ; for trembling and astonish- 
ment had come upon them : and 
they siiid nothing to any one ; for 
they were afraid. 


the first day of the week, he a[>- 
peared first to Mary Magdalene, 
from whom he had cast out seven 
devils. 10 She went and told 
them that had been with him, as 
they mourned and wept. ii And 
they, when tliey heard that he was 
alive, and had been seen of her, 
disl)elieved. 

12 And aft(T these things he 
was manifested in another form un- 
to two of them, as they walked, 
on their way into the country. 
13 And they went away and told 
it unto the rest : neither believed 
they them. 

14 And afterward he was mani- 
fested unto the eleven themselves as 
they sat at meat ; and he upbraided 
them with their unl)elief and hard- 
ness of heart, l)ecause they ladicved 
not them which had seen him after 
he was risen. 15 And h(‘ said 
unto them, (io ye into all the world, 
and preach tht‘ gospel to the whole 
creation. 16 He that ladieveth 

and is baptized shall W saved ; but 
he that disladieveth shall be con- 
demned. 17 And these signs shall 

follow them that bedieve : in my 
name shall they cast out devils ; 

I they shall sfK‘ak with new tongues ; 
18 they shall take up serpents, and 
if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall in no wise hurt them ; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and tliey 
shall recover. 

19 So then the Lord Jesus, after 
he had spoken unto them, Mfis re- 
ceived up into heaven, and sat 
down at the right hand of God. 
20 And they went forth, and 
preachwl everywhere, the liord work-

ing with them, and confirming the 
word by the signs that followed. 
Amen. 
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_ I Forasmuch as many have i 
J taken in hand to draw np a nar- 
rative eomxaTiin*^ tliose matters | 
wliicli have been fulfilled amonju^ us, 

2 even as they deli vered them unto us, ! 
which from the bepnnin^ were eye- 1 
witnesses and nnnisters of the word, , 

3 it seemed ^ood to me also, having; 

traced the course of all thin^jjs ac- ■ 
curately from the first, to write unto 
thee in order, most excellent Theo- 
philus ; 4 that thou mi^ditest know' | 

the certainty concerning- the things 
wherein thou wast instructed. ;

5 Thkkk was in the days of 
Herod, king of Judjea, a certain 
priest named Ziicharias, of the 
c(2urse of Abijah : and he had a 
wife of the daughters of Aaron, and 
her name was Elisabeth. 6 And 
they were both I'ighteous l)efore (Jod, ; 
walking in all the commandments ; 
and ordinances of the Lord blame- 
less. 7 And they had no child, 
l)ecause that Llisabeth was barren, 
and they lH)th were //o/r well strick- ! 
en in years. 

8 Now' it aime to pass, while he 
execaited the fwiest’s office before 
(lod in the order of his course, 
9 according to the custom of the 
priest’s office, his lot was to enter 
ink) the temple of the Lord and 
burn incense. 10 And the wlude 
multitude of the people were pi*ay- 
ing without at the liour of incense. 

11 And there appeared unto liim an 
angel of the Lord standing on the 
right side of the altar of incense. 

12 And Zacharias was troubled when 
he saw' him, and fear fell upon him. 

13 But the angel said unto him, 
Fear not, Zticharias: because thy 
supplication is heard, and thy wife 
Flisalxith shall bear thee a son, 
and thou shalt call his name John. 


14 And t]if)U shalt have joy and 
gladness ; and many shall rejoice at 
his birth. 15 For he shall be 
great in the siglit of the Lord, and 
he shall di ink no wine nor strong 
drink ; and he shall be filled witli 
the Holy (diost, even from his 
mother's womb. 16 And many of 
the children of Israel shall he turn 
unto the J.ord their Hod. 17 And 
he shall go iKfore his face in tlie 
s])irit and power of Flijah, to turn 
tlie hearts of the fathei’s to the 
children, and tlie disol)edicnt to 
fra I/: in the wisdom of the just ; to 
make read}' for the Lord a }>eople 
j>reparedyh/' ///uL 18 And Zacha- 

rias said unto the angel, Whereby 
shall I k now tliis for I am an old 
man, and my wife well stricken in 
years. 19 And tlie angel answer- 
ing said unto him, I am Gabriel, 
that stand in the presence of God ; 
and J was sent to sfieak unto tliee, 
and to bi’ing thee these good tidings. 
20 And behold, thou shalt be silent 
and not able to s}K‘ak, until the day 
that these things shall come to pass, 
Ix^eause thou believedst not my 
w'ords, which shall be fulfilled in 
their season. 21 And the t>eople 
were waiting for Zacliarias, and they 
marvelled while he tarried in the 
tem])le. 22 And when he came 
out, he could not sjieak unto them : 
and they perceived that he had seen 
a vision in the temple : and he con- 
tinued making signs unto them, and 
remained dumb. 23 And it came 
to iwiss, w hen the days of Iiis minis- 
tration were fulfilled, he departed 
unto his house. 

24 And after these days Elisabeth 
his wife conceived ; and she hid her- 
self five months, saying, 25 Thus 
hath the Lord done unto me in the 
days wherein he hmked uplwi me. 
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to take away my reproach amoiipj 
men. 

26 Now in the sixth month the 
angel Gabriel was sent from God 
unto a city of Galilee, named Naza- 
reth, 27 to a virgin betrothed to a 
man whose name was Joseph, of the 
house of David ; and the virgin’s 
name was Mary. 28 And he came 
in unto her, and said, Hail, thou 
that art highly favoured, the Lord /s 
with thee.

34 y\nd 
Mary said unto the angel. How shall 
this be, seeing 1 know not a man i 
35 And the angel answered and said 
unto her, The Holy (diost shall come 
upon thee, and tlic power of the 
Most High shall overshadow thee : 
wherefore also that whi(‘h is to be 
born shall be called holy, the Son of 
God. 36 And behold, Elisabeth 
thy kinswoman, she also hath con- 
ceived a son in her old age : and 
this is the sixth month with her that 
was called barren. 37 Foi* no 

word from God shall l>e void of 
power. 38 And Mary said, Be- 
hold, the handmaid of the Jjord ; be 
it unto me according to thy word. 
And the angel de])ai*ted from her. 

39 And Mary arose in these days 
and went into the hill country with 
haste, into a city of Judah ; 40 and 

entered into the house of Zacljarias 
and saluted Elisabeth. 41 And it 
came to pass, when Elisabeth heard 
the salutation of Mary, the babe 
leaped in her womb ; and Elisabeth 
wa« filled with the Holy Ghosf; 
42 and she lifliid up her voice with 
a loud cry, Jtad said, Blessed art 


thou among women, and blessed u 
the fruit of thy womb. 43 And 
whence is this to me, that the 
mother of my Ijord should come 
I unto me ? 44 For behold, when 

I the voice of thy salutation cume irdo 
I mine ears, the babe lea])ed in my 
I womb for joy. . 45 And blessed os 
she that believed ; for there shall be 
a fulfilment of the things which have 
been s])oken to her from the Lord. 

46 And Mary said, 

My soul doth magnify the Jjord, 

47 And my spirit hath rejoiced in 

(Jod my Saviour. 

48 For he hath looked u])on the low 

estate of his handmaidcai : 

For behold, from henceforth 
all generations shall call me 
blessed. 

49 For h(‘ that is mighty hath done 

to m(‘ g]‘eat things : 

And lioly is his name. 

50 And his mercy is imto genera- 

tions and gc'uerations 
On them that fear him. 

51 He hatli shewed strength with 

his arm : 

He hath s(‘attered the ])roud in 
th(‘ imagination of their heart. 

52 He hath })ut down princes from 

their thrones. 

And hath exalted them of low 
degi'(‘(‘. 

53 The hungiT he hath filled with 

good things ; 

And the i-ich he hath sent empty 
away. 

54 He hath holpen Israel his servant, 
That he might remember mercy 

55 (As he spake unto our fathers) 
Toward Abraham and his seed 

for ever. 

56 And Mary abode with her about 
three months, and returned unto her 
house. 

57 Now Flisabeth’s time was ful 
filled that she should be delivered : 
and she brought forth a son. 58 And 
her neighbours and her kinsfolk 
heard that the Lord had magnified 
his mercy towards her ; and they 
rejoiced witli her.

salvation for us 

In the house of liissei’vant David 

70 (As he spake by the mouth of 

his holy proj>liets which have 
l)C‘en since the woiid began), 

71 Salvation from our enemies, and 

from the hand of all th:it hate 
us ; 

72 To shew merey towards our 

fathers. 

And to remember his holy cove- 
nant ; 

73 The oath which he sware unto ' 

Abraham our father, 

74 To grant unto us that we being 

delivered out of the hand of 
our enemies 

Should serve him without fear, 

75 In holiness and righteousness bi‘- 

fore him all our days. 

76 Yea and thou, child, shalt b(‘ 

called the prophet of the Most

77 To give knowledge of salvation 
unto his people 
In the remission of their sins, 

178 Because of the tender mercy of 
our (Jod, 

Whereby tlie dayspring from on

I 79 To shine upon them that sit in 
dai-kness and the shadow of 
death ; 

To guide our feet into the way 
of peace. 

80 And the child grew, and waxed 
strong in spirit, and was in the 
deseiTs till the day of his shewing 
unto Israel.

23 And they shall say to you, Lo, 
there ! Lo, here ! go not away, nor 
follow after them : 24 for as the 

lightning, when it lighteneth out of 
the onepart under the heaven, shineth 
unto the other jiart under heaven ; 
so shall the Son of man be in his 
day. 25 But first must lie suffer 
marly things and be rejected of this 
generation. 26 And as it came to 
pass in the days of Noah, even so 
shall it be also in the days of the 


Son of man. 27 Tliey ate, they 
drank, they mari’ied, they were given 
in marriage, until the day that 
Noah entered into the ark, and the 
flood came, and destroyed them all. 
28 Likewise even as it came to pass 
in the days of Lot ; they ate, they 
drank, they bought, they sold, they 
jilanted, they budded ; 29 but in 

the (lav that Lot w^eiit out from 
Sodom it rained fire and brimstone 
from heaven, and destroyed them 
all : 30 after the same manner

6 And the 
Lord said, Hear what the unright- 
eous judge saith. 7 And shall 
liot God avenge his elect, which 
cry to him day and night, and he 
is longsuffering over them? 8 I 
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say unto you, that he will avenge 
them speedily. Howbeit when the 
Son of man conieth, shall he find 
faith on the earth ? 

9 And he spake also this parable 
unto certain which trusted in them- 
selves that they were righteous, and 
set all others at nought ; lo Two 
men went up into tlie temple to 
pray ; the one a Pharisee, and tlie 
other a publican. ii The Phari- 
see stood and prayed thus with him- 
self, God, I thank thee, that 1 am 
not as the rest of men, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as this 
publican. 12 1 fast twice in the 
week ; I give tithes of all that 1 get. 
13 But the publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up so much as 
his eyes unto heaven, but smote his 
breast, saying, God, be merciful to 
me a sinner. 14 I say unto you, 
This man went down to his house 
justified rather than the other : for 
every one that exalteth himself shall 
be humbled ; but he that hunibleth 
himself shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him 
also their babes, that he should 
touch them : but when the disciples 
saw it, they rebuked them. 16 Jbit 
Jesus called them unto liim, saying, 
Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not : for 
of such is the kingdom of (iod. 
17 Verily I say unto you. Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom 
of (lod as a little child, he shall in 
no wise enter therein, 

18 And a certain ruler Jisked him, 
8a3dng, (xood Master, what shall I 
do to inherit eternal life? 19 And 
Jesus said unto him. Why callest 
thou me good? none is good, save 
one, even God. 20 Thou knowest 
the commandments, Do not commit 
adultery, Do not kill. Do not steal, 
Do not bear false witness, Honour 
thy father and mother. 21 And 
he said, All these things have T ob- 
served from my youth up. 22 And 
when Jesus heard it, he said unto 
him, One thing thou lackest yet: 
sell all that thou hast, and distri-

9 And he began to speak unto the 
people this parable : A man jdanted 
a vineyard, and let it out to hus- 
bandmen, and ,went into another 
country for a long tiim\ 10 And 
at tlie season he sent unto the 
husbandmen a servant, that they 
should give him of the fruit of the 
vineyard : but the husbandmen lK:‘at 
liim, and sent him away empty. 
II Aiid he sent yet another servant : 
and him also tliey l)eat, and handled 
him shamefully, and sent him away 
empty. 12 And he sent yet a 
third : and him also they wounded, 
and cast him forth. 13 And the 
lord of the vineyard said, What shall 
1 do? I will send my beloved son: 
it may be they will revermice him. 
14 But when the husbandmen saw 
him, the.y reiisoned one with another, 
saying, This is the heir : let us kill 
him, that the inheritance may l)e 
ours. 15 And they cast him forth 
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out of the vineyard, and killed him. 
What therefore will the lord of the 
vineyard do unto them? i6 He 
will eome and destroy these hus- 
bandmen, and will give the vineyard 
unto others. And when they heard 
it, they said, God forbid. 17 Ihit 
he looked upon them, and said, What 
then is this th^it is written,

18 Every one that falletli on that 
stone shall bc'^broken to pieces; 
but on whomsoever it shall fall, it 
will s(!atter him as dust. 

19 And the scribes and the chief 
priests souglit to lay hands on him 
in that very hour; and they feariMl 
the ])eople : for they ])erceived that 
he spake this parabh* against them. 

20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth s]»ies, which feigned tlnau- 
selves to be righteous, that they 
might take hold of his speech, so as 
to deliver him uj) to the rule and 
to the authority of the governor. 

21 And they askc'd him, sjiying, 
Master, we know that thou sayest 
and teachest rightly, and accej)test 
n()t the person of oinj, but of a j 
truth teachest the way of God : | 

22 Is it lawful for us to give tribute 

unto (/jesar, or not ? 23 But he

the second ; 31 and the third took 

her; and likewise the seven also left 
no children, and died. 32 After- 
ward the woman also died. 33 In 
i the resurrection therefore w hose 
I wife of them shall she Ixi ? for the 
seven had her to wife. 34 And 
Jesus said unto them, The sons of 
this world marry, and are given in 
marriage : 35 but they tliat are 

accounted worthy to attain to that 
world, and the resurrection from 
the dead, neither marry, nor arc 
given in marriage : 36 for neither 

can they die any more : for tiiey are 
(Mpial unto the angels ; and are sons 
of God, being sons of the resur- 
rection. 37 Hut that the dead 
are raised, even Moses shewed, in 
fitr ]>!<(('(’ coiK'nit hof the Bush, w hen 
he calh'tli the J^ord the (cxl of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacol). 38 Now’ he is not 
the God of the dead, but of the liv- 
ing: for all live unto him. 39 And 
certain of the scribes answering 
said, Master, thou hast well said. 
40 For they durst not any more ask 
him any (piestion. 

41 And he said unto them, IIow’ 
say they that the bJirist is David’s 
son ? 42 For David himself saith 

in the book of Psalms, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on my right hand, 

43 Till 1 make thine enemies the 

footstool of thy feet. 

44 David therefore calleth him Lord, 
and how is he his son ? 

45 And in the hearing of all the 
})eople he said unto his disci] )les, 
46 Beware of the scribes, which 
I desire to walk in long rol>t‘s, and 
love salutations in the marketplaces, 
and chief seats in the synagogues, 
and chief places at feasts ; 47 w hich 
devour w idows’ houses, and for a pre- 
tence make long prayers ; these shall 
receive greater condemnation. 

I And he looked up, and 
saw the rich men that were 
casting their gifts into the 
treasury. 2 And he saw a certain 
poor widow casting in thither two 
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mites. 3 And he said, Of a truth 
I say unto you, lliis poor widow 
cast in more than they all : 4 for 

all these did of their superfluity 
cast in unto the gifts : but she of 
her want did cast in all the living 
that she had. 

5 And as some spake of the temple, 
how it was adorned ^^ith goodly 
stones and ofierings, he said, 6 As 
for these things which ye behold, the 
days will come, in Avhich there shall 
not be left here one stone upon 
another, that shall not be thrown 
down. 7 And they asked him, 
saying, Master, when therefore shall 
these things be ? and what shall he 
the sign when these things are about 
to come to pass ? 8 And he said. 

Take heed that ye be not led astray: 
for many shall come in iny name, 
saying, I am he ; and, Tlie time is 
at hand : go ye not after them. 
9 And when ye shall hear of wars and 
tumults, be not terrified ; for these 
things must needs come to pass first ; 
but the end is not immediately. 

10 Then said he unto them, Nation 
shall rise against nation, and king- 
dom against kingdom : ii and 

there shall he great earth (piakes, 
and in divers places famines and 
pestilences ; and there shall be 
terrors and great signs from heaven. 
12 But before all these things, they 
shall lay their hands on you, and 
shall persecute you, delivering you 
up to the synagogues and prisons, 
bringing you before kings and go- 
vernors for my name’s sjike. 13 It 
shall turn unto you for a testimony. 
14 Settle it therefore in your hearts, 
not to meditate beforehand how to 
answer: 15 for I will give you 

a mouth and wisdom, which all your 
adversaries shall not be able to 
withstand or to gainsay. 16 But 
ye shall be delivered up even by 
parents, and brethren, and kinsfolk, 
and friends ; and some of you shall 
they cause to be put to death. 
17 And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake. 18 And 
not a hair of your head shall j)eri8h, 
19 In your patience ye shall win 
your souls. 


20 But when ye see Jerusalem 
compassed with armies, then know 
that her desolation is at hand. 

21 Then let them that are in Judaea 
flee unto the mountains ; and let 
them that are in the midst of her 
dej)art out ; and let not them that 
are in the country enter therein. 

22 For these are days of vengeance, 

that all things whicfi are written 
may be fulfilled. 23 Woe unto 
them that are with child and to 
them that give suck in those days ! 
for there shall be great distress 
upon the land, and wrath unto this 
people. 24 And they shall fall by 
the edge of the sword, and sliall be 
led captive into all the nations: and 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of 
the llentiles, until the times of the 
(lentiles be fulfilled. 25 And 
there shall be signs in sun and 
moon and , stars ; and upon the 
earth distress of nations, in per- 
plexity for the roaring of the sea 
and the billows ; 26 men fainting 

for fear, and for cxj)eetation of the 
things which are coming on the 
world : for the powers of the 
heavens shall Xxi shaken. 27 And 
then shall they see the Son of man 
coming in a cloud with power and 
great glory. 28 But when these 
things begin to come to pass, look 
up, and lift up your heads ; because 
your redemption draweth nigh. 

29 And he spake to them a parable : 
Behold the fig tree, and all the trees; 
30 when they now shoot forth, ye see 
it and know of your own selves that 
the summer is now nigh. 31 Even 
so ye also, when ye see these things 
coming to pass, know ye that the 
kingdom of God is nigh. 32 Verily 
I say unto you, This generation shall 
not pass away, till all things be 
accomplished. 33 Heaven and 
earth shall pass away : but my words 
shall not pass away. 

34 But take heed to yourselves, 
lest haply your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, 
and cares of tliis life, and that day 
come on you suddenly as a snare : 
35 for 80 shall it come upon all them 
that dwell on the face of all the 
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earth. 36 But watch ye at every 
season, making supplication, that ye 
may prevail to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of man. 

37 And every day he was teaching 
in the temple ; and every night he 
went out, and lodged in the mount 
that is callecl, the vnount of Olives. 
38 And all the [>eoj)le came early in

Woman, what| 
have I to do with thee? mine hour 
is not yet come. 5 His mother 
saith unto the servants, Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do it. 6 Now 
there were six waterpots of stone set 
there after the Jews’ manner of 
purifying, containing two or three 
firkins apiece. 7 Jesus saith unto 
them, Fill the waterpots with water. 
And they filled them up to tlie brim. 

8 And he saith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the ruler of the 
feast. And they bare it. 9 And 
when the ruler of the feast tasted 
the Avater now become wine, and 
knew not whence it was (but the 
servants which had drawn the water 
knew), the ruler of the feast calleth 
the bridegroom, 10 and saith unto 
him, Every man setteth on first the 
good wine ; and when men have 
drunk freely, then that which is 
worse : thou hast kept the good wine 
until now. li This beginning of 
his signs did Jesus in (Jana of (Jali- 
lee, and manifested his glory; and 
his disciples l>elieved on him. 

12 After this he went down to 
Capernaum, he, and his mother, and 
his brethren, and his disciples : and 
there they abode not many days. 

13 And the passover of the Jews ! 

was at hand, and Jesus went up to ! 
Jerusalem. 14 And he found in ' 
the temple those that sold oxen and 
sheep and doves, and the changers | 
of money sitting : 15 and he made i 

a scourge of cords, and cast all out of 
the temple, both the sheep and the 
oxen ; and he poured out the 
changers’ money, and overthrew their 
tables ; 16 and to them that sold 

the doves he said. Take these things 
hence ; make not my Father’s house 
a house of merchandise. 17 His 
disciples remembered that it was 
written, The zeal of thine house shall 
eat me up. 18 The Jews there- 
fore answered and said unto him, 
What sign shewest thou unto us, see- 
ing that thou doest these things { 
19 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Destroy this temple, and in 


three days I will raise it up. 20 The 
Jews therefore said. Forty and six 
years was this temple in building, 
and wilt thou raise it up in three 
days? 21 But he spake of the 
temple of his body. 22 When 
therefore he was raised from the 
dead, his disciples remembered that 
he s{)ake t^is ; and they lK‘lieved the 
scrij)ture, and the word which Jesus 
had said. 

23 Now wlien he was in Jerusalem 
at the ])assover, during the feast, 
many Ixdieved on his name, behold- 
ing his signs which he did. 24 But 
Jesus did not trust himself unto 
them, for that he kiiew all men, 
25 and because he needed not that 
any one sliould bear witness concern- 
ing man ; for he himself knew what 
was in man. 

3 1 Now there was a man of the 
Pharisees, named Nicodemus, a 
ruler of the Jews : 2 the same 

came unto him by niglit, and said to 
him, Babbi, we know that thou art 
a teacher come from (h)d *, for no 
man can do these signs that thou 
doest, excef>t God L>e with him. 
3 Jesus answered and said unto him. 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Ex- 
cept a man l)e born anew, he cannot 
see the kingdom of (h)d. 4 Nico- 

demus saith unto him, How can a 
man be born when he is old ? can he 
enter a second time into his niother’s 
womb, and be born ? 5 Jesus an- 

swered, Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Exce})t a nuin be l)oni of water 
and the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. 6 That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh ; 
i and that which is born of the Spirit 
is spirit. 7 Marvel not that I said 
unto thee. Ye must be bom anew. 
8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, 

; and thou hearest the voice thereof, 
but k no west not whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth : so is every 
one that is born of the Spirit 
9 Nicodemus answered and said 
unto him. How can these things be ? 
10 Jesus answered and said unto 
him. Art thou the teacher of Israel, 
and understandest not these things ? 
II Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
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We speak that we do know, and 
bear witness of that we have seen ; 
and ye receive not our witness. 
12 If I told you earthly thinp^s, and 
ye believe not, how shall ye believe, 
if I tell you heavenly things? 13 And 
no man hath ascended into heaven, 
but he that descended out of heaven, | 
even the Son of man, which is in ; 
heaven. 14 ‘And as Moses lifted ; 
up the serpent in the wilderness, | 
even so must the St)n of man Ix^ ' 
lifted up : 15 that whosoever 

believeth may in liim have eternal 
life. 

16 For (iod so loved tlie world, 
that he gave his only l>c‘gotten Son, 
that whosoever l)elieveth on him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 17 For (lod sent not the Son 
into the world to judge the world ; 
but tliat the world should be saved 
through him. 18 J le that Ix'Iieveth 
on him is not judged : he tliat be- 
lieveth not hath lx‘en judged already, 
because he hath not lielieved on the 
name of the only begotten Son of 
(Jod. 19 And this is the judge- 
ment, that the light is come into the 
world, and men loved the darkness 
rather than the liglit ; for their works 
were evil. 20 For every one that 
doeth ill hateth the light, and eometh 
not to the light, lest his works should 
be reproved 2I But he that 
doeth the truth eometh to the liglit, 
that his works may be made mani- 
fest, that they have been wrought in 

22 After these things came desus 
and his Vlisidples into the land of 
Judioa; and there he tarried with 
them, and baptized. 23 And John 
also was baptizing in jEnon near to 
Salim, because there was much water 
there : and they came, and were 
baptized. 24 FoitJohn was not 
yet cast into prison. 25 There 
arose, therefore a questioning on the 
part of John’s disciples M'ith a Jew 
about purifying. 26 And they 
came unto John, and said to him, 
Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond 
Jordan, to whom thou bast borne 
witness, behold, the same baptizeth, 
and all men come to him. 27 Johb 


answered and said, A man can re- 
ceive nothing, except it have been 
given him from heaven. 28 Ye 
yourselves bear me witness, that 1 
said, I am not the Christ, but, that 
I am sent Ixfore hinL 29 He that 
hath the bride is the bridegroom : 
but the friend of the bridegroom, 
which standeth and heareth him, 
rejoiceth gi’eatly because of the 
bridegroom’s voice : this my joy 
therefore is fulfilled. 30 He must 
increase, but 1 must decrease. 

3iHe that eometh from above is 
above all : he that is of the earth is 
I of the earth, and of the earth he 
: speaketh : he that eometh from 
heaven is above all. 32 What he 
hath seen and heard, of tliat he 
: beareth w itness ; and no man reeeiv- 
I eth his witness. 33 He that hath 
received his witness hath set his seal 
to /A/s, that Cod is true. 34 P'or 
! he w hom Cod hath sent speaketh the 
words of Cod : for he giveth not the 
Spirit by measure. 35 The Prather 
loveth the Son, and hath given all 
things into his hand. 36 He that 
believeth ,011 the Son hath eternal 
life ; but he that obeyeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the WTath 
of Cod abideth on him. . 

4 1 When therefore the l.ord 
knew' how’ that the Pharisees 
had heard that Jesus was making 
and baptizing more discijJes than 
.)ohn 2 (although Jesus himself 
baptized not, but his disciples), 
3 he left Jiuhea, and departed again 
; into Calilee. 4 And he must needs 
jiass through Samaria. 5 So he 
eometh to a city of Samaria, called 
I Sychai*. near to the parcel of gi’oiind 
' that Jacob gave to his son Josejih : 
6 and Jacob’s well was there. Jesus 
therefore, being wearied with his 
journey, sat thus by the well. It 
was about the sixth hour. 7 There 
eometh a woman of Samaria to draw 
water: Jesus saith unto her. Give me 
to drink. 8 For his disciples were 
gone away into the city to buy food. 

1 9 The Samaritan woman there- 
j fore saith unto him, How^ is it that 
thou, being a Jewy askest drink of 
I me, w hich am a Samaritan woman t 
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(For Jews have no dealings with 
Samaritans.) lO Jesus answered 
and said unto her, If thou knewest 
the gift of (lod, and who it is that 
saith to tliee, (Jive me to drink ; 
thou wouldest have asked of him, 
and he would have given thee living 
water, ii The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, thou hast nothing to draw 
witli, and the well is deep : from 
whence then hast thou that living 
water ? 12 Art thou greater than 

our father Jacob, which gave us 


I saith unto him, I know that Messiah 
j cometh ( which is called Christ) : 
j when he is come, he will declare 
unto us all things. 26 Jesus saith 
I unto her, 1 that speak unto thee am 

I he. 

j 27 And upon this came his dis- 
cij)le8 ; and they marvelled that he 
was speaking with a woman ; yet 
no man said, What seekest thou? 
or, Why speakest thou with her? 
28 So the woman left her waterpot, 
and went away into the city, and 


the well, and drank tliereof him- 
self, and his sons, and Ins cattle? 
13 Jesus answered and said unto 
her. Every one that drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again : 14 but 

whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never 
thirst ; but the water that I shall 
give him shall Ix^come in him a well 
of water springing u]> unto eternal 
life. 15 The woman saith unto 
him. Sir, give me this water, that 
I thii*st not, neither come all the 
way hither to draw. 16 Jesus 
saith unto her, Co, ciill thy husband, 
and come hither. 17 The woman 
answered and said unto him, I have 
no husband. Jesus saith unto her. 
Thou saidst well, 1 have no husband : 
18 for thou hast bad five husbands ; 
and he whom thou now hast is not 
thy husband : this hast thou said 
truly. 19 The woman saith unto 
him. Sir, I {lerceive that thou -art 
a prophet. 20 Our fathers wor- 
shipjK'd in this mountain ; and 
ye say, that in Jerusalem is the 
place where men ought to worshi]). 
21 Jesus saith unto her, \V()man, 
believe me, the hour cometh, when 
neither in this mountain, nor in 
Jerusalem, shall ye worship the 
Father. 22 A"e worship that 
which ye know not : we worship 
that which we know : for salvation 
is from the Jews. 23 But the | 
hour cometh, and now is, when the 
true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and truth : for such 
doth the Father seek to be his wor- 
shippers. 24 God is a Spirit : and 
they that worship him must worship 
in sfttrit and truth. 25 The woman

unto them, My meat is to do the 
will of him that sent me, and to 
accomplish his work. 35 Say not 
ye. There are yet four months, and 
then cometh the harvest? l>ehold, 
I wiy unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields, that they are 
w hite already unto harvest 36 He 
that reaj)eth receiveth wages, and 
gathereth fruit unto life eternal ; 
that he that soweth and he that rcaj)- 
eth may rejoice bigether. 37 For 
herein is the saying true. One sow- 
eth, and another reapeth. 38 1 
sent you to reap that whereon ye 
have not laboured : others have 
laboured, and ye are entered into 
their labour. 

39 And from that city many of 
j the Samaritans believed on him be- 
cause of the word of the waiman, 

I w ho testified, Hb told me all things 
that ever I did. 40 So when the 
Samaritans came unto him, they 
besought him to abide with them : 
and he abode there two days. 
41 And many more believed because 
of his word ; 42 and they said to 

the woman, Now we believe, not 
because of thy speaking: for we 
have heard for ourselves, and know 
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that this is indeed the Saviour of 
the world. ! 

43 And after the two days he 
went forth from thence into Galilee. ; 
44 For Jesus himself testified, that 
a prophet hath no honour in his i 
own country. 45 So when he 
came into Galilee, the Galiheans ' 
received hirn,^ having seen all the : 
things that he did in Jerusalem at’ 
the feast : for they also went unto : 
the feast. 

46 He came therefore again unto 
Cana of Galilee, where he made the 
water wine. And there was a cer- 
tain nobleman, whose son was sick 
at Capernaum. 47 When he heard 
that Jesus was come out of Jmhea 
into Galilee, he went unto him, and 
l>esought him tliat he would come 
down, and heal his son ; for he was 
at the point of death. 48 Jesus 
therefore said unto him, CAce|>t ye 
see signs and wondei*s, ye will in no 
M’ise l)elieve. 49 The nobleman 
saith unto him, Sir, come down ere 
my child die. 50 Jesus saith unto 
him, Go thy way ; thy son liveth. 
The man believed the word ^that 
JesiLs spake unto him, and he went 
his way. 51 And as he was now 
going down, his servants met him, 
saying, that his son lived. 52 So 
he inquired of them the hour when 
he l)eg*an to amend They said 
therefore unto him, Yesterday at 
the seventh hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that it /rns 
at tliat hour in which Jesus said 
unto him. Thy son liveth : and him- 
self l)elieved, ,.and his whole house. 

54 This is again the second sign 
that Jesus did, having come out of 
Judiea into Galilee. 

5 1 After these things there was 
a feast of the Jews ; and Jesus 
went up to Jerusalem. 

2 Now there is in Jerusalem by i 
the sheep gate a |k>o 1, which is j 
called in Hebrew Bethesda, having 
five porches. 3 In these lay a 
multitu^ of them that were sick, 
blind, nalt, withered. 5 And a 
certain man was there, which had 
been thirty and eight years in his 
infirmity. 6 When Jesus saw^ liim 


lying, and knew' that he had been 
now a long time in that case, he 
saith unto him, Wouldest thou be 
made whole ? 7 The sick man 

answered him, Sir, 1 have no man, 
when the water is troubled, to j>ut 
me into the pool : but while 1 am 
coming, another step[)eth down lie- 
fore me. 8 Jesus saith unto him. 
Arise, take up thy bed, and walk. 
9 And straightway the man was 
made whole, and took up his l^ed 
and walked. 

Now it was the sabbath oti that 
day. 10 So the Jews said unto 
him that was cured, It is the sab- 
liath, and it is not lawful for thee 
to take up thy bed. ii But he 
answered them. He tliat made me 
whole, tlie sana* said unto me. Take 
up thy bed, and walk. 12 They 
asked him, Who is the man that 
said unto thee, Take up thy bed, 
and walk ? 13 But he that was

, Jesus had conveyed himself away, 
a multitude iK'ing in the place. 
14 Afterward Jesus findetli him in 
the teni])le, and said unto him, 
Behold, thou art made whole : sin 
no more, lest a worse thing befall 
thee, 15 The man went away, 
and told the Jews that it w’as 
Jesus whieli had made him whole. 
16 And for this cause did the Jews 
|>ersecute Jesus, liecause he did these 
things on the sablwith.

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, that j 
ye shall w eep and lament, but the 
world shall rejoice : ye shall 1 k' sor- 
row'ful, but your sorrow shall lx? ^ 
turned into joy. 21 A woman 
when she is in travail hath sorrow, 
because her hour is come : but when 
she is delivered of the child, she re- 
meml)ereth no more the anguish, for 
the joy that a man is born into the 
worid. 22 And ye therefore now^ 
have sorrow' : but I will see you 
again, and your heart shall rej(»ice, 
and your joy no one biketh aw'ay 
from you. 23 And in that day ye 
shall ask me nothing. Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, If ye shall tisk any- 
thing of the Father, he will give it

you in my name. 24 Hitherto have 
ye asked nothing in my name : ask, 
and ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be fulfilled. 

25 These things have T spoken unto 
you in proverbs ; the hour cometh, 
when 1 shall no more speak unto 
you in proverbs, but shall tell you 
plainly of the Father. 26 In that 
day ye shall ask in my name : and

the Father for you ; 27 for the 

Father himself loveth you, because 
ye have loved me, and have believed 
that I came forth from the Father.

51 Ve stifinecktMl and uncircum- 
cised in heart and c'ai’s, ye do always 
resist the Holy Ghost: as your 
fathers did, so do ye. 52 Wdiich 
of the j)!-ophets did not your fathers 
pe?-seculc ? and they killed them 
wJiieh shewed before* of the coming 
of the Highteous One ; of whom ye 
have now become betrayers and 
murderers ; 53 ye w ho received 

tlu* law’ as it w as ordained by angels, 
and ke|)t it not. 

54 Ishov when they heard these 
things, they wei'e cut to the heart, 

I and they gnashed on him with their 
; teeth. 55 Hut he, being full of 
the Holy (diost, looked ui> steiL 
fastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of (hxl, and Jesus standing on 
the right liand'of God, 56 and 
fciaid, Behold, 1 see the lieavens 
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Opened, and the Son of nmn stand- 
inji; on the right hand of (lod. 

57 Ihit they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stoj)ped tlieir ears, and 
rushed nj)on him with one accord ; 

58 and they cast him out of the 
city, and stoned him : and the wit 
nesses laid down theii; gai'ineids at 
the feet of .a young man named 
Saul. 59 And they stoned Stephen, 
(tailing u])on th( Lord, and say^ 
ing, Loi’d desns, recta ve my spirit. 
60 And ht‘ kneeled dtovn, and ci-ied 
with a loud voice, Loi’d, lay not 
this sin to tlK'i]- cliaigt'. And when 
he had said this, 1 k‘ jell asleep. 

8 1 And Saul was (‘onst'nting unto 
his death. 

.\nd there arose on (hat day 
a gi'eat ])ta’secntion against the 
clnu’ch which was in dtaaisalem ; 
and thc'v wert* all scatlertal abroad 
tJiroughout the i\'gi(His of Juthea 
and Samaria, e.\ct']»t tht* ap(>stk‘s. 
2 And dt'vont men binatal Stcphtai, 
and made grt'at lanu'iitation ovta* 
him. 3 lint Saul laid waste the 
churt'h, entt'i’ing into cvtuw house, 
and haling men and wonitui com- 
mitted them to prison. 

4 Th(\v thcrtToiv that were scat- 
tered abroad went about jirc'aching 
the word. 5 And Philip wiuit 
down to the city of Samariri, and 
jU’oclainK'd unto tla'in tlie (lirist. 
6 And tiie multitude's gave lieeal 
with one accord unto thi‘ things 
that wc'i’c spoken by Philip, when 
they heard, ;ind saw the signs which 
he did. 7 Por froin many of 
those which had iiiKlean sj)irits, 
they canu' out, crying with a loud 
voice : and many that were ])alsied, 
and that were lame, we're healed. 
8 And there was mue'h joy in that 
city. 

9 But thei’c was a certain man, 
Simon by name', whie-h beforetime 
in the city used se)re'ery, and amazed 
the peo])le of Samaria, giving enit 
t hat himself was some great one : 
10 to whom they alPgave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying, This 
man is that ])ower of (Jod which is 
called (Jreat. II And they gave 
heed to him, beci^use that of long 
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time he had amazed them witli his 
sorceries. 12 Put when they be- 
lieved Philip ])ix‘aching goofl tidings 
concerning the kingdom of (h)d and 
the name of Jesus ( Ti'ist, they wei'e 
baj)tized, both men and women. 
13 And Simon also himself l)elieved ; 
and being baptized, he continued 
with Philij) ; and beholding signs 
and great miracles wrought, he was 
amazed. 

14 Now when the a])ostles which 
were' at Jerusalem heai*d tliat Sa- 
maria had I’eceived tlu' word of 
(iod, tlu'y sent unto tlicm Peter and 
John : 15 wlio, when they were 

come down, prayed for them, that 
tlK'v might recc'ive tlie Holy tdiost: 
16 for as yet he was fallen u])on 
none (d‘ thefn : only they had been 
ba|>ti/cd into the name of the Lord 
J('sus. 17 Then laid they their 
hands on tliem, and they received 
lh(‘ Holy (diost. 18 Now when 
Simon saw that tlu’ough the laying 
on of the apostles' hands the Holy 
t diost was given, lie otlei’ed them 
money, 19 saying, (dve me also 
this poMC'r, that on whomsoever 
1 lay my hands, he may receive the 
Holy t diost. 20 Put iVter said 
unto him, 'thy silver jierish with 
thee, because thou hast thought to 
obtain tlu' gift of (iod vith money. 
21 Thou hast neither jiart nor lot in 
this matter: foi' thy heart is not 
right before Cod. 22 Pejient 
thei-efore of this thy wickedness, 
and jiray the Lord, if iierhajis the 
thought of thy heart shall be for- 
given thee. 23 Lor 1 see that 
thou art in the gall of bitter- 
ness and in the bond of inh|uit>. 
24 And Simon answei'ed and said. 
Pray ye for me to the Lord, that 
I none of the things which ye have 
s])oken eome ujion me. 

25 They t herefore, when they had 
testified and spoken the word of the 

^ Lord, returned to Jenisalem, and 
I preached the gosjiel to many villages 
I of the Samaritans. 

26 Put an angel of the Lord spake 
unto Philip, saying, Arise, and go 
toward the south unto the way that 
goeth dawn from Jerusalem unto 
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Gaza : the same is desert. 27 And 
he arose and went : and behold, a 
man of Ethiopia, a eiinueh of j^reat 
authority under Candace, (pieen of 
the Ethiopians, who was over all 
lier treasure, wlu) had come to 
Jerusalem for to woi*ship ; 28 and 

he Wiis returning and sitting in his 
chariot, and was reading the i>rophet 
Isaiah. 29 And the Sj)irit 8<aid 
unto Philip, Go near, and join thy- 
self to this chariot. 30 And Philip 
ran to him, and heard him reading 
Isaiah the pophet, and said, Cnder- 
stiindest thou what tiiou readest '^ 
31 And he said, liow can I, except 
some one shall guide me? And he 
"besought Philip to come up and sit 
with him. 32 Now the )>lace of 
tlte scripture which he was reading 
was this, 

He was led as a sheep t() the 
slaughter ; 

And as a lamb before his shearer 
is dumb, 

So lie openeth not his mouth : 

33 In his humiliation his judgement 

was taken away : 

Ilis generation who shall de- 
clare ? 

For his life is taken from the 
earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered I^hilip, 

and said, I jiray tliee, of whom 
speaketh the prophet this ? of him- | 
self, or of some other ? 35 And 

Philip opened his mouth, and be- 
ginning from this scrijiture, jireached 
unto him Jesus. 36 And as they 
went on the way, they came unto 
a certain water ; and the eunuch 
saith. Behold, h^re is water ; what 
doth hinder me to be baptized? 
38 And he commanded the chariot 
to stand still : and they Inith went 
down into the water, both Philip 
and the eunuch ; and he baptized 
him. 39 And when they came 
up out of the water, the Spirit of 
the Lord caught away Philip ; and 
the eunuch saw him no more, for 
he went on his way rejoicing. 
40 But Philip wfis found at Azotus : 
and passing through he preached 
the gospel to all the cities, till he 
came to CsDsarea. 
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9 1 But Saul, yet breathing 

threatening and slaughter a- 
gainst the disci jiles of the Lord, 
went unto the high priest, 2 and 
asked of him letters to Damfiscus 
unto the synagogues, that if he 
found any that were of the Way, 
whether men er women, he might 
bring them bound to Jerusiilein. 
3 And as he journeyed, it came 
to i>ass that he drew nigh unto 
Damascus : and suddenly there 
' shone round about him a light out 
of heaven ; 4 and he fell u]K>n the 

earth, and heard a voice saying unto 
:him, Saul, Saul, why jiersecutest 
thou me ? 5 And he said. Who art 

thou, Lord? And he s(n<l, I am 
! Jesus wliom thou ]>ersecutest : 6 but 
; rise, and enter into the city, and it 
' shall be told thee what thou must 
[ do. 7 And the men that journeyed 
with him stood s]R‘echless, hearing 
1 the voice, but iK'holding no man. 
8 And Saul arose from the earth ; 
and when his eyes were ojiened, he 
saw nothing ; and they led him by 
the hand, and brought him into 
Danutscus. 9 And he was three 
days without sight, and did neither 
eat nor drink. 

10 Now there wjus a certain dis- 
ciple at Damascus, named Ananias ; 
and the Lord said unto him in a 
vision, Ananias. And he said. Be- 
hold, 1 (nn here, Lord. ii And 
the Lord sdid unto him. Arise, and 
, go to the street which is called 
1 Straight, and iiupiire in the house 
of Judas for one named Saul, a man 
of Tarsus : for liehold, he prayeth ; 
12 and he hath seen a man named 
Ananias coming in, and laying his 
hands on him, that he might receive 
his sight. 13 But Ananias an- 
swered, Lord, 1 have heard from 
many of this man, how much evil 
he did to thy saints at Jerusalem : 
14 and here he hath authority from 
the chief jiriests to bind all that 
call ujxm thy name. 15 But the 
Ijord said unto him, Go thy way : 
for he is a chosen vessel unto me, 
to l)ear my name Ixifore the Gen- 
tiles and kings, and the children of 
Israel ; 16 for I, will shew him how 
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many thinp^s lie must suffer for my 
name’s sake. 17 And Ananias 
departed, and entered into the 
house ; and layin^^ his hands on 
him said, Brotlier Saul, the Lord, 
evm Jesus, who ajipeared unto thee 
in tlie way which tliou earnest, liath 
sent me, that thou inayest receive 
thy si^dit, ayd he filled with the 
Holy (ihost. 18 And straightway 
there fell from his (‘yes as it were 
scales, and he I'eceived his sight ;

And he was certain days with the 
disciples which were at Damascus. 

20 And straightway in the syna- 
gogues he ])roclaiined Jesus, that 
he is the Son of Cod. 21 And 
all that heard him were amazed, and 
said, Is not this he that in Jerusalem 
inadehavock of them M'hich calk'd on 
this name ? and he had come hither 
for this intent, that he might bring 
them bound b(‘fore the chic‘f jiric'sts. 
22 Hut Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, jiroving 
that this is the ( hrist. 

23 And when many days were ful- 
filled, the Jews took counsel to- 
gether to kill him : 24 but their 

jjot became known to Saul. And 
they watched the gates also day and 
niglit that, they might kill him : 
25 but his discipk's took him by 
night, and let him down through 
the wall, lowering him in a basket. 

26 And when he was come to 
Jerusalem, he assayed to join him- 
self to the disciples : and they were 
all afraid of him, not believing that 
he was a disciple. 27 Hut Harnabsis 
took him, and bi’ought him to the 
apostles, and declared unto them 
how he had seen the Ijonl in the 
way, and that he had spoken to 
him, and how at Damascus he had 
preached boldly in the name of Je- 
sus. 28 And lie was with them 
going in and going out at Jerusalem, 
29 jireaching boldly in the name of 
the Lord : and he s])ake and dis])uted 
against the (iirecian Jews ; but they 
went about to kil^ him. 30 And

36 Now' them was at Joppa a cer- 
tain disci])le named Tabitha, which 
by inter])retation is called Dorcas: 
this woman was full of good works 
and alnysdc'cds which she did. 

37 And it came to jiass in those 
days, that she fell sick, and died: 
and when th.ey had washed her, 
they laid her in an u])])er chamber. 

38 And as l.ydda was nigh unto 
Jojipa, the disci])les, hearing that 
Heter was there, sent two men unto 
him, intreating him. Delay not to 
come on unto us. 39 And IVter 
arose and went with them. And 
when he was come, they bi’ought 
him into the iijiper chamber : and 
all the widows stood by him weep- 
ing, and shewing the coats and gwr- 
ments which Dorcas made, w hile she 
was with them. 40 Hut Peter ])ut 
them all forth, and kneeled down, 
and jirayed ; and tui‘ning to the 
body, he said, Tabitha, arise. And 
she opened her eyes ; and when she

48 And as the (leiitiles heard this, 
they were ^hul, and ‘glorified the 
word of (k)d : and as many as were 
ordaine<l to (‘tc'rnal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
spread abroad throughout all the 
rey^ion. 50 Hut the Jews ur^a'd 
on the devout woiiK'ii of Inmourable 
estat(*, and the eliic'f ini'ii oi the 
city, and stirred up a jorsecution 
against l^lul and Barnabas, and east 
them out (J’ th(‘ir borders. 51 Hut 
they shook otl the dust of tlu’ir feet 
against them, and eame unto leo- 
nium. 52 And the disciples were 
filled with joy and with the Holy 
(ihost 

I And it came to ]iass in 
Iconium, that they (‘iitered 
together into the syna^o<j:ue 
of the Jews, and so spake, that a 
^reat multitude both of Jews and of 
(Jreeks believed. 2 Hut the Jews 
that were disobedient stirred up the 
souls of the (ientiles, and made 
them evil atfeeb'd against the breth- 
ren. 3 Houk Ihne tlu’refore they 
tarried 7/n7’c speakin;;’ boldly in the 
Jjord, which bare witness unto the 
woi’d of his ^n’acc, ^n’anting sipis 
and wonders to 1^ done by their 
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hands. 4 Ihit the multitude of 
the city was divided ; and p«lrt held 
with tile Jews, and part with the 
ajiostles. 5 And wlaai tliei’e was 
'made an onset both of the (ientiles 
and of the Jews with tlieii’ rulers, to 
entreat them shamefully, and to 
stone them, 6 they became aware 
of it, and fled unto the (‘ities of 
JiVcaonia, JAstra and Deibe, and 
the I’e^ion lound about : 7 

there they lu’eached the t^osjiel. 

8 And at Hystra there sat a 
ec'rtain man, impotent in his feet, 
a crij)|)le from his mother's womb, 
who never had walked. 9 The 
same heard Haul sjjeakin;^^: who, 
fasteiiiiiL;- his eyes upon him, and 
seeinic that he had faith to be made 
whok’, 10 said with a loud voice, 
Staml uj>ri|;ht on thy feet. And he 
k’aped u]) and walked. . II And 
will'll the multitudes saw' what j\iul 
had done, they lilted u]> their voice, 
'saying in the sjieech of lAcaonia, 

: The j^uxls are come down to us in 
the likeness of men. 12 And they 
’called Barnabas, Juiiiter ; and J^iiil, 
Merem-y, because he was the chief 
speaker. 13 And the priest of 
Jujiiter whose femjflc was before 
the city, brought oxen and jxarlands 
unto tlie ^ates, and would have 
done sacritiee with the multitudes. 

14 Hut when the ajiostles, Hai’iiabas 
and Haul, heard of it, they rent 
their piriuents, and sja’ani,^ forth 
amon^ the multitude, eryin;^; out 

15 and saying, Sirs, why do ye thesC 

things {' We also are men of like 
]>assions with you, and brin^’ you 
^ood tidin^j^s, that ye should turn 
from these vain thiuLi’s unto the 
livin’:; (Jod, who made the heaven 
and the earth and the sea, and all 
that in them is : 16 who in the 

^jjenerations ^one by suffered all the 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

; 17 And yet he left not himself with- 
' out witness, in that he did ^ood, and 
' j^ave you from heaven rains and 
fruitful seasons, tillin;:^ y^>ur hearts 
I with food and j^ladness. 18 And 
I with these sayings scarce restrained 
they the multitudes from doing 
I sacrifice unto them. 
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19 But IIactc cjiTuc ttutherl 
from Aut\oc\\ uud komum : and 
\\av‘iuj2; \K'v^?uadod the multitudes, ' 
tiiey stoned Paul, and dragged him 
out of the city, su])posinj; that he 
was dead. 20 But as the disci{>les 
stood-round about him, he rose u]>, 
and entered into the city : and on 
the morrow he Avent tbrtli Avitli 
Barnabas to Derbe. 2l And when 
they liad preaclied the ^osj)el to 
that city, and had made many 
disci[)les, they returned to lAstra, 
and to Iconium, aTid to Antiocli, 
22 confirming the souls of the dis- 
cii)les, exhorting them to continue 
in the faith, and that through many 
tribulations we must enter into the 
kingdom of God. 23 And when 
they had api)ointed for them elders 
in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them 
to the Tiord, on whom they had 
l)elievcd. 24 And they piu^sisi 
through Pisidia, and came to Pam- 
phylia. 25 And Avhen they had 
spoken the w ord in Perga, they went 
down to Attalia ; 26 and thence 

they sailed to Antioch, from whefice 
they had been committed to the 
gi’ace of (fi)d for the work which 
they had fulfilled, 27 And when 
they Avere come, and had gathered 
the church together, they rehearsed , 
all things that (iod had done Avith ^ 
them, and hoAv that he had o[)ened ; 
a door of faith unto the Gentiles. 
28 And they tarried no little time 
AVith the disciples. 

I And certain men came 
doAvn from Judiea and taught 
the brethren, sat/iug, Bxcej)t 
ye 1)0 circumcised after the custom 
of Moses, ye cannot be saved. ; 
2 And Avhen Paul and Barnabjis had 
no small dissension and questioning 
Avith them, the brethren appointed 
that Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
other of them, should *go up to 
Jerusalem unto the apostles and 
elders about this (piestion. 3 They 
therefore, being brought on their 
Avay by the church, passed through 
both Phamicia and Samaria, declaim- 
ing the conversion of the (jentilcs : 
and they caused great joy unto all 


tlie brethren. 4 Aiul when they 
Avere come to Jerusalem, tliey Avere 
received of tlie church and the 
a])ostles and the elders, and they 
rehearsed all things that God had 
done Avith them. 5 But there 
rose up certain of the sect of the 
Pharisees Avho believed, saying. It is 
needful to circumcise them, and to 
charge them to keep the hiAv of 
Moses. 

I 6 And the apostles and the elders 
Avere gathered togt‘ther to (“onsider 
' of this matter. 7 And AA'hen tlun-e 
! had been much cpiestioning, Peter 
: rose up, and said nntx) them. 

Brethren, ye knoAA' hoAv that a 
good Avhile ago G(k 1 made choice 
among yon, that by my mouth the 
(ientiles should hear the AA'ord of 
the gospel, and believe. 8 And 
(iod, Avhich knoAveth the heart, bare 
them Avitness, giving them the Holy 
Ghost, (wen as he did unto ns; 
9 and he made no distinction l>e- 
tAveen us and them, cleansing their 
hearts by faith. 10 Noav therefore 
Avhy tempt ye God, that ye should 
put a yoke upon the neck of the 
disciples, Avhich neither our fathers 
mn* we Avere able to bear ? II But 
Ave believe that Ave shall 1 k' suvchI 
t hrough the grace of the Lord Jesus, 
in like maniuT as they. 

12 .\nd all the multitude ke])t 
silence ; and they hearkened unto 
Barnabas and Paul rehearsing Avhat 
signs and wondei-s God had Avnmght 
among the (ientiles by them. 

13 And after they had held their 
peace, James ansAAcred, siiying, 

Ib’cthren, hearken unto me : 

14 Symeon hath rehearsed hoAV first 
God did visit the Gentiles, to bike 
out of them a |K*o[)le for his name. 

15 And to this agree the Avords of 
the jirophets ; as it is Avritten, 

16 After these things 1 will return, 

And I Avill build ^ain the 

tabernacle of Davitf^ which is 
fallen ; 

And I Avill build again the ruins 
tbereof, 

And 1 Avill set it up : 

17 That the residue of men may 

seek after tb^ Lord,

19 Wherefore my judgement is, that 
we trouble not them wliich from 
among tlie (ientiles turn to God ; 

20 but that we write unto them, 
tliat they 'abstain from tlie pollu- 
tions of idols, and from fornication, 
and from what is strajigled, and 
from blood. 21 For Moses from 
generations of old hath in every 
city them that preach him, being 
read in the synagogues every sab- 
bath. 

22 Then it seemed good to the 
apostles and the elders, with the 
whole church, to choose men out of 
their company, and send them to 
Antioch with Paul and Ikrnabas ; 
numihj, Judas called Harsabbas, 
and Silas, chief men among the 
brethren : 23 and they wrote finis 

by them. The apostles and the elder 
brethren unto the brethren which 
are of the (ientiles in Antioch and 
Syria and Gilicia, greeting : 24 For- 

asmuch as we have heard that 
certain which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subverting 
your souls ; to whom we gave no 
commandment; 25 it seemed good 
unto us, having come to one accord, 
to choose out men and send them 
unto you with our beloved Jhirna- 
bas and l^uil, 26 men that have 
liazarded their lives for the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 27 We 
have sent therefore Judas and Silas, 
wlu) themselves also shall tell you 
the same things by word of mouth. 
28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than tliese necessary 
things ; 29 tliat ye abstain from 

things sacrificed to idols, and from 
blood, and from things strangled, 
and fron^ornication ; from which if 
ye keep yourselves, it shall l)e well 
with you. Fare ye well, 

30 So they, when they were dis- 
missed, came down to Antioch ; and 
having gathered the multitude to- 
gether, they delivered the epistle.

39 And thei-e arose 
a shar}) contention, so that they 
jiarted asunder one fi’om the other, 
and Harnabas took Mark with him, 
and sailed away unto Cyprus; 

40 but Paul chose Silas, and went 
forth, being commended’ by the 
brethren to the grace of the Lord. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churclies. 

I And he came also to 
Derbe and to Lystra : and 
Ixdiold, a certain disciple was 
there, named Timothy, the son of 
a Jewess which believed ; but his 
father wjus a (ireek. 2 The same 
was well reported of by the bretlircn 
that were at Lystra and Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and he took and- circum- 
cised him because of the Jews that 
were in those parts ; for they all 
knew^ that his fatlier was a Greek. 

4 And as they went on their way 
through the cities, they delivered 
them the decrees for to keep, which 
had Ix'en ordained of the apostles 
and eldei's that were at Jerusalem. 

5 So the churches were strengthened 
jn the faith, and increased in number 
daily. 

6 And they went through the 
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I'egion of riiryghi and (dilatia, hav- 
ing been forbidden of the Holy 
(Ihost to Hpeak the ^vord in Asia ; 
7 and >vlien they were eonie over 
against Mysia, they assayed to go 
into Ihthynia ; and tlie Spirit of 
Jesns suffered them not ; 8 and 

l)assing by Mysia, they came down 
to Troas. 9 And a vision appeared 
to Paul in the niglit ; 'J'here was 
a man of ^laeedonia standing, i>e- 
seeehing liim, and saying, Come 
over into Maeedoniig and help ns. 
10 And wlien lie had seen the vision, 
straiglitway we sought to go forth 
into Macedonia, concluding that 
(iod had called us for to jireach the 
gospel unto them. 

II Setting sail therefore from 
Troas, we made a straiglit course to 
Samothrace, and the day following 
to Neapolis ; 12 and from tlienct' 

to Philipjii, which is a city of 
Macedonia, the first of the district, 
a Roman, colony : and we were 
in this city tarrying certain days. 
13 And on the sabbath day we went 
forth without the gate by a river 
side, whei-e we supposed there was 
a place of jirayer ; and we sat down, 
and spake unto the women which 
were come togetlier, 14 And a 
certain woman named Lydia, a seller 
of ]Mir])le, of the city of Thyatira, 
one that worshipjied Cod, heard ns; 
whose heart the Lord opened, t(» 
give heed unto the things which 
were spoken by Paul. 15 .\nd 
when she was baptized, and her 
household, she besought us, saying. 
If ye have judged me to be faithful 
to the fjord, come into my house*, 
and abide thwe. And she emn 
strajned- us. 

16 And it came to ])ass, as we 
were going to the place of prayer, 
that a certain maid having a sjiirit 
of divination met ns, which brought 
her masters much gain by sooth- 
saying. 17 The same following 
after Paul and us cried out, saying, 
These men ai*e servants of the Most 
High (h)d, which jiroclaim unto you 
the way of salvation. 18 And this 
she did for many days. Put Paul, 
being sore troubled, turned and said 
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to the s]>irit, 1 charge thee in the 
name of ,)esus Ciii ist to come out 
of her. And it came out that very 
hour. 

19 But when her masters saw that 
the hope of tlicir gain was gone, 
they laid hold on l^nil and Silas, 
and dragged tla'in into the mai’ket- 
jilace befoi-e the rulei's, 20 and 
when they had bi*ought' them unto 
the magisti’ates, they said. These 
men, being rlews, do exceedingly 
trouble our city, 2I and set forth 
customs which it is not lawful for 
us to receive, or to observe, In'ing 
Ifomans. 22 And tin* multitude 
rose up togeth(*r against tluan; and 
the magistrati's laait th('ir garmcaits 
otf them, and c'oinmanded to beat 
th(‘m with rods. 23 And wlien 
they had laid many stxipcs n]>on 
them, they cast them int(» jirison, 
charging tlu* j):iilor to kc(‘]) them 
safely ; 24 who, having ]*ecc'iv(‘d 

such a charge, cast them into the 
inner jirison, and made their feet 
fast in the stocks. 25 Ihit Jiboiit 
midnight Paul and Silas wei'c pray- 
ing and singing hymns unto (iod, 
and the jirisoners W(‘re listening to 
them ; 26 and suddenly there was 

a great i'arth<juak(‘, so that the 
foundations of the ]>rison house* we‘re 
shaken ; and imnit'diatel}' all the 
doors were* opc'ned ; and evc'iw one' s 
bands Were* loose'd. 27 And the* 
jailor be'ing I’oiise'd out of slee'j), and 
seeding the ])i’ison dooi’s open, drew 
his swonl, and was about to kill 
himself, supjjosing that the' pi’isoners 
had ese’a])(‘(l. 28 But Paul eried 

with a l(Mid voice', saying. Do thyself 
no harm : for* we* are all he're. 

29 And he calk'd for lights, and 
sprang in, and, tre'inbling for feai’, 
fell down before Paul and Silas, 

30 an<l brought the'in out, and said, 
.Sirs, what must 1 do to be saved 

; 31 And they said, Believe on the 
Ijord »I(‘sus, and thou shalt 1 k‘ saved, 

I tliou and thy house. 32 And they 
I spake the word of the* Lord unto 
1 him, with all that were* in Ids house*. 

I 33 And he took the-m the same hour 
I of tlie night, and washed their 
: Htrii)es ; and was Jxijitized, he and 
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all his, immediately. 34 Aiid he | 
brought them up into hiH house, aud 
set meat before them, aud rejoiced 
greatly, with all his house, having 
believed in (h>d. 

35 JUit when it was day, the 
magistrates sent the serjeants, say- 
ing, Let those men go. 36 And 
the jailor reported the words to 
l^iul, The magistrates have 

sent to let you go : now tlaa-efore 
come forth, and go in ]>eace. 37 Eut 
Paul said unte them, They have 
iKsiten us ])ubliely, uneondemned, 
men that are Pomans, and have cast 
us into ])rison ; aiid do they now 
cast ns out ])i'ivily '(' nav v(‘rily ; but 
let thorn come themselves and bring 
us out. 38 And the serj(‘ants i‘e- 
])ort(‘(l thc'sc' woi'ds unto tlie magis 
trat(‘s; and they feared, when tlu'y 
heard tliat they wei’e Homans; 
39 and tliey came and besought 
them ; and wluai tliey had brought 
them out, tliey askc'd them to go 
away from the city. 40 And they 
w(‘nt out of the ])i'ison, and entered 
into the hoKxe of Lydia : and when 
they had si'eii the brethiam, they 
comforted them, and de])arted. 

I Now when th(\y had 
]>ass(‘d through Am])hij)olis 
and Apollonia, they came to 
Thessalonica, where was a synagogue 
of the dews: 2 and Paul, as his 

custom was, went in unto tlu in, and 
for three sabbath days reasoned 
with tliem from the scri])tures, ' 
3 ojiening and alleging, that it be- 1 
liijved the t'hi’ist to suffer, and to 
rise again from the dead ; and that 
this desus, whom, /o , I ])roclaim 
unto you, is the Christ. 4 And 
some of them were ]>ersuaded, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas ; ami 
of the devout (Ji’eeks a great nud- 
titude, and of the chicT women not 
a few. 5 Hut tbe dews, being 
moved with jealousy, took unto them 
cei'tain vile fellows of the rabble, and 
gathering a crowd, set the city on an 
uproar ; and assaulting the house of 
dason, they sought to bring them 
forth to the ])eo})le. 6 And when 

they found them not, they d?-agged 
Jason and certain brethren before 


the rulers of the city, crying, These 
, that have turned the world upside 
j down are come hither also ; 7 whom 

I dason hath received: and these all 
' act contrary tf) the deci’ees of (’{csar, 

; saying that there is another king, 
i one desus. 8 And they troubled 
' the multitude and the rulers of the 
' city, when they heard these things. 

9 And when they had taken security 
; from dason and the rest, they let 
; them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto lienea : who when they were 
come thither went into the synagogue 
of the dews. II Now these were 
moiv noble than those in Thessa- 
lonica, in that tlu'v i-eceived the 
word with all readinc‘ss of mind, 
examining tlie scrijitures daily, 
wind her tliese things wei-e so. 

12 Many of them tlauad'ore believed; 
also of the (ireek women of honour- 
able estate, and of men, not a few. 

13 Hut when the dews of Thessa- 
lonica had knowledge that the word 
of (h)d was ]>roclaimed of Paul at 
Henea also, they came thither like- 
wise, stirring uj) and troubling the 
multitmU's. 14 And then imme- 
diately the birthrtai sent forth Paul 
to go as fai* as to the sea : and 
Silas and d'imothy abode there still. 
15 Hut they that conducted IMul 
brought him ;is far as Athens : and 
receiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timothy that they should come 
to him with all s])eed, they departed. 

16 Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his sjiirit was provoked 
within him, as he beheld the city full 
of idols. 17 So he i*easoned in the 
synag(»gue with the dews nnd the 
devout jKU’sons, and in the market- 
' ])lace every day with them that met 
with him. 18 And certain also of 
the E])icurean and Stoic jdiilosophers 
encountered him. And some said. 
What would this babbler say? other 
some, He seemeth to be a setter 
forth of sti-ange gods : because he 
' ju’cached desus and the resiuTection. 
^19 And they took hold of him, and 
brought him unto the Areojwigiis, 

, wiving, May w e kuow^ wdiat this 
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new teaching is, which is spoken 
by thee? 20 For thou bringest 
certain strange things to our ears : 
we would know therefore what these 
things mean. 2i (Now all the 
Athenians and the strangers 8ojoui*n- 
ing there spent their time in nothing 
else, but either to toll or to hear 
some new thing.) 22 And Paul 
stood in the midst of the Areopagus, 
and said, 

Ye men of Athens, in all things I 
j)erceive that ye are somewhat su|)er- 
stitious. 23 For as I [uissed along, 
and observed the objects of your 
worship, I found also an altar with 
this inscription, to an unknown j 
GOD. What therefore ye worship in 
ignorance, this set 1 forth unto you. 
24 The God that made the world 
and all things therein, lie, being Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelletli not in 
temples made with hands ; 25 nei- 

ther is he served by men’s hands, jis 
though he needed anything, seeing 
he himself giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things : 26 and he 

made of one every nation of men for 
to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
having determined tJuir appointed 
seasons, and the bounds of their 
habitation; 27 that they should 
seek God, if haply they might feel 
after him, and find him, though he is I 
not far from each one of us : 28 for j 

in him we live, and move, and have i 
our being; as certain even of your; 
own poets have said. For we are also I 
his otFspring. 29 Being then the | 
offspring of God, we ought not to I 
think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art 
" and device of man. 30 The times 
of ignorance therefore God over- 
looked ; but now he commandeth 
men that they should all everywhere 
repent: 31 inasmuch Jis he hath 

api>ointed a day, in the which he will 
judge the world in righteousness by 
the man whom he hath ordained ; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath raised 
him from the dead. 

32 Now when they lieard of the. 
resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked ; but others said, We will 


hear thee conceniing this yet again. 
33 Thus Paul went out from among 
them. 34 But certain men clave 
unto him, and believed : among 
whom also was Dionysius the Areo- 
pagite, and a woman named 1 )amaris, 
and others with them. 

I After these things he de- 
])arted from Athens, and came 
to Corinth. 2 And he found 
a certain Jew named Acpiila, a man 
of Pontus by race, lately come from 
Italy, with his wife Priscilla, l>ecausc 
Claudius had commanded all the 
Jews to depart from Rome : and he 
came unto them ; 3 and l>ecau8e 

he w<is of the same trade, he abode 
with them, and they wrought; for 
by their trade they were tentmakers. 
4 And he reasoned in the synagogue 
every sabbath, and i)crsiiaded Jews 
and Greeks. 

5 Blit when Silas and Timothy 
came down from Macedonia, Paul 
was coiij^rained by the word, testify- 
ing to the Jews that .Jesus was the 
Clirist. 6 And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemeil, he 
shook out his nument, and said unto 
them. Your blood he upon youi* own 
heads; lam clean: from henceforth 
1 will go unto the Gentiles. 7 And 
he departed thence, and went into 
the house of a certain man named 
Titus .Justus, one that worship[>ed 
God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. 8 And Crispus, the 
ruler of the H}iiag()gue, l)elicved in 
the Lord with all his house ; and 
many of the Corinthians hearing l)e- 
lieved, and were bajitized. 9 And 
the Lord said unto Paul in the night 
by a vision. Be not afraid, but speak, 
and hold not thy peace : 10 for I 

am with thee, and no man shall set 
on thee to Imvm thee: for I have 
much people in this city. ii And 
he dwelt there a year and six months, 
teaching the word of God among 
them. 

12 But when Gallio was proconsul 
of Achaia, the Jews with one accord 
rose up against Paul, and brought 
liim liefore the judgement-setit, 
13 saying, This man jicrsuadeth men 
to worsliip God cij^trary to the law. 
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14 But when Paul was about to open 
his mouth, Gallic said unto the Jews, 
If indeed it were a matter of wronjij 
or of wicked villany, 0 ye Jews, 
rejison would that I should bear 
with you : 15 but if they are 

(piestions about words and names 
and your own law, look to it your- 
selves ; I am not minded to be a 
judge of th^se matters. 16 And 
he drave them from the judgement- 
seat. 17 And they all laid hold 
on Sosthenes, the ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and beat him before the 
judgement-seat. And (iallio cared 
for hone of these things. 

18 And Paul, having tarried after 
this yet many days, took his leave 
of the brethren, and sailed thence 
for Syria, and with him Priscilla and 
Atjuila ; having shorn his head in 
(-enchreic : foi' he had a vow. 
19 And they came to pphesus, and 
he left them there : but he himself 
entered into the synagogue, and 
reasoned with the .lews. 20 And 
when they asked him to abide a 
longer time, he consented not ; 

21 but taking his leave of them, and 
saying, I will return again unto you, 
if God will, he set sail from Pj>hesus. 

22 And when he had lauded at Cm- 
sarea, he went u]) and saluted the 
church, and went down to Antioch. 

23 And having spent some time tiu rv, 
he departed, and went thrimgh the 
region of Galatia and llirygia in 
order, stiUJishing all the disciple.s. 

24 Now a certain Jew named 
Apollos, an Alexandrian by race, a 
learned man, came to E])hesus; and 
he Avas mighty in the scriptures. 

25 This man had l)ccn instruck‘d in 
the way of the Lord ; and being 
fervent in spirit, he sf)ake and taught 
carefully the things concerning Jesus, 
knowing only the baptism of John : 

26 and he began to speak boldly in 
the synagogue. But when IViscilla 
and Aquila heard him, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto 
him the way of God more carefully. 

27 And when he was minded to pass 
over into Acthaia, the brethren en- 
couraged him, }Uid WTote to the dis- 
ciples to receive hkn : and when he 


was come, he helped them much 
which had believed through grace: 
28 for he powerfully confuted the 
Jews, and that publicly, shewing 
by the scri[)tures that .Jesus was the 
Christ. 

I And it came to pass, thatf 
while Apollos was at Corinth, 
I^uil having j)assed through 
the upper country came to Ephesus, 
and found certain disciples: 2 and 
he said unto them, Did ye receive the 
Holy (ihost wheT» ye believed ? And 
they ^^((id unto him. Nay, we did not 
so much as hear whether the Holy 
(Jhost was (firo}. 3 And he said, 
Into what then were ye baptized? 
And th(w said, Into John’s baptism. 
4 And Paul said, .lohn bajytized Avith 
the ba])tisin of re]>entance, saying 
unto the }K‘ople, that they slamld 
believe on him Avhich should come 
after him, that is, on Jesus. 5 And 
when they hcai'd this, they Avcrc 
bajdized into the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 6 And Avhen Paul had 
laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
(Jhost came on them ; and they 
spake Avith tongues, and proiJiesied. 
7 And they Avei*e in all about tAvelvc 
men. 

8 And he entered into the syna- 
gogue, and s])ake boldly for the 
sj)ace of three months, reasoning and 
j)ei*suading as to the things concern- 
ing the kingdom of God. 9 But 
Avhen some Avere hardened and dis- 
obedient, speaking evil of the Way 
before the multitude, he dejiarted 
from them, and sej)arated the dis- 
ci] )les, rejusoning daily in the school 
of Tyrannus. 10 And this continued 
for the s])ace of tAvo years ; so that 
all they Avhich dAvelt in Asia heard 
the Avord of the Lord, both Jew s and 
(J reeks. ii And God Avrought 
I s]a?cial miracles by the hands of 
i l*aul : 12 insomuch that unto the 

; sick Avere carried aAvay from his body 
handkerchiefs or aprons, and the 
diseases de})arted from them, and 
the evil spirits Avent out. 13 But 
certain also of the strolling JeAvs, 
ox(^ist8, took upon tlmin to name 
over them Avhich had the evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, 
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1 adjure you \>y dcauH ^Yhom Paul 
prcacheth. 14 Aud there were 
scveu sons of one Sceva, a Jew, a 
cliief priest, wliicli did this. 15 Aud 
tlie evil spirit auswei’ed and said 
unto tliein, Jesus 1 know, and Paul 
1 know ; but >vho are veV l6And 
the man in whom the evil s])irit was 
leaped on them, and mastered both 
of them, and prevailed at^ainst thcan, 
so that they fled out of th<at house 
naked and wounded. 17 And this 
became known to all, both Jews and 
(Ireeks, that dwelt at PjJiesus ; and 
fear fell upon them all, and the name 
of the Lord Jesus was magnified. 
18 Many also of them that had be- 
lieved came, confessing:, and declar- 
ing their deeds. 19 And not a 
few of them that pra( tised curious 
arts brought their books together, 
and burned them in the sight of 
all: and they counted the price (d* 
them, and found it lifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 20 So mightily 
grew the word of the Lord and 
prevailed. 

21 Now after these things were 
ended, Paul purposed in the sjurit, 
when he had jrassed through Mace- 
donia and Achaia, t-o go to Jeiaisalem, 
saying. After 1 have been there, 1 
must also see Pome. 22 And 
having sent into Macedonia two (»f 
them that ministered unto him, 
Timothy and fj-astus, he himself 
stayed in Asia for a wliile. 

23 And about that time tbere 
arose no Binall stir conc<‘rning the 
Way. 24 For a (‘crtain man 
named Demctriu.s, a sihausmith, : 
which made silver shrines of Diana, 
brought no little business unto the 
[iraftsinen ; 25 whom he gatliered 

together, with the workmen of lik(‘ 
[)Ccupation, and said, Sirs, ye know 
that by this business we have our 
wealth. 26 And ye see and hear, 
that not alone at F|)hesus, but 
almost throughout all Asia, this 
Paul hath persuaded and turned 
away much people, saying that they 
be gods, which are made witli 
hands : 27 and not only is there 

danger that tliis our trade come into 
disrepute ; but also that tlie temple 
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of the great goddess Dinaa he made 
i of no account, and that she should 
even be dej)osed from her magnifi- 
cence, whom all Asia and the world 
worslii})]Kdh. 28 And when they 
heard this, they were fdled with 
wrath, and cried out, saying, (ireat in 
Diana of the Fphesians. 29 And 
tlK‘ (‘ity was fdled with the con- 
fusion : and tlu'v rushc'd with one 
ac(‘ord into the theatre, having 
seized (laius and Aristarchus, men 
(d‘ Macedonia, Paul’s com])anions in 
trav(‘l. 30 And when Paul was 
minded to enter in unto the ])eopl(‘, 
the disciples suHered him not 
31 And certain also of the chief 
ollic(‘rs of Asia, being his friends, 
sent unto him, and besought him 
not to adventure' himself into the 
theatre. 32 Some thei*efore cried 
one thing, and some another: for 
the assembly was in ('onfnsion ; and 
the more' ])art knew not where- 
fore* the'} weiv e'ome* together. 
33 And they bi’ought Alexander out 
of the multitude’, the Jews ])Ut- 
ting him forward. And Alexander 
be'ckoned with the hand, and would 
have' made a defe'ue’C unto the 
jK‘oj)le’. 34 Put wIk'u they per- 
e-e'ived that he was a Jew, all 
with one' voie*e about the s])ace 
of two hours cried out, Lreat 
Diana of the P.jJiesians. 35 And 
when the townclerk had (piieted 
the multitude, he saith, Ye men of 
Lphesus, what man is th('re who 
knowe'th not how that tlie city of 
the Lpliesians is tymple-kecper of 
the great Diami, and of the imnifv 
which fell down from Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be gainsaid, ye ought to be 
quiet, and to do nothing rash. 

37 For ye have brought lufitrr these 
men, which are neither robbers of 

; temples nor blasphemers of our 
Igoddes.s. 38 If therefore Deme- 
I trills, and the craftsmen that are 
j with him, have a matter against any 
man, the courts are o])en, and there 
are jiroconsuls: let them accuse one 
another. 39 Hut if ye seek any- 
thing about other matters, it shall 
be settled in th» recrular assembly. 
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40 For indeed we are in dan^aT to 
be aeeuBcd (^ineeniiii;:; this day’s 
riot, there bein^ no cause Jor it : 
and as toucliing it we sliall not 
be able to give account of tliis 
eonw>iirHC. 41 And wlien lie 
had thus spoken, lie disinissed the 
assembly. 

I And after the uproar 
Mas chased, Paul having sent 
foi‘ the disci])h‘s and cAhortcd 
them, took leave of them, and de- ’ 
j)ai'ted for to go into Maci'donia. ' 
2 And Mhen he ha<l gone through ! 
those parts, and hnd given them 
much exhortation, he came into 
(j!reec(\ 3 And Mhen he had 
spent three months th< r<\ and a ])lot 
Mas laid against him by tin* dcovs, 
as hc‘. Mas about to set sail for Svria, 
he detei’inined to retin-ii through 
Macedonia. 4 And tlau'e accom- 
panie<l him as far as Asia Sojiater 
of liero‘a, th< son of Pyri-hus ; and 
of the Thessalonians, Aristarchus 
and Secundus ; and (iaius of Dcu’be, 
and Timothy ; and of Asia, Tychicus i 
and Trojdiimus. 5 Hut these had 
gone before, and Merc* naiting for 
us at Troas. 6 And mc saihsl 
aM’ay from Hhiliiipi after th(‘ days 
of unleavcau'd bread, and came unto 
them to 'froas in liv(‘ days ; Mhere 
Me tarriial sc'vcai days. 

7 And upon the lirst day of tin' 
M’ec'k, Mhen Me Mt're gathered to 
geth(.‘i‘ to bivak bi’ead, Haul dis 
(HUirsed Milh tla'in, int('nding to 
depart on the nioi-roM ; and pro- 
longed his speech until midnight. 
8 And there Mere many lights in the 
iipjK'r chamb(‘r, Mhei’e Me mci’c 
gjithercd together. 9 And theiv 
sat in the Mindow a certain young 
man named faitychus, borne doAvn 
Math deep sleep ; tind as Haul dis- 
cours(‘d yet longer, being borne 
doM'n by his slec]) he fell doMn from 
the third story, tind Mas taken u|) 
dead. lo And Haul Mcnt doMu, 
and fell on him, and embracing him 
said. Make ye no ado ; ioi* his life is 
in him. il And M’hen he Mas gone 
n|), and had broken the briaid, and 
eaten, and had talked with them a, 
long Mhile, even tiil break of dav. 
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I so })e departed. 12 And they 
I brought the lad alive, and Mere not 
a little comforted. 

13 Hut Me, going before to the 
ship, set sail tor Assos, there in- 
tending to take in Haul : for so had 
he appointed, intending himself to 
' go by land. 14 And mIicii he 
met us at Assos, Me took him in, 
and came to Mitylene. 15 Ami 
sailing from thence. Me came the 
lolloM'ing day over against Chios ; 
and the next day mc touched 
at Samos ; and the day after 
Me came to Miletus. 16 For 
Haul had determimal to sail ])ast 
l'.])hesus, th;d ht‘ miglit not have 
to sj>end lime in Asia ; for he Mas 
hast(‘ning, if it Mci’e ])ossible for 
him, to be at deiaisalem the day of 
Hentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to 
Fph(‘sus, and called to him the 
(‘Iders of the church. 18 And 
Mhen they Mere comt' to him, he 
said unto them, 

Ve yourselves knoM', from the 
first day that 1 set foot in Asia, 
after Mhat manner J Mas M'ith yon 
all the time, 19 serving the ]>ord 
Mith all loMlincss of mind, and Mith 
tears, and Mith tihils Mhich befell 
iiK' by the ])lots of the dcMs: 
20 hoM that 1 shrank not from de- 
claring unto you anything that Mas 
l>i’olitable, and teaching you jiublicly, 
and from house to house, 21 testi- 
fung Ih^Ii to dcMs and to Creeks 
ri‘pentanct‘ toMai’d Cod, and faith 
toM'ard our Hol’d Jesus (dirist. 
22 And noM’, behold, I go bound 
in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 
knoMing the things that shall be- 
fall me tlu’re : 23 save that the 

Holy Chost testitieth unto me in 
evei’v city, saying that bonds and 
afilictions abide me. 24 Hut 
I hold not my life of any account, 
as dear unto myself, so that 1 may 
accomplish my course, and the 
ministry Mdiich 1 received from the 
Lord Jesus, to testify the gosjiel of 
the grace of Cod. 25 And now, 
bidiold, I knoM’ that ye all. among 
M'hom 1 M’ent about preaching the 
kingdom, shall see my face no more. 
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26 Wherefore 1 testify unto you this 
day, that I am jmre from the blood 
of all men. 27 For 1 shrank not 
from declarin<^ unto you the whole 
counsel of God. 28 I'ake heed 
unto yourselves, and to all the lloc-k, 
in the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you bisho])s, to feed the 
church of God, whicli he [)urchased 
with his own blood. 29 J know 
that after my departing grievous 
wolves shall enter in amonij^ you, 
not sparing the flock ; 30 and 

from among your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking }>erverse things, 
to draw away the disciples after 
them. 31 Wherefore watch ye, 
remend)cring that by the sjKu^e of 
three years 1 ceased not to admonish 
every one night and day with tears. 
32 And now 1 commend you to (iod, 
and to the word of his grace, which 
is able to build ifon up, and to give 
you tlie inheritance among all them 
that arc sanctified. 33 I coveted 
no man’s silver, or gold, or ap]»arel. 
34 Ye yourselves know that these 
hands ministered unto my necessi- 
ties, and to them that were with 
me. 35 In all things I gave you 
an example, how that so labouring 
ye ought to help tlie weak, and to 
remember the words of the Lord 
desus, how he himself said. It is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

36 And when he had thus sj)oken, 
he kneeled down, and |>rayed with 
them all. 37 And they all wej>t 
sore, and fell on Faul’s neck, and 
kissed him, 38 sorrowing most of 
all for the word which he had 
spoken, that they should behold his 
face no more. And they brought 
him on his way unto the shij). 

I And when it came to 
pass that we were parted 
from them, and had set sail, 
we came with a straight course unto 
Cos, and the next day unto Rhodes, 
and from thence unto Fatara : 
2 and having found a ship crossing 
over unto Phoenicia, we went aboard, 
and set sail. 3 And when we had 
come in sight of Cyprus, leaving 'it 
on the left hand, we sailed unto 
Syria, and landed at Tyre : for 
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there the ship was to unlade her 
burden. 4 And having found the 

I disciples, we tarried there seven 
I days : and these said to l^aul 

through the Sjurit, that he should 
not set foot in flerusalem. 5 And 
when it came to ])ass that we had 
i accomplished the days, we departed 
and went on our joui’ney; and they 
all, with wives and childi’cn, brought 
us on our way, till we were out of 
■ the city : and kneeling down on the 
beach, we prayed, 6 and bade 
each other farewell ; and we went 
on board the siii]), but they re- 
turned home again. 

7 And when we had finished the 
voyage from Tyre, we arrived at 
Ptolemais; and we saluted the 
brethren, and abode with them one 
day. 8 And on the moi’row we 
dc])arted, and came unto Ciesarea : 
and enteiing into the house of 
Idiilip tlK‘ evangelist, who was one 
of the seven, we abode with him. 

9 N<>w this man had four daugh- 
ters, virgins, which did jwophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many 
days, there (‘Jime down from dudma 
a certain prophet, named Agabus. 

II And coming to us, and taking 

Paul’s girdle, he bound his own feet 
and hands, and said, Thus saith the 
Holy (diost, So shall the dews at 
derusalcm bind the man that owneth 
this girdle, and shall deliver him 
into the hands of the Gentiles. 
12 And when we heard these things, 
both we and they of that place be- 
sought him not to go up to deru- 
salem. 13 Then Paul answered. 

What do ye, weeping and breaking 
my heart? for I am ready not to 

[ Ixi bound only, but also to die at 
I derusalcm for the name of the Lord 
Idesus. 14 And when he would 

I not be jHirsuaded, we ceased, saying, 
The will of the Lord l>e done. 

15 And after these days we took 
iij) our baggage, and went up to 
derusalcm. 16 And there went 
with us also certain of the disciples 
from Cmsarea, bringing with tltem 
one Mnason of Cyprus, an early 
disciple, with whom we should 
lodge. 
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17 And wlien we were come to 
Jerusalem, the brethren received 
us gladly. 18 And the day follow- 
ing Paul went in with us unto 
James ; and all the elders were 
present. 19 And when he had 
saluted them, he rehearsed one by 
one the things whi(;h (iod had 
wrought ainong the (ientiles by his 
ministry. 20 And they, when they 
heard it, glorified (hxl; and they 
said unto him, Thou seest, brother, 
how' many tljonsands there are 
among the Jews of them w hich have 
believed ; and they are all zealous 
for the law: 21 and they have 

been informed concerning thee, that 
thou teachest all the Jews Avhieh 
are among the (ientiles to forsake 
IMoses, telling them not to circumcise 
their children, neithei* to w:ilk after 
the customs. 22 What is it th(‘re- 
fore? they wall certainly heai- that 
thou art come. 23 Do therefore 
this that we say to thee : ^\ e have 
four men which have a vow (m them ; 

24 these take, and ])urify thyself 
with them, and be at charges ’for 
them, that they may shave tlu'ir 
heads : and all siiall know' that tlu're 
is no truth in the things wheivof 
they have been infornu'd eonei'rniiig 
thee ; but that thou thyself also 
walkest orderly, keet)ing the law. 

25 Jbit as touching the (icntiles 
which have believed, we wrote, 
giving judgement that they should 
kee]) themselves from tilings sacri- 1 
liced to idols, and from blood, and 
from what is strangled, and from 
fornication. 26 Then J^aul took 
the men, and the next day purify ing 
liimself with them went into the 
temple, declaring the fulfilment of 
the days of purification, until the 
offering was offered for every one of 
them. 

27 And when the seven days wore 
almost completed, the Jews from 
Asia, wlien they saw' him in the 
temple, stirred up all the multitude, 
and laid hands on him, 28 crying 
out, Men of Israel, help : Tliis is the 
man, that teacheth all men every- 
where against the people, and the 
law, and this plag^ : and moreover 
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he brought (Jreeks also into the 
I temple, and hath defiled this holy 
i place. 29 P\)r they had before 
I seen with him in the city Trophimus 
the Kj)hesian, whom they supposed 
I that i^iiil had brought into the 
! temple. 30 And all the city was 
: moved, and the people ran together: 

; and they laid liold on l^iul, and 
; dragged him out of the tem})le : 
'and straightway the doors, were 
I shut. 31 Aii(i as they w ere seek- 
ing to kill him, tidings came up to 
the chief captain of the band, that 
all Jerusak'iu was in confusion. 
32 And foithwith he took soldiei’s 
and centurions, and ran down u])on 
them : and tlu'v, when they saw' the 
(‘hi(‘f cajdain and the soldiers, left 
off beating Paul. 33 Then the 
chi(‘f captain came near, and laid 
hold on him, and commanded him 
to be bound w ith two chains ; and 
iiKjuired who he wiis. and wliat he 
had done. 34 And some shouted 
one thing, some JiiKtther, among the 
crowd : and when he could not know 
th(^ certainty for the uproar, he 
commanded him to be brought into 
the castle. 35 And when he came 
I u})on the staii's, so it was, that he 
! was borne of the soldiers for the 
violence of the ( rowd ; 36 for 

the multitude (d’ the peoiJe fol- 
lowed after, crying out, Away with 
him. 

37 And as Piiul was about to l)e 
brought into the castle, he saith 
unto the chief ea])tain. May I say 
something unto thee ^ And he said, 
Dost thou know (Ireek '^ 38 Art 

thou not then the Egyptian, which 
before these days stirred u|> to 
sedition and led out into the w ilder- 
ness the four thousand men of the 
Assassins? 39 Put Paul said, 
1 am a Jew', of Tarsus in Cilicia, a 
citizen of no mean city : and I be- 
seech thee, give me leave to speak 
I unto the ])eople. 40 And when 
I he had given him leave, Paul, sUind- 
ing on the stairs, beckoned w ith the 
hand unto the j)e()})le ; and when 
fliere was made a great silence, he 
spaivc unto them in the Hebrew 
language, saying,

now make unto you. I mouth. 15 Eur thou shalt be a 


2 And when they heard that he 
spake unto them in the Hebrew 
lan^uaj^e, they were the moi*e (juiet: 
and he saith, 

3 1 am a dew, born in Tarsus of 
(dlicia, but broui^lit up in this city, 
at the feet of (hnnalied, instructed 
according to the strict manner of 
the law of our fathei's, beinij^ zealous 
for (lod, even as ye all are this day; ; 

4 and I persecuted this Way unto 
the deatli, bindin;t!; and delivering 
into prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high ])ric'st doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of the 
elders : from whom also I received 
letters unto the bivthren, and 
journeyed to Damascus, to bi'ing 
them also which were there unto 
Jerusalem in bonds, foi‘ to be 
])unished. 6 And it came to pass, 
that, as I made my journey, and 
drew nigh unto Damascus, about 
noon, suddenly there shone from 
heaven a gi*eat light round about 
me. 7 And 1 fell unto the ground, 
and heal’d a voice saying unto me, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me? 8 And 1 answered, Who ait 
thou, Lord? And he said unto me. 

I am Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou 
persecutest. 9 And they that 
were with me beheld indi'ed the 
liglit, but the'} heard not tlie voice 
of him that s[)ake to me. lO And 

I said, What shall I do, Loi’d ? And 
the Lord said unto me, Arise, and 
go into Damascus; and tliere it 
shall be told thee of all things 
which are a|)pointed for thee to do. 

II And* when I c(»uld not see i\>v the 
glory of that light, being led by the 
hand of them that were with me, 
I came into Damascus. 12 And 
one Ananias, a devout man accord- 
ing to the law, Avell reported of by 
all the Jews that dwelt th(‘re, 

13 came unto me, and standing by 
me said unto me, brother Saul, 
receive thy sight. And in that 
very hour I looked uj) 011 hiiif. 

14 And he said. The Hod of our 
fathers hath appointed thee to know 


witness for him unto all men of 
what thou hast seen and heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou ? 
arise, and be bajitized, and wash 
away thy sins, calling on his name. 

17 And it came to jiass, that, 
when 1 had returned to Jerusalem, 
and whik' 1 pi’ayed in the temjile, 

1 fell into a tranc(% 18 and saw 
him saying unto me, Make haste, 
and get thec^ (piickly out of Jeru- 
salem ; because they will not receive 
(J* thee testimony (‘oncerning me. 
19 And 1 said, Lord, they themselves 
know that 1 imprisoned and beat in 
every synagogue them that believed 
on tiiee : 20 and when the blood 

of St(‘}>hen thy witness was shed, 

I also was standing In , and consent- 
ing, and k(.‘(‘j>ing the garments of 
them that slew him. 2i And he 
sai<l unto me, De]>art: for I will 
send thee forth far hence unto the 
Gentiles. 

22 And tlK\v gave him audience 
unto this word ; and they lifted u|) 
their voice, and said. Away witli 
such a fellow from the eartli : for 
it is not tit that he should live. 
23 And as the} crii’d out, and threw 
otf their garments, and cast dust 
into the air, 24 the chief (*aj)tain 
commande<l him to bc‘ brought int() 
the castle, bidding that he slnnild 
be examined by scourging, that he 
; might know for what cause they 
so shouted against him. 25 And 
when they had ti('d him u|> with the 
thongs, 1‘aul said unto the centurion 
that stood by, Is it lawful for y(»u to 
scourge a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned ? 26 And when the 

centurion heard it, he went to the 
chied* captain, and told him, saying, 
What art thou about to do? for 
this man is a Roman. 27 And 
the chief ca])tain (‘ame, and said 
unto him. Tell me, art thou a Ro- 
man ? And h(‘ said, Yea. 28 And 
the chief captain answered. With a 
great sum obtained I this citizen- 
shi]). And Raul said. Rut I am a 
Rontait burn. I 29 They then 
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whicli were about to exainino liiin 
Rtnii[»:litAvay departed from liim: aiid 
the cliief captain also was afraid, 
when he knew that he was a Jhanan. 
and because he liad bound him. 

30 Jhit on the morrow, d(‘sirin^ to 
know the certainty, wherehn-e he 
was accused of the dew's, he loosial 
him, and , commanded the chi(‘f 
jn’iests and all council to come 
to^etluM’, and bi'oui^lit J^uil down, 
and set him Ix'fore them. 

I And Paul, lookinj^ sted- 
fastly on tlK‘ council, said, 
Ih'cthivn, 1 liavt* lived Indbia* 
(xod in all ^ood con.scic'iice until 
this day. 2 And tht' liiL^h priest 
Ananias commanded tluan that stood 
by him to smite' him e)n the m<mth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, (Jod 
shall smite thee, tliou white'd wall ; 
and sittest thou to judue me accord- 
ing^ to the law, and e'ommande'st me' 
to be smitten e*onti‘arv to the law ^ 

4 And they that stood \)\ said, 
Kevih'st thou (Jod’s hi^h ])rie‘st ^ 

5 And Paul said, I wist not, breth- 
ren, that he was liiuh priest : for it 
is written, Thou shalt not sjK'ak evil 
of a ruler of thy peoj)le. 6 Ihit 
when Paul perceived that the one 
])art were Saelducee's, and the other 
Jdiarisees, he cried out in the 
council, Ib'cthren, I am a Pharisee, 
a son of Pharisees; tomhin^ tlu' 
ho]>e and resurrection of the dead 
I am called in question. 7 And 
when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Pharis('('s 
and Sjidducees : and the assembly 
was divided. 8 For the Sadducees 
say that there is no ivsurrection, 
neither an^el, nor s])irit : but the 
Pharisees confess both. 9 And 
there arose a t^rc'at clanamr : and 
some of the scribes of the Phai'isees’ 
})art stood uj), and strove, saying. 
We find no evil in this man : and 
what if a sjarit hath s])oken to him, 
or an an^el ? lO And when there 
arose a threat dissension, the chief 
captain, fearing lest l^iul should be 
torn in ]>ieces by them, commanded 
the soldiers to down and take 
him by force from amon«^ them, and 
bring him into 
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II And the night following the 
Ford stood by him, and said, He of 
good cheer : for as thou hast testi- 
fied concei'ning me at Jerusalem, so 
j must thou bear witness also at 
I Rome. 

I 12 And when it was day, the Jews 
Iwinded together, and bound them- 
selves under a cm*se, saying that 
they would n('itli('r cjit nor drink 
fill they had killerl Paul. 13 And 
they were moi’e than forty which 
made this conspii'acy. 14 And 
tlic'v came to the chief ])riests and 
fhe c'ldi'F's, and said, ^Ve have bound 
(uirselves under a great cui*se, to 
taste nothing until we have killed 
Paul. 15 Now therefore do ye 
with the councfl signify to the chief 
captain that he bi-ing him down 
unto you, as though yv would judge 
of his case more exjictly : and we, 
oi‘ ('V('r he come nc'ai', are ready to 
slay him. 16 Hut Paul's sister’s 
son iK'ard of their lying in wait, and 
he came and enteix'd into the castle, 
and told Paul. 17 And I'aul 
called unto him one of the cen- 
turions, and said, Hring this young 
m«an unto the chief (‘a])tain : for 
he hath something to tell him. 
18 So he took him, and brought 
him to the ehief captain, and wiith, 
l^ud the ])risoner called me unto 
him, and asked me to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath 
something to say to thee. 19 And 
the chief ca])tain took him by the 
hand, and going aside asked him 
privately. What is that thou hast 
to tell me? 20 And he said. The 
Jews have agreed to ask thee to 
bring down Paul to-morr(pv unto 
the council, as though tliou wouldcst 
I impure somewhat more exactly con- 
j cerning him. 21 Do not thou 
■ therefore yield unto them : for there 
lie in wait for him of them more 
; than forty men, which have bound 
: themselves under a cui*se, neither to 
eat nor to drink till they have slain 
him : and now are they ready, 
looking for the jironiise from thee. 
*22 So the chief captain let the 
; young man go, charging him, Tell 
Ino man that thou luust signified 
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these things to me. 23 And lie 
called unto him two of the cen- 
turions, and said, Make ready two 
hundred soldiers to go as far as 
Caesarea, and horsemen threescore 
and ten, and spearmen two hundred, 
at the third hour of the night : 
24 and he hade them provide beasts, 
that they might set Paul thereon, 
and bring him safe unto Felix the 
governor. 25 And he wrote a 
letter aftei* this form : 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most 
excellent governor Felix, greeting. 
27 This man Avas seized by the Jcavs, 
and was alx)iit to be slain of them. 


Seeing that by thee we eiyoy 
much i)cace, and that by thy jjro- 
vidence evils are corrected for this 
nation, 3 we accept it in all Avays 
and in all ] daces, most excellent 
Felix, with all thankfulness. 4 But, 
that 1 be not further tedious unto 
thee, I intreat thee to hear us of 
thy clemency a fcAv Avords. 5 For 
we have found tins man a ])estilent 
felloAV, and a mover of insurrections 
among all the dews tlirougliout the 
Avorld, and a ringleader of the sect 
of the Nazarenes : 6 Avho more- 

I over assayed to profiine tiie tem]de : 

I on Avlami ;dso Ave laid hold : 8 from 


when I came U])on them Avith the 
soldiers, and rescued him, having 
learned that he Avas a Roman. 
28 And desiring to knoAv the cause 
Avherefore they accused him, I 
brought him down nnto their coun- 
cil : 29 Avhom I found to be ac- 

cused about questions (d their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his 
charge Avorthy of death or of bonds. 
30 And Avhen it Avas sliewn to me 
that there Avould be a plot against 
the man, I sent him to thee forth- 
with, charging his accusers also to 
speak against liim before thee. 

31 So the soldiers, as it aajis 
commanded them, took I^iul, and 
brought him by night to Antij^atris. 
32 But on the morroAV they left the j 
horsemen to go Avitli him, and re- i 
turned to the castle : 33 and | 

they, when they came to Fiesarea, | 
and delivered the letter to the 
governor, presented J\aul also Ixi- i 
fore him. 34 And when he had | 
read it, he asked of what province 
he was ; and when he understood 
that he was of Cilicia, 35 I will 
hear thy cause, said he, Avhen thine 
accusers also are come : and he ! 
commanded him to be kc[)t in 1 
Herod’s palace. j 

I And after five days the 
high priest Ananias came 
down with certain elders, 
and with an orator, one Tertullus ; 
and they informed the governor 
against Paul 2 And when he^ 
was called, Tertullus l>egaii to accuse 
him, saying. 


whom thou Avilt l)e able, by examin- 
ing him thyself, to take knoAvledge 
I of all these things, Avhereof Ave ac- 
cuse him. 9 And the .Icavs also 
joined in the charge, affirming that 
these things Avcrc so. 

10 And Avhen the governor had 
'beckoned unto him to s{)eak, Paul 
ansAvered, 

! Forasmuch as I knoAV that thou 
■ hast been of many years a judge 
; unto this nation, I do cheerfully 
! make my defence : ll seeing that 
I thou canst take knoAvledge, that it 
I is not more than tAvelve days since 
I 1 Avent up to Avorship at Jerusalem : 

12 and neither in the tem])le did 
they find me dis[)uting Avith any 
man or stirring up a croAvd, nor in 
the synagogues, nor in the city. 

13 Neither can they prove to thee 

the things AA'hereof they now accuse 
me. 14 But this 1 confess unto 
thee, that Jifter the Way which they 
call a sect, so serve 1 the God of 
our fathers, believing all things 
which are according to the law, 
and which are written in the pro- 
])hetH : 15 having hope toward 

God, which these also themselves 
look for, that there shall lx? a re- 
surrection both of the just and un- 
just. 16 Herein do I also exercise 
myself to have a conscience void of 
oftcnce toward God and men alway. 
17 Now after many years I came 
to bring alms to my nation, and 
offerings : 18 amidst which they 

found me purified in the temple, 
with no crowd, not yet with tumult : 
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but tlicre mere certain Jcwh from 
Asia — 19 who ought to liavc been 
here before thee, and to make ac- 
cusation, if they had aught against 
me. 20 Or else let tliese men 
themselves say what wrong-doing 
they found, when I stood before the 
council, 21 except it be for this 
one voice,, that 1 cried standing 
among them, Touching the resur- 
rection of the dead 1 am called in 
(piestion before you this day. 

22 Ibit Felix, having more exact 
knowledge concerning the Way, de- 
ferred them, saying, When Lysias 
the chief ca[)tain shall come down, 

1 will determine your matter. 
23 And he gave order to the cen- 
turion that he should be kept in 
charge, and should have indulg(‘nc(‘ : 
and not to forbid any of his friends 
to minister unto him. 

24 Hut after certain days, Felix 
came with Drusilla, his wife, which 
was a Jewess, and sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith 
in Christ .lesus. 25 And as he 
reasoned of righteousness, and tem- 
])erance, and tlie judgement to come, 
Felix was terrilied, and answei-ed, 
Co thy way for this time ; and wlum 
I have a convenient season, 1 will 
call thee unto me. 26 He hoi)ed 
withal that money would be given 
him of l^iul : wherefore also he sent 
for him the oftener, and commun ed 
with him. 27 Put when two years 
were fulfilled, T\Tix was succeeded 
by Poi’ciiis Festus ; and desiring to 
gain favour with the Jews, Felix left 
Paul in bonds. 


Haiti) he, whicli are of j)0wer among 
you, go down with me, and if there 
is anything amiss in the man, let 
them accuse him. 

6 And when he had tai’ried among 
them not more than eight or ten 
days, he went down unto Ciesarea ; 
and on the morrow he sat on the 
judgement-seat, and commanded 
l^iul to be brought. 7 And 
when lie was come, the Jews, which 
had come down from Jeiaisalem 
stood round about him, bringing 
against him many and grievous 
charges, which thc'V could not prove; 
8 wliile J^iul said in his defence, 
Neither against the law' of the Jews, 
nor against the tem})le, nor against 
( 'jesar, have 1 sinned at all. 9 But 
Festus, desiring to gain favour with 
the Jiwvs, answered J^iul, and said. 
Wilt (hoii go up to Jerusalem, and 
thei'e be judged of these things be- 
fore me t 10 Jbit Paul said, 1 am 
standing before ('a'sar's judgement- 
seat, w here 1 ought to be judged : 
to the Jews have 1 done no wrong, 
as thou also very well knowest. 
II If then 1 am a wrong-doer, and 
have comnntted anything W'orthy of 
death, 1 refuse not to die : but if 
none oi' tiiose things is frne, where- 
of tluse accuse me, no man can give 
me up unto them. 1 ai>peal unto 
( W'sar. 12 Then Festus, when he 
had confeiTcd with tiie council, 
answered. Thou hast ai)pealed unto 
Cmsar : unto Ciesar shalt thou go. 

13 Now when ceiTain days Avere 
passed, Agrippa the king and Ber- 
nice an*ived at Cmsarea, and saluted 


^ I Festus therefore, having 
come into the province, after 
^ three days went up to Jeru- 
Balem from (h’sarea. 2 And the 
chief priests and the ])rincipal men 
of the Jew^s informed him against 
Paul ; and they besought him, 
3 asking favour against him, that 
he would send for him to Jeru- 
salem ; laying wait to kill him on 
the way. 4 Howbeit Festus aii- 
swa'red, that Paul w'as kept in 
charge at CTesiirea, and that he 
himself was about to depart thither 
shortly. 5 them therefore, 


Festus. 14 And as they tarried 
there many days, Festus laid PauF^ 
case before tlie king, saying, There 
' is a certain man left a prisoner In 
I Felix : 15 about w hom, when 1 

i was at Jerusalem, the chief priests 
! and the elders of the Jenvs informed 
me, asking for sentence against him. 
16 To Avhom I answered, that it is 
not the custom of the Romans to 
give up any man, before that the 
accused have the accusers face to 
’face, and have had opi)ortunity to 
make his defence concerning the 
matter laid against him. 17 When 
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therefore they were come together 
liere, 1 uuule no delay, but on the 
next (lay sat down on tlie judge- 
ment seat, and commanded the man 
to be brought. l8 (Concerning 
whom, when the accusers stood up, 
they brought no charge of such evil 
things as I suj>])osed ; 19 but had 

certain questions against him of 
their own religion, and of one desus, 
who was dead, whom Paul allirmed 
to be alive. 20 And 1 , being pm*- 
plexed how to iiaiuire concerning 
tiiesc things, asked whetlicr he 
would go to derusalem, and there 
be judged of these matters. 21 Put 
when Paul had ap])ealed to be k(‘|)t 
for the decision of the em])ei‘or, 1 
commanded liim to be kept till 1 
should send him to (.';esar. 22 And 

Agri]q)a unto Pest us, 1 aPo 

could wish to hear the man myself. 
To-morrow, saith he, thou shall, hear 
him. 

23 So on the morrow, when Agri})- 
pa was come, and Bernice, with great 
pomp, and they were entered into 
the place of hearing, with the chief 
capbuns, and the; ]>rincij)al nam of 
the city, at the command of i ’estns 
Ptiul wtis brought in. 24 And 
P'estus saith. King Agrip])a, and tdl 
men which are here presmit with us, 
ye behold this man, ai>out whom all 
the multitude of tiie Jews mtide suit 
to me, both tit Jerustdem and here, 
crying that he ougiit not to live tiny 
longer. 25 But I found that he 
had (committed notiiing worthy of 
detith : and as he himself ;ippe;ih'(l 
to the einj)eroi’ 1 determined to send 
him, 26 Of whom 1 htive no (per- 
tain thing to write unto my loi’d. 
Wherefore 1 have brought him forth 
before you, tind specially l)efoi’(' tliei^, 
king Agrippa, tint, tiftm* extiminti 
tion htid, 1 may htive somewlitit to 
write. 27 For it semneth to me 
uiiretisontible, in sending ti prisoner, 
not witiial U) signify the charges 
against him. 

I And Agri|>[)a said unto 
J^iul, Thou ai’t permitted to 
Hpetik foi’ thyself. Tlien l*;iur 
stretched fortli his hand, and made ^ 
hitt defence : 1 
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2 T think myself htqqiy, king 
Agrippa, tlitit I tun to mtike my 
defence before thee tliis dtiy touch- 
ing all the things whereof I tun 
I accused by the Jews : 3 espeeitilly 

! beetuise thou art ex[)ert in till cus- 
' toms and (}uestions w liich tire timong 
I the Jenvs : wherefore 1 beseeeli thee 
to hetir me patiently. 4 My mtin- 
! ner of life then from my youth up, 
i which wtus from the beginning timong

3 And the 
mwt day wv touclK'd at Sidon : and 
Julius tri'atcMl Paul kindly, and pive 
him leav(‘ to p) unto his friends and 
ndVesh himself 4 And jiuttiip^ to 
sea from thenc(‘, we sailed uiider the 
h‘e of Cyprus, because the winds 
wc'i'c contrary. 5 And when we 
had saihal across the sea which is 
off Cilicia and Paiujiliylia, we came 
to ^lyra, o cift/ of Lycia.

three days he called together those 
that Avere the chief of the Jcavs : and 
Avhen they Avere (“ome together, he 
said unto them, J, brethren, though 
I had done iiothing against the 
people, or the customs of om* fathei's, 
yet Avas deliveivd j)risoner from 
rlenisalem into the hands of the 
Bomans : 18 Avho, Avhen they had 

examined me, desired to set me at 
liberty, because there Avas no cause 
of death in me. 19 But Avhen the '

that I had aiiglit to accuse my nation 
of.

vain, your faith also is vain. 15 Vea, 
and we are found false witnesses of 
Cod; because we Avitnessed of (hxl 
that he raised U[) (hrist: whom he 
raised not up, if so be that the dead 
are not’ raised. 16 f^or if the dead 
are not raised, neither hath (hrist 
been raised: 17 and if (hrist hath 
not I)een raised, your faith is vain ; 
ye are yet in your sins. 18 Then 
they also which are fallen asleep in 
(jhrist have })erished. 19 If in this 
life only av(‘ have hoped in ('hrist, 
we are of all men most ])itiable. 

20 Hut now hath ('hrist lR‘en 
niised from the dead, the firstfriiits* 
of them that are Jisleep. 2l For 
since by man came death, by man 


came also the resurrection of the 
dead. 22 For as in Adam all die, 
so also in ('hrist shall all be made 
alive. 23 Hut each in his own 
order: ('hrist the firstfriiits; then 
they that are ('hrist’s, at his coming;. 
24 Then eomcth the end, when he 
shall deliver up the kingdom to (hxl, 
even the Father ; when he shall 
have ab<»lished all rule and all au- 
thority and ]x)wer. 25 For he 
must reign, till he hath }»ut all his 
enemies under his feet. 26 The 
last (Miemy that shall be abolished 
is death. 27 For, He put all things 
in subjection nixUa* his feet. Hut 
when he saith, All things are i)ut in 
subjection, it is evident that he is e\- 
ce])ted who did Mibjcct all things unto 
him. 28 And when all things have 
bemi subjected unto him, then shall 
the Son also himself b(‘ subjt'cted to 
him that did subject all things unto 
him, that ( cxl may be all in all. 

29 Klse what shall they do which 
are ba])ti/e(l for the d(‘ad If the 
dead are md raised at all, why then 
a?‘e tlK'v baj)tized for them 30 why 
do we also stand in jt'opardy every 
hour ^ 31 1 protest by that glory- 

ing in you, bivthrt'ii, which 1 have 
in ( hrist desus our Hol'd, 1 die daily. 
32 If after the manner of men I 
fought with beasts at Fjihesus, what 
doth it profit me? If tlie dead are 
not I'aised, let ns eat and drink, for 
to-moi'row we die. 33 He not de- 
ceived : IN il com])any doth corrupt 
good niannm-s. 34 Awake uj) right- 
eously, and sin not ; for some have 
no knowledge of (fixl: 1 speak this 
to move you to shame. 

35 Hut some one will say, How 
are the dead raised ? and w ith w hat 
manner of body do they come? 
36 Thou f(x)lish one, thatAvhich thou 
thyself sowest is not (juickened, ex- 
cept it die : 37 and that w hich thou 

sowest, thou sowest not the body 
that shall be, but a bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or of some other 
j kind ; 38 but Cod giveth it a body 

j even as it pleas^ In in, and to each 
I seed a Ixxly of its own. 39 All 
flesh is not the sai^e flesh : but there 
is one Jlcsh of men, and another 
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flesh of beasts, and another flesh ! 
of birds, and another of fishes. 
40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial : but the gloi-y 
of tlie celestial is one, and the (fJofiy of 
the terrestrial is anothei*. 41 Thei’e 
is one glory of the sun, and another 
glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the stai's j for one Star diflereth 
from another star in glory. 42 So 
also is the 1‘esui‘rection of the dead. 
It is sown in c()i‘i'U]>tion ; it is raised 
in incorruption ; 43 it is sown in 

dishonoui' ; it is raised in glory ; it 
is sown in weakness; it is raised in 
])ower: 44 it is sown a natui'al 

body ; it is raised a s])iritual body. 
If tliciv is a natural body, there is 
also a sj)ii’itual IxKly. 45 So also 
it is written, The fiist man Adam 
b(‘came a living soul. The last 
Adam hvcionc a life-giving spirit. 
46 llowbeit that is not tirst which is 
s])iritual, but that which is natural ; 
tlien that which is s|)ii’itual. 47 The 
first man is (tf the eailli, earthy ; the 
second man is of heavc'ii. 48 As 
is the earthy, such are tlic'y also that 
are earthy; and as is the lu'avenly. 
such ai'c tlK'V also that are heavenly. 
49 And as we have borne th(‘ image 
of the earthy, we shall also beai* the 
image of the lu'avenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and bh)od cannot inherit the 
kingdom of Cod; neither doth coiaaip- 
tion inherit incoiTU]>tion. 51 be- 
hold, 1 tell yow a mystery ; ^^ e shall 
not all slec]), but we shall all be 
changed, 52 in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an ('ve, at the la.st 
trump: for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ru])tible, and we shall be clmnged. 
53 For this corruptible must ])ut on 
incoiTUption, and this mortal must 
juit on immortality. 54 Rut when 
this corru|)tible shall have ])ut on 
incorruj)tion, and this mortal slrdl 
have put on immortality, then shall 
come to j)ass the saying that is 
written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. 55 0 death, where is thy 
victory? O deatlT, where is thy 
sting ? 56 T\w sting of death is 

sin ; and the po\fer of sin is the 


\h\y : 57 but thanks be to Cod, 

which giveth us the victory through 
our liord Jesus ('hi ist. 58 Where- 
ifore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
; stedfast, unmoveable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the l^ord, foras- 
, much as ye know’ that youi* labour is 
not vain in the J^ord. 

I Now' concerning the col- 
lection foi* the saints, as 1 
gave order to the chuiohes of 
Calatia, so also do ye. 2 rj)on 
the first day of (he week let each 
one of you lay by him in store, as he 
may pros]>er, that no collections \^G 
made when 1 come. 3 And when 1 
arrive, whoinsocwer ye shall appi’ove 
by letters, them will 1 send to canw 
your bounty unto Jerusalem : 4 and 

if it b(‘ meet for me to go also, they 
shall go with me. 5 Rut 1 will 
come unto you, when 1 shall have 
]>assed thi’ough Macedonia; fori do 
j»ass through Macedonia ; 6 but 

with you it may be that I shall 
abide, or ev(‘n winter, that ye may 
set me forwai'd on my join 
whithersoever 1 go. 7 For 1 do 
not wTsh to see you now by the way; 
for 1 ho})e to tarry a while with you, 
if the Lord jiermit. b Rut 1 w ill 
tarry at F]>hesus until IVntecost; 
9 for a great door and eflectual is 
opened unto me, and there are many 
advei’saries. 

10 Now if Timothy come, see that 
he be with you without fear; for he 
worketh the work of the Lord, as I 
also do : ii let no man therefore 

desjhse him. ]hit set him forward 
on Ids j(uirney in j>eace, that he may 
come unto me : for 1 exiiect him 
with the brethren. 12 Rut as 
touching AjkJIos the brother, 1 be- 
sought him much to come unto you 
with the brethren: and it was not 
at all ///V w ill to come now’ ; but lie 
will come when he shall have oie 
portuuity. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, (piit you like men, be strong. 

1 14 lot all tliat ye do be done in love. 

I 15 Now’ 1 beseech you, brethren 
f}’e know’ the house of Stephanas, 

: that it is the firstfruits of Acliaia, 
i and that they have set tliemselves 
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to minister unto the saints), i6 tliat 
ye also be in snbjeetion unto such, 
and to everyone that helj)eth in the 
work and laboureth. 17 And 1 
rejoice at the corning of Stephanas 
and Fortunatus and Achaicus: for 
that whicli was lacking on your part 
they sup{)lied. 18 For they re- 
freshed my sj)irit aiid yours : ac- 
knowledge ye therefore tliem that 
are such.

TO THE 


COEINTHIANS. 


_ I Paul, an apostle of (Lrist 
X Jesus tliroiigh the will of Cod, 
and Tiuiothy our brother, unto 
• utllCa. churcli of (bxl which is at 
Corinth, with all the saints which are 
in tile whole of Achaia : 2 C race 

to you and peace from Cod our 
Father and, the Loi*d Jesus Christ. 

3 Plessed he tlie (iod and Father 
of our Ijord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercies and (hxl of all comfort ; 

4 who comforteth mis in all our af- 
fliction, that we may be able to 
comfort them that are in any afflic- 
tion, through the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of (iod. 

5 For as tlie sufferings of Christ 
abound unto us, even so our com- 
fort also aboundeth through Christ. 

* 6 But whetlier we be afflicted, it is 
for yoqr comfort and salvation ; or 
wdiether wc l>e comforted, it is for 
your comfort, which w'orketh in the 
patient enduring of the same suffer- , 
ings which we also suffer ; 7 and : 

our hope for you is stedfast ; know- 
ing that, as ye arc partakers of the 
sufferings, so also are ye of the 
comfort 8 For w e would not have 
you ignonint, brethren, concerning 
our affliction which l>efell m in Asiaf i 
that we were weigtied down exceed- 
ingly, beyond our power, insomuch 


that w'c despaired even of life : 

9 yea, we ourselves have had the 
answer of death wuthin ourselves, 
that we should not trust in ourselves, 
but in Cod which raiseth the dead: 

10 who delivered us out of so great 
a death, and pii deliver : on w horn 

I we have set oiir hojK) that he will 
also still deliver'us ; live also 
helping together on our liehalf by 
your suj)plication ; that, for the gift 
Ixistow ed uj>on us by means of many, 
thanks may Ik? given by many per- 
sons on our behalf. 

12 For our glorying is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
holiness and sincerity of Cod, not in 
fleshly wisdom but in the grace of 
Cod, we lK?haved ourselves in the 
world, and more abundantly to you- 
ward. 13 For w'e write none 
other things unto you, than what 
ye read or even acknowledge, and 
I hojH? ye will acknowledge unto 
the end : 14 as also ye did 

acknowledge us in part, that we are 
your glorying, even as ye also are 
ours, in the day of our liord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come before unto you, 
that ye might have a second l)cnefit; 
16 and by you to pass into Mace- 
donia, and again from Macedonia to 
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come unto you, and of you to be set 
forward on my journey unto Judiea. 
17 When I therefore was thus 
minded, did 1 shew fickleness? or 
the things that 1 purpose, 1 
pui'pose according to tlie flesli, that 
with me there should be the yea yea 
and the nay nay ? 18 Ihit as (iod 

is faithful, our word toward* you is 
not yea aiurnay. 19 For the Son 
of (iod, Jesus (/hrist, who was 
preached among you by us, ivcn by 
me and Silvanus and Timothy, was 
not yea and nay, but in him is yea. 
20 For how many soever be the 
promises of (iod, in him is the yea: 
wherefore also through him is the 
Amen, unto the glory of ( Jod through 
us. 21 Now he that stablisheth 
us with yem in ('hrist, and anointed 
us, is (iod ; 22 who also s(‘aled 

us, and gave /<.s* the earnest of the 
Spirit in our hearts. 

23 But 1 call (iod for a witness 
u[)on my soul, that t(> spare you 

1 forlmre to come unto Forintli. 
24 Not that M'c have loi*dshi]> ovei* 
your faith, but are helpers of 
your joy : for by faith ye stand. 
^ I lint 1 deteinjined this for 

2 inyself, tluit 1 would not come 
again to you with sorrow. ! 

2 For if 1 make you sorry, who then 
is he that maketli me glad, but he ; 
that is made sorry by me ? 3 And 

I wrote this very thing, lest, when ' 
1 came, 1 should have sorrow from 
them of whom 1 ought to rejoice ; 
having confidence in you all, that 
my joy is th' joff of you all. 4 For 
out of much affliction and anguish 
of heart 1 wrote unto you with 
many teal's ; not that ye should be 
made sorry, but that ye might know 
the love which I liave more abun- 
dantly unto you. 

5 But if any hath caused sorrow, 
he hath caused sorrow, not to me, 
but in iiart (that 1 ]>ress not too 
lieavily) to you all. 6 Sufficient 
to such a one is this punishment 
wliich was hijiicted by the many ; 
7 so that contrariwise ye should 
•* mther forgive him and comfort him, 
lest by any means such a one should 
be swallowed up #ith his overmuch 


Sorrow. 8 Wherefore I beseech* 
you to confirm your love toward 
him. 9 For to this end also did 
1 write, that I might know the proof 
of you, whether ye are oliedient in 
all things. 10 Jbit to whom ye 
forgive anything, Iforyivc also : for 
what I also have forgiven, if 1 have 
forgiven anything, for your siikes 
hove 1 fonjiren it in the jHii-son of 
(.'hi’ist ; II that no advanbige 
j may be gained over us by S^itan : 

1 for we are not ignorant of his 
devices. 

12 Now when I came to Troas for 
the gos|)el of Fhi'ist, and M’hen a 
door was o]>ened unto me in the 
Ford, 13 I had iio relief for my 
spirit, because 1 found not Titus my 
brother ; but taking my leave of 
them, 1 went forth into Maccdonijt 
14 But thanks be unto (Jod, which 
always leadeth us in triumph in 
Christ, and maketli manifest through 
us the siivour of his knowledge in 
every jilace. 15 For we are a 
sweet savour of (.'hrist unto (io^fflT^ 
them that are iKMiig saved, and in 
them that art* perishing ; 16 to 

the one a savour from death unto 
death ; to the other a savour from 
life unto life. And who is sufficient 
for these things ? 17 For we are 

not as tlie many, corrupting the 
word of (^iod : but as of sincerity, 
but as of (j!od, in the sight of God, • 
speak we in ('lu’ist 

3 1 Arc we beginning again to 

commend ourselves? or need 
we, as do some, epistles of com- 
mendation to you or from you ? 

2 Ye are our cjiistlc, written in our , 
hearts, known and read of all men ; 

3 ladiig made manifest that ye are 
an epistle of ( 'hrist, ministered by 
us, written not with ink, but with 
the Spirit of the living God ; not in 
tables of stone, but in tables that 
arc hearts of ffesh. 4 And sucli 
confidence have we through C'hrist 
to (h)d-ward : 5 not that w c ai'c 

; sufficient of oui*selvcs, to account 
anything as from ourselves ; but 
^uir sufficiency is from (^iod ; 6 who 

also made us sufficient as ministers 
of a new covenant ; not of the letter, 
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but of t\\c spirit: for tiie letteVl 
killeth, \)ut the spirit ^iveth life. 
7 Hut if the ministration of death, 
written, (oid engraven on stones, 
eame with glory, so that the ehildren 
of Israel could not look stedfastly 
111)011 the face of Moses for the glory 
of his face ; which glor}/ was pass- 
ing away : 8 hoAV sliall not rather 

the ministration of the sjiirit he 
with glory i g For if the ministra- 
tion of condemnation is glory, much 
ratlier doth the ministration of right- 
eousness exceed in glory. lo For 
verily that which liath been made 
glorious hath not lieen made glorious 
in this res]>cct, by reason of the 
glory that surpasseth. 1 1 For if 
that which passeth away /rris with 
glory, much more that which rc- 
maincth /s in glory. 

12 Having tiiercfore such a hojie, 
we use great boldness of siieech, 
13 and are not as Moses, // 7 /o jml 
a veil upon his face, that (lie childixai 
of Israel should not look stialfastly 
end of that which was jiassing 
away : 14 but their minds were 

hardened: for until this very day 
at the reading of the old covimant 
the same veil remaineth unlifted ; 
which re/l is done away in ('hi-is(. 
15 But unto this day, whensoeveT 
Moses is read, a veil licth ujion tlnar 
heart. 16 But whensoever it shall 
turn to the Lord, the veil is taken 
away.

of (iod, should not dawn apon them. 
5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ flesiis as Jjord, and ourselves 
as your servants for Jesus’ sake.

j shined in our hearts, to give the 
: light of the knowledge of the glory 
; of (Jod in the face of ,lcsus ('hrist. 
j 7 But we have this treasm-e in 
'earthen vessels, that thc‘ excc'cding 
greatness of the |)owc‘i‘ may be of 
(Jod, and not from oni’selves ; 8 a-e 

(tre press(‘d on every side, yet not 
straiU'ned ; [>ei‘pl(e\(‘d, yet not mito 
despair: 9 jmrsned, yet not foi-- 

sak(Mi ; smittc'ii <l(0\n, yc't not d(‘- 
stT‘oy('d : lOalwavs lK*ai*ing about 

in tli(‘ body the dying of Jesus, that 
the lite also of J(‘sns may b(‘ mani- 
hstiMl in oiii' body. II Lor we 
which live aii' alway deliver(‘d unto 
death for Jesus' sake, that the* life 
also of Jc'siis may be manifested in 
our mortal tlesh. 12 S(» then 
d(‘ath work(‘th in us, but life in you. 
13 But having the same sj)irit ol’ 
faith, according to that which is 
written, I believed, and thcMvforc 
did I sp(‘ak ; we also believe, and 
therefore also we speak ; 14 know- 

ing that he which I’aised uj) the 
Loi'd Jesus shall raise uj) us also 
with Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. 15 For all things are 
for yonr sakes, tliat the grace, being 
multiplied through the many, may 
cause the thanksgiving to abound 
unto the glory of (iod. 

16 Wherefore we faint not ; but 
though our outward man is decay- 
ing, yet our inward man is renewAal 
day by day.

10 For 
we must all lie ma<lc‘ maniiest before 
the Jud;;emeiit seat of ( lu'ist : that 
each OIK' may receive the' thin;;s 
in the body, aceoi’dim; to what 
he hath done, ylietlic'r it (f(> i;oo<l 
or bad. 

II Ivnowin;; therefoia' the feai’ of 
the Ijord, we jiersuade men, but we 
are made manifest unto Lod ; and I 
liope that we are made manifest also 
in your consciences. 12 We are 
not a;;ain commendin!.; oui’selves 
unto you, but sj/rah' as ;:ivin;; you 
occasion of ;;loryin;; on our Indialf, 
that ye may liave wherewith to 
Jiu^ewer them that ’j:lory in ajipear- 
ance, and not in lu'art. 13 For 
whether we are lu'side ourselves, it 
is unto (lod ; or whether we are of 
sober mind, it is unto you. 14 l'\)r 
the love of Fhrist constraineth us: 
l)ecause we thus iud;;i‘, that one died 
for all, therefore all died ; 15 and 

he died for tdl, that tluyv which live 
shotdd no lon.Licr live' unto thtun- 
welves, but unto Him who for their 


^sakes died and rose ii;;ain. 16 Where-’ 
lore we henceforth know^ no man 
after the ilesh : even thouf;h we 
have known Flu'ist after the Hesh, 
yet now we know him so no more.

Jerusalem witli Barnabas, tak- 
ing Titus also with me. 2 And I 
went uj) by revelation ; and I laid 
before tlieni the gospel which 1 
^M^ach among the (jlentiles, but 
privately before them who were of 
repute, lest by any means I should 
be running, or had run, in vain. 
3 But not even Titus who was witli 
me, being a (b’cek, was compelled 
to be circumcised : 4 and that be- 

cause of the false brethren j)rivily 
brought in, who cxune in privily to 
spy out our liberty which we have 
in Christ Jesus, tliat they might 
bring us into bondage : 5 to whom 

we gave place in the way of subjec- 
tion, no, not for an hour ; that the 
truth of the gos{>el might continue 
with y(iu. 6 But from those who 
were reputed to be somewhat (what- 
soever they were, it maketh no mat- 
ter to me : God accepteth not man’s 
person) — they, I say, wlio were of 
repute imparted nothing to me : 
7 but contrariwise, when they saw 
that I had been intrusted with the 
gospel of the uncircumcision, even 
as Peter with the (/OHjml of the cir- 
cumcision 8 (for he tliat wrought 
for Peter unto the a[K)8tleship of 
the circumcision wrought for me 
also unto the Gentiles) ; 9 and 

when they ixirceivcd the grace that 


was given unto me, James and 
Cepluis and John, they who were 
reputed to be pillars, gave to me 
and Barnabas the right hands of 
fellowship, that we should go unto 
the Gentiles, and they unto the cir- 
cumcision ; 10 only thej/ would that 

we should remember the poor ; wliich 
very thing I-wiis also zealous to do. 

II But when Cephas came to An- 
tioch, 1 resisted him to the face, be- 
i cause he stood condemned. I2 For 
; before that certain came from James, 
he did eat with the Gentiles : but 
when they came, he drew back and 
; separated himself, fearing them that 
I were of tlie circumcision. 13 And 
the i*est of tlie Jews dissembled 
I likewise with him ; inscuimch that 
i even Bai*nabas was carried away 
' with tlieir dissimulation. 14 But 
I when 1 saw that they walked not 
: uprightly according to the truth of 
: the gospel, I s:dd unto CejJias before 
them all, If thou, lx‘ing a Jew, livest 
: as do the Gentihis, iind not as do 
the Jews, how compellest thou the 
.Gentiles to live tis do the Jews? 

! 15 We being Jews by nature, and 
I not sinners of the (fcntiles, 16 yet 
knowing that a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, save through 
i faith in Jesus Christ, even we believed 
I on Christ Jesus, that we might be 
justified by faith in CJirist, and not 
! by the works of the law: Ixicause by 
i the works of the law shall no flesh 
be justified. 17 But if, while we 
sought to be justified in Christ, we 
ourselves also were found sinners, is 
Christ a minister of sin ? (iod forbid. 
18 For if I build up again those 
things which 1 destroyed, I prove 
myself a transgressor. 19 For I 
through the law died unto the law, 
that 1 might live unto God. 20 I 
have lx;en crucified with Christ; yet 
I live ; and yet no longer I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and that life 
which I now live in the flesh I live 
in •faith, the faith which is in the 
Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
himself up for me. 21 I do not 
make void the grace of God : for if 
righteousness is through the law, 
then Christ died for nought 
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3 1 0 foolish Galatians, who did 

bewitch you, before whose eyes 
Jesus Christ was openly set forth 
crucified? 2 This only would 1 
leani from you, Received ye the 
Spirit by the works of the law, or 
by the hearing of faith? 3 Are 
ye so foolish ? having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now j>erfectcd in the 
flesh? 4 l)id ye sufter so many 
things in vain ? if it l>e indeed in 
vain. 5 He therefore that sup- 
plieth to you the Spirit, and worketh 
miracles among you, doeth he it by 
the works of the law, or by tlie 
hearing of faith ? 6 Even as 

Abraham l>elieved (Jod, and it was 
reckoned unto him for righteousness. 

7 Know therefore that they whicli 
be of faith, the same are sons of 
Abraham. 8 And tlie scripture, 
foreseeing that (iod would justify 
the Gentiles by faith, preached the 
gospel lK‘forehand unto Abraliam, 
mying^ In tliee sliall all the nations I 
be blessed. 9 So then they wliieh 
1x3 of faith are blessed with the 
faithful Abraham. 10 For as many 
as are of the works of the law are : 
under a curse : for it is written, | 
Cui*sed is every one wliich continueth ! 
not in all things that are written in j 
the book of the law, to do them, i 
II Nom' that no man is justified by ! 
the law in the sight of (lod, is j 
evident: for. The righteous shall live 
by faith ; 12 and the law is not of 

faith; but. He that doeth them shall I 
live in them. 13 Christ redeemed | 
us from the curse of the law, having 
becomi^ a curse for us : for it is ' 
WTitten, Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree : 14 that u|M>n 

the (Jentiles might come the blessing 
of Abraham in Christ Jesus; that; 
wo might receive the promise of the j 
Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the 
manner of men : Though it be but 
a man’s covenant, yet when it hath 
been confirmed, no one maketh it 
^ void, or addeth tliereto. 16 Now 
to Abraham were the promises 
spoken, and to his seed, lie saith 
not, And to seeds, as of many ; but 
as of one, And toothy seed, which 


fe Christ. 17 Now this I say; 
A covenant confirmed beforehand 
by God, the law, which came four 
hundred and thirty years after, doth 
not disannul, so as to make the 
promise of none effect 18 For if 
the inheritance is of the law, it is 
no more of pi-omise : but God hath 
granted it to Abraham by promise. 
19 What then is the law ? It was 
added because of transgressions, till 
the seed should come to whoifi the 
promise hath been made ; arid it 
was ordained through angels by the 
hand of a mediator. 20 Now a 
mediator is not a mediator of one ; 
but (Jod is one. 21 Is the law 
then against the promises of God?* 
<J<k1 forbid: for if there had been 
a law given which could make alive, 
verily righteousness would have been 
of the law. 22 Ilowbeit the scrip- 
ture hath shut up all things under 
sin, that the ])r()inise by faith in 
Jesus Christ might be given to them 
that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we \rCT^ 
kept in ward under the law, shut up 
unto the faith wliich should after- 
wards be revealed. 24 So that 
the law hatli been oin- tutor to 
hr'mg as unto ( hrist, that we might 
be justified by faith. 25 But now 
that faith is come, we are no longer 
under a tutor. ’ 26 For ye are all 
sons of (Jod, through faith, in Christ 
Jesus. 27 P'or as many of you as 
were baptized into Christ did put 
on ('hrist. 28 There can be nei-. 
ther Jew nor (Jieek, there can be 
neither bond nor free, there can be 
no male and female : for ye all are 
one man in ('hrist Jesus. 29 And 
if ye are Christ’s, then arc ye 
Abndiam’s seed, heirs according to 
promise. 

4 1 But I say that so long as 
the heir is a child, lie differeth 
nothing from a bondservant, 
though he is lord of all ; 2 but is 

under guardians and stewards until 
the term appointed of the father. 

3 So we also, when we were chil- 
dren, were held in bondage under 
the rudiments of the world t 4 but 
when the fulness of the time came, 
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God sent forth his Son, bom oT 
a woman, born under the law, 
5 that he might redeem them which 
were under the law, that we might 
receive the adoption of sons. 6 And 
txJCfiuse ye are sons, God sent forth 
the Spirit of his Son into our hearts, 
crying, Abba, Father. 7 So that 
thou art no longer a bondservant, 
but a son ; and if a son, then an heir 
through God. 

8 Howbeit at that time, not know- 
ing God, ye were in bondage to 
them which by nature are no gods : 
9 but now tliat ye have come to 
know God, or rather to be known 
of God, how turn ye back again to 
the weak and beggarly rudiments, 
whereunto ye desire to be in bondage 
over again 'i 10 Ye observe days, 
and months, and seasons, and years, 
n 1 am afraid of you, lest by any 
means I have bestowed labour upon 
you in vain. 

12 I beseech you, brethren, be as 
I am, for I am as ye are. Ye did 
mc'iio wrong: 13 but ye know 

that because of an infirmity of the 
flesh 1 preached the gospel unto you 
the first time : 14 and that which

28 Now we, brethren, as Isjuic was, 
are children of i)romise. 29 But

flesh }>ersecuted him that van horn 
after the Spirit, even so it is now. 
30 Howbeit what saith the scripture?

that ye will be none otherwise 
minded : but he that troubleth you 
shall bear his judgement, whosoever 
he l>c. II But 1 , brethren, if 1 still 
preach circumcision’ why am I still 
persecuted'^ then hath’the stumbling- 
block of the cross been done away. 
12 1 would {hat they which unsettle 
you would even cut themselves off. 

13 For ye, brethren, were called 
for freedom ; only me not your 
freedom for an occ^ision to the flesh, 
but through love be servants one to 
another. 14 For the whole law is 
fulfilled in one word, cren in this; 
Thou shaft love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 15 But if ye bite an<l 
devour one anotlier, take heed that 
ye be not consumed one of another. 

16 But 1 say, Walk by the Sj)irit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh. 17 For tlie flesli lusteth 
against the S])irit, and the S|)irit 
against tlie flesh ; for these are con- 
trary the one to tlic otlier ; that ye 
may not do the things that ye would. 
18 But if ye are led by the Sjn’rit, 
ye are not under the law. 19 Now 
the works of the flesii are manifest, 
which are these, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, 20 idolatry, 
sorcery, enmities, strife. Jealousies, 
wraths, factions, divisions, heresies, 
21 envyings, drunkenness, revellings, 
and such like : of the which I fore- 
warn you, even <is 1 did forewarn 
you, that tliey which practise such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God. 22 But the fruit of the 
Spirit is love, joy, peace, longs\ift*er- 
ing, kindness, goodness, faithfulness, 
23 meekness, temperance : against 
such there is no law. 24 And j 
they that are of Christ Jesus have 
crucified the ilesli with the passions ' 
and t\^e lusts thereof. 

25 If we live by the Spirit, by the 
Spirit Jet us also walk. 26 Ijet us 
not 1x3 vainglorious, provoking one 
another, envying one another. 

5 1 Brethren, even if a man he 
overtaken in any tresiMiss, ye 

which are spiritual, restore such 
a one in a spirit ortnoekness ; look- 


lug to thyself, lest thou also be " 
tcniikted. 2 Bear ye one another’s 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ. 3 For if a man tliinketh 
himself to be something, when liQ 
I is nothing, he dcceivcth himself, 
i 4 But let each man prove his own 
I work, and then shall he have his 
' glorying in regard of himself alone, 
and not of his neighbour. 5 For 
each man shall l)car his own burden. 

I 6 But let him that is tan^it in 
the word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things. 7 Be 
not deceived; (iod is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap. 8 For he that 
soweth unto his own flesh shall of 
the flesh reap eoiTuption ; but he 
that soweth unto the Spirit shall of 
the Spirit reap eternal life. 9 And 
let ns not be weary in well-doing : 
for in (hie season Me shall reap, if 
we faint not. 10 So then, as we 
have (►pportunity, let ns ivork that 
uhieh is good toivard all men, and 
especially toward tliem that ai^nrf“ 
the household of the faith. 

II See ivith hoiv large letters I 
have M'ritten unto you with mine 
own hand. 12 As many as desire 
to make a fail* show in the flesh, 
they comix‘1 you to be circumcised ; 
only that they may not be persecuted 
for the cross of 'Christ. 13 For 
not even they ivho receive circum- 
cision do themselves keep the laiv ; 
but they desire to have you circum- 
cised, that they may glory in your 
flesh. 14 Jhit far be it from me 
to glory, save in the cross of our 
Lord tlesns (Christ, through Mdiich 
the world hath been crucified unto 
me, and I unto the Morld. -15 For 
neither is circumcision anything, 
nor uncirciimcision, but a new crea- 
ture. 16 And ‘.IS many as shall 
walk by this rule, peace he upon 
them, and mercy, and upon the 
Israel of God. 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me : for I bear branded on 
my body the marks of Jesus. 

• 18 Tiie gi’ace of our Ijord Jesus 

Christ bo with your spirit, brethren. 
Amen. 
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and grounded in love, i8 may be 
strong to apprehend with all tlic 
saints wliat is the breadth and 
length and height and depth, 
.19 and to know the love of Christ 
which passeth knowledge, that ye 
may be filled unto all the fulness 
of God. j 

20 Now unto him that is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all 
that ^ we ask or think, according to 
the power that worketh in us, 
21 unto him be the glory in the | 
church and in C’hrist .lesus unto ' 
all generations for ever and ever, j 
Amen. ' 

4 1 1 therefore, the prisoner in ! 
the Lord, beseech you to walk 
worthily of the calling where- 
with ye were called, 2 with all 
lowliness and meekness, with long 
suffering, forbearing one another in 
love ; 3 giving diligence to keej> 

the unity of the S[)irit in the bond 
of |xjace. 4 There is one body, 
^and one Spirit, even tis also ye were 
"calfM in one hope of your calling ; 

5 one Lord, one faith, one bjiptism, 
6 one God and Father of all, who is 
over all, and through all, and iii 
all. 7 But unto each one of us 
was the grace given according to 
the measure of the gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, 

When he ascended on high, he 
led captivity captive. 

And gave gifts unto men. 

9 (Now this, He ascended, what is 
it but that he also descended into 
the lower j)arts of the earth ? 
10 He that descended is the same 
also that ascended far above all 
the heavens, that he might fill all 
things.) II And he gave some 
to be apostles ; and some, prophets ; 
and some, evangelists ; and some, 
pastors and teachers ; 12 for the 

perfecting of the saints, unto the 
work of ministering, unto the build- 
ing up of the lx)dy of Christ : 
13 till we all attain unto the unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a fidlgi-oMui 
man, unto the measure of the statute 
of the fulness of Christ : 14 that 

we may be no longer children, tossed 


to and fro and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight of men, in craftiness, after 
the wiles of error ; 15 but speak- 

ing truth in love, may grow up in 
all things into him, which is the 
hea<i, even Christ ; 16 from whom 

all the body fitly framed and knit 
together through that .which every 
joint supplieth, according to the 
working in dne measure of each 
several part, maketh the increase 
of the body unto the building up 
of itself in love. 

17 This 1 say therefore, a!id testify 
in the Lord, that ye no longer walk 
as the Gentiles also walk, in the 
vanity of their mind, 18 l)eing 
darkened in their understanding, 
alienated from the life of (LkI l)e- 
cause of the ignorance that is in 
them, because of the hardening 
of their heart ; 19 who Inung 

past feeling gave themselves uj) t(» 
lasciviousness, to work all unclean- 
ness with greediness, 20 Jhit ye 
did not so learn (lirist ; 21 if so 

be that ye heard him, and were 
taught in him, even as truth is in 
Jesus: 22 that ye ])ut away, as 

concerning your former manner of 
life, the old man, which waxeth 
corru{)t after the lusts of deceit ; 
23 and that ye l>c renewed in the 
Hjhrit of your mind, 24 and put 
I on the new man, which after God 
I hath Irhui created in righteousness 
and holiness of truth. 

25 Wherefore, putting away false- 
hood, speak ye truth each one with 
his neighbour : for we are rneml)er8 
one of another. 26 Be ye angry, 
and sin not : let not the sun go 
down ujM)n your wrath : 27 neither 

give place to the devil. 28 IjCt 
him that stole steal no more : but 
! rather let him lal)our, working with 
his hands the thing that is good, 
that he may have whereof to give 
to him that hath need. 29 Ixjt 
no corrui)t speech proceed out of 
your mouth, but such as is good for 
edifying as the need may be, that 
it may give grac?e to them that 
hear. ^ Ajd grieve not the 
Holy Spirit of God, in whom ye 
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were sealed unto tlie day of re- 
demption. 31 Let all bitterness, 
and wrath, and anger, and clamour, 
and railing, be put away from you, 
with all malice : 32 and be ye 

kind one to another^ tenderhearted, 
forgiving each other,, even as God 
also in (Christ forgave you. 

5 1 Be, ye therefore imitators 
of God, as beloved children ; 
2 and walk in love, even as 
Ghrist also loved you, and gave 
himself uj) for us, an oftei*ing and 
a sacrifice to God for an odour of 
a sweet smell. 3 But fornication, 
and all uncleanness, or covetousness, 
let it not even be named among yon, 
as becometh saints ; 4 nor filthi- 

ness, nor foolish talking, or jesting, 
which arc not l>efitting ; but rather 
giving of thanks. 5 For this ye 
know of a surety, that no fornicator, 
nor unclean person, nor covetous 
man, which is an idolater, hath any 
inheritance in the kingdom of Christ 
and (io<l. 6 Let no man deceive 
you with empty woi'ds : for because 
of these things cometh the wrath of 
God upon the sons of disobedience. 
7 Be not ye therefore partakers with 
them ; 8 for ye were once dark- 

ness, but are now light in the Lord : 
walk as children of light 9 (for the 
fruit of the light is in all goodness and 
righteousness and truth), 10 ])rov- 
ing what is well-j)le}ising unto the 
Lord ; ii and have no fellowship 
with the unfruitful works of dark- 
ness, but rather even reprove them ; 
12 for the things which are done by 
tliem in secret it is a shame even to 
speak of. 13 But all things when 
tiicy ai-e reproved are made manifest 
by the light : for everything that is 
made manifest is light. 14 ^liere- 
fore he saith, Awake, thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall shine upon thee. 

IS Ij(K)k therefore carefully how 
ye walk, not as unwise, but as wise ; 
16 redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil. 17 Wherefore be 
ye not foolish, but understand what 
the will of the Ijord is. 18 And 
. be not drunken wRh w ine, wherein 
is riot, but be fillea with the Spirit ; 


19 speaking one to another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and making melody with your 
heart to the Lord ; 20 giving 

thanks always for all things in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ to 
God, even the Father ; 21 subject- 

ing yourselves one to another in the 
fear of Christ. 

22 Wives, he in subjection unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. 23 For the husband is the 
head of the wife, as Christ also is 
the head of the church, behig him- 
self the saviour of the l>ody. 24 But 
as the church is subject to (Jirist, 
so let the wives also he to their hus- 
bands in everything. 25 Hus- 
bands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and 
! gave himself up for it ; 26 that 

! lie might sanctify it, having cleansed 
it by the washing of water with the 
word, 27 that he might present 
the churcli to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot or wrinkle 
or any such thing; but thitf^if 
should l)c holy and w ithout blemish. 
28 Even so ought husbands also to 
love their own wives as their own 
bodies, lie that lovefh his own 
w ife loveth himself : 29 for no 

man ever hated his own flesh ; but 
nourisheth and cherisheth it, even 
I as Christ also the church ; 30 be- 

‘ cause w e are meml)ers of his body. 
31 For this cause shall a man leave 
his father and mother, and shall 
cleave to his wife ; and the twain 
1 shall become one flesh. 32 This 
mystery is great : but I speak in 
I regard of Olirist and of the church. 
33 Nevertheless do ye also sevcnilly 
love each one his own wife e'ven as 
I himself ; and let the wife see that 
she fear her husband. 

5 1 Children, obey your parents 
in the Lord : for this is right 
2 Honour thy father and mother 
(which is the first commandment with 
promise), 3 that it may be well 
with thee, and thou mayest live long 
on the earth. 4 And, ye fathers, 
jJrovoke not your children to WTOth : 
but nurture them in the chastening 
and admonition of the Lord.

5 Servants, be obedient unto 

them that according to the flesh 
are your masters, with fear and 

trembling, in singleness of your 

heart, as unto Christ ; 6 not in 

the way of cyeservice, as men- 

pleasejH ; but as servants of Christ, 
doing the will of God from the 
heart ; 7 with good will doing 

service, as unto the Lord, and not 
unto men : 8 knowing that what- 

soever good thing each one doeth, 
the same shall he receive again 
from the Lord, whether he he bond 
or free. 9 And, ye masters, do 
the same things unto them, and 
forbear threatening : knowing that 
both their IMastei* and y 001*8 is in 
heaven, and there is no respect of 
persons with him. 

10 Finally, be strong in the I/ird, 
and in the strength of his might. 
II Put on the whole armour of (h>d, 
that ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil. 12 For 
our wrestling is not against flesh and 
'blond, but against the principali- 
ties, against the [lowers, against the 
world-rulers of this darkness, against 
the spiritual hosts of wickedness 
in the heavenly pkices, 13 Where- 
fore take up the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to with- 
stand in the evil day, and, having 
done all, to stand. 14 Stand 
therefore, having girded your loins 
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with truth, and having put on the 
breastplate of rightecwisness, 15 and 
having shod your feet with the pre- 
paration of the gospel of peace ; 
16 withal taking up the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the evil 
one. 17 And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of God : 
18 with all prayer and sup[>lication 
[iraying at all setisons in the Spirit, 
and watching thereunto in all per- 
severance and supjilication for all 
the saints, 19 and on my Ixihalf, 
that utterance may be given unto me 
in opening my mouth, to make known 
with boldness the mystery of the 
g()S[)el, 20 for which I am an am- 

bassador in chains ; that in it I 
may speak boldly, iis 1 ought to 
s[)eak.

6 But 
when Timothy came even now unto 
us from you, and brought us glad 
tidings of your faith and love, and 
that ye have good remembrance of 
us always, longing to sec us, even as 
we also to see you ; 7 for this 

cause, brethren, we were comforted 
over you in all our distress and 
affliction through your faith : 8 for 

now we live, if ye stand fast in the 
Lord.

_ I Paul, and Silvanus, and 
X Timothy, unto the church of 
the Thessalonians in God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ ; i 
2 Grace to you and peace from 
God the Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. i 

3 We are bound to pjve thanks to 
God alway for you, brethren, even 
as it is meet, for that your faith 
groweth exceedingly, and the love 
of each one of you all toward one 
another aboundeth ; 4 so that 

we ourselves glory in you in the 
churches of God for your [>atience 
and faith in all your persecutions 
and in the afflictions which ye en- 
dure ; 5 which is a manifest token 

of the righteous judgement of God ; 
to the end that ye may be counted 
worthy of the kingdom of God, for 
which yc also suiter : 6 if so be 

that it is a rigliteous thing with God 
to recompense affliction to them that 
afflict you, 7 and to you that are 
afflicted rest with us, at the reve- 
lation of the Lord Jesus from heaven 
with the angels of his power 8 in 
-flaming fire, rendering vengeance to 
them that know not God, and to 
them that ol)ey not the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus : 9 who shall suffer 

punishment, even eternal destruc- 
tion from the face of the Lord 
^and from the glory of his might, 
10 when he shall come to be glori- 
fied in his saints, and to l)e mar- 
velled at in all them that l)elieved 
(because our testimony unto you 
wag believed) in that day. li To 
which end we also pray always for 
you, that our God may count you 
worthy of your calling, and fulfil 
every desire of goodness and every 
work of faith, with power; 12 that 
the name of our Lord Jesus may be 
glorified in you, and ye in him, ac- 
cording to the grace of our God and , 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

^ I Now we beseech you, breth- 
ren, touching the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and our gfi- 
tliering together unto him ; 2 to 

the end that ye be not quickly 
shaken from your mind, nor yet be 
troubled, eitlier by spirit, or by 
word, or by epistle as fi-om us, as 
that the day of the Lord is mnv 
present ; 3 let no man l)eguile 

you in any wise : for it will not he^ 
except the falling away come first, 
and the man of sin be revealed, tlie 
son of j>erdition, 4 he that oppos- 
eth and exalteth himself against all 
that is called (jod or that is wor- 
shipped ; so tiiat he sitteth in the 
temple of (hxl, setting himself forth 
as (jrod.

15 So then, brethren, stand fast, 
and hold the traditions which ye 
were taught, whether by word, or 
by epistle of ours. 

16 Now our Lord Jesus Christ 
himself, and God our Father wliich 
loved us and gave us eternal com- 
fort and good ho{M3 through grace, 
17 comfort your hearts and stablish 
them in every good work and 
word. 

3 1 Finally, brethren, ])ray for 
us, that the word of the Lord 
may run and l)e glorified, even 
as also it w with you ; 2 and that 

we may l>e delivered from unreason- 
able and evil men ; for all have not 
faith. 3 Hut the Lord is faithful, 
who shall stablish you, and guard 
you from the evil one. 4 And we 
have confidence in the Lord touch- 
ing you, that ye both do and will 
do the things* which we command.

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7 For yourselves know how ye ought 
to imitate us: for we behaved not 
ourselves disorderly among you ;

have not the right, but to make 
ourselves an eiisarnple unto you, 
that ye should imitate us. 10 For 
even when we were with you, this 
we commanded you, If any will not 
work, neither let him eat. ii For 
we hear of some that walk among 
you disorderly, that work not at all, 
but are busybodies. 12 Now them 
that are such we commaml and ex- 
hort in the Lord Jesus Christ, that 
with (juietness they work, and cat 
their own l)read. 13 But ye, 
brethren, l>e not weary in well- 
doing. 14 And if any man ol>cy- 
eth not our word by this epistle, 
note that man, that ye have no 
company with him, to the end that 
he may be ashamed. 15 ^^d yet 
count him not as an enemy, but 
admonish him cus a brother. 

16 Now the Lord of peace him- 
self give you peace at all times in 
all wavs. Fhe Lord be with you 
all.

I Paui., an apostle of ( Jirist 1 
I J esus according to the command - 1 
• ment of God our Saviour, and 
Christ Jesus our hope ; 2 unto 

Timothy, my true child in faith : | 
Grace, merev, peace, from God the 
Father and (Christ Jesus our Ixird. • 
3 As I exhort^ thee to tarry at 
Ephesus, when i was going into 


Macedonia, that thou mightest 
charge certain men not to teach 
a difierent doctrine, 4 neither to 
give heed to fables and endless 
genealogies, the which minister 
questionings, rather than a dis- 
pensation of God which is in faith ; 
80 do I now, 5 But the end of 
the charge is love out of a pure 
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heart and a good conscience and 
faith unfeigned : 6 from which 

things some having swerved have 
turned aside unto vain talking ; 
7 desiring to be teachers of the 
law, though they understand neither 
what they say, nor whereof they 
confidently affirm. 8 But we 
know that the law is good, if a man 
use it lawfully, 9 as knowing this, 
that law is not made for a righteous 1 
man, but for the lawless and unruly, ! 
for the ungodly and sinnci-s, for the 
unholy and profane, for murderers 1 
of fathers and murderers of mothers, | 
for manalayers, 10 for fornicators, ! 
for abusers of tliemselves with men, ' 
for men-stealers, for liars, for false 
swearers, aiul if there be any otlier 
thing contrary to the sound doc- 
trine ; II according to the gospel 
of the glory of the blessed God, 
which wfis committed to my trust. 

12 1 thank him that enabled me, 
even Christ Jesus our Lord, for that 
he counted rne faithful, ap|H)inting 
me tc^^his service; 13 tliough 1 
was before a bl(isphcmer, and a per- ! 
secutor, and injurious : howbeit 1 
obtained mercy, because 1 did it 
ignorantly in *unl>clief ; 14 and the 

grace of our Lord alK)unded exceed- 
ingly with faith and love which is 
in Christ Jesus. 15 Faithful is 
the saying, and wofthy of all ac- 
ceptation, that Christ .lesufr* came 
into the world to save sinners ; of 
whom I am chief : 16 howbeit for 

this cause I obtained mercy, tiiat 
in me as chief might Jesus Christ 
shew forth all his longsuffering, for 
(On ensamplc of them which should 
hereafter believe on him unto eter- 
nal life. • 17 Now unto the King 

eternal, incorruptible, invisible, the 
only God, he honour and glory for 
ever and ever. Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto 
thee, my child Timothy, a(;cording 
to the prophecic^s which went before 
on thee, that by them thou mayest 
war the good warfare ; 19 holding 

fiiiih and a good conscience ; which 
some having thrust from them made 
shipwreck concerning the faith : 
20 of whom is Hymenaeus and Alex- 


•ander; whom I delivered unto Satan, 
that they might be taught not to 
blaspheme. 

^ I I exhort therefore, first of 

2 ^dl, that supplications, prayers, 
intercessions, thanksgivings, be 

made for all men ; 2 for kings 

and all that are in high place ; that 
we may lead a tranquil and quiet 
life in all godliness and gravity. 

3 This is good and acceptable in 
the sight of God our Saviour ; 

4 who willeth that all men should 
be saved, and come to the know- 
ledge of the truth. 5 For there 
is one God, one mediator also 1x5- 
tween God and men, himself man, 
Christ Jesus, 6 who gave himself a 
ninsom for all ; the testimony to he 

I home in its own times ; 7 where- 

! unto I w;i8 appointed a preacher and 
I an apostle (I speak the truth, I lie 
I not), a teacher of the Gentiles in 
faith and truth. 

8 I desire therefore that the men 
pray in every place, lifting up holy 
liands, without wrath and (]isi)uting. 
9 In like manner, that women adorn 
themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefastness and sobriety ; not 
with braided hair, and gold or j)earl8 
or costly raiment ; lO but (wliich 
becometh women professing godli- 
ness) through good works. il Let 
a woman leani in quietness with all 
subjection. 12 But I ix?rmit not 
I a woman to teach, nor to have 
dominion over a man, but to Ix) 
in (piietncss. 13 For Adam was 
I first foi-med, then Eve ; 14 and 

I Adam was not beguiled, but the 
1 woman being l)eguiled hath fallen 
into transgression : 15 but she 

shall be saved through the childbear- 
ing, if they continue in faith and love 
and sanctification with sobriety. 

3 1 Faithful is the saying, If 
a man sceketh the office of a 
bishop, he desircth a good work. 
2 The bishop therefore must be 
without reproach, the husband of 
one wife, temperate, soberminded, 
orderly, given to hospitality, apt to 
teach ; 3 no brawler, no striker ; 

blit gentle, not contentious, no lover 
of money; 4 one that ruleth 
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well his own house, having his chil- 
dren in subjection with all gravity ; 

5 (but if a man knoweth not how 
to rule his own house, how shall lie 
take care of the church of God?) 

6 not a novice, lest being puffed up 

he fall into the condemnation of the 
devil. 7 Moreover he must have 
good testimony from them that are 
without ; lest he fall into re])roach 
and the snare of the devil. 8 Dea- 
cons in like manner must he grave, 
not doubletongued, not given to 
much wine, not greedy of filthy 
lucre ; 9 holding the mystery of 

the faith in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be 
proved ; then let them serve as 
deacons, if they lie blameless. 

11 Women in like manner must he 
grave, not slanderers, temperate, 
faithful in all things. 12 Let 
deftcons be husbands of one wife, 
ruling their ehildren and their own I 
houses well. 13 For they that j 
have served well as deacons gain | 
to themselves a good standing, and 
great boldness in the faith which is 
in Christ Jesus. 

14 Tliese things write I unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly ; 
15 but if 1 tarry long, that thou ! 
mayest know how men ought to | 
l)ehave themselves in the house of 
God, which is the church of the 
living God, the pillar and ground 
of the truth. 16 And without 
controversy great is the mystery of 
godliness ; He who was manifested 
in the flesh, justified in the spirit, 
seen of angels, preached among the 
nations, believed on in the world, 
received up in glory. 

4 1 But the Spirit saith ex- 

pressly, that in later times 
some shall fall away from the 
faith, giving heed to seducing spirits 
and doctrines of devils, 2 through 
the hypocrisy of men that speak lies, 
branded in their own conscience as 
with a hot iron ; 3 forbidding to 

marry, (ind comma 7 id'iti{i to abstain 
from meats, which God created to 
be received with thanksgiving by 
them that believe and know the 
truth. 4 For tvery crcatuixi of 


God is good, and nothing is to be re- 
jected, if it be received with thanks- 
giving : 5 for it is sanctified 

through the word of God and i)rayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in 
mind of these things, thou shalt be 
a good minister of Christ Jesus, nou- 
rislied in the words of the faith, and 
of tlie good doctrine which thou hast 
followed until now : 7 refuse 

profane and old wives’ fables. And 
exercise thyself unto godliness : 

: 8 for bodily exercise is profitable 
' for a little ; but godliness is profit- 
; able for all things, having promise 
I of the life which now’ is, and of that 
j which is to come. 9 Faithful is . 
1 the sjiying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation. 10 For to this end w e 
j labour and strive, l)ecause w’e have 
I our hoj)e set on the living God, who 
is the Saviour of all men, s{)ecially 
of them that Ix^lieve. ii These , 
things command and teach. 12 Let 
no man despise thy youth ; but he 
thou an ensample to them that he- 
lieve, in word, in manner of We, in 
love, in faith, in purity. 13 Till 
I come, give heed to I'eading, to ex- 
hortation, to teaching. 14 Neglect 
not the gift that is im thee, w hich 
was given thee by prophecy, with 
the laying on of the hands of the 
presbytery. 15 Be diligent in 
these things ; give thyself wholly 
to them ; that thy progress may • 
be manifest unto all. 16 Take 
heed to thyself, and to thy teach- 
ing. Continue in these things ; for 
in doing this thou shalt save both 
thyself and them that hear thee. 

5 1 Rebuke not an elder, but. 

exhort him as a father ; the 
younger men as brethren : 2 the 
elder women as mothers ; the younger 
as sisters; in all purity. 3 Honour 
widow's that are widows indeed. 

4 But if any widow hath children 
or grandchildren, let them learn 
first to shew piety towards their 
own family, and to requite their 
})arent8 : for this is acceptable in 
the sight of God. 5 Now she 
»that is a widow indeed, and deso- 
late, hath her hope set on Qod, 
and continueth in supplications and 
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prayers u\g\it and day. 6 But she j 
that giveth herself to pleasure is ! 
dead while she liveth. 7 These 
things also command, that they may 
be without reproach. 8 But if 
any provideth not for Ids own, and 
specially his own household, he hath 
denied the faith, and is worse than 
an unbeliever. 9 Let none l)e 
enrolled as a widow under three* 
score years old, havlmj been the 
wife of one man, 10 well re- 
ported of for good works ; if she 
hath brought up children, if she 
hath used hospitality to sti'angers, 
if she hath washed the saints’ feet, 
if she hath relieved the afUicted, if 
she hath diligently followed every 
good work.. li But younger wi- 
dows refuse : for when they have 
waxed wanton Jigainst (Jhrist, they 
desire to marry ; 12 having con- 

demnation, Ixicause they have re- 
jected their first faith. 13 And 
withal they learn also to he idle, 
going about from house to house ; 
and *.iot only idle, but tattlers 
also and busybodies, speaking things 
which they ought not. 14 1 
desire therefore that the younger 1 
widows marry, bear children, rule the 
household, give none occitsion to the 
adversary for reviling : 15 for al- 

ready some are turned aside after 
Satan. 16 If any woman tiiat 
believeth hath widows, let her re- 
lieve them, and let not the church 
be burdened ; that it may relieve 
them that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the eldei*s that rule well 
be counted worthy of double ho- 
c nour, esfiecially those who labour in 
the \vord and in teaching. 18 For 
the scripture saith, Thou shalt not 
muzzle the ox when he treadeth out 
the corn. And, The labourer is 
worthy of his hire. 19 Against 
an elder receive not an accusation, 
except at the mouth of two or three 
witnesses. 20 Them that sin re- 
prove in the sight of all, that tlie 
rest lalso may be in fear. 21 I 
charge thee in the sight of God, and 
Christ Jesus, and the elect angels, 
that thou observe these things with- 
out prejudice, doing nothing by 


partiality. 22 Lay hands luistily 
on no man, neither be partaker 
of other men s sins : keep thyself 
pure. 23 Be no longer a drinker 
; of water, but use a little wine for 
thy stomach’s sake and thine often 
infirmities. 24 Some men’s sins 
arc evident, going befoi'c unto 
judgement ; and some men also 
they follow after. 25 In like 
manner also there are good works 
that are evident ; and such as are 
otherwise cannot l)e hid. 

6 1 Let JUS many as are servants 
iiiider the yoke count their own 
masters worthy of all honour, 
that the name of God and the doev 
trine l)e not blasphemed. 2 And 
they that have believing mastei*s, 
let them not despise them, Ix^canse 
they are brethren ; but let tliem 
serve them the rather, because they 
that ]>artakc of the Ixuiefit are be- 
lieving and l)elove(L These things 
teach and exhort.

10 For there are many unruly 
men, vain talkers and deceivers,

3 And out of the smoke came forth 
locusts upon the earth ; and {Kiwer 
was given them, as the scorpions of 
the earth have jiower. 4 And it 
was said unto them that thev^ should 
not hurt the gniss of the earth, nei- 
ther any green thing, neither any 
tree, but oidy such men as have not 
the seal of (lod on thuir forelieads. 

5 And it was given them that Uiey 
should not kill them, but tlmt they 
should l)e tormented five months : 
and their torment was as the ton 
ment of a scorpion, when it strikctli 
a man.

7 And the shapes of the locusts were 
like unto hoi-ses jirejiared for war ^ 
and upon their heads as it Were 
crowns like unto gold, ajid their 
faces were as men's faces. 8 And 
they had hair as the hair of w omen, 
and their teeth wem as the teeth of 
lions. 9 And they had breast- 
plates, as it were breastplates of 
iron ; and the sound of their wings 
was as the sound of chariots, of 
many horses rushing to w^ar. 10 And 
they have tails like unto scorpions, 
and stings ; and in their tails is 
their power to hurt men five months^ 
II They have over them as kinir tl||^ 
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angel of the abyss : his name irf 1 
Hebrew is Abaddon, and in tJhe i 
Gr^pk toiigue he hath the name I 
Apollyon. I 

• 12 The finst Woe is past : behold, ' 
there come yet two Woes here- j 
after. I 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, 
and I heard a voice from the horns 
of the golden altar which is before ! 

-God, 14 one saying to the sixth | 
angel, which had the trumpet, Loose j 
the four angefe which are bound at 
. the great river Euphrates. 15 And i 
the four angpls were loosed, which ! 
had been prepared for the hour and 
day and month and year, that they 
should kill the third [>art of men. 
16 'And the number of the armies of 
the hoi'semen was twice ten thou- 
sand times ten thousand : I heard 
the number of theiiL 17 And tlms 
I saw the horses in the vision, and 
them that sat on them, having breast- 
plates (if^ of fire and of hvcicinth and 
of brimstone : and the heads of the 
horses ^ire as the heads of lions : 
and out of their inoiifhs j)roceed- 
eth fire and smoke and brimstone. 

18 By these three plagues was the 
tiling, l)art of, men killed, by the fire 
andthe smoke and the bi’iinstone, 
whicli proceeded out of their mouths. 

19 For the power of the horses is in 
their moutii, and in their tails : for 

=^heir tails are like unto serj)ents, 
and have heads ; and with theiii 
they do h«rt. 20 And the rest (»f 
mankind, which were not killed with 
these plagues, re])entcd not of the 
works of their hands, that they 
should not Morship devils, and the 
idc^lM of gold, and of silver, and of 
brass, apd of stone, and of wood ; 
which can neither see, nor hear, nor 
walk : 21 and they refKmted not 

of their murders, nor of their sor- 
ceries, nor of their fonneation, nor 
of their thefts. 

I And 1 saw another strong 
angel coming down out of 
heaven, arrayed w ith a cloud ; 
£Hid the rainbow was upon his head, 
and his face was as the sun, and his 
feet as pillars of fire ; 2 and he 

bad in his hand a little book open : 


and he set his right foot upon the 
sea, and his left upon the eai tli ; 
3 and he cried with a great voice, as 
a lion roareth : and when be cried, 
the seven thunders uttered their 
voices. 4 And when the seven 
thunders uttered their voieej^, 1 was 
about to w rite : and 1 heard a voice 
from heaven* saying, Se^il up the 
things which the seven thunders 
uttered, and w rite them not. 5 And 
the angel which 1 saw' standing upon 
the sea and upon the earth lifted up 
his right hand to heaven, 6 and 
sw'ai‘e by him that liveth for ever 
and ever, who created the heaven 
and the things that are therein, and 
the earth and the things that are 
therein, and the sea and the things 
that arc therein, that there shall be 
time im longer ; 7 but in the days 

of the voice of the seventh angel, 
when he is about to sound, then is 
finished tlie mystery of God, accord 
ing to the good tidings wliich he 
declared to his servants the ]>ro- 
phets. 8 And the voice which I 
lieard from iieaven, J iteiu'd it again 
s{>eakiiig with me, and saying, (io. 
take the l>ook wdiich is o[)en in the 
hand of the angel that standeth 
upon the sea and ii]>on the earth. 

9 And 1 went unto the angel, saying 
unto him that he slionld give me 
the little book. And he saith unto 
me, 'lake it, and eat it up ; and it 
shall make thy belly bitter, but in 
thy mouth it sliall be sweet as honey. 

10 And 1 took the little l)ook out of 
the angel’s hand, and ate it up ; and 
it was in mv mouth sweet as honey ; 
and when i had eaten it, mv belly 
waiH made bittei*. ii And they say 
unto me, Thou must j prophesy again 
over many peoples and nations and 
tongues and kings. 

I And there was given me 
a reed like unto a rod : and 
one siiid. Rise, and measure 
the temple of (iod, and the altar, and 
them that w orship therein. 2 And 
the court which is without the tem- 
ple leave without, and measure it 
aot; for it hath been given unto the 
nations : and the holy city shall 
they tread under Aot forty arid two 
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months. 3 And I will give unto 
my two witnesses, and they shall pro- 
phesy a thousand two hundred and 
threescore days, clothed in sackcloth. 

4 These are the two olive trees and 
^e two candlesticks, standing before 
the Ijord of the earth. 5 And if 
any man desireth to hurt them, fire 
proceedeth out of their mouth, and 
devoureth their enemies: and if any 
man shall desire to hurt them, in 
this manner must he be killed. 

6 These have the j)ower to shut the 
heaven, that it rain not during the 
days of their prophecy : and they 
have [)ower over the waters to turn 
them into blood, and to smite the 
earth with eveiw i)lague, fis often as 
they shall desire. 7 And when 
they shall have finished their testi- 
mony, the Ixjast that cometh up out 
of tiie abyss shall make war with 
them, and overcome them, and kill 
them. 8 And their dead bodies 
/if in the street of the great city, 
whicli spiritually is called Sodom 
and Egyjd, where also their ii<>rd 
was ci-ucified. 9 And from among 
the |)eoples and tribes and tongues 
and nations do m/’/f look u|)on their 
dead bof^es thiee days and a half, 
and Slider hot their dead bodies to 
b<‘ laid in a tomb. 10 And they 
that dwell on the earth rejoice over 
them, and make merry : and they 
shall send gifts one to another ; be- 
cause these two prophets torment- 
ed them that dwell on the earth. 

11 And after the three days and a 
half the breath of life from (Jod 
entertxl into them, and they stood 
upon their feet ; and great fear 
fell upon them which l>elield them, j 

12 And they heard a gi*eat voice 
from heaven saying unto them, t'ome 
uj) hither. And they went up into 
heaven in the cloud : and their 
enemies l)eheld them. 13 And in 
that hour there was a great earth- 
quake, aud the tenth part of the ! 
city fell and there were killed in 
the earthquake seven thousand per- 
sons : and tlie rest w^ere affrighted, 
and gave glory to the God of 
heaven. 

14 * The Beco?id Woe is past: 


behold, the third Woe cometh 
quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sqqnd- 
ed ; and there followed great voices 
in heaven, and they said. The king- 
dom of the world is become 
liiugdorn of our Ijord, and of his 
Christ : and he shall reign for ever 
I and ever. 16 And the four and 
twenty elders, which sit before God 
on their thrones, fell iijKm th^dr 
faces, and w orshipped (iod, 17 say- 
ing, We give thee thanks, () Lord 
(lod, the Almighty, which art and 
which want ; l)ecau8e tljon hast taken 
thy great power, and didst reign. 
18 And the nations were wroth, 
and thy wrath came, and the time 
lof the dead to be judged, and 
time to give their rew^ard to thy 
I servants the prophets, and to the 
saints, and to them that fear thy 
name, the small and the great ; 
and to destroy them that destroy 
the earth. 

19 And there was opened the 
temple of God that is in , heaven ; 
and there w'as seen in his temple 
the ark of his covenant : and there 
followed lightnings, and -voices, and 
thundei's, and an earth(piak(;4^and 
gi'cat hail. 

I And a great sign ’Tas seen 
in heaven ; a woman arrayed 
with tlie sun, and the moon 
under her feet, and upon her hea^I 
a crow n of twelve stars ; 2 and she 

was w ith child : and she crieth out, 
travailing in birth, and in jiain to be 
delivered. 3 And there w^as seen 
another sign in heaven ; and behold, 
a great red dragon, having sevep 
he^s and ten horns, and upo^l^his 
heads seven diadems. 4 And Tiis 
tail draweth the third jwirt of the 
stars of heaven, and did cast them 
to the eaith : and the dragon stood 
l>efore the w^oman which was about 
to be delivered, that when she was 
delivered, he might devour her child. 

5 And she was delivered of a son, a 
man child, who is to rule all the 
nations w ith a rod of iron : and Iv' x 
child was caught up unto God 
unto his throne. 6 And 
man fled into the wilderr 
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she hath a place prepared of God, 
that there they may nourish her‘^a 
thousand two hundred and three- 
score days. 

7 And there was war in heaven : 
Michael and his angels goimj forth 
to war with the dragon ; and the 
dragon warred and his angels ; 8 and 
they prevailed not, neither was their 
place found any more in heaven. 
Q And the great dragon was cast 
down, the old serpent, he that is 
called the Devil and Satan, the de- 
ceiver of the whole world ; he was 
cast down to the earth, and his 
angels were cast down with him. 
10 And 1 heard a great voice in 
heaven, saying. Now is come the 
saltation, and the power, and the 
kingdom of our God, and the au- 
thority of his Christ : for the ac- 
cuser of our brethren is cast down, 
which accuseth them before our God 
day and night ii And they over- 
came him because of the blood of 
the Lamb, and because of the word ^ 
of their testimony ; and they loved 
not their life even unto death. 
12 Therefore rejoice, O heavens, and 
ye that dwell in them. Woe for the 
earth and fo^; the sea : because the , 
deviCis gone down unto you, having 
great wrath, knowing that he hath 
but a short time. 


the testimony of Jesus : i and 
he stood upon the sand of the 
. sea. 

I And 1 saw a l)east coming up out 
; of the sea, having ten horns and 
seven heads, and on his horns ten 
diadems, and u})on his heads names 
of blasphemy, 2 And the beast 
which 1 saw was like unto g leopard, 
and his feet were as the feet of a 
bear, aiid his mouth as the mouth 
of a lion : and the dragon gave him 
his }X)wer, and his throne, and great 
> authority. 3 And 1 saw one of 
I his heads as though it had been 
smitten unto death ; and his death- 
stroke was hcjiled : and the whole 
earth wondered after the bcfist ; 
4 and they worship|>ed the dragon, 
l)ecause he gave liis authority unto 
the Ixiast ; and they worshipped the 
l>east, saying, Who is like unto the 
beast? and who is able to war with 
him? 5 and there wjis given to 
him a mouth speaking great things 
and bhispheinies ; and there was 
given to fiim authority to continue 
forty and two months. 6 And he 
ojKUied his mouth for blasphemies 
against God, to blaspheme his name, 
and his tal)erniicle, eren tjiem that 
dwell in the heaven. "7 And it 
wjis given unto him to make war 
with the siiints, and to overcome 



13 And when the d^’agon saw that 
he was cast down to the earth, he {>er- 
secuted the woman which brought 
forth the. man child. 14 And 
there were given to the woman the 
two wings of the great eagle, that she 
might fly into the wilderness unto her 
place, where she is nourished for a 
tin^e; and times, and half a time, from 
th^ face of the serpent. 15 And 
the serpeht cast out of his mouth 
after the woman water as a river, 
that he might cause her to be car- 
ried away by the stream. 16 And 
the earth helped the woman, and the 
earth opened her mouth, and swal- 
^''v^ed up the river which the dragon 
out of his mouth. 17 And 
^^e^on waxed wroth with the 
^Hid went away to nmke war 
^ of her seed, which keep 
’'oients of God, and hold 


them : and there was given to him 
authority over every tribe* and jk*o- 
ple and tongue and natiom 8 And 
all that dwell on the earth shall 
woi’ship him, ei^erj/ one whose name 
hath not been written in the lx)ok of 
life of the J.<iimb that hath been slain 
from the foundation of the world, 
9 If any man hath an ear, let him 
liear. 10 If any man is for cap- 
tivity, into captivity he goeth : if 
' any man shall kill with the sword, 
with the sword must he l>e killed. 
Here is the {)atience and the faith 
of the saints. 

II And I saw another beast com- 
; ing up out of the earth ; and he had 
! two honis like unto a lamb, and he 
: spake as a dragort 12 And he ex- 
I erciseth all the authority of the first 
' l)ea8t in his sight. ^And he maketh 
the earth and them that dwell there- 
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in to worship the firsi/ beast, whose i 
deatl stroke was healed. 13 And [ 
he doeth great signs, that he should : 
even make fire to come down out of j 
heaven upon the earth in the sight | 
of men. 14 Apd he deceiveth | 
them that dwell on the earth by I 
reason of the signs’ whicli it was , 
given him to do in the sight of the ! 
beast ; saying to them that dwell on 
the earth, that they should make an 
image to the beast, wlio hath the 
stroke of the sword, and lived , 
15 And it was given nnto him to 
give breath to it, even to the image 
of the beast, that the image of the 
beast sliould both speak, and cause 
that as many as should not worship 
the image of the beast should be 
killed. 16 And he causeth all, 
the small and the great, and the rich 
and the poor, and the free and the 
bond, that there be given them a 
mark on their right haml, or upon 
their forehead ; 17 and that no 

man should be able to buy or to 
sell, save he that hath the mark, 
evev the name of the beast or the 
number of his name, l8 Here is j 
wisdom. He that hath understand* j 
ing, let him count the number of the ! 
beast ; f^it is the numl>er of a 
man : andliis numl)er is Six hun- 
dred and sixty and six. ' 

I And 1 saw, and behold, 
the Lamb standing on the 
mount Zion, and with him a 
hundred and forty and four thousand, 
having his name, and the name of 
his Father, written on their fore- 
heads. 2 And I heard a voice i 
from heaven, as the voice of many 
watei^s, and as the voice of a gi-eat 
thunder : and the voice which I j 
heard was as tJw voice of harpers | 
harping with their hari>8 : 3 and 

they sing as it were a new song be- 
fore the throne, and before the four 
living creatures and the eldens : 
and no man could learn the song 
save the •hundred and forty and 
four thousand, even they that had 
l>een purchased out of the earth. 
4 These are they which were not 
defiled with women ; for they are 
virgiift. These Sire they which fol- 


low the Lamb whithersoever he ’ 
gieth. These were purchased from 
among men, to be the firstfruits unto 
God and untb the Lamb. 5 And 
in their mouth was found no lie : 
they are without blemish. 

6 And I saw another angel flynig 
in mid heaven, having an eternal 
gospel to proclaim unto them that 
dwell on the earth, and unto every 
nation and ti»ibe and tongue amt 
people ; 7 and hew saith -with^a 

great voice. Fear Go(I, and giv^ him 
glory ; for the hour of his judgement., 
j is come : and worship him that 
! made the heaven and the earth and 
i sea and fountains of waters. 

8 And another, a second angel,- 
followed, saying, Fallen, fallen is 
Babylon the great, which hath made 
all the nations to drink of the wine 
; of the wrath of her fornication. 

I 9 And another angel, a third, fol- . 
lowed them, saying with a great 
voice, If any man woi-8hipi)eth the 
beast and his image, and receiveth 
a mai*k on his forehead, or ^)on his 
hand. lO he also shall drink of 
the wine of the wrath of (iod, which 
is j)rej)ared unmixed in the cup of 
his anger ; and he iiliall b<i tor- 
mented with fire and brimstone in 
the presence of the holy .angels, 
and in the presence of the Lamb : 

II and the smi)ke of their torment 
goeth up for ever and ever ; andy* 
they have no rest day and night, 
they that worship the ^east aiid 
his image, and whoso receiveth the . 
mark of his name, I2 Here is the 
patience of the saints, they that 
keep the commandments of God^ 
and the faith of Jesus. 

13 And 1 heard a voice fyom h^a- . 
veil saying, Write, Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth : yea, saith the Spirit, 

I that they may rest from their la- 
j hours ; for their works follow with 
them. 

14 And I saw, and behold, a white 
cloud ; and on the cloud 1 saw one 
sitting like unto a son of man, hav t 
ing on his head a golden crown 

in his hand a sharp sickle, 
another angel came out 
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temple, crying with a great voice 
to him that sat on the doiid, Serld 
fort{) thy sickle, and reap ; for the 
hour to reap is come ; for the 
harvest of the earth is overripe. 
16 And he that sat on the cloud cast 
his sickle upon the earth ; and the 
earth wjis reaped. 

17 And another angel came out 
from the temple which is in hea- 
ven, he also having a sharp sickle. 
18 And another angel came out from 
the altar, he tViat hath power over 
fire ; and he called with a great 
voice to him that had the sharp 
sickle, saying, Send fortli thy sharj) 
sickle, and gatliei* the clusters of 
the vine of the earth ; for her grapes 
are fully ripe. 19 And the angel 
cast his sickle into the earth, and 
gathered the vintage of the earth, 
and casit it into the winepress, the 
great win 4 ^.p)rHS, of the wTath of 
God 20 And the winepress was 
trodden without the city, and there 
camo out blood from the winep!*ess, 
even un^) the bridles of the horses, 
as far as a thousand and six hundred 
furlongs. 

I And I saw another sign in 
heaven, great and marvellous, 
seven angels having seven 
plfiguesy which arc the last, for in 
them is finished the wrath of (iod. 

2 And 1 saw as it were a glassy sea 
f.iingled with fire ; and them that j 
come victorious from the beast, and ! 
from his k.iage, and from the num- 
ber of his name, standing by the 
glassy sea, having har{>8 of Gkai 

3 And they sing the s^ing of Moses 
the servant of God, and the song of 
file Lamb, saying, (freat and mar- 

. vellous are thy works, O Ijord (iod, ' 
the Almighty ; righteous and true I 
are thy ways, thou King of the ages, 

4 Who shall not fear, O Ijord, and 
glorify thy name ? for thou only 
art holy ; for all the nations shall j 
come and worship before thee ; for 

* righteous acts have been made 

after these things I saw, 
^'temple of the tabernacle 
'timony in heaven was 
and there came out 


^from the temple the seven angels 
that had the seven jilagues, arrayed 
viithpredov^ stone, pure and bright, 
and girt about their breasts with 
golden girdles. 7 And one of the 
four living creatures gave unto the 
seven angels seven golden bowls full 
of the wrath of (hxl, who livetli for 
ever and ever! 8 And the temple 
I was filled with smoke from the glory 
j of God, and from his power ; and 
I none was able to enter into the 
' temple, till the seven plagues of the 
seven angels should l>c' finished. 

I And 1 heard a great voice 
out of the temple, siiying to 
the seven angels, (io ye. and 
f)our out the seven bowls of the 
wrath of (iod into the eai-th. 

2 And the first went, and jinured 
out his 1m>w1 into the earth ; and it 
l)ecame a noisome and gi-ievoiis sore 
u])on the men which had the mark 
of the lK‘ast, and which worshipped 
his image. 

3 And the second poured out his 
bowl into the sea ; a]Hl it l>ecame 
blood as of a dead man ; and (‘very 
living soul died, crcu the things that 
were in the sea. 

4 And the third yxiured out his 

Ik)w 1 into the rivers ami ^he fount- 
ains of the waters ; and it becaim^ 
blood. 5 And I heard the angel 
of the waters saying, liighUaMis art 
thou, which art and which wast, thou 
Holy One, because thou didst thus 
judge : 6 for they poured out the 

blood of saints and f)rophets, and 
blood hast thou given them to (Irink ; 
they are worthy. 7 And I heard 
the altar saying. Yea, () Lord (iod, 
the Almighty, true and righteous 
are thy judgements. 

8 And the fourth j)oured out his 
bowl u])on the sun ; and it was given 
unto it to scorch men with fire. 
9 And men were scorched with great 
heat : and they blasphemed the 
name of the (iod which hath the 
jK)wer over these plagues ; and they 
repented not to give him felory. 

10 And the fifth poured out his 
bowl upon the throne of the IxiJist : 
and his kingdoni was darkened ; and 
they gnawed their longues for pain, 
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II and they blasphemed the (iod ofijlat that sitteth upon many waters;’ 
heaven because of their pains and i Jwith whom the kings of the earth 


their sores ; and they repented not i 

their works. 

12 And the sixth {K)ured out his 
bo^l upon tlie great river, the river 
Kuphrates ; and the water thereof 
was dried uj), that the way might be | 
made ready for the kings that eenne 
from the*sunnsing. 13 And I saiV 
etnnli/g out of the mouth of the 
dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beast, and out of the mouth of the 
false ]>rophet, three unclean sjiirits, 
as it weri‘ fr(»gs : 14 for they are 

spirits of devils, working signs; 
which go forth unto the kings of 
tlie whole Morld, te gather them to- 
gether unto the war of the great 
day of (lod, the Almighty. 15 ( He- 
liold, I come as a thief. Blessed is 
he that watcheth, and keepeth his 
gai-ments, k‘st he walk nak^'d, and 
they see his shame.) 16 And 
they gathered them togellier into 
the place which is called in Hebrew 
llar-Miigedon. 

17 And the seventh poured out 
liis bowl ujion the air; and there 
came foilh a great voice out of the 
temjile, from the throne, saying. It 
is done l8 and there were light- 
nings, and voices, and thunders; and 
there was a great eartlKpiake, such 
as was not since there were men , 
U{M)U the earth, so great an earth- j 
(piake, so mighty. 19 And the ; 
great city wils divided into three | 
parts, and the cities of the nations 
fell : and Babylon the great was j 
remembered in the sight ol (lod, 
to give unto her the cup of the 
wine of the herceness of his MTath. 

20 And every island fled away, 
and the mountains were not found. 

21 And great hail, every sfo^ir about 
the weight of a talent, cometh down 
out of heaven upon men ; and men 
blasphemed Hod because of the 
]>lague of the hail ; for the plague 
thereof if? exceeding great. 

1 And there came one of 
the seven angels that had the 
seven kiwis, and spake wiUi 
me, saying, Home hither, 1 will shew" 

thee the judgenfbnt of the great har- 

* • 


committed fornication, and they that 
dwell in the earth were made dnniken 
with the wane of her fornication. 

3 And he carried me away in the 
Spirit into a w ilderness : and 1 oaw" 
a w"oman sitting upon a scarlet- 
coloured beast, full of names of 
blasphemy, having seven heads and 
ten horns. *4 And the woman wa* 
arrayed in purple ajid scai»let, and 
decked with gold aiui precious stone 
and jiearls, having in* her hand a. 
golden cup full of abominations, even 
the unclean things of her fornica- 
tion, 5 and upon her forehead a 
name written, mysteiiy, bahyi.on 
r\lK (iHEA'r, 'llIK MOI'HKR Ol'^HE 
HAin.OTS AND Ol' Ttlt: AIU):\IINA- 
TiONs OF mi: KAiri'H. 6 And I 
saw" the woman drunken with the 
blood of the saints, and with the. 
blood of the maityrs of Jesus. And 
when I saw her, 1 wondered with a 
; great wonder. 7 And the angel 
i said unto me, Wherefore d^dst thou 
wonder^ 1 will tell thee the mystery 
of the w oman, and of the k‘ast that 
carrieth her, which hath the seven 
heads and the ten h(i)*ns. 8 The 
lK‘ast that thou sawest was, and is 
not : and is akuit to com# up out 
of the abv.ss, and to go into ja^rdi- 
tion. A'nd tliey that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, they w hose nan«^' 
hath not been written in the k)ok 
of life from the fouiuhi^ion of the « 
w orld, w hen they liehold the k^ast, . 
how' that he was, and is not, and 
shall come. 9 Here is the mind 
which hath wisdom. The seven 
heads are seven mountains, on wbicli 
the woman sitteth: lo^aud they, 

are seven kings ; the five 'are fallen, 
the one is, the other is not yet 
come: and when he cometh, he must 
' continue a little while. ii And 
i the lieast that was, and is not, is 
I himself also an eighth, and is of the 
' seven ; and he goeth into j)erdition. 

1 12 iVnd the ten horns tliat thou 
I sawest are ten kings, which have 
received no kingdom as yet; but 
I they receive authority as kings, with 
; the beast, for one hour. 13 Thgge 
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Iiave one mind, and they give thejx 
power, and authority unto the beasL 
14 These shall war agjiinst the Lamb, 
and the Lamb shall overcome them, 
for he is Lord of lords, and King of 
kings f and they also shall overcome 
that are with him, called and chosen 
and faithful. 15 And he saith unto 
me, The waters which thou sawest, 
where the harlot sitteth, are peo- 
ples, and multitudes, and nations, 
anfl tongues. 16 And the ten honis 
which thou saVest, and the beast, 
these shall hate the harlot, and shall 
make her desolate and naked, and 
shall eat her flesh, and shall burn 
her utterly with fire. 17 For (lod 
di.d put in tlieir hearts to do his 
mind, and to come to one mind, 
and to give their kingdom unto the 
beiist, until the words of (Jod should 
l>e accomplished. 18 And the wo- 
man whom tliou sawest is the great 
city, which reigneth over the kings 
of the earth.

8 There- 
fore in one day shall her plagues 
come, death, and mourning, and 
famine ; and she shall l>e utterly 
burned with fire ; for strong is the 
Lord (jod which judged her.

the kings of the earth, who com- 
mitted fornication and lived wan- 
tonly with her, shall wcej) and w\ail 
over her, when they look u])on the 
smoke of her burning, 10 standing 
afar ofl‘ for the fear of her torment, 
saying. Woe, woe, the great city. 
Babylon, the strong city ! for in 
one hour is thy judgement come. 
II And the merchants of the earth 
weep and mourn over her. for no 
man buyeth their merchandise any 
more ; 12 merchandise of gold, 

and silver, and j>recious stone, and 
j)earls, and fine linen, and purj)le. 
and silk, and scarlet ; and all thyine 
wood, and every vessel of ivory, and 
every vessel made of most preci(nis 
w'ood, and of brass, and iron, and 
marble ; 13 and cinnamon, and 

si)ice, and incense, and oiidment, 
and frankincense, and wine, and oil, 
and fine flour, and w heat, “".d cattle, 
and sheej> ; and merchandise of 
horses and chariots and .slaves ; and 
souls of men. 14 And the fruits 
w hich thy soul lu.sted after are gone 
from thee, and all things that were 
dainty and sumptuous are perished 
from thee, and itien shall find them no 
more at all. 15 The merchants of 
these things, who w ere made rich by 
her, shall stand afar off for the fear 
of her torment, weeping and mourn- 
ing : 16 saying. Woe, woe, the 

great city, she that was arrayed in 
tine linen and purqfle and scarlet, 
and decked with gold and precious 
stone and peai*l ! 17 for in one 

j hour so great riches is made deso- 
late. And every shiimiaster, and 
every one that sailcth any whither, 
and mariners, and Jis marly as gain 
their living by sea, stood afar off, 
and cried out as they looked 
upon the smoke of her burning, 
i saying, What city ft like the great 
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city? 19 And they' cast dust on, 
their heads, and cried, weeping and 
mourning, saying, Woe, woe, tiie 
great city, wl)erein were made rich , 
all that had their ships in the sea by | 
reason of her costliness ! for in due 
hour is she made desolate.
